I and Obed begot Jesse ; ' and Jesse begot David the king ; land 
David begot Solomon, of the wife of Uriah ; "^ and Solomon be- 
got Rehoboam; and Rehoboam begot Abijah ; and Abijah be- 
got Asa ; ^ and Asa begot Jehoshaphat ; and Jehoshaphat begot 
Joram ; and Joram begot Uzziah ; *and Uzziah begot Jotham ; 
and Jotham begot Ahaz ; and Ahaz begot Hezekiah ; ^° and 
Hezekiah begot Manasseh ; and Manassoh begot Amon ; and 
Amon begot Josiah ; " and Josiah begot Jeconiah and his 
brothers, at the time of the removal to Babylon. " And after 
the removal to Babylon, Jeconiah begot ^lathiel; and Sal- 
athiel begot Zerubbabel ; ^' and Zembbabel begot Abiud ; and 
^iud begot Kliakim ; and Eliakim begot Azor ; ^^ and Azor 
begot Zado^k ; and ZadcM^ begot Achim ; and Achim begot 
Eliod ; *^ and Eliu^ begot Meazar ; and Eleazar begot Matthan ; 
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C/fyvJ 0^fiU P^ '^MATTHEW. ^-^ 

and Matthan begot Jacob ; '* and Jacob begot Joseph the hus- 
band of Mary, of whom was bom Jesns, who is called Christ. 

"All the generations, therefore, from Abraham unto David 
are fourteen generations ; and from David unto the removal to 
Babylon, fourteen generations ; and from the removal to Baby- 
lon unto the Christ, fourteen generations. 

^8 Now the birth of Jesus Christ was after this manner. His 
mother Mary having been betrothed to Joseph, before they 
came together she was found^with child by the Holy Spirit. 
1 i»And Joseph her husband, being just, and not willing to ex- 
•^ ^ose her openly, degired to put her away privately. ^ But 
while he thought on these things, behold, an angel of the Lord 
appeared to him in a dream, saying : Joseph, son of David, 
fear not to take to thee Maiy thy wife ; for that which is be- 
gotten in her is of the Holy Spirit. *^ And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his name Jesus; for he shall 
save his people ^m their sins. 

** And all this has. corne to pass, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the Lord through the prophet, saying : 
*' Behold, the virgin shall be with child. 
And shall bring forth a son, 
* / ^•'■* And they shaU call his name Lnmanuel ; 
which is interpreted, God with us. 

^ And Joseph, awaking from sleep, did as the angel of the 
Lord bade him, and took to him his wife ; ** and he knew her 
not till she brought forth a son ; and he called his name Jesus. 

nAND Jesus having been bom in Bethlehem of Judeea, 
• in the days of Herod the king, behold, there came wise 
men from the east to Jerusalem, * saying : Where is he that is 
bom King of the Jews ? For we saw his star in the jast, and 
came to do him homage. * And the king, Herod, hearing it, 
was troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. ^And having 
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assembled all the chief priests and scribes of the people, he 
inquired of them where the Christ should be bom. ''And 
they said to him: In Bethlehem of JudsBa; for thus it is 
written by the prophet : ^3^ t^vi^A « »^*^ A|«~w 

* And thou Bethlehem, land of Judah, ^ 

Art by no means least among the princes of Judah 
For out of thee shall come forth a Governor, n^^Jie^.. 
Who shall rule my people Israel. . ^^cjsD 

^ Then Herod, having se^etly called the wise men, inqui red 
qi them exactly the time of the appearing of the star. ® And 
he sent them to Bethlehem, and said : Go and mqmre strictly 
concerning the child ; and when ye have found him, bring me 
word agaJA , that I also may come and do him homage. ' And 
they, having heard the king, departed ; and lo, the star, which 
they saw in the east, went before them, till it came and stood 
over where the child was. ^® And seeing the star, they rejoiced 
with exceeding great joy. " And coming into the house, they 
saw the child with Mary his mother, and fell down, and did 
homage to him ; and opening their treasures, they presented 
to him gifts, gold and frankincense and myrrh. ^^ And bdQg ^f-^ 
warned by God in a dream, not to return to Herod, they de- 
parted into their own country by another way. w^^-^^ ( ^ « *- '«' 

'^ And when they had departed, behold, an angel of the Lord 
appears to Joseph in a dream, saying: Arise, and take the 
<^hild and his mother, and flee into Egypt, and be there 
until I bri ng thee wor d : for Herod is about Jp seek the child 
to destroy him. "And he arose and took the child and his 
mother by night and departed into Egypt, ^^ and was there 
until the death of Herod ; that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the Lord through the prophet, saying: Out of 
Egypt I called my son. /*v"* '.-.4-- h c^^^"*-. 

" Then Herod, s eeing that he was mocked by the wise men, 
was exceedingly enraged; and he sent forth, and slew all the 
male children that were in Bethlehem, and in all its borders, 
from two years old and under, according to the time which he \ 
had ep^ly learned from the wise men. " Then "waa IxiXISCl^X 
tha^ wluch was spoken ^iux>ngh Jeremiah tk©pxoi^\iet,«a.'5\siV-^

^^ A voice was heard in Ramah, 

Weeping, and great mourning ; 

Rachel weeping for her children, 

And would not be comforted, because they are not. 
"But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the Lord 
appears in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, *® saying: Arise, 
and take the child and his mother, and go into the land of 
Israel ; for they are dead who sought the child's life. ** And 
he arose, and took the child and his mother, and came into the 
land of Israel. ** But hearing that Archelaus reigned in Judaea 
instead of Herod his father, he was afraid to go thither ; and 
being warned by God in a dream, he retired into the region of 
Qalilee^J^ And h^ came and dwelt in a city called Nazareth ; 
that it might be fulfilled which was spoken through the proph- 
ets: He shall be called a Nazarene. • , 

mlN those days comes John the Immerser, preaching 
• in the wilderness of Judsea, * and saying : Repent, for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand. '.For this is he that was 
spoken of tlirough^e prophet IssdalU saying : 

The voice of one crying m the wilderness, 

Prepare the way of the Lord, 

Make straight his paths. 
* And he, John, had his raiment of cameVs hair, and a leathern 
girdle about his loins; and his food was locusts and wild 
honey. 

, . • Then went out to him Jerusalem, and all Judaea, and all 
the region about the Jordan ; • and they were immersed by him 
in the Jordan, confessing their sins. "^ But seeing many of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees coming to his immersion, he said to 
them : Brood of vipers, who warned you to flee from the com- 
ing wrath ? * Bring forth therefore fruit worthy of repentance ; 
•and think not to say within yourselves. We have Abraham 
for our father ; for I say to you, that God is able of these stones 
to raise up children to Abraham. ^® And already the axe is 
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laid t o tho root of the trees ; ^erefore every tree.that brings 
not forth good frnit i».,fiBiL down, and cast into the fire. " I 
indeed immerse you i^ water unto repentance ; bat he that 
comes after me is mightier than I, whose sandals I am not 
worthy to bear; he will immerse you in the Holy Spirit and 
xfire ; " whose fan is in his hand, and he will thoroughly cleanse 
his threshing-floor, and will gather his wheat into the gamer ; 
but the chaff he will bum up with fire unquenchable. 

'* Then Jesus comes from Galilee to the Jordan, to John, to 
be immersed by him. ^^But John sought to hinder him, say- 
ing : I have need to be immersed by thee, and dost thou come 
to me ? 1^ And Jesus answering said to him : Suffer it now ; 
for thus it becomes us to fulfill all righteousness. Then he suf- 
fered him. "And having been immersed, Jesus went up im- 
mediately from the water ; and lo, the heavens were opened 
to him, and he saw the Spirit of God descending, as a dove, 
and coming upon him. ^"^ And lo, a voice out of heaven, say- 
ing : This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

TTT Then Jesus was led up by the Spirit into the wilder- 
-L » • ness, to be tempted by the Devil. * And having fasted 
forty days and forty nights, he afterwards hungered. 'And 
coming to him, the tempter said : If thou art the Son of God, 
command that these stones become loaves of bread. ^But 
he answering said : Itiswritten, Man shall not live 
on bread alone, but on every word that 
proceeds out of the mouth of God. 

* Then the Devil takes him into the holy city, and sets him 
on the pinnacle of the temple, ' and says to him : If thou art 
the Son of God, cast thyself down ; for it is written : 

He will give his angels command concerning thee ; 
And on their hands they will bear thee up. 
Lest haply thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

^ Jesus said to him: Again it is written. Thou shalt 

not tempt the Lord thy God. 

* Again the Devil takes him into an exceedingly high mount- 
ain, and shows him all the kingdoms of the world, and the 
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glory of them ; * and says to him : All these things I will give 
thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship me. ^^ Then Jesus 
says to him : Get thee hence, Satan ; for it is written : Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve. "Then the Devil leaves 
him ; and behold, angels came and ministered to him.^^^^^^ . 

^^ And hearing that John was delivered up, he retired into 
Galilee. ^^ And leaving Nazareth, he came and dwelt in Ca- 
pernaum, which is by the sea, in the borders of Zebulun and 
Naphtali; ^^that it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
through Isaiah the prophet, saying : 

^'^ The land of Zebulun, and the land of Naphtali, 
By the way of the sea, beyond the Jordan, 
Galilee of the Gentiles, 

i< The people that sat in darkness, saw great light, 
And to those sitting in the region and shadow of death 
light sprang up. 

" From that time Jesus began to preach, and to say : Re- 
pent, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. ^^And walking 
by the sea of Galilee, he saw two brothers, Simon called Peter, 
and Andrew his brother; casting a net into the sea; for they 
were fishermen. " And he says to them : C^e after me, and 
I will make you fishers of men. *^ And they, immediately 
leaving the nets, followed him. ^^ And going on from thence, 
he saw other two brothers, James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, in the ship with Zebedee their f&ther, mend- 
ing their nets ; and he called them. ** And they, immediately 
leaving the ship and their father, followed him. 

>3 And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the good news of the kingdom, and 
healing every sickness and every infirmity among the })eople. 
^* And his fame went forth into all Syria ; and they brought to 
him all that were sick, taken with divers diseases and torments, 
and possessed with demons, and lunatic, and x>alsled ; and he 
healed them. "And great multitudes followed him from 
OAWee, and Decapolifi, and Jerusalem, and Judaea, and from 
I^j-ond the Joxdaa. 
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CHAPTER V. 

YAkd seeing the nmltitndes, he went np into the monnt- 
• ain ; and he having sat down, his disciples came to him. 
' And he opened his month, and taught them, saying : 

' Happ7 the poor in spirit ; for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

* Happy they that mourn ; for they shall be comforted. 
^ Happy the meek ^ for they shall inherit the earth. 

' Happy they that hunger and thirst after righteousness ; for 
they shall be filled. 

Happy the merciftd ; for they shall obtain mercy. 
^ Happy the pure in heart ; for they shall see God. 

* Happy the peacemakers ; for they shall be called sons of 
Qod. ^*w-»- uu^ *! 

'® Happy they who are persecuted for righteousness' sake ; 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

" Happy are ye, when they shall revile and persecute you, 
and shall say all evil against you falsely, for my sake. " Re- 
joice, and exult ; because great is your reward in heaven, for 
so they persecuted the prophets that were before you. 

" Ye are the salt of the earth ; but if the salt become taste- 
less, wherewith shall it be salted ? It is thenceforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out, and to be trodden under foot by 
men. 

** Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on a lull 
can not be hid. '< Nor do they light a lamp and put it under 
the bushel, but on the lamp-stand ; and it shines to all that 
are in the house. ^* Thus let your light shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and glorify your Father who is 
in heaven. 

" Think not that I came to destroy the law, or the prophets ; 
I came not to destroy, but to fulfill. " por verily I say to you, 
till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall not -pasB 
from the law, till all beTufllfilled. " Whoever therefore shall 
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MATTHEW. 

break one of these least commandments, and shall teach men 
so, shall be called the least in the kingdom of heaven ; but 
whoever shall do and teach them, he shall be called great in 
the kingdom of heaven. 

^ For I'say to you, that except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed that of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. 

^^•Yeheard that it was said to those of old: Thou shalt 
not kill; and whoever shall kill shall be 
in danger of the judgment. *^ But I say to you 
that every one who is angry with his brother, without cause, 
shall be in danger of the judgment ; and whoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca I shall be in danger of the council ; and who- 
ever shall say. Thou fool 1 shall be in danger of hell-fire. 
*3 Therefore if thou bringest thy gift to the altar, and there re- 
memberest that thy brother has aught against thee ; ** leave 
there thy gift before the altar, and go, first be reconciled to thy 
brother and then come and offer thy gift. 

** Agree with thine adversary quickly, while thou art in the 
way with him ; lest haply the adversary deliver thee to the 
judge, and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and thou be 
cast into prison. ** Verily I say to thee, thou shalt not come 
out thence, tlQ thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

2' Ye heard that it was said : T^liou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. *^But I say to you, that every one who 
looks on a woman, to lust after her, has already committed 
adultery with her in his heart. ^^ And if thy right eye causes 
thee to offend, pluck it out and cast it from thee ; for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy members perish, and not thy 
whole body be cast into hell. ^ And if thy right hand causes 
thee to offend, cut it off and cast it from thee ; for it is profit- 
able for thee that one of thy members perish, and not thy 
whole body be cast into hell. 
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CHAPTER V. 

' "And it was said: Whoever shall put away 
his wife, let him give her a writing of 
divorcement. " But I say to you, that whoever shall put 
away his wife, save for the cause of fornication, makes her 
eommit adultery; and whoever shall marry her when put 
away, commits adultery. 

" Again ye heard, that it was said to those of old : Thou 
shalt not swear falsely, but shalt perform 
to the Lord thine oaths. '*But I say to you, 
swear not at all ; neither by heaven, for it is God*s throne ; 
" nor by the earth, for it is his footstool ; nor by Jerusalem, for 
it is the city of the great King. •• Nor shalt thou swear by thy 
head ; becausethou canst not make one hair white or black. 
" But let your^r3^. Tea, yea, Nay, nay ; for that which is 
more than these comes of evU. w - * " --^ 

•• Ye heard that it was said : An eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth. ** But I say to you, that 
ye reost not evil ; but whoever shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other also. ^ And if any man will sue 
thee at the law, and take thy coat, let him have thy cloak also. 
*^ And whoever shall compel thee to go one mile, go with him 
two. ** Give to him that asks of thee, and from him that would 
borrow of thee turn not away."" 

« Ye heard that it was said : Thou shalt love tliy 
neighbor, and shalt hate thine enemy. 
** But I say to you, love your enemies, and pray for those who 
persecute you ; ** that ye may be sons of your Father who is 
in heaven ; for he causes his sun to rise on the evil and the 
good, and sends rain on the just and the unjust. ^*For if ye 
love those who love you, what reward have ye ? Do not also 
the publicans the same ? *' And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye that excels? Do not also the heathen 
thus ? ** Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father who is in 
heaven is perfect.

T7"T Take heed thiat ye do not your righteousness before 
Y X* men, to be seen by them ; otherwise ye have no reward 
with your Father who is in heaven. * Therefore when thou 
doest alms, do not sound a trumpet before thee, as the hypo- 
crites do in the synagogues and in the streets, that they may 
have gloiy of men. Verily I say to you, they have in full their 
reward. ' But when thou doest alms, let not thy left hand know 
what thy right hand does ; ^ that thine alms may be in secret ; 
and thy Father who sees in secret will hims^ reward thee. 

* And when ye pray, ye shall not be as the hypocrites ; for 
they love to. pray standing in the synagogues and in the cor- 
ners of the streets, that they may be seen by men. Verily I 
say to you, they have in full their reward. 'But thou, when 
thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and having shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father who is in secret ; and thy Father who sees 
in secret will reward thee. 

' But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do ; for they think that they shall be heard for their, much 
speaking. ® Be not ye therefore like to them ; for your Father 
knows what things ye have need "of, before ye ask him. 
* Do ye, therefore, pray after this manner : 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy name. 
10 Thy kingdom come ; thy wiU be done, as in heaven, so also 
on the earth. 
" Give us this day our daily bread. 
^' And forgive us our debts, as also we for^ve our debtors. 
^' And bring us not into temptation, but deliver us from eviL 

"For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly 
Father will also forgive you ; ^^ but if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father forgive your trespasses. 

" And when ye fast, be not as the hypocrites, of a sad coun-

tenance ; for they digfigare their faces, that thej may appear 
to men to fa st. Verily I say to you, they have in full their 
reward. ^^But thou, when thou fiEistest, anoint thy head, and 
wash thy face ; '^that thou appear not to men to fast, but to 
thy Father who is in secret ; and thy Father who sees in secret 
will reward thee. 

" Lay not up for yourselves treasures on the earth, where 
moth and rust consume, and where thieves break through and 
steaL ^ But lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust consumes, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. ^^ For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also, t^ ^«|U' -^ *^ fi*.*lw*^^ 

" The lamp of the body is the ^eye. If therefore thine eye- 
be single, thy whole body -will be light ; ''but if thine ^ye be 
evil, thy whole body will be dark. If therefore the light that 
is in thee is darkness, how great- the darkness 1 ^ No man can 
serve two masters ; for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other, or he wiU hold to one and despise the other.. Ye 
can not serve God and Mammon. 

•* For this cause I say to you, take not thought for your life, 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor for your body, 
what ye shall put on. Is not the life more than food, and the 
body than raiment? '* Behold the birds of the air, that they 
sow not, nor reap, nor gather into bams ; and your heavenly 
Father feeds them. Are ye not much better than they? 
*^ And which of you by takiog thought can add one cubit to 
his stature? ^ And why take ye thought for raiment ? Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they grow. They toil not, nor 
spin ; **and I say to you, that even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. * And if Gtod so clothes 
the grass of the field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast 
into the oven, will he not much more you, ye of little faith? 
" Take not thought therefore, saying. What shall we eat ? or. 
What shall we drink? or. Wherewith shall we be clothed? 
" For after all these do the Gentiles seek. For your heavenly 
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Father knows that ye have need of all these. " But seek first 
the kingdom of Qod, and his righteousness ; and all these shall 
be added to you. *^ Take not thought, therefore, for the mor- 
row ; for the morrow will take thought for itself. Sufficient 
for the day is the evil thereof. 

TOJI7DOB not, that ye be not judged. • For with what 
• j udgment ye judge, ye shall be judged ; and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you. 'And why be- 
boldest thou the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but perceiv- 
est not the beam that is in thine own eye 7 * Or how wilt thou 
say to thy brother : Let me cast out the mote from thine eye ; 
and behold, the beam is in thine own eye 7 * Hypocrite I first 
cast out the beam out of thine own eye ; and then thou wilt 
see clearly to cast out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 

•Give not that which is holy to the dogs, nor cast your 
pearls before the swine ; lest they trample them with their 
feet, and turn and rend you. 

f Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall find ; 
knock, and it shall be opened to you. * For every one that 
asks receives; and he that seeks finds; and to him that 
knocks it shall be opened. * Or what man is there of you, of 
whom if his son ask bread, will he give him a stone 7 ^^ And 
if he ask a fish, will he give him a serpent 7 " If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good gifts to your children, how 
much more will your Father who is in heaven give good things 
to those who ask him 7 " Therefore all things whatever ye 
would that men should do to you, so also do ye to them ; for 
this is the law and the prophets. 

*• Enter in through the strait gate ; because wide is the gate, 
and broad the way, that leads to destruction, and many are 
they who go in thereat. ^Because strait is the gate, and nar- 
row the way, that leads to life, and few are they who find it. 

" Beware of false prophets, who come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but Inwardly are ravening wolves. 

Y. 14. In 8ome anelent eopist : Hoir ttnit 
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'* Ye shall know tliem from tlieir fraits. Do men gather 
grapes from thorns, or figs from thistles ? ^"^ So every good 
tiee brings forth good froit ; but the oornipt tree brings forth 
evil frnit. ^^ A good tree can not bring forth evil froit, nor a 
oormpt tree bring forth good fruit. ^' Every tree that brings 
not forth good fruit is cut down, and cast into the fire. ^ So 
then, from their fraits ye shall know them. 

'^ Not every one that says to me. Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven ; but he that does the will of my 
Father who is in heaven. ** Many will say to me in that day : 
Lord, Lord, did we not prophesy in thy. name, and in thy 
name cast out demons, and in thy name do many miracles? 
» And then wiU I profsss to them, I never knew you ; depart 
from me, ye who work iniquity. 

** Every one, therefore, who hears these sayings of mine, 
and does them, I will liken him to a wise man, who built his 
house on the rock. *^ And the rain descended, and the streams 
came, and the winds blew, and fell upon that house ; and it 
did not fedl, for it had been founded on the rock. 8*And, 
every one who hears these sayings of mine, and does them not, 
shall he likened to a foolish man, who built his houise on the 
sand. ^ And the rain descended, and the streams came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that house, and it fell ; and 
great was the fall of it. 

<^And it came to pass, when Jesus ended these sayings, 
that the multitudes were astonished at his teaching. ^ For 
he taught them as having authority, and not as the scribes. 

TTTTT When he had <}ome down from the mountain, great 
V J-LX. multitudes followed him. ' And, behold, there came 
a leper and bowed down to him, saying : Lord, if thou wilt, 
thou canst cleanse me. ' And stretching forth his hand, he 
touched him, saying : I will ; be thon cleansed. And im- 
mediately his leprosy was deuised. ^ And Jesus says to him : 
See ihoa tell no one ; but go, show thyself to the priest,

and offer the ^ft that Moses oonmianded, for a testimony to 
them. 

^ And as he entered into Oapemamny there came to him a 
centurion, beseeching him, • and saying : Lord, my servant lies 
at home palsied, grievously tormented. 'And Jesus says to 
him : I will come and heal him. ^ The centurion answered and 
said : Lord, I am not worthy that thou shouldst come under my 
roof ; but only say in a word, and my servant will be healed. 
• ForJ am a man under authority, having soldiers under me, 
and 1 say to this one. Go, and he goes ; and to another, Come, 
and he comes ; and to my servant. Bo this, and he does it. 
^^ And Jesus hearing it marveled, and said to those who fol- 
lowed : Verily I say to you, I found not so great faith, even in 
Israel. " And I say to you, that many wiU come from the 
east and west, and will recline at table, with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven ; ^* but the sons of 
the Idngdom will be cast out into the outer darkness. There 
will be the weeping, and the gnashing of teeth ! ^^ And Jesus 
said to the centurion : Go thy way ; and as thou didst believe, 
be it done to thee. And his servant was healed in that hour. 

"And Jesus, coming into the house of Peter, saw his 
mother-in-law lying, and jick with fever. ** And he touched 
her hand, and the fever left her ; and she arose, and ministered 
to him. ^'When evening was come, they brought to him 
many that were possessed with demons ; and he cast out 
the spirits with a word, and healed all that were sick ; " that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken through Isaiah the 
prophet, saying : H i m s e 1 f took our infirmities, 
and bore our sicknesses. 

^^And Jesus, seeing great multitudes about him, commanded 
to depart to the other side. ^' And a certain scribe came, and 
said to him : Teacher, I will follow thee whithersoever thou 
goest. '° And Jesus says to him : The foxes have holes and 
the birds of the air nests ; but the Son of man has not where he 
may lay his head. '^ And another of his disciples said to him : 
Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my father. *'But Jesus 
said to him : Follow ine, and let the dead bury their own dead. 
18 
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' ^ And when he had entered into the ship, his diadples fol- 
lowed him. ^ And, behold, there arose a great tempest in the 
sea, so that the ship was covered hj the waves ; bat he was 
deeping. ^ And the disdpleB came and awoke him, saying : 
Lord, save ns ; we perish. ^^ And he says to them : Why are 
ye fearful, ye of little faith ? Then rising, he rebuked the 
winds and the sea ; and there was a great calm. ^ And the 
men marveled, saying : What manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the sea obey him 1 

^ And when he had come to the other side, into thecomitiy 
of the Gadarenes, there met him two possessed with demons, 
coming out of the tombs, exceedingly fierce, so that no one 
was able to pass by that way. ^ And, behold, they cried ont, 
saying : What have we to do with thee, Son of God ? Oamest 
Ihoa hither to torment ns before the time ? ^ And there was 
afar off from them a herd of many swine feeding. And the 
demons besonght him, saying : ^^ If then cast ns ont, send ns 
away into the herd of swine. ^* And he said to them. Go. 
And they, coming ont, went away into the swine ; and, behold, 
the whole herd mshed down the steep into the sea, and per- 
illed in the waters. ^ And the herdsmen fled, and went away 
into the city, and told eveiy thing, and what had befedlen the 
possessed with demons. ^ And, behold, all the city came ont 
to meet Jesus ; and seeing him, they besonght that he wonld 
depart from their borders. 

TTT And entering into the ship he passed over, and came 
-LA-« to his own dty. * And, behold, they bronght to him 
one that was palsied, lying on a bed. And Jesus, seeing their 
£Edth, said to the palsied man : Child, be of good cheer, thy 
sins axe forgiven. 'And, behold, certain of the scribes said 
within themselves : This man blasphemes. ^ And Jesus know- 
ing" their thoughts -said : Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts ? ' For which is easier, to say : Thy sins are forgiven ; 
or to say : Arise, and walk ? * But that ye may know that the 
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Son of man lias power on earth to forgive eins, (then says he 
to the palsied man) Arise, take np thy bed, and go to thy 
house. 'And rising np he departed to his house. ® And see- 
ing it the multitudes feared, and glorified God, who gave such 
power to men. 

* And Jesus, passing on from thence, saw a man named Mat- 
thew, sitting at the place of receiving custom ; and he says to 
him : Follow me. And he rose up and followed him. ^° And 
it came to pass that, as he reclined at table in the house, be- 
hold, many publicans and sinners came and reclined at table 
with Jesus and his disciples. ^^ And the Pharisees, seeing it, 
said' to his disciples : Why does your teacher eat with the 
publicans and the sinners ? '^ And Jesus hearing it, said : 
They who are well need not a physician, but they who are 
sick. ^^ But go, and learn what this means : I desire 
mercy and not sacrifice; for I came not to call 
righteous men, but sinners. 

" Then come to him the disciples of John, saying : Why do 
we and the Pharisees fast often, but thy disciples fast not ? 
" And Jesus said to them : Can the sons of the bridechamber 
mourn, so long as the bridegroom is with them ? But days 
will come when the bridegroom wiU be taken from them, and 
then they will fast. ^* And no one puts a piece of unfuHed 
cloth on an old garment ; for that which fills it up takes from 
the garment, and a worse rent is made. " Nor do they put 
new wine into old skins ; else the skins burst, and the wine 
runs out, and the skins are destroyed. But they put new wine 
into new skins, and both are preserved together. 

" While he was speaking these things to them, behold, there 
came a ruler, and bowed down to him, saying : My daughter 
just now died ; but come and lay thy hand upon her, and she 
will live. ^' And Jesus arose and was following him, he and 
his disciples. ^ And behold, a woman, having a flow of blood 
twelve years, came behind, and touched the fringe of his gar- 
ment. *^ For she said within herself: If I only touch his gar- 
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ment, I shall be made whole. ** And Jesus, turning and seeing 
her, said : Daughter, be of good cheer ; thy faith has made 
thee whole. •'And the woman was made whole from that 
hour. And Jesus, coming into the house of the ruler, and 
seeing the minstrels and the crowd making a noise, '* said : 
GKve place ; for the maiden is not dead, but is sleeping. And 
they laughed him to scorn. '* But when the crowd was put 
forth, he went in, and took hold of her hand, and the maiden 
arose. '* And this report went abroad into all that land. 

''And as Jesus passed on from thence, two blind men fol- 
lowed him, crying and saying : Have mercy on us. Son of 
David. ^ And when he had come into the house, the blind 
men came to him. And Jesus says to them : Believe ye that 
I am able to do this ? They say to him : Yea, Lord. " Then 
he touched their eyes, saying : According to your faith be it 
done to you. *And their eyes were open^. And Jesus 
sternly charged them, saying : Take heed, let no one know it. 
'^But they, going out, spread abroad his fame in all that 
oountiy. 

" And as they were going out, behold, they brought to him 
a man dumb, possessed with a demon. ^ And the demon being 
cast out, the dumb spoke. And the multitudes marveled, say- 
ing : It was never so seen in Israel. ^ But the Pharisees said : 
He casts out the demons through the prince of the demons. 

* And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues, and preaching the good news of the king- 
dom, and healing every sickness and every infirmity. '•And 
seeing the multitudes, he was moved with compassion for 
them, because they were harassed, and scattered, as sheep 
having no shepherd. " Then he says to his disciples : The 
harvest indeed is great, but the laborers are few. ''Pray 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
laboren into his harvest. 
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And calling to lum his twelve disciples, he gave them 
L* authoritj over unclean spirits, so as to cast them out, and 
to heal every sickness and every infirmity. 

* And the names of the twelve apostles are these ; first 
Siinon, who is called Peter, and Andrew his brother ; James 
the son of Zebedee, and John his brother ; ^Philip, and Bar- 
tholomew ; Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; James the 
son of Alpheus, and Lebbeus sumamed Thaddeus ; ^ Simon 
the Cananite, and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed him. 

* These twelve Jesus sent forth, and charged them, saying : 
Go not into the way to the Gentiles, and into a city of Samari- 
tans enter not. • But go rather to the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel. 'And as ye go, preach, saying: The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. ^ Heal the sick, raise the dead, cleanse 
lepers, cast out demons. Freely ye received, freely give. 

Jfi^ ' • Provide not gold, nor silver, nor brass in your girdles ; '°nor 
bag for the journey, nor two coats, nor sandals, nor staff; for 
the laborer is worthy of his living. " And into whatever city 
or village ye shall enter, inquire who in it is worthy ; and there 
abide till ye go thence. " But when ye come into the house, 
salute it. ^^ And if the house be worthy, let your peace come 
upon it ; but if it be not worthy, let your peace return to you. 
^*And whoever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, 
when ye go out of that house or city, shake ofi^ the dust of 
your feet. '* Verily I say to you, it shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom and Gomoirah in the day of judgment, than 
for that city. 

" Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves ; 
be therefore wise as serpents, and simple as doves. " But be- 
ware of men ; for they will deliver you if|p to councils, and 
will scourge you in their synagogues ; " and before governors 
also and kings will ye be brought for my sa^e, for a testimony 
to them and to the Gentiles. 
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'*Bat when thej deliver 70a up, take not thought how or 
what je shall speak ; for it shall be given you in that hour 
what 76 shall speak. ^For it is not 70 that speak, but the 
Spirit of 70ur Father that speaks in 70U. 

'* And the brother will deliver up the brother to death, and 
the £Either the child ; and children will rise up against parents, 
and cause them to be put to death. ^ And 70 will be hated 
b7 all, for m7 name's sake ; but he that has endured to the end, 
the same shall be saved. 

''But when the7 persecute 70U in this cit7, flee into the 
other ; for veril7'l sa7 to 70U, 7e shall not have gone over the 
cities of Israel, till the Son of man come. 

** A disciple is not above the teacher, nor a servant above his 
lord. '^ It is enough for the disciple that he be as his teacher, 
and the servant as his lord. If the7 called the master of the 
house Beelzebul, how much more those of his household 1* 

"•Fear them not therefore; for there is nothing covered 
that shall not be revealed, and hid that shall not be known. 
'^ What I 8a7 to 70U in the darkness, that speak 70 in the 
light ; and what 70 hear in the ear, that proclaim upon the 
house-tops. *^And be not afraid of those who kill the bod7, 
but are not i^ble to kill the soul ; but rather fear him who is 
^le to destro7 both soul and bod7 in hell. 

*• Are not two sparrows sold for a penn7 ? And one of them 
shall not fall on the ground without 70ur Father. ^But the 
ver7 hairs of 70ur head are all numbered. '* Fear not there- 
fore ; 76 are of more value than man7 sparrows. 

*'Ever7 one, therefore, who shall acknowledge me before 
men, him will I also acknowledge before m7 Father who is in 
heaven. "But whoever shall den7 me before men, him will I 
also den7 before m7 Father who is in heaven. 

^ Think not that I came to send peace on the earth ; I came 
not to send peace, but a sword. " For I came to set a man at 
variance with his father, and a daughter with her mother, and 
a bride with her mother-in-law; ''and a man's foes will be 
they of his household. 

" He that loves father or mother more than me, is not worth7 
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of me ; and lie that loTes son or daughter more than me, is not 
worthy of me. ^ And he that does not take his cross and fol- 
low after me, is not worthj of me. " He that finds his life shal} 
lose it ; and he that loses his life for my sake shall find it. 

^ He that receives you receives me ; and he that receives me 
receives him who sent me. ^ He that receives a prophet in 
the name (^ a prophet shall receive a prophet's reward ; and 
he that receives a righteons man in the name of a righteous 
man shall receive a righteous man's reward. ^ And whoever 
shall give to drink a cap of cold water only to one of these 
little ones, in the name of a disciple, verily I say to you, he 
shall not lose his reward. 

nAjSTD it came to pass, when Jesus made an end of 
• commanding his twelve disciples, that he departed 
thence to teach and to preach in their cities. 

•And John, having heard in the prison *the works of the 
Christ, sent by his disciples, 'and said to nim: Art thou he 
that comes, or look we for another? 

^ And Jesus answering said to them : Go and report to John 
what ye hear and see. • The blind receive sight and the lame 
walk, lex)ers are cleansed and the deaf hear, .the dead are 
raised, and to the poor good tidings are published. ^And 
happy is he, whoever shall not be offended at me. 

'And as these were departing, Jesus b^an to say to the 
multitudes concerning John: What went ye out into the 
wilderness to behold t A reed shaken by the wind ? 

'But what went ye out to see? A man clothed in soft 
raiment ? Behold, they who wear soft clothing are in king's 
houses. 

' But what went ye out td see ? A prophet ? Yea, I say tp 
you, and more than a prophet. ^® For this is he of whom it is 
written: 

Behold, I send forth my messenger before thy hce. 
Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 
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CHAPTER XL 

" Verily I say to yon, among those bom of women, there has 
not risen a greater than John the Immerser. Bat he who is 
least in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 

" And from the days of John the Immerser nntll now, the 
kingdom of heaven suffers violence, and the violent seize upon 
it. ^ For all the prophets and the law prophesied nntU John. 
I'And if ye are willing to receive it, he is the Elijah that 
^Lould come. ^^ He that has ears to hear, let him hear. 

1* But to what shall I liken this generation ? It is like to 
children sitting in the markets, who call to their fellows, '^ and 
say: We piped to you, and ye danced not; we sang the 
lament, and ye did not beat the breast. ^^For John came 
neither eating nor drinking, and they say : He has a demon. 
'•The Son of man came eating and drinking, and they say: 
Behold a glutton and a wine<[rinker, a friend of publicans and 
sinners. But wisdom was justified on the part of her children. 

^ Then began he to uplnrald the cities wherein most of his 
miracles were done, because they repented not. *^ Woe to 
thee, Choradn 1 Woe to thee, Bethsaida I For if the miracles, 
that were done in you, had been done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
would have repented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. ^^ But 
I say to you, it will be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon in 
the day of judgment, than for you. 

^ And thou, Capernaum, that wast exalted to heaven, shalt 
go down to the imderworid. For if the miracles, that were 
done in thee, had been done in Sodom, it would have remained 
until this day. ** But I say to you, that it will be more tolerable 
for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than for thee. 

*>At that time Jesus answered and said: I thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that thou didst hide these 
things from the wise and discerning, and reveal them to babes ; 
» Yea» O Father, that so it seemed good in thy right ! "All 
things were delivered to me by my Father ; and no one 
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knows tlie Son but the Father ; nor does anj one know the 
Father but the Son, and he to whom the Son is pleased to 
reveal him. i 

^ Gome unto me all ye that labor and are heavy-laden, and 
I will give you rest. ^' Take my yoke upon you, and leaall 
firom me ; for I am meek and lowly in heart ; and ye shaOl 
find rest for your souls. "^^For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden light. 

TTTT At that time Jesus went on the sabbath 
-^^uX* the grain-fields ; and his disciples were hungiy, i 
began to pluck ears of grain, and to eat. 'And the Ph 
seeing it said to him : Behold, thy disciples are doing 
which it is not lawful to do on the sabbath. ^ And he said j 
them : Have ye not read what David did, when he hu 
himself and those with him ; ^how he entered into the 1 
of God, and ate the show-bread, which it was not lawfol i 
him to eat, nor for those with him, but for the priests i 
^Or have ye not read in the law, that on the sabbath, 
priests in the temple profane the sabbath, and are bli 
'But I say to you, that a greater than the temple is '. 
''But if ye had known what this means, I desire mer^ 
and not sacrifice; ye would not have condemned.1 
blameless. ^ For the Son of man is Lord of the sabbath. 

'And departing from thence, he went into their c 
'^And behold, there was a man, having his hand wit) 
And they asked him, saying: Is it lawful to heal on 
sabbath ? that they might accuse him. "And he said to 1 
What man will there be of you, that shall have one sheep^ i 
if this fSsJl into a pit on the sabbath, will not lay hold of i^l 
raise it up ? ^' How much better then is a man than a f 
So that it is lawful to do well on the sabbath. "Thfla| 
says to the man : Stretch forth thy hand. And he i 
forth ; and it was restored whole, as the other. 

^ And the Pharisees went out, and took counsel againit 1 
how they might destroy him. " But Jesus, knowing it^ ^ 
drew from thence ; and great multitudes followed "Mm^ i 
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healed them alL '* And he charged them that they should not 
make him known ; " that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken through Isaiah the prophet, saying : 
1^ Behold mj servant, whom I chose. 
If 7 beloved, in whom mj soul is well pleased. 
I will pat my spirit upon him, 
And he will declare judgment to the Gtentiles. 
i» He will not strive, nor cry ; 

Nor will any one hear his voice in the streets. 
** A braised reed he will not break. 
And SDDK>king flax he will not quench, 
mil he send forth judgment unto victory, 
n And in his name will Gentiles hope. 
" Then was brought to him one possessed with a demon, 
blind, and dumb; and he heeled him, so that the blind and 
dumb both spoke and saw. ''And all the multitudes were 
anuoed, and said: Is this the Son of David? ^But the 
PhariseeB hearing it said: This man does not cast out the 
demons, except through Beelzebul, prince of the demons. 
*And Jesns, knowing their thoughts, said to them: Every 
kingdom divided against itself is brought to desolation ; and 
any city or house divided against itself shall not stand. ^* And 
if Simian east oat Satan, he is divided against himself; how 
then shall his kingdom stand ? ^ And if I through Beelzebul 
cast out the demons, through whom do your sons cast them 
out? Therefore they shall be your judges. ** But if I through 
the Spirit of God cast out the demons, then is the kingdom of 
God oome near to you. ** Or how can any one ^iter into a 
strong man's house, and seize upon his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man ? And then he will plunder his house. 

"^ He that is not with me is against me ; and he that gathers 
not with me scatters abroad. 

*> Therefore I say to you, every sin and blasphemy will be 
foigiven to men ; but the blasphemy against the ^irit will 
not be forgiven. ^ And whoever speaks a word against the 
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Son of man, it will be forgiven him ; bnt whoever speaks 
against the Holy Spirit, it will not be forgiven him, neither in 
this world, nor in that which is to come. 

>» Either make the tree good and its fruit good, or make the 
tree corrupt and its fruit corrupt ; for from the fruit the tree 
is known. 

"Brood of vipers 1 How can ye, being evil, speak good 
things ? For out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaks. ^ The good man out of the good treasure sends forth 
good things ; and the evil man out of the evil treasure sends 
forth evil things. •* But I say to you, that every idle word 
that men shall speak, they shall give account thereof in the 
day of judgment. ^ For from thy words thott shalt be justi- 
fied* and from thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

^ Then certain of the scribes and of the Pharisees answered 
him saying: Teacher, we desire to see a sign from thee. 
** But he answering said to them : An evil and adulterous 
generation seeks after a sign ; and no sign shall be given to it, 
but the sign of Jonah the prophet. ^ For as Jonah was three 
days and three nights in the belly of the fish, so shall the Son 
of man be three days and three nights in the heart of the 
earth. ^ Men of Nineveh will rise in the judgment with this 
generation, and will condemn it ; because they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah, and behold, a greater than Jonah is here. 
^ A queen of the south will rise up in the judgment with this 
generation, and will condemn it ; for she came from the ut- 
most parts of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon, and 
behold, a greater than Solomon is here. 

^ But when the unclean spirit is gone out from the man, he 
goes through dry places seeking rest, and finds it not. ^ Then 
he says, I will return into my house from whence I came out ; 
and coming he finds it empty, swept, and set in order. ^ Then 
he goes, and takes with him seven other spirits more wick- 
ed than himself, and they enter in and dwell there; and the 
last state of that man becomes worse than the first. So shall 
it be also with this wicked generation. 

While he was yet speaking to the multitudes, behold, his 
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ir and his brothers were standiiig without, seeking to 
to him- *' And one said to him : Behold, thy mother 
hj brothers are standing without, seeking to speak to 
«But he answering said to him that told him : Who is 
other, and who are mj brothers? *• And stretching forth 
nd toward his disciples, he said : Behold my mother and 
others I «> For whoever shall do the will of my Father 
3 in heaven, he is my brother, and sister, and mother. 

'T And on that day Jesus went out of the house, and 
-*-• sat by the scM^de. *And great multitudes were 
red together to him, so that he went into the ship and 
wn ; and all the multitude stood on the beaclu 'And 
>ke many things to them in parables, saying : 
hold, the sower went forth to sow. And as he sowed, 
fell by the way-side, and the birds came and devoured 
'^ And others feU on the rocky places, where they had 
uch earth ; and forthwith they sprang up, because they 
ot depth of earth. * And when the sun was up, they 
scorched ; and because they had not root, they withered 
^ And others fell upon the thorns ; and the thorns came 
id choked them. ^ And others fell on the good ground, 
ielded fruit, some a hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty, 
hat has ears to hear, let him hear. 
nd the disciples came and said to him : Why dost thou 
to them in parables? ^^And he answering said to 
: To you it is given to know tlie mysteries of the king^ 
)f heaven ; but to them it is not given. " For whoever 
o him shall be given, and he shall have abundance ; but 
rer has not, even what he has shall be taken from him. 
»refore I speak to them in parables ; because seeing they 
it, and hearing they hear not, nor understand. ^^ And in 
Sa fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah, which says : 
.th the hearing ye will hear, and will not understand ; 
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And Be^ng ye will see, and will not perceive. 
" For the heart of tliis people is l>ecome gross, 

And their ears are dull of hearing^ 

And their eyes they have closed; 

Lest haply they see with their eyes. 

And hear with their ears. 

And understand with their heart. 

And turn, and I shall heal them. 
" But happy are your eyes, because they see ; and your ears, 
liecause they hear " For verily I say to you, that many 
prophets and righteous men desired to see what ye are behold- 
ing, and did not see, and to hear what ye are hearing, and did 
not hear. 

'® Hear therefore the x>arable of the sower. " When any one 
hears the word of the kingdom, and understands not, then 
comes the evil qpe and snatches away what was sown in his 
heart. This is that which was sown by the way-side. 

*> And that sown on the rocky places, this is he that l^ears 
the word, and immediately with joy receives it ; ** and has not 
root in himself, but is only for a time ; and when tribulation 
or persecution arises because of the word, immediately he is 
ofifended. 

^ And that sown among the thorns, this is he that hears the 
word, and the care of this world and the deceitfulness of riches 
choke the word, and it becomes unfruitful. ^ And that sown 
on the good ground, this is he that hears the word and under- 
stands ; who bears fruit, and produces, some a hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

^ Another parable he put forth to them, saying : The king- 
dom of heaven is likened to a man that sowed good seed in his 
field. ^'^But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed 
darnel among the wheat, and went away. ** And when the 
blade sprang up and produced fruit, then appeared the darnel 
alsa ^ And the servants of the householder came and said 
to him : Sir, didst thou not sow good seed in thy field ? From 
whence then has it darnel? '^He said to them : An enemy 
did this. The servants said to him : Wilt thou then that we go 
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and gather them up ? '^ He said ; Nay, lest while ye gather 
up the darnel, ye root up the wheat with them. ^ Let both 
.grow together imtil the harvest. And in time of harvest I 
will say to the reapers : Gather up first the darnel, and bind 
them in bundles to bum them ; but gather the wheat into my 
bam. 

'^ Another parable he put forth to them, saying : The king- 
dom of heaven is like to a grain of mustard, which a man took 
and sowed in his field. ^ Which 'is the least indeed of all 
seeds ; but when it is grown, it is greater than the herbs, and 
becomes a tree, so that the birda of the air come and lodge in 
its branches. 

''Another parable he spoke to them: The kingdom of 
heaven is like to leaven, which a woman took and hid in three 
measures of meal, till the whole was leavened. 

** All these things Jesus spoke to the multitudes in parables ; 
and without a parable he spoke nothing to them ; ^ that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken through the prophet, 
saying: 

I will open my mouth in parables ; 

I will utter things hidden from the foundation of the world. 

^ Then having sent away the multitudes, he went into the 
hoosa And his disciples came to him, saying : Explain to us 
the parable of the darnel of the field. ^ And answering he 
said to them : 

He that sows the good seed is the Son of man. ^ The field 
is the world. The good seed, these are the sons of the king- 
dom ; but the darnel are the sons of the evil one, " and the 
enemy that sowed them is the Devil. The harvest is the end 
of the world ; and the reapers are angels. ^ As therefore the 
darnel aje gathered up and are burned with* fire, so shall it be 
in the end of the world. ** The Son of man wiU send forth his 
angels, and they will gather out of his kingdom all the causes 
of offense, and those who do iniquity, ^ and will cast them into 
the furnace of fire ; there will be the wailing, and the gnashing 
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of teeth I ** Then will the righteous shine forth as the sun in 
the kingdom of their Father. He that has ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

^ Again, the kingdom of heaven is like to a treasure hidden 
in the field, which a man foxmd and concealed ; and for joy 
thereof, he goes and sells all that he has, and buys that field. 

** AgEdn, the kingdom of heaven is like to a merchant seek- 
ing goodly pearls ; ** and having found one pearl of great price, 
he went and sold all that he had, and bought it. 

*' Again, the kingdom of heaven is like to a net, cast into the 
sea, and gathering together of every kind. *8 Which, when it 
was fiUed, they drew up upon the beach, and sat down and 
gathered the good into vessels, but cast the bad away. ** So 
will it be in the end of the world. The angels will go forth, 
and will separate the wicked from among the just, *°and will 
cast them into the furnace of fire ; there will be the wailing, 
and the gnashing of teeth I 

** Did ye understand all these things ? They say to him, 
Yea, Lord. ^' And he said to them : Therefore every scribe, 
instructed in the kingdom of heaven, is like to a householder, 
who brings forth out of his treasure new and old. 

" And it came to pass, when Jesus finished these parables, 
that he departed thence. " And coming into his own coxmtry. 
he taught them in their synagogue ; so that they were aston- 
ished, and said : Whence has this man this wisdom, and the 
miracles ? Is not this the carpenter's son ? " Is not his mother 
called Mary, and his brothers, James, and Joseph, and Simon, 
and Judas? "And his sisters, are they not all with us? 
Whence then has this man all these things ? '^'^ And they were 
offended at him. But Jesus said to them : A prophet is not 
without honor, save in his own country, and in his own house. 

•* And he did not many miracles there, because of their 
unbelief. 

V. 48. In some ancient copien : He that bos ears, let him hear. 
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y I 1/ At tliat time Herod the tetrarch heard the fame of 
■ A L Y • Jesns. * And he said to his servants : This is John 
the Immerser; he is risen from the dead, and therefore do 
these powers work in him. 

• For Herod laid hold of John, and boxmd him and put him 
in prison, for the sake of Herodias, the wife of Philip, his 
hrother. ^ For John said to him : It is not lawful for thee to 
have her. 'And thongh desiring to put him to death, he 
feared the multitude, because they held him as a prophet. 

• But when Herod's birthday was kept, the daughter of Hero- 
dias danced before them, and pleased Herod. ' Whereupon he 
promised with an oath, to give her whatever she should ask. 

* And she, bdng urged on by her mother, says : Give me here, 
on a platter, the head of John the Immerser. * And the king 
waa sorry ; but for the sake of the oath, and of those who 
reclined at table with him, he commanded it to be given. 
*** And he sent, and beheaded John in the prison. ^^ And his 
bead was brought on a platter, and was given to the damsel, 
and she brought it to her mother. ^^ And his disciples came 
and took up the body, and buried it ; and they went and 
reported it to Jesus. 

^' And when Jesus heard it, he withdrew from thence by 
ship, into a desert place apart. And the multitudes hearing of 
it, followed him on foot from the cities. " And going forth he 
saw a great multitude, and had compassion on them, and he 
healed their sick. 

1* And when it was evening, his disciples came to him, say- 
ing : The place is desert, and the time is already passed away ; 
dismiss the multitudes, that they may go away into the vil- 
lages, and buy themselves victuals. '• But Jesus said to them : 
They need not go away ; give ye them to eat. " And they say 
to him : We have here but five loaves, and two fishes. "Ho 
said : Bring them hither to me. " And he commanded that 
the multitudes should lie down on the grass, and took the five 
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loaves and the two fishes, and looking up to heaven ho blessed, 
and broke, and gave the loaves to the disciples, and the disci- 
ples to the multitudes. ^^ And they all ate, and were filled ; 
and they took up of the fragments that remained twelve 
baskets full. ^^ And they who ate were about five thousand 
men, besides women and children. 

** And straightway he constrained his disciples to enter into 
the ship, and to go before him to the other side, while he dis- 
missed the multitudes. 

'3 And having dismissed the multitudes, he went up into the 
mountain apart to pray ; and when evening was come, he was 
there alone. '*But the ship was already in the midst of the 
sea, vexed by the waves ; for the wind was contrary. '* And 
in the fourth watch of the night he went to them, walking on 
the sea. '• And the disciples, seeing him walking on the sea, 
were troubled, saying : It is a spectre. And they crie^i out for 
fear. '"^ But straightway Jesus spoke to them, saying : Be of 
good cheer ; it is I, be not afraid. ^^ And Peter answering 
him said : Lord, if it is thou, bid me come to thee on the 
water. *' And he said : Come. And coming down from the 
ship, Peter walked on the water, to go to Jesus. ^^ But seeing 
the wind boisterous, he was afraid ; and beginning to sink, he 
cried out, saying : Lord, save me. ^^ And immediately Jesus, 
stretching forth his hand, took hold of him, and said to him : 
Thou of little fSaith, wherefore didst thou doubt ? 

2' And when they had entered into the ship, the wind ceased. 
''And those in the ship came and worshiped him, saying: 
Of a truth, thou art the Son of God. 

** And passing over, they came into the land of Gennesaret. 
«8 And the men of that place, knowing him, sent out into aU 
that country round, and brought to him all that were diseased ; 
'^and besought him that they might only touch the fringe of 
his garment ; and as many as touched were made whole. 

y. S3. Oty and bowed down to him 
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Y\r Then there oome to Jesus the scribes and Pharisees 
-^ * • from Jerusalem, saying : * Why do thy disciples trana- 
gresB the tradition of the elders ? For they wash not their 
hands when they eat bread. ^ And he answering said to them : 
Why do ye also transgress the commandment of God, for the 
sake of your tradition? ^For God commanded, saying: 
Honor thy father and mother; and he that 
curses father or mother, let him surely die. 
•But ye say: Whoever says to his father or his mother, Itisa 
gift, whatever thou mightest be profited with from me, * shall 
not honor his father or his mother ; and ye made the word of 
God of no effect, for the sake of your traction. 

^ Hypocrites I Well did Isaiah prophesy of you, saying : 
8 This people honor me with their lips. 
But their heart is far from me. 
*But in vain they worship me. 
Teaching as doctrines commandments of men. 

i<^ And calling to him the multitude, he said to them : Hear, 
and understand. '^Not that which enters into the mouth 
defiles the man ; but that which comes out of the mouth, this 
defiles the man. 

^* Then came to him his disciples, and said to him : Enowest 
thoa that the Pharisees, when they heard the saying, were 
offended 7 ^* And he answering said : Every plant, which my 
heavenly Father planted not, shall be rooted up. ^^ Let them 
alone ; they are blind leaders of the blind ; and if the blind 
lead the blind, both will &11 into the ditch. 

^' And Peter answering said to him : Explain to us this 
parable. '* And he said : Are ye also even yet without under- 
standing ? '^ Do ye not yet understand, that whatever enters 
into the mouth goes into the belly, and is cast out into the 
drain ? *^ But the things that proceed out of the mouth come 
forth oat of the heart ; and they defile the man. ^^ For out of 
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the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, thefts, fScdse-witnessings, blasphemies. ^ These are the 
.things that defile the man ; but to eat with unwashen hands 
defiles not the man. 

*^ And Jesus, going forth from thence, withdrew into the 
region of Tyre and Sidon. ^ And behold, a woman of Canaan, 
coming out from those borders, cried to him, saying : Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, Son of David ; my daughter is grievous- 
ly possessed with a demon. '^ But he answered her not a 
word. And his disciples came and besought him, saying : Dis- 
miss her ; because she cries after us. ^ But he answering said : 
I was not sent except to the lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
** But she came and bowed down to him, saying : Lord, help 
me. '^ But he answering said : It is not good to take the 
children's bread, and cast it to the dogs. '^ And she said : 
Tea, Lord ; for the dogs also eat of the crumbs that fall from 
their masters* table. *® Then Jesus answering said to her : O 
woman, great is thy faith ; be it done to thee as thou wilt. 
And her daughter was healed from that hour. 

'* And departing from thence, Jesus came near to the sea of 
Galilee ; and going up into the moxmtain, he sat down there. 
^ And great multitudes came to him, having with them lame, 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, and laid them down 
at his feet, and he healed them; ^^so that the multitudes 
wondered, when they saw the dumb speaking, the maimed 
whole, the lame walking, and the blind seeing; and they 
glorified the God of Israel. 

^ And Jesus, having called to him his disciples, said : I have 
compassion on the multitude, because they continue with me 
now three days, and have nothing to eat ; and I will not 
dismiss them fasting, lest they faint in the way. ^And his 
disciples say to him : Whence should we have so many loaves 
in the wilderness, as to fill so great a multitude ? ^ And Jesus 
says to them : How many loaves have ye ? And they said : 
Seven, and a few little fishes. ^And he commanded the 
multitudes to lie down on the ground. ^ And he took the 
Beven loaves and the fishes, and gave thanks, and broke, and 
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gave to his disciples, and the disciples to the mnltitnde. 
" And they all ate, and were filled. And they took up of the 
fragments that remained seven baskets ftilL ^ And they who 
ate were four thousand men, besides women and children. ' 
** And dismissing the multitudes, he entered into the ship, and 
came into the borders of Magdala. 

TTTTT Akd the Pharisees and Sadducees came to him, and 
-A- f X» tempting deored him to show them a sign from 
heaven. • And he answering said to them : When it is even- 
ing, ye say : Fair weather 1 for the sky is red. » And in the 
morning : A storm to^ay I for the sky is red and lowering. 
Ye know how to discern the face of the sky, but can ye not 
the signs of the times ? 

^ An evil and adulterous generation seeks after a sign ; and 
no sign shall be given to it, but the sign of Jonah. And he 
left them, and departed. 

' And coming to the other side, his disciples forgot to take 
bread. • And Jesus said to them : Take heed, and beware of 
the leaven of the Pharisees and Sadducees. ''And they 
reasoned among themselves, saying: Because we took no 
bread I ^ And Jesus knowing it said : Ye of little faith, why 
reason ye among yourselves, because ye took no bread ? • Do 
ye not yet understand, nor remember the five loaves of the 
five thousand, and how many baskets ye took up ? ^^ Nor the 
seven loaves of the four thousand, and how many baskets ye 
took up ? " How is it that ye do not understand, that I spoke 
not to you of bread ? But, beware of the leaven of the Phari- 
sees and Sadducees I '' Then they understood, that he did not 
bid them beware of the leaven of bread, but of the teaching 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 

" And having come into the region of Gsesarea Philippi, Jesus 
asked his disciples, saying : Who do men say that the Son of 
man is ? ^* And they said : Some, John the Immerser ; and 
others, Elijah ; and others, Jeremiah, or one of the prophets. 
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^'^ He Bays to them : But who do je say that I am ? ^^ And 
Simon Peter answering said : Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God. " And Jesus answering said to him : Happy 
art thou, Simon Bar-jonah ; for flesh and blood did not revetd 
it to thee, but my Father who is in heaven. ^^ And I also say 
to thee, that thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build 
my church ; and the gates of the imderworld shall not prevail 
against it. ^^ And I will give to thee the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven ; and whatever thou shalt bind on earth shall be 
bound in heaven ; and whatever thou shalt loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

^ Then he charged his disciples, that they should tell no one 
that he is the Christ. 

31 From that time Jesus began to show to his disciples, that 
he must go to Jerusalem, and suffer many things from the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, and be put to death, and 
rise on the third day. 

** And Peter taking him aside began to rebuke him, saying : 
Be it far from thee, Lord ; this shall not be to thee. ^ But 
he turned and said to Peter : Get thee behind me, Satan ; 
thou art an offense to me ; for thou thinkest not the things of 
God, but those of men. 

^ Then Jesus said to his disciples : If any one will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. ^ For whoever will save his life shall lose it ; and 
whoever may lose his life for my sake, shall find it. '* For 
what is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
forfeit his soul ? Or what shall a man give as an exchange for 
his soul ? '""^ For the Son of man wiU come in the glory of his 
Father, with his angels ; and then he will reward each one 
according to his works. 

^ Verily I say to you, there are some of those standing here, 
who shall not taste death, tiU they see the Son of man coming 
in his kingdom. 
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YTTTT Aia> after six dajs Jesus takes with liim Peter, 
Ji. Y -!-■-• and James, and John his brother, and brings them 
ap into a high mountain apart. ' And' he was transfigured 
before them ; and his face shone as the sun, and his garments 
became white as the light. ' And behold, there appeared to 
them Moses and Elijah, talking with him. ^And Peter 
answering said to Jesus : Lord, it is good for us to be here. 
If then wilt, let us make here three tents ; one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for El^ ah. ' While he was yet speak- 
ing, behold, a bright doud overshadowed them. And behold, 
a voice out of the doud, saying: This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased ; hear ye him. • And the disciples, 
hearing it, fell on their face, and were exceedingly afraid. 
^ And Jesus coming to them touched them, and said : Arise, 
and be not afraid. ^ And Uffcing up their eyes, they saw no one 
save Jesus only. 

* And as they came down out of the mountain, Jesus charged 
them, saying : Tell no one the vision, until the Son of man is 
risen from the dead. 

10 And his disdples asked him, saying; Why then say the 
scribes that El^ ah must first come ? ^^ And he answering said : 
Elijah indeed comes, and will restore all things. " But I say 
to you, that Elijah is already come, and they knew him not, 
but did with him whatever they would. So also is the Son of 
man about to suffer by them. 

"Then the disdples understood that he spoke to them of 
John the Lnmerser. 

"And when they were come to the multitude, there came 
to him a man, kneeling down to him, and saying : " Lord, have 
mercy on my son ; for he is lunatic, and is sorely aflfticted ; for 
ofttimes he falls into the fire, and offc into the water. ^^ And I 
brought him to thy disdples, and they could not cure him. 
"And Jesus answering said : O faithless and perverse genera- 
tion, how long shall I be with you? How long shall I bear 
with you? Bring him hither to me. >^ And Jesus rebuked 
him ; and the demon went out from him, and the child was 
eared from that hour. 
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'•Then the disciples, coming to Jesus apart, said: Why 
jcovld not we cast him out? ^And he said to them : Because 
of jaour want of faith. For verily I say to you, if ye have &ith 
MS a grain of mustard, ye shall say to this mountain, remove 
•hence to yonder place, and it shall remove ; and nothing shall 
be impossible to you. '^ But this kind goes not forth, except 
by prayer and fasting. 

^* And while they abode in Galilee, Jesus said to them : The 
Son of man is about to be delivered into the hands of men : 
'8 and they will put him to death, and he will rise on the third 
day. And they were exceedingly sorrowful. 

** And they having come to Capernaum, those who received 
the half^hekel came to Peter, and said : Does not your teacher 
^y ihe half-shekel ? ^"^ He says. Yes. And when he came 
into the house, Jesus anticipated him, saying : What thinkest 
thou, Simon? Of whom do the kings of the earth take cus- 
toms, or tribute? Of their sons, or of strangers? ''He says 
to him : Of strangers. Jesus said to him : Then are the sons 
free. *''But that we may not offend them, go to the sea and 
cast a hook, and take the fish that first comes up ; and open- 
ing its mouth thou wilt find a shekel ; that take, and give to 
them for me and thee. 

XTTTTT At that time came the disciples to Jesus, say- 
V xXX. ing : Who then is greatest in the kingdom of 
iieaven ? 

' And Jesus, calling a little child to him, placed it in the 
midst of them, 'and said: Verily I say to you, if ye do not 
turn and become as the little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. * Whoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, he is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. ' And whoever shall receive one such little child, in 
my name, receives me. • But whoever shall cause one of these 
little ones that believe on me to ofiend, it were better for him 
that an upper millstone were hanged about his neck, and he 
were plunged in the depth of the sea. 
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^ Woe to tbe world, for causes of offense 1 For it must needs 
be that causes of offense come ; but woe to that man, through 
whom the cause of offense comes I ^But if thj hand or thy 
foot causes thee to offend, cut it off, and cast it from thee. It 
is better for thee to enter into life lame or maimed, than hay- 
ing two hands or two feet to be cast into the everlasting fire. 
* And if thine eye causes thee to offend, pluck it out and cast it 
from thee. It is better for thee to enter into life with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast into hell-fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones ; for 
I say to you, that Iheir angels in heaven always behold the 
face of my Father who is in heaven. " For the Son of man 
came to save that which was lost. 

1' What think ye? If a man has a hundred sheep, and one 
of them is gone astray, does he not leave the ninety and nine 
upon the mountains, and go and seek that which is gone 
astray ? "And if it be that he find it, verily I say to you, he 
rejoices over it more than over the ninety and nine that went 
not astray. " So it is not the will of your Father who is in 
heaven, that one of these little ones perish. 

1* But if thy brother shall sin against thee, go show him his 
fault between thee and him alone. If he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother. ^^ But if he hear not, take with thee 
one or two more, that in the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. " And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it to the church ; and if he neglect to hear the 
church also, let him be to thee as a heathen and a publican. 
^8 Verily I say to you: Whatever ye shall bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven ; and whatever ye shall loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven. 

*• Again I say to you, that if two of you shall agree on earth, 
concerning any thing that they shall ask, it shall be done for 
them by my Father who is in heaven. ^ For where two or 
three are gathered together in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them. 

*^ Then Peter came to him, and said : Lord, how often shall 
my brother sin against me, and I forgive him I Until seven 
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times? ** Jesus says to liim: I say not to thee, until seven 
times, but until seventy times seven. 

••Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened to a certain 
king, who desired to make a reckoning with his servants. 
"And when he had begun to reckon, there was brought to 
him one, who owed ten thousand talents. ^^ But as he was not 
able to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and his wife, 
and children, and all that he had, and payment to be made. 
*• The servant therefore, falling, prostrated himself before him, 
saying: Have patience with me, and I wiU pay thee all. 
w And the lord of that servant, moved with compassion, re- 
leased him, and forgave him the debt. ^^But that servant 
went out, and found one of his fellow-servants, who owed him 
a hundred dendries ; and laying hold of him he took him by 
the throat, saying : Pay me that thou owest. '• Therefore his 
fellow-servant fell down and besought him, saying : Have pa- 
tience with me, and I will pay thee. *° And he would not ; 
but went and cast him into prison, till he should pay the debt, 
w And his fellow-servants, seeing what was done, were very 
sorry, and came and disclosed to their lord all that was done. 
•• Then having called him, his lord says to him : Thou wicked 
servant ; I forgave thee all that debt, because thou besoughtest 
me. ^ Shouldest not thou also have had pity on thy fellow- 
servant, as I too had pity on thee ? ^ And his lord was angry, 
and delivered him to the tormentors, till he should pay all that 
was due to him. ^ So also will my heavenly Father do to you, 
if ye from your hearts forgive not every one his brother. 

mAiSTD it came to pass, when Jesus finished these say- 
• ings, that he departed from Galilee, and came into the 
borders of Judsea beyond the Jordan. • And great multitudes 
followed him, and he healed them there. 

' And the Pharisees came to him, tempting him and saying : 
Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife for every cause ? 

V. 24. Talent {Syrian), aibout fifteen hundred den&riet. 
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* And he answering said to tliem : Have ye not read, tliat 
he who made them from the beginning made them male 
and female, ^ and said : For this cause shall a 
man leave father and mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife, and the two shall bo 
one flesh. ^So that they are no longer two, but one 
flesh. What therefore God joined together, let not man put 
asunder. 

' They say to him : -Why then did Moses command to give a 
writing of divorcement, and to put her away ? ® He says to 
them ; Moses, for your hardness of heart, suffered you to put 
away your wives; but from the beginning it was not so. 
•And I say to you, that whoever shall put away his wife, 
except for fornication, and shall marry another, commits 
adultery ; and whoever marries her when put away, commits 
adultery. 

'0 His disciples say to him : If the case of the man with the 
woman is so, it is not good to marry. " But he said to them : 
Not all can receive this saying, but they to whom it is given. 
"For there are eunuchs, who were so bom from the mother's 
womb ; and there are eunuchs, who were made eunuchs by 
men ; and there are eunuchs, who made themselves eunuchs 
for the sake of the kingdom of heaven. He that is able to 
receive it, let him receive it. 

13 Then were brought to him little children, that he might 
put his hands on them and pray ; and the disciples rebuked 
them. 1^ But Jesus said : Suffer the little children, and forbid 
them not to come to me ; for to such belongs the kingdom of 
heaven. ^'^And he laid his hands on them, and departed 
thence. 

"And, behold, one came to him and said. Teacher, what 
good shall I do, that I may have eternal life ? " And he said 
to him : Why dost thou ask me concerning good ? One is the 
Good. But if thou desirest to enter into life, keep the com- 
mandments. ^^ He says to him. Which ? Jesus said : T h o u 
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Shalt not kill; Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery; Thou ehalt not steal; Thou shalt not 
bear false witness; "Honor thy father and 
thy mother; and, Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. ^°The young man says to him : All 
these I kept; what do I yet lack? ** Jesus said to him: If 
thou desirest to be perfect, go, sell what thou hast, and give 
to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven ; and 
come, follow me. ^But when the young man heard this 
saying, he went away sorrowful ; for he had great possessions. 
*' And Jesus said to his disciples : Verily I say to you, that 
a rich man shall hardly enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
'^And again I say to you: It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom of God, *'^And the disciples, hearing it, were 
exceedingly amazed, saying : Who then can be saved? '* But 
Jesus, looking on them, said to them : With men tliis is impos- 
sible ; but with God aU things are possible. ^'' Then Peter 
answering said to him : Behold, we forsook all, and followed 
thee ; what then shall we have ? '^ And Jesus said to them : 
Verily I say to you, that ye who followed me, in the renova- 
tion, when the Son of man shall sit on his throne of glory, 
shall also sit on twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel. *^ And every one who forsook houses, or brothers, or 
Bisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for 
my name's sake, shall receive manifold more, and shall inherit 
everlasting life. ^ But many first will be last, and last first. 

"Y Y For the kingdom of heaven is like to a householder, 
-A.-A.» who went out early in the morning to hire laborers 
into his vineyard. ' And having agreed with the laborers for 
a dendry ^ day, he sent them into his vineyard. 

2 And he went out about the third hour, and saw others 
standing idle in the market-place. ^ And to them he said : Go 
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ye also into the ▼ineyard, and whatever is right I will gi' 
yon. And they went their way. 

* Again he went out about the sixth and ninth hour, and di 
likeT^ise. 

* And about the eleventh he went out, and found othen 
standing, and says to them : Why stand ye here all the daj 
idle ? ' They say to him : Because no one hired us. He says 
to them : Go ye also into the vineyard. 

* And when evening was come, the lord of the vineyard says 
to his steward: Call the laborers, and pay them the hire, 
beginning from the last, unto the first. *And they of the 
eleventh hour came, and received every man a dendry. *<* But 
when the first came, they supposed that they should receive 
more ; and they also received each one a dendry. ^^ And on 
receiving it, they murmured against the householder, '' saying : 
These last labored one hour, and thou madest them eqaal to 
us, who bore the burden of the day, and the burning heat. 

^ But he answering said to one of them : Friend, I do thee 
no wrong. Didst thou not agree with me for a den&ry? 
"Take what is thine, and go. But I will give to this last, 
even as to thee. '^ Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with my own ? Is thine eye evil, because I am good ? 

1* So will the last be first, and the first last ; for many are 
called, but few are chosen. 

" And Jesus, going up to Jerusalem, took the twelve disci- 
ples apart ; and in the way he said to them : ^Behold, we are 
goiag up to Jerusalem ; and the Son of man will be delivered 
to the chief priests and scribes, and they will condemn him to 
leath, ''and will deliver him to the Qentiles to mock and 
eonrge and crucify ; and on the third day he will rise again. 

* Then came to him the mother of the sons of Zebedeo, with 
er sons, bowing down and asking a certain thing of him. 
And he said to her : What wilt thou ? She says to him : 
vmmand that these my two sons shall sit, one on thy right 
nd, and one on thy left, in thy kingdom. ** But Jesus an- 
ering said: Ye know not what ye ask. Are ye able to 
ok of the cAp that I shall drink of? They say to him : We 
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are able. '^ And lie says to them : Ye sliall drink indeed of 
my cup ; but to sit 'on my right hand, and on my left, is not 
mine to give, but is for them for whom it has been prepared 
by my Father. **And the ten, hearing it, were much disr 
pleased with the two brothers. ^* But Jesus, having called 
them to him, said *. Ye know that the rulers of the Gentiles ex- 
ercise lordship over them, and they that are great exercise au- 
thority over them. ** Not so shall it be among you ; '^ but who- 
ever would become great among you, let him be your minis- 
ter ; and whoever would be first among you, let him be your 
servant ; '^even as the Son of man came not to be ministered 
to, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many. 

*» And as they were going forth from Jericho, a great multi- 
tude followed him. ^o ^^ behold, two blind rften sitting by 
the way-side, hearing that Jesus was passing by, cried, saying : 
Have mercy on us, Lord, Son of David. ^^ And the multi- 
tude rebuked them, that they should hold their peace. But 
they cried the more, saying : Have mercy on us, Lord, Son 
of David. ^^ And Jesus stood still, and called them, and said : 
What will ye that I shall do to you ? ^3 They say to him : Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened. **And Jesus, moved with 
compassion, touched their eyes ; and immediately their eyes 
received sight ; and they followed him. 

mAin> when they drew near to Jerusalem, and came 
• to Bethphage, at the mount of the Olives, Jesus sent 
forth two disciples, ' saying to them : Go into the village over 
against you, and straightway ye will find an ass tied, and a 
colt with her ; loose and bring them to ma 'And if any one 
say aught to you, ye shall say : The Lord has need of them ; 
and straightway he will send them. 

* Now all this has been done, that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken through the prophet, saying : 
^ Say to the daughter of Zion, 
Behold, thy King comes to thee. 
Meek, and mounted upon an ass. 
And upon a colt, the foal of a beast of burden. 
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* And the disciples^ having gone and done as Jesus command- 
ed them, ' brought the ass and the colt, and put on them their 
garments, and he sat thereon. ® And most of the multitude 
spread their own garments in the way ; and others cut down 
branches fiom the trees, and strewed in the way. * And the 
multitudes that went before, and that followed, cried, saying : 
Hosanna to the Son of David ; Blessed is he who comes in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest. ^^And as he 
entered into Jerusalem, all the city was moved, saying : Who 
is this ? " And the multitudes said : This is Jesus the prophet, 
from Nazareth of Galilee. 

" And Jesus entered into the temple of God, and cast out 
all that sold and bought in the temple, and overturned the 
tables of the money-changers, and the seats of those who sold 
doves. "And he says to them : It is written, 

My house shall be called a house of prayer ; 
But ye made it a den of robbers. 

'* And the blind and the lame came to him in the temple, 
and he healed them. ''^ But the chief priests and the scribes, 
seeing the wonders that he did, and the children crying in the 
temple, tLnd saying, Hosanna to the Son of David, were much 
displeased, " and said to him : Dost thou hear what these say ? 
And Jesus says to them : Yea ; did ye never read : From 
the mouth of babes and sucklings thou 
preparedst praise? 

*■' And leaving them, he went forth out of the city into 
Bethany, and lodged there. 

^® And in the morning, as he was returning into the city, he 
hungered. *• And seeing a fig-tree by the way, he came to it, 
and found nothing thereon but leaves only. And he says to 
it : Let there be no fruit from thee henceforward, forever. 
And immediately the fig-tree withered away. *• And the dis- 
ciples seeing it wondered, saying : How did the fig-tree imme- 
diately wither away ? ** And Jeaus answering said to them : 
Verily I say to you, if ye have faith, and do not doubt, not 
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t 
only shall ye do what is done to the fig-tree, but even if ye 
say to this mountain, be thou taken up and cast into the sea, 
it shall be done. ^' And all things whatever ye ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive. 

23 And when he had come into the temple, the chief priests 
and the elders of the people came to him as he was teaching, 
and said : By what authority doest thou these things ; and who 
gave thee this authority? 2* And Jesus answering said to 
them : I also will ask you one thing, which if ye tell me, I too 
will tell you by what authority I do these things. "^ John's 
immersion, whence was it? From heaven, or from men? 
And they reasoned among themselves, saying : If we say. From 
heaven, he will say to us : Why then did ye not believe "him ? 
** But if we say, From men, we fear the multitude ; for all 
hold John as a prophet. *' And they answered Jesus, saying :

Jesus says to them : Verily I say to you, that the 
publicans and the harlots go into the kingdom of God before 
you. ^^ For John came to you in the way of righteousness, 
and ye did not believe him : but the publicans and the harlots 
believed him; and ye, when ye had seen it, repented not 
afterward, that ye might believe him. 

^Hear another parable. There was a householder, who 
planted a vineyard, and put a hedge around it, and dug a 
winepress in it, and built a tower, and let it out to husband- 
men, and went abroad. ^4 And when the season of fruits drew 
near, he sent his servants to the husbandmen, to receive his 
fruits. ^ And the husbandmen taking his servants, beat one, 

V. 80. Jn some ancient copies : to the second 
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and killed another, and stoned another. ^ Again he sent other 
ser^sjits, more than the first ; and they did to them likewise. 
" And afterward he sent to them his son, saying : They will 
reverence my son. ^ But the husbandmen, seeing the son, 
said among themselves: This is the heir; come, let us kill 
him, and have his inheritance. ^ And taking him, they cast 
him out of the vineyard, and kUled him. ^ When therefore 
the lord of the vineyard comes, what will he do to those 
husbandmen ? *^ They say to him : He will miserably destroy 
thoee wicked men, and wiU let out the vineyard to other 
husbandmen, who will deliver over to him the fruits in their 
seasons. ^ Jesus says to them : Did ye never read in the 
Scriptures!

* The kingdom of heaven is like to a certain king, who made 
a marriage for his son. > And he sent forth his servants to call 
thofle who were bidden to the wedding : and they woiQd not 
come. * Again he sent forth other servants, saying : Tell those 
who are bidden. Behold, I have prepared my dinner ; my oxen 
I and my fitfUngs are killed, and all things are ready ; come to 
the marriage. ' But they made light of it, and went away, one 
to his fiurm, another to his merchandise. * And the rest laid 
hold of his servants, and ill-treated and slew them. "^ And the 
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king, hearing it, was angry ; and sending forth his armies, he 
destroyed those murderers, and burned up their city. '^ Then 
he says to his servants : The wedding is read^, but they who 
were bidden were not worthy. • Go therefore into the thor- 
oughfares, and as many as ye find, bid to the marriage. ^° And 
those servants went out into the highways, and gathered to- 
gether all as many as they found, both bad and good ; and the 
wedding was furnished with guests. 

" And the king, coming in to view the guests, saw there a 
man not clothed with a wedding garment ; ^^ and he says to 
him : Friend, how camest thou in hither, not having a wedding 
garment ? And he was speechless. ^^ Then the king said to 
the attendants : Bind him hand and foot, and cast him forth 
into the outer darkness. There will be the weeping, and the 
gnashing of teeth! ^^J'or many are called, but few are 
chosen. 

" Then the Pharisees went and took counsel, how they might 
ensnare him with a word. " And they send out to him their 
disciples, with the Herodians, saying : Teacher, we know that 
thou art true, and teachest the way of Qod in truth ; neither 
carest tiiou for any one, for thou regardest not the person of 
men. " Tell us, therefore, what thinkest thou ? Is it lawful to 
give tribute to Caesar, or not? ^^But Jesus, knowing their 
wickedness, said : Why tempt ye me, hypocrites I " Show me 
the tribute money. And they brought to him a den&ry. 
^ And he says to them : Whose is this image, and the inscrip- 
tion ? *^ They say to him : Ceesar^s. Then says he to them : 
Bender therefore to Csesar the things that are Csasar's, and to 
God the things that are (Jod's. ^'And hearing it they won- 
dered, and left him and went away.

they say and do not. *For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on men's shoulders, but 
will not move them with their finger. ^ But all their works 
they do to be seen by men ; they, make broad their phylac- 
teries, and enlarge the fringes; *and love the first place at 
feasts, and the first seats in the synagogues, "^and the greetings 
in the markets and to be called by men. Rabbi, Rabbi. * But 
be not ye called Rabbi ; for one is your Teacher, and all ye^ are 
brethren. * And call not any your father on the earth ; for 
one is your Father, he who is in heaven. ^° Neither be called 
leaders ; for one is your leader, the Christ. " But the greatest 
of you shall be your servant. ^*And whoever shall exalt 
himself shall be humbled ; and he that shall humble himself 
shall be exalted. 

^* But woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hyjKKsrites ! because 
ye shut up the kingdom of heaven against men ; for ye go not 
in, nor suffer those who are entering to go in. 

** Woe to you scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites I because ye 
traverse sea and land to make one proselyte, and when he 
is made, ye make him twofold more a child of hell than 
yourselves. 

** Woe to you, blind guides, who say : Whoever shall swear 
by the temple, it is nothing ; but whoever shall swear by the. 
gold of the temple, he is bound. " Fools and blind ; for which 
is greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifies the gold? 
"And, Whoever shall swear by the altar, it is nothing ; but 
whoever shall swear by the gift that is upon it, he is boimd. 
" Fools and blind ; for which is greater, the gift, or the altar 
that sanctifies the gift?

^* Blind guides I that strain out the gnat, and swallow the 
camel. 

•* Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites I because ye 
cleanse the outside of the cup and the platter, but within they 
are full of rapacity and excess. ^* Blind Pharisee I Cleanse first 
the inside of the cup and the platter, that its outside also may 
become clean. 

^ Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites I because ye 
are like to whited sepulchres, which outwardly indeed appear 
beautiful, but within are full of bones of the dead, and of all 
uncleanness. '^ So also ye outwardly indeed appear righteous 
to men, but within ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

** Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites 1 because ye 
build the sepulchres of the prophets, and adorn the tombs of 
the righteous, and say : ^If we had been in the days of our 
fathers, we would not have been partakers with them in the 
blood of the prophets. ^^ So that ye witness to yourselves, that 
ye are sons of those who killed the prophets ; ^^ and fill ye up

^ Serpents 1 Brood of vipers I How can ye escape the judg- 
ment of hell? 

^Therefore, behold, I send forth to you prophets, and wise 
men, and scribes ; and some of them ye will kill and crucify, 
and some of them ye will scourge in your synagogues, and 
persecute from city to dty ; ^ that on you may come all the 
righteous blood shod ui>on the earth, from the blood of rigl^t- 
eoiu Abel to the blood of Zechariah, son of Barachiah, whom

yon, all these things shall come npon this generation. 

" Jerusalem 1 Jerusalem I that killest the prophets, and

Verily I say to you, there 
shall not be left here one stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down. 

*And as he sat on the mount of the Olives, the disciples 
came to him privately, saying : Tell us, when will these things 
be, and what is the sign of thy coming and of the end of the 
world ? * And Jesus answering said to them : Take heed, lest 
any one lead you astray. * For many will come in my name, 
saying : I am the Christ ; and will lead astray many. • And ye 
will hear of wars, and rumors of wars. Take heed, be not 
troubled ; for all must come to pass ; but not yet is the end ! 
^For nation wiU rise against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom ; and there will be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. ^ But all these are the begin- 
ning of sorrows. • Then will they deliver you up unto afflic- 
tion, and wiU kill you ; and ye will be hated by all nations for 
my name's sake. " And then will many be offended, and trill 
deliver up one another, and will hate one another.

*• But woe to those who are with child, and to those who give 
suck in those days ! *° And pray that your flight be not in 
winter, nor on a sabbath. '^ For then will be great aMction, 
such as has not been from the beginning of the world until 
now, no nor shall be. *' And unless those days were shortened, 
no flesh would be saved ; but for the sake of the chosen, those 
days shall be shortened. '^ Then if any one say to you : Lo, 
here is the Christ, or.

^ But of that day and hour no one knows, not even the 
angels of heaven, but my Father only. ^ But as the days of 
Noah, so shall be also the coming of the Son of man. ^ For 
as they were in the days before the flood, eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, '* and knew not until the flood came, and 
took all away ; so shall be also the coming of the Son of man. 
^ Then shall there be two men in the field, one is taken, and 
one is' left ; ** two women grinding at the mill, one is taken, 
and one is left. 

^ Watch therefore ; for ye know not in what day your Lord 
comes. ^ But know this, that if the master of the house had 
known in what watch the thief would come, he would have 
watched, ai^d would not have sufiTered his house to be broken 
through. ** Therefore be ye also ready; for in such an hour 
as ye think not, the Son of man comes. 

^ Who then is the faithful and wise servant, whom his lord 
set over his household, to give them their food in due season ? 
^ Happy that servant, whom his lord when he come shall find 
so doing I *■' Verily I say to you, that he will set him over all 
his goods. ^ But if that evU servant shall say in his heart : 
My lord delays his coming ; *^ and shall begin to beat his 
fellow-servants, and shall eat and drink with the drunken; 
^ the lord of that servant will come in a day when he looks 
not for it, and in an hour when he is not aware ; ^^ and will 
cut him asunder, and appoint his portion with the hypocrites. 
There will be the weeping, and the gnashing of teeth !

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VTrTT Then shall tlie kingdom of heaven be likened to 
1^ ^ * • ten virgins, who took their lamps, and went out to 
meet the bridegroom. ^ And five of them were wise, and five 
foolish. *They that were foolish took their lamps, and took 
no o^ with them ; ^ but the wise took oil in their vessels 
with 'their lamps. * While the bridegroc«n tarried, they all 
slumbered and slept. ' And at midnight a cry was made : 
Behold, the bridegroom I Go out to meet him. "^ Then all those 
virgins arose, and trimmed their lamps. * And the foolish said 
to the wise : Give us of your oil, for our lamps are going out.

**Then will the King say to those on his right hand : Come, 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world. ^ For I was hungry, and 
ye gave me to eat ; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink ; I 
was a stranger and ye took me in, ^^nakod and ye clothed me ;

V TT TTT And it came to i>ass, when Jesus finished all these 
AJ\. T ±. sayings,^e said to his disciples : ^ Ye know that 
after two days comes the passover, and the Son of man is 
delivered up to be crucified. 

• Then assembled together the chief priests, and the elders 
of the people, in the court of the high priest, who was called 
Caiaphas, *and consulted together that they might take Jesus 
by craft, and put him to death. *But they said: Not at the 
feast, that there may not be a tumult among the people. 

• And Jesus being in Bethany, in the house of Simon the 
leper, ' there came to him a woman having an alabaster box of 
very precious ointment, and poured it on his head as he 
reclined at table. ^ And his disciples seeing it were displeased, 
saying : To what purpose is this waste ? • For this might have 
been sold for much, and given to the poor. ^^ And Jesus 
knowing it, gaid to them : Why trouble ye the woman ? For 
she wrought a good work upon me. " For the poor ye have 
always with you ; but me ye have not always. " For she, in 
pouring this ointment on my body, did it to prepare me for 
burial. " Verily I say to you, wherever this good news shall 
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be preached in the whole Tfrorld, this also that she did shall be 
told, for a memorial of her. 

" Then one of the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, went to the 
chief priests, ^* and said ; What will ye give me, and I will de- 
liver him to you ? And they weighed out to him thirty pieces 
of silver. "And from that time he sought opportunity to 
deliver him up. 

" And on the first day of the feast of unleavened bread the 
disciples came to Jesus, saying to him : Where wilt thou that 
we prepare for thee to eat the passover ? ^^ And he said : Go 
into the city to such a man, and say to him : The Teacher 
says, my time is at hand ; I will keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples. "And the disciples did as Jesus 
directed them, and made ready the passover. 

^^ And when evening was come, he reclined at table with 
the twelve. *^ And as they were eating, he said : Verily I say 
to you, that one of you will betray me. ^* And they were ex- 
ceedingly sorrowful, and began to say to him, each one : Lord, 
is it I? ^^And he answering said: He that dipped his hand 
with me in the dish, the same will betray me. ^* The Son of 
man goes indeed, as it is written of him ; but woe to that man 
through whom the Son of man is betrayed I It were good for 
him, 'if that man had not been bom. 

25 And Judas, his betrayer, answering said : Rabbi, is it I ? 
He says to him : Thou saidst it. 

2* And as they were eating, Jesus took the loaf, and blessed, 
and broke, and gave to the disciples, and said : Take, eat ; 
this is my body. ^^ And he took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and gave to them, saying : Drink all ye of it. ^^ For this is my 
blood of the new covenant, which is shed for many, for remis- 
sion of sins. *' And I say to you, that I will not drink hence- 
forth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I drink it 
new with you, in the kingdom of my Father. 

^ And having sung, they went out into the mount of the Olives.

Y. 28. In some ancient copies : of the covenant 
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'* Then Jesns says to them : All ye will be offend ed because 
of me this night. For it is written : I will smite the 
Shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall 
be scattered abroad. ** But after I have risen, I will 
go before you into Galilee. * 

•'Peter answering said to him : Though all shall be offended 
because of thee, I will never be offended. "Jesus said to 
him ; Verily I say to thee, that this night, before a cock crows, 
thou wilt thrice deny me. ** Peter says to him : Even though 
I sho^d die with thee, I will not deny thee. Likewise also 
said all the disciples. 

•* Then Jesus comes with them to a place called Gethsemane, 
and says to the disciples : Sit ye here, while I go yonder and 
pray. •'And taking with him Peter and the two sons of 
Zebedee, he began to be sorrowful, and to be troubled. 
^ Then says he to them : My soul is exceedingly sorrowful, 
unto death. Tarry ye here, and watch with me. 

•• And going forward a little, he feU on his face, praying, and 
saying : My Father, if it is possible, let this cup pass away 
from me. But yet, not as I will, but as thou wilt. ^ And he 
comes to the disciples, and finds them sleeping ; and he says 
to Peter : Were ye so unable to watch with me one hour ? 
*^ Watchjjimd prajr^that ye enter not into temptation. The 
spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. 

^ Again, a second time, he went away and prayed, saying : 
My Father, if this can not pass away from me, except I drink 
it, thy will be done. ^^And coming he again found them 
sleeping ; for their eyes were heavy. 

** And leaving them, he went away again, and prayed the 
third time, saying the same words. ^ Then he comes to his 
disciples, and says to them : Do ye sleep the remaining time, 
and take your rest ! Behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son 
of man is betrayed into the hands of sinners. ^ Rise, let us be 
going. Behold, he is at hand that betrays me. 

*' And while he was yet speaking, behold, Judas, one of the 
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twelve, came, and with >^lTn a great multitiide witli swords and 
staves, from the chief priests and elders of the people. ^ And 
his betrayer gave them a sign, saying : Whom I shall kiss, that 
ds he ; hold him fast. ** And forthwith he came to Jesus, and 
said : Hail, Eabbi ; and kissed him. ^ And Jesus said to him : 
Friend, wherefore art thou come ? Then they came, and laid 
hands on Jesus, and held him fast. ^^And, behold, one of 
those who were with Jesus stretched out his hand and drew 
his sword, and striking the servant of the high priest took off 
his ear. " Then says Jesus to him : Put back thy sword into 
its place ; for all they who take the sword shall perish with 
the sword. ^^ Thinkest thou that I can not now pray to my 
Father, and he wiU send me more than twelve legions of 
angels? "How then shall the Scriptures be fulfilled, that 
thus it must be ? 

^ In that hour Jesus said to the multitudes : Are ye come 
out as against a robber, with swords and staves, to take me? I 
sat daily with you teaching in the temple, and ye did not lay 
hold of me. ^ But all this has been done, that the scriptures 
of the prophets might be fulfilled. Then the disciples all for- 
sook him, and fied. 

*' And they who laid hold of Jesus led him away to Caia- 
phas the high priest, where the scribes and the elders were as- 
sembled. ^^ And Peter followed him afar off, unto the court of 
the high priest ; and entering in, he sat with the servants, to 
see the end. 

^' And the chief priests, and the elders, and all the council, 
80ugl\^ false witness against Jesus, that they might put him to 
death ; ^ and found none, though many false witnesses came. 
But at last came two, ^* and said : This man said, I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, and to build it in three days. 
•* And the high priest arose, and said to him : Answerest thou 
nothing ? What do these witness against thee ? ^ But Jesus 
was silent. And the high priest answering said to him : I 
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adjure thee by tlie living God, that thou tell us whether thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God. ^ Jesus says to him : Thou 
saidst it. But I say to you, hereafter ye shall see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming on the 
clouds of heaven. ^^ Then the high priest rent his clothes, say- 
ing : He blasphemed I What further need have we of witnesses ? 
Behold, ye now heard his blasphemy. ** What think ye ? They 
answering said : He is gpilty of death. •' Then they spit in 
his face, and bufieted him ; and others smote him, ^ saying : 
Prophesy to us, O Christ, who is he that struck thee ? 

*• And Peter was sitting without, in the court. And a damsel 
came to him, saying : Thou also wast with Jesus the Galilsean. 
'®But he denied before all, saying: I know not what thou 
sayest. '* And he having gone out into the porch, another 
maid saw him, and said to those who were there : This man 
also was with Jesus the Nazarene. ''^ And again he denied, with 
an oath : I do not know the man. ''^ And after a little while, 
they that stood by came and said to Peter : Surely thou also 
art one of them ; for thy speech betrays thee. ''* Then he began 
to invoke curses, and to swear : I do not know the man. And 
immediately a cock crowed. "And Peter remembered the 
words of Jesus when he said : Before a cock crows, thou wilt 
thrice deny me. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 

TT YVTT "^^^^^ when morning came, all the chief priests 
-A_-/jL f X_L. and the elders of the i)eople took counsel against 
Jesus, so as to put him to death. ' And having bound him, 
they led him away, and delivered him up to Pontius Pilate 
the governor. 

• Then Judas, who betrayed him, when he saw that he was 
condenmed, repenting brought back the thirty pieces of silver 
to the chief priests and the elders, * saying : I sinned in betray- 
ing innocent blood. And they said : What is it to us ? Look 
thou to it. * And casting down the pieces of silver in the temple, 
he departed ; and he went away and hanged himself. ^ And 
the chief priests took the silver pieces, and said : It is not law- 
ful to put them Into the treasury, since it is the price of blood. 
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^ And thoy took counsel, and bought with them the potter's 
field, to bury strangers in. ^ Wherefore that field was called 
the field of blood, unto this day. 

' Then was fulfilled that which was spoken through Jeremiah 
the prophet, saying ; ' 

And they took the thirty pieces of silver. 

The price of him that was priced. 

Whom they of the sons of Israel did price, 
^^ And gave them for the potter's field, as the Lord appointed 
tome. 

" And Jesus stood before the governor. And the governor 
questioned him, saying : Art thou the king of the Jews ? And 
Jesus said to him : Thou sayest it. *^ And when he was accused 
by the chief priests and the elders, he made no answer. ^' Then 
says Pilate to him : Hearest thou not what things they witness 
against thee ? ^^ And he made him no answer, not even to one 
word ; so that the governor greatly wondered. 

" Now at the feast the governor was wont to release to the 
multitude one prisoner, whom they would. ^* And they had 
then a noted prisoner, called Barabbas. "When therefore 
they were assembled, Pilate said to them : Whom will ye that 
I release to you ? Barabbas, or Jesus who is called Christ ? 
^8 For he knew that through envy they delivered him up. 

^^ And as he sat on the judgment^eat, his wife sent to him, 
saying : Have nothing to do with that just man ; for I suffered 
much this day, in a dream, because of him. 

^ And the chief priests and the elders persuaded the multi- 
tudes, that they should ask for Barabbas, and should destroy 
Jesus. *^ And the governor answering said to them : Which of 
the two will ye that I release to you ? And they said : Barabbas. 
** Pilate says to them : What then shall I do with Jesus, who 
is called Christ ? They all say to him : Let him be crucified. 
-* And the governor said : What evU then did he ? But they 
cried the more, saying : Let.him be crucified. 

** And Pilate, seeing that it avails nothing, but rather that a 
tumult is made, took water and washed his hands before the 
multitude, saying : I am innocent of the blood of this just man. 
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Look ye to it. ** And all the people answering said : His blood 
be on us, and on our children. ** Then he released to them 
Barabbas ; but Jesus, having scourged him, he delivered up to 
be crucified. 

•'Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the 
PraBtorium, and gathered to him the whole band. ^^And 
they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. ^'And 
having platted a crown of thorns, they put it on his head, and 
a reed in his right hand ; and bowing the knee before him, 
they mocked him, saying: Hail, King of the Jews I ^^'And 
they spit upon him, and took the reed, and smote him on the 
head. '^ And when they had mocked him, they took off the 
robe £rom him, and put on him his own garments, and led 
him away to crucify him. ^^ And as they came out they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name; him they compelled to 
bear his cross. 

'^And having come to a place called Golgotha (which is 
called. Place of a skull), '^they gave him vinegar to drink, 
mingled with gall ; and tasting it, he would not drink. ^ And 
having crucified him, they divided his garments among them, 
casting lots. *®And sitting down, they watched him there. 
^'And they set up over his head his accusation, written: 
THIS IS JESUS THE KINO OF THE JEWS. 

'^ Two robbers are then crucified with him, one on the right 
hand, and one on the left. 8* And those passing by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, ** and saying : Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three days, save thyself. If 
thou art the Son of God, come down from the cross. *^ Like- 
wise also the chief priests mocking, with the scribes and elders, 
said: ^Others he saved, himself he can not save. If he is 
King of Israel, let him now come down from the cross, and 
we will believe on him. ^ He trusts in God ; let him now 
deliver him, if he desires him ; for he said : I am the Son of 
God. **And also the robbers, -who were crucified with him, 
reproached him with the same thing. 

V. 84. In some ancient copies : gave him wine to drink 
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^ And from the sixtli hour, there was darkness over all the 
land, unto the ninth hour. ^ And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying: Eli, Eli, lema sabach- 
thani? That is: My God, my God, why didst 
thou forsake me? *'Some of those standing there, 
hearing it, said : This man calls for Elijah. ^ And straight- 
way one of them ran and took a sponge, and having filled it 
with vinegar and put it on a reed, gave him to drink. *' But 
the rest said : Let alone ; let us see whether Elijah comes to 
save him. 

*^ And Jesus, again crying with a loud voice, yielded up his 
spirit. '^^ And behold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom ; and the earth quaked, and the 
rocks were rent; **and the tombs were opened, and many 
bodies of the saints who have faUen asleep arose, '^^and coming 
out of the tombs, after his resurrection, went into the holy 
dty, and appeared to many. 

"And the centurion, and they that with him were watching 
Jesus, on seeing the earthquake, and the things that were 
done, were exceedingly afraid, saying : Truly this was the Son 
of God. 

^'^ And many women were there, beholding afar oflT, they who 
followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering to him; ** among 
whom was Mary the Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joses, and the mother of the sons of Zebedee 

*'And evening having come, there came a rich man from 
Arimathsea, named Joseph, who also himself was a disciple of 
Jesus. ** This man went to Pilate, and asked for the body of 
Jesus. Then Pilate commanded that the body should be 
given up. ^'And taking the body, Joseph wrapped it in a 
clean linen cloth, *° and laid it in his own new tomb, which he 
hewed out in the rock. And having rolled a great stone to 
the door of the tomb, he departed. •^And Mary the Mag- 
dalene was there, and the other Mary, sitting over against the 
sepulchre. 
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•*And on the morrow, which is after the preparation, the 
chief priests and the Pharisees came together to Pilate, ^^ say- 
ing : Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive: After three days I will rise. ** Command, there- 
fore, that the sepulchre be made secure until the third day ; 
lest his disdples come by night and steal him away, and say to 
the people : He is risen from the dead ; and the last error will 
be worse than the first. ^^ Pilate said to them: Ye have a 
watch ; go, make secure, as ye know how. ^ And they went, 
and made the sepulchre secure, sealing the stone, in connec- 
tion with the watch. 

TrVT/'TTT -^^^ late in the sabbath, as it was dawning 
-A-A- V JLXJ-* into the first day of the week, came Mary the 
Magdalene and the other Mary to view the sepulchre. * And 
behold, there was a great earthquake. For an angel of the 
Lord, descending out of heaven, came and rolled away the 
stone, and sat upon it. 'His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as snow; *and for fear of him the 
keex)er8 shook, and became as dead men. ^And the angel 
answering said to the women : Fear not ye ; for I know that 
ye are seeking Jesus, who was crucified. ^He is not here; 
for he is risen, as he said. Come hither, see the place where 
the Lord lay. '' And go quickly, and tell his disciples that he 
is risen firom the dead. And behold, he goes before you into 
GfalUee ; there ye shall see him. Behold, I told you. 

* And going out quickly firom the sepulchre, with fear and 
great joy, they ran to bring his disciples word. • And behold, 
Jesus met them, saying : All hail 1 And they, coming to him, 
laid hold of his feet, and worshiped him. *® Then Jesus says 
to them : Be not afraid ; go, bear word to my brethren, to go 
away into Galilee, and there they shall see me. 

" And as they were going, behold, some of the watch came 
into the city, and reported to the chief priests all the things that 
were done. ^* And having assembled with the elders, and taken 
counsel, they gave much money to the soldiers, " saying : Say, 
that his disciples came by night, and stole him away while we 
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slept. '^ And if this shall be heard by the gcrr&mga, we will 
peTBoade him, and make 70a secure. J* And thej, taking «the 
money, did as they were taught. And tnis saying was reported 
abroad among the Jews, nntil this day. 

1* And the eleven disciples went away into Gblilee, into the 
moontain where Jesns had ax^pointed them. ^^And seeing 
him, they worshiped him ; but some doubted. 

^And Jesus came and spoke to them, saying: All power 
was given to me in heaven and on earth. ^*Qo therefore, and 
disciple all the nations, immersing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit; ^teaching 
them to observe all things, whatever I commanded you. And, 
behold, I am with you alway, unto the end of the- world. 



THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO MARK. 

I The beginning of the good news of Jesus Christ, Son of 
• God, 'as it is written in Isaiah the prophet: Behold, I 
send forth my messenger before thy face, 
who shall prepare thy way; ^the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness, Prepare the way of 
the Lord, make straight his paths. ^ John came 
immersing in the wilderness, and preaching the immersion of 
repentance unto remission of sins. * And there went out to him 
aU the country of Judaea, and all they of Jerusalem ; and they 
were immersed by him in the river Jordan, confessing their sins. 

• And John was clothed with camel's hair, and with a leathern 
^rdle about his loins, and ate locusts and wild honey. ' And 
he preached, saying : There comes after me he that is mightier 
than I, the latchet of whose sandals I am not worthy to stoop 
down and loose. ^ I indeed immersed you in water ; but he 
will immerse you in the Holy Spirit. 

• And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from 
Nazareth of Galilee, and was immersed by John in the Jor- 
dan, ^® And straightway coming up out of the water, he saw 
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the heavens parted, and the Spirit as a dove descending npon 
him. ^^ And there coxob a voice out of heaven : Thou art my 
beloved son ; in thee lam well pleased. 

*• And immediately the Spirit drives him forth into the wil- 
derness. ^^ And he was in the wilderness forty days, tempted 
by Satan, and was with the wild beasts ; and the angels minis- 
tered to him. 

"And after John was delivered up, Jesns came into Galilee, 
publishing the good news of the kingdom of God, ^'^ and saying : 
The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at hand ; repent, 
and believe in the good news. 

'* And walking by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon, and 
Andrew, Simon's brother, casting a net in the sea ; for they 
were fishermen. " And Jesus said to them : Come after me, 
and I will cause you to become fishers of men. ^^ And imme- 
diately leaving the nets, they followed him. 

^* And going a little farther, he saw James the son of Zebedee, 
atid John his brother, who also were in the ship mending the 
nets. *^And straightwa,y he called them; and leaving their 
father Zebedee in the ship* with the hired servants, they went 
after him. 

** And they enter into Capernaum ; and straightway on the 
sabbath he went into the synagogue, and taught. ^^ And they 
were astonished at his teaching ; for he taught them as having 
authority, and not as the scribes. 

••And there was in their synagogue a man with ail unclean 
spirit. And he cried out, •* saying : What have we to do with 
thee, Jesus, Nazarene! Didst thou come to destroy us? I 
know thee who thou art, the Holy One of God. ^'^ And Jesus 
rebuked him, saying : Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 
'* And the unclean spirit, tearing him, and crying with a loud 
voice, came out of him. " And they were all amazed ; so that 
they questioned among themselves, saying : What is this? A 
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new teacliing, with authority I And he commands the unclean 
spirits, and they obey, him. ^^ And immediately his fame 
spread abroad into all the surrounding region of GalUee. 

'* And immediately, having come out of the synagogue, they 
entered into the house of Simon and Andrew, with James and 
John. ^ And the mother-in-law of Simon was lying sick with 
fever ; and immediately they tell him concerning her. ^^ And 
he came and raised her up, taking hold of her hand; and 
immediately the fever left her, and she ministered to them. 

** And evening having come, when the sun set, they brought 
to him all that were sick, and those possessed with demons. 
88 And all the city was gathered together at the door. 24^j^(i 
he healed many that were sick with divers diseases, and cast out 
many demons ; and suffered not the demons to speak, because 
they knew him. ,Jjl^, C 

^ And rising y^ry early, by night, he went out, and departed 
into a s^taxy place, and there prayed. ^And Simon, and 
they who were with him, followed after him. ^ And having 
found him, they say to him : All are seeking thee. ^ And he 
says to them : Let us go elsewhere, into the neighboring towns, 
that I may preach there also ; for, for this I came forth. 
8* And he was preaching in their synagogues, throughout all 
Galilee, and casting out the demons. 

^^And there came a leper to him, beseeching him, and 
kneeling down to him, and saying to him : If thou wilt, thou 
canst cleanse me. '*^And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
stretched forth his hand and touched him, and says to him : I 
will ; be thou cleansed. ^ And immediately the leprosy de- 
parted from him, and he was cleansed. ^And sternly charging 
him, he forthwith sent him away; **and says to him: See 
thou say nothing to any one ; but go, show thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing what Moses commanded, for a testi- 
mony to them. ^ But he, going forth, began to publish it much, 
and to spread abroad the report ; so that he could no longer 
openly enter into a city, but was without in desert places. 
And they came to him from every quarter. 
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nAin> again he emtered into Capemanm after some days ; 
• and it was heard that he is in the house. ' And straight- 
way many were gathered together, so that there was no longer 
room, not even at the door ; and he spoke the word to them. 

'And they come to him, bringing one that was palsied, 
borne by four. ^ And not being able to come near him, on 
aoconnt of the maltitnde, they uncovered the roof where he 
was ; and having broken it up, they let down the bed whereon 
the palsied man lay. '^ And Jesus, seeing their faith, says to 
the palsied man : Child, thy nns are forgiven. « But there 
were some of the scribes sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts: 'Why does this man speak thus? He blasphemes. 
Who can forgive sins but one, God? ^And. Jesus, immedi- 
ately perceiving in his spirit that they so reasoned within 
thems^vee, said to them : Why reason ye these things in your 
hearts? • Which is easier, to say to the palsied man. Thy sins 
are forgiven ; or to say. Arise, and take up thy bed, and walk ? 
^^ But that ye may know that the Son of man has power on 
earth to forgive sins, (he says to the palsied man,) " I say to 
thee, arise, take up thy bed, and go to thy house. " And he 
arose, and immediately taking up the bed went forth before 
all ; so that all were amazed, -and glorified God, saying: We 
never saw it thus. 

" And he went foith again by the sea-side ; and all the mul- 
titude came to him, and he taught them. 

"And passing along, he saw Levi the son of Alpheus sitting 
at the place of receiving custom, and said to him : Follow me. 
And rising up he followed him. ^^ And it came to pass, as he 
reclined at table in his house, that many publicans and sinners 
were reclining with Jesus and his disciples ; for there were 
many, and they followed him. ^* And the scribes and the 
Pharisees, seeing him eating with the sinners and publicans, 
said to his disciples : How is it that he eats and drinks with 
the sinners and the publicans ? ^"^ And Jesus, hearing it, says 
to them : They who are well need not a physician, but they 
who are sick. I came not to call righteous men, but sinners. 
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^8 And the disciples of John, and the Pharisees, were fasting ; 
and they come and say to him : Why do the disciples of John 
and the Pharisees feist, but thy disciples &st not? ^'And 
Jesus said to them : Can the sons of the bridechamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them ? So long as they have the 
bridegroom with them, they can not fast, '**But days wiU 
come, when the bridegroom will be taken from them; and 
then they will fest in that day. ^^ No one sews a piece of 
unfalled cloth upon an old garment ; else the new filling up of 
the old takes from it, and a worse rent is made. ^^ And no 
one puts new wine into old skins; else the wine bursts the 
skins, and the wine is destroyed, and the skins. 

2^ And it came to pass, that he went through the grain-fields 
on the sabbath ; and his disciples began to go forward, pluck- 
ing the ears of grain. ** And the Pharisees said to him : Be- 
hold, why do they on the sabbath that which is not lawful? 
''^ And he said tp them : Did ye never read what David did, 
when he had need and hungered, himself and they who were 
with him ; ^^how he went into the house of God, in the days 
of Abiathar the high priest, and ate the show-bread, which it 
is not lawful to eat but for the priests, and gave also to those 
who were with him ? *' And he said to them : I'he sabbath 
was made for man, and not man for the sabbath. *® So that 
the Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

mAND he entered again into the synagogue ; and there

to cast out demons. "And Simon he sumamed Peter; 
1 James the son of Zebedee, and John the brother of 
38 ; and he sumamed them Boanerges, which is, Sons of 
der; ^^and Andrew, and PhUip, and Bartholomew, and 
hew, and Thomas, and James the son of Alpheus, and 
Ideus, and Simon the Cananite, ^'and Judas Iscariot, who 
betrayed him. 

id they come into the house. ^ And the multitude comes 
her again, so that they could not even eat bread. '^ And 
ing of it, his kinsmen went out to lay hold of him ; for 

said : He is beside himself. 

ind the scribes who came down from Jerusalem said : He 
Beelzebul, and through the prince of the demons he casts 
he demons. ^ And calling them to him, he said to them in 
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parables : How can Satan cast oat Satan ? ^ And if a kingdom 
be divided against its^, that kingdom can not stand. ^^ And 
if a house be divided against itself, that honse can not stand. 
'* And if Satan rose np against himself, and is divided, he can 
not stand, but has an end. ^ No one can enter into a string 
man's house, and plunder his goods, except he first bind the 
strong man ; and then he will plunder his house. '^ Verily I 
say to you, all sins will be forgiven the sons of men, and the 
blasphemies wherewith they shall blaspheme. **But he that 
shall blaspheme against the Holy Spirit has no forgivene^ 
forever, but is guilty of eternal sin ; ^because they said : He 
has an unclean spirit. 

*^ And his brothers and his mother come ; and standing with- 
out they sent to him, calling him. ^^ And a crowd was sitting 
about Mm ; and they say to him : Behold, thy mother and thy 
brothers without are seeking thee. ^ And he answered them, 
saying : Who is my mother, or my brothers ? ** And looking 
round on those who sat about him, he said : Behold my mother, 
and my brothers ! ^ For whoever shall do the will of God, he 
is my brother,, and sister, and mother. 

TTT* And he began again to teach by the sea-side. And 
JL T • there was gathered to him a very great multitude, so that 
he entered into a ship, and sat down in the sea ; and all the 
multitude was by the sea on the land. ^ And he taught them 
many things in parables, and said to them in his teaching : 

'Hearken ; behold, the sower went forth to sow. * And it 
came to pass, as he sowed, one fell by the way-side, and the 
birds came and devoured it. ' And another fell on the rocky 
ground, where it had not much earth ; and immediately it 
sprang up, because it had not depth of earth. ' But when the 
sun was up, it was scorched ; and because it had not root, it 
withered away. '' And another fell among the thorns ; and the 
thorns came up, and choked it, and it yielded no fruit. ^ And 
another fell into the good ground, and yielded fruit that sprang 

/up and'increased ; and brought forth, thirty, and sixty, and a hun- 
diedfold. 'And be said : He that baa ears to hear, let him hear. 



GHAPTEB IV. 

1* And when he was alone, they who were ahont him with the 
twelTe aaked him concerning the parables. ^^ And he said to 
them : To yon is giyen the mystery of the kingdom of God, bat 
to ^ifiSS "^^ 1^^ without, all things are done in parables ; ^' that 
Itofding they may see, and not i>erceiye, and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand ; lest haply they should turn, and be 
fbrgiyen. ^' And he says to them : Know ye not this parable ? 
And how wiU ye know all the parables ? 

^The sower sows the word. ^^ And these are they by the 
way-side ; where the word is sown, and when they hear, Satan 
comes immediately and takes away the word that was sown in 
them. '* And these are they likewise that are sown on the 
fodsj places ; who, when they hear the word, immediately 
reoeiye it with gladness ; " and haye no root in themselyes, but 
are only for a time. Afterward, when affliction or persecution 
aiises because of the word, immediately they are offended. 
^ And others are they that are sown among the thorns. These 
are they that hear the word, ^* and the cares of the world, and 
the deoeitfulness of riches, and the lusts of other things, enter- 
ing in choke the word, and it becomes tmfruitM. ^ And these 
are they that are sown on the good ground ; such as hear the 
woid, and reoeiye it, and bring forth fruit, in thirty, and in 
rizty, and in a hundredfold. 

" And he said to them : Is the lamp brought that it may be 
pot under the bushel, or under the bed ? Is it not, that it may 
be put on the lampstand ? " For notlung is hidden, but it 
•hall be manifested ; nor was done in secret, but that it should 
eome abroad. *• If any one has ears to hear, let him hear. 

»* And he said to them : Take heed what ye hear. With 
what measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you, and there 
■ban be added to you. s^For he that has, to him shall be 
gfyen ; and he that has not, eyen what he has shall be taken 
from hhn. 

** And he said: So is the kingdom of Ood, as when a man 
has oast the seed upon the earth, '^ and sleeps and rises ni%ht 
•ad day, and the seed tpronta and grows up^lie'VLnoiw^TtfAi 
bow. «Far tbe eMrtb biingg forth £rait of hemell; ftw^^^aft 
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blade, tlien tlie ear, then the full grain in the ear. ^ But 
when the fruit i>ermit8, immediately he puts forth the Bi<^e, 
because the harvest is oome. 

"<) And he said : How shall we liken the kingdom of Qod,or 
in what comparison shall we set it forth? *^Ab a grain of 
mustard ; which, when it is sown in the earth, is lelMi than all 
the seeds that are in the earth. '^ And when it is sown, it 
grows up, and becomes greater than all the herbs, and shoots 
out great branches ; so Uiat the birds of the air can lodge 
under its shadow. 

^ And with many such parables he spoke the word to them, 
as they were able to hear. **Bnt without a parable he spoke 
not to thesn ; and in private he explained all things to his 
disciples. 

*^ And on that day, when evening Was oome, he says to 
them : Let us pass over to the other side. ^ And dismissing 
the multitude, they take Yam as he was In the ship. And 
there were also other ships with him. ** And tl^ire arose a 
great storm of wind, and the waves beat into the ship, so that 
the ship was already becoming filled. ^ And he was in the 
stem, on the cuediion, sleeping. And they awake him, and 
say to him : Teacher, carest thou not that we jierish t " And 
awaking, he rebuked the wind, and said to the sea : Peace, be 
still. And the wind ceased, and there was a great calm. 
^And he said to them: Why are ye so fearful? How is It 
that ye have no ftith? ^ And they feared exceedingly, and 
said one to another: Who then is this, that even the wind sad 
the sea obey him? 

VAin> they came to the other side of the sea, into the 
• countiy of the Gerasenes. * And when he had come out 
of the ship, immediately there met him out of the tombs a 
man with an unclean spirit, 'who had his dwelling in the 
tombs ; and no one could any longer bhid him, not even with 
chains. ^ Because he had often been bound with fetters and 
diains ; and the chains had been torn asunder by him, ud the 
fBttere broken in i^eces, and no one could tame him. * And 
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always, night and' day, he was in the tombs, and in the mount- 
ains, crying oat, and cntting himself with stcmes. * But seeing 
Jesos afEur off, he ran and bowed down to him, "^ and cried with 
a loud voice, and said : What have I to do with thee, Jesus, 
Son of the most high God? I adjure thee by God, do not 
torment me. * For he said to him : CJome forth, nndean spirit, 
out of the man. * And he asked him : What is thy name ? 
And be says to him : My name is Legion ; because we are 
many. '^ And he besought him much that he would not send 
them away out of the cotmtry. 

" And there was there, by the mountain, a great herd of 
swine feeding. ^* And all the demons besought him, saying : 
Send us into the swine, that we may enter into them. ^^ And 
immediately Jesus gave them leave. And coming out, the 
nndean spirits entered into the swine. And the herd rushed 
down the steep into the sea, about two thousand, and were 
choked in the sea. ^ And they who fed them fled, and re- 
ported it in the dty and in the country. And they came to 
see what it was that was done. ^^ And they come to Jesus, 
and see him who was possessed with demons, sitting, clothed 
and in his right mind, him who had the legion, and they were 
afraid. ^* And they who saw it related to them how it befell 
him who was possessed with demons, and concerning the 
swine. ^^ And they began to beseech him to depart from their 
boirders. * 

18 j^^ja/± 1^ ]^e was entering into the ship, he that had been 
possessed with demons besought him that he might be with 
bim. ^* And he suffered him not ; but says to him : Go into 
thy house, to thy Mends, and announce to them how great 
things the Lord has done for thee, and had compassion on 
thee. * And he departed, and began to publish in the De- 
eapolis how great things Jesus did for him ; and all wondered. 

^ And Jesus having passed over again in the ship to the 
other side, a great multitude was gathered to him ; and he was 
by the sea. ^And there comes one of the rulers of the 
^jnagogoe, Jairos by name. And seeing him, he fell at his 
feet, " and besought him much, saying : My little daughter lies 
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at the point of death. I pray thee come, and lay thy handB 
on her, that she may be healed and live. ** And he went with 
him ; and a great multitude was following him, and thronging 
him. 

** And a certain woman, who had a flow of blood twelve 
years, ^and had suffered much by many physicians, and spent 
all that she had, and was not at all benefited but rather grew 
worse, '^hearing of Jesus, came in the crowd behind, and 
touched his garment. '^For she saad: If I touch even his gar- 
ments, I shall be made whole. *• And straightway the fountain 
of her blood was dried up ; and she perceived in her body 
that she was healed of that plague. ^ And immediately Jesus, 
perceiving in l^imaftlf that power had gone forth from him, 
turned about in the crowd, and said : Who touched my gar- 
ments? »iAnd his disciples said to him: Thou seest the 
multitude thronging thee, and sayest thou : Who touched me ? 
^ And he looked around to see her who had done this. ** But 
the woman, fearing and trembling, knowing what was done to 
her, came and fell down before him, and told him all the 
truth. ^ And he said to her : Daughter, thy faith has made 
thee whole ; go in peace, and be healed of thy plague. 

** While he was yet speaking, they come from the ruler of 
the synagogue's house, saying : Thy daughter is dead ; why 
troublest thou the Teacher any further? '^And Jesus, over- 
hearing the word that was spoken, says to the ruler of the 
synagogue: Be not afraid; only believe. *^ And he suffered 
no one to follow with him, save Peter, and James, and John 
the brother of James. ^ And they come to the house of the 
ruler of the synagogue ; and he sees a tumult, and those who 
wept and wailed greatly. *• And entering in, he says to them : 
Why do ye make a tumult, and weep? The child is not 
dead, but is sleeping. ^ And they laughed him to scorn. But 
he, putting them aU out, takes the father of the child, and the 
mother, and those who were with him, and enters in where 
the child was. ^ And taking the hand of the child, he says to 
her : Talitha kxmii ; which is interpreted. Damsel, I say to 
thee, arise. ^ And straightway the damsel arose, and walked ; 
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for flihe was of the age of twelye years. And they were 
astonished with a great astonishment. ^ And he charged them 
strictly that no one should know this. And he commanded 
that something should be given her to eat. 

"ITT AsD he went ont from thence, and came into his own 
Y X* country ; and his disciples foUow him. ^ And when the 
sabbath was come, he began to teach in the synagogue. And 
many hearing were astonished, saying : From whence has this 
man these things ? And what is the wisdom which is given 
him, and each miracles wrought by his hands? ' Is not this 
the carpenter, the son of Mary, and brother of James, and 
Joses, and Judas, and Simon? And are not his sisters here 
with us? And they were offended at him. ^ And Jesus said 
to them : A prophet is not without honor, except in his own 
country, and among his own kindred, and in his own house. 
* And he was not able to do any miracle there, save that he 
laid his hands on a few sick, and heeled them. 'And he 
marveled because of their xmbeHef. And he went about the 
sozTounding villages, teaching. 

^ And he called to him the twelve, aitd began to send them 
Ibrth by two and two ; and gave them authority over the un- 
dean spirits ; ^and conmianded them that they should take 
nothing for the way, save a staff only ; no bread, no bag, no 
monejr^in their girdle ; »but that they be shod with sandals ; 
and. Put not on two coats. ^^ And he said to them : Wherever 
ye enter into a house, there abide till ye depart from thence. 
"And whatever place shall not receive you, nor hear you, 
when ye depart thence, shake off the dust under your feet for 
a testimony to them. 

" And they went out, and preached that men should repent. 
^ And they cast out many demons, and anointed with oil many 
that were sick, and healed them. 

^ And the king, Herod, heard of it, for his name was spread 
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abroad ; and lie said : John the Inuneiser is jiaen from the 
dead, and therefore do these powers work in him. "Others 
said: It is Elijah. And others said: It is a prophet, like 
any one of the prophets. ^'Bnt Herod hearing of it, said: 
) John, whom I beheaded,_is risen from the dead. " For he, 
Herod, sent forth and laid ^oIcL of John, and bound hin\ in 
prison, for the sake of Herodiaj^he wife of Philip, his brother ; 
because he had married her. ^^ For John said to Herod : It is 
not lawful for thee to have thy brother's wife. " And Herodias 
was angry with him, and desired to put him to death ; and she 
could not, ^ for Herod feared John, knowing that he was a just 
and holy man; and he observed him, and hearing him did 
many things, and heard him gladly. 

^^ And a convenient day having come, when Herod on his 
birthday made a supper for his nobles, and for the chief cap- 
tains, and the first men of Galilee; ^^and the daughter of 
Herodias having come in and danced, it pleased Herod and 
those reclining at table with him ; and the king said to the 
damsel : Ask of me whatever thou wilt, and I will give it thee. 
^ And he swore to her : Whatever thou shalt ask of me, I will 
give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. ^^ And she, going 
out, said to her mother: What shall I ask? And she said: 
The head of John the Immerser. ^'^ And straightway she came 
in with haste to the king, and asked, saying : I will that im- 
mediately thou give me, on a platter, the head of John the Im- 
merser. ^* And the king became very sorrowful ; but for the 
sake of his oath, and of those reclining with him, he would not 
reject her. *' And immediately the king sent one of the guard, 
and commanded to bring his head. And he went and beheaded 
him in the prison, ^ and brought his head on a platter, and 
gave it to the damsel ; and the damsel gave it to her mother. 
^ And his disciples hearing of it came and took up his c orpse , 
and laid it in a tomb. 

^ And the apostles gather together unto Jesus ; and they 
reported to him all things, both what they did, and what they 
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taught. " And lie said to them : Come ye yourselves apart 
Into a desert phice, and rest awhile ; for there were many 
coming and going, and they had no leisure even to eat. ^ And 
they departed into a desert place by ship privately. ** And 
they saw them departing, and many knew them, and ran to- 
gether there on foot from all the cities, and came before them. 
M And going forth he saw a great multitude, and had compas- 
sion on them, because they were as sheep having no shepherd ; 
and he began to teach them many things. 

* And the day being now far spent, his disciples come to 
him, and say : The place is desert, and the time is now far 
passed. ** Dismiss them, that they may go away into the sur- 
rounding fields and villages, and buy themselves bread ; for 
they have nothing to eat. ''He answering said to them: 
Give ye them to eat. And they say to him : Shall we go and 
buy two hundred den^ries worth of bread, and give them to 
eat? "He says to them: How many loaves have ye? Go 
and Bee. And when they knew, they say : Five, and two 
fishes. " And he commanded them to make all lie down by 
companies on the green grass. ^ And they lay down in ranks, 
by hundreds, and by fifties. *^ And taking the five loaves and 
the two fishes, he looked up to heaven, and blessed and broke 
the loaves, and gave to the disciples to set before them ; and 
the two fishes he divided among them all. ** And they all ate, 
■ad were filled. ^ And they took up fragments filling twelve 
badtets, and part of the fishes. ** And they who ate of the 
loaves were ^ve thousand men. ** And straightway he con- 
Btiained his disciples to enter into the ship, and to go before 
to the other side to Bethsaida, while he dismissed the multi- 
tude. *• And having taken leave of them, he went away into 
the mountain to pray. 

** And when evening was come, the ship was in the midst 
of the sea, and he was alone on the land. « And he saw them 
distressed in rowing, for the wind was contrary to them. And 
about the fourth watch of the night he comes to them, walk- 
ing on the sea, and would have passed by them. ^ And they 
seeing him walking on the sea, supposed it was a spectre, and 
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cried out ; ^ for all saw him, and were troubled. And im- 
mediately he talked with them, and says to them : Be of good 
cheer ; it is I, be not afraid. And he went up to them into 
the ship ; and the wind ceased. '^^ And they were sore amazed 
in themselyes beyond measure, and wondered. '^^For they 
considered not the loaves ; for their heart was hardened. 

^3 And passing over, they came to the land of Gennesaret, 
and anchored there. ^ And when they had come out of the 
ship, immediately recognizing him '^ they ran through all that 
region, and began to carry about on beds those who were sick, 
where they heard he was. ^^ And wherever he entered, into 
villages, or cities, or fields, they laid the sick in the market- 
places, and besought him that they might touch if it were but 
the fringe of his garment. And as many as touched him were 
made whole. 

'TT'TT And there come together to him the Pharisees and 
Y XX. certain of the scribes, who came from Jerusalem. 
' And seeing some of his disciples eating bread with defiled 
(that is, unwashen) hands, they found fault. *For the Phari- 
sees, and aU the Jews, except they carefully wash their hands, 
do not eat, holding the tradition of the elders. ^ And coming 
from the market, except they immerse themselves, they do not 
eat. And there are many other things which they received to 
hold, immersions of cups, and pots, and brazen vessels^ and 
couches. '^ And the Pharisees and the scribes ask him : Why 
do not thy disciples walk according to the tradition of the 
elders, but eat bread with defiled hands? *And he said to 
them : Well did Isaiah prophesy concerning you hypocrites ; 
as it is written : 

This people honor me with their lips. 

But their heart is faj from me. 
"^ But in vain they worship me. 

Teaching as doctrines commandments of men. 
8 For laying aside the commandment of God, ye hold the 
tradition of men, immersions of pots and cups ; and many 
other such things ye do. * And he said to them ■ Well do ye 
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reject the commandment of Qod, that ye may keep your own 
tradition I ^^ For Moees said : Honor thy father and 
thy mother; and he that cnrses father or 
mother, let him snrely die. ^^Butyesay: If a 
man say to his fftther or his mother, It is Corban (that is, a 
gift) whatever thou mightest he profited with from me — ; 
^ and ye suffer him no more to do anght for his father or his 
mother, " annulling the word of God by your tradition, which 
ye handed down. And many such things ye do. 

^ And again calling to him the multitude, he said to them : 
Hearken to me every one, and understand. ^^ There is 
nothing £rom without a man, that entering into him can 
d^le him ; but the things that come out of him, these are 
they that defile the man. ^*If any one has ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

" And when he entered into the house from the multitude, 
his disciples asked him concerning the parable. ^^And he 
says to them : Are ye so without understanding also ? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatever from without enters into the man 
cali not defile him ? '* Because it enters not into his heart, but 
into the belly, and goes out into the drain, cleansing all food. 
* And he said : That which comes out of the man, that defiles 
the man. '^ For from within, out of the heart of men, come 
forth evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, '^thefts, 
eovetousness, wickedness, deceit, wantonness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness. ^ All these evil things come forth 
from within, and defile the man. 

**And rising up he departed thence into the borders of 
Tyre and Sidon ; and entering into a house, he desired that 
no one should know it. And he could not be hidden. ''For 
a woman, whose little daughter had an xmclean spirit, hearing 
€^ him, came and fell at his feet. *• The woman was a Greek, 
a Syrophenidan by nation; and she besought him that he

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would cast out tlie demon from her daughter. ^"^ And he said 
to her : Let the children first be filled ; for it is not good to 
take the children's bread and cast it to the dogs. ^^ And she 
answered and said to him : Yea, Lord ; for the dogs under the 
table eat of the children's crumbs. '*And he said to her: 
For this saying go thy way ; the demon has gone out of thy 
daughter. ^ And departing to her house, she found the little 
child laid on the bed, and the demon gone out. 

3^ And again going forth out of the borders of Tyre, he 
came through Sidon to the sea of Galilee, through the midst 
of the borders of Decapolis. ^ And they bring to him one 
that was deaf, and had an impediment in his speech ; and they 
beseech him to put Ms hand upon him. ^ And taking him 
aside from the multitude he put his fingers into his ears, and 
spitting, touched his tongue, ^ and looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and says to him: Ephphatha, that is. Be opened. 
^ And straightway his ears were opened, and the bond of his 
tongue was loosed, and he spoke plainly. ^ And he charged 
them that they should teU no one. But the more he charged 
them, the more abundantly they published it; '''and were 
beyond measure astonished, saying : He has done all things 
well , he makes both the deaf to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

TTTTT Iisr those days, there being a very great multitude, 
Y xXX* and they having nothing to eat, he called to hiTn his 
disciples, and says to them : ' I have compassion on the multi- 
tude, because they continue with me now three days, and have 
nothing to eat ; ' and if I dismiss them fasting to their own 
houses, they will faint by the way ; and some of them have 
come from afar. ^And his disciples answered him: From 
whence will one be able to satisfy these men with bread, here 
in a wilderness ? '^ And he asked them : How many loaves 
have ye ?

And he took the seven 
loaves, and gave thanks, and broke, and gave to his disciples 
to set before them ; and they set them before the multitude.

'And they were about four thousand, 
dismissed them.

And 
Peter, taking him aside, began to rebuke him. ^ But he turor 
ing about, and seeing his disciples, rebuked Peter, saying : Get 
thee behind me, Satan ; for thou thinkest not the things of 
God, but those of men. 

M ^d calling to him the multitude, with his disciples, he 
said to them : Whoever desires to follow after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and follow me. ^ Far 
whoever will save his life shall lose it ; but whoever shall lose 
his life, for the sake of me and of the glad tidings, shall save 
it. ^ For what will it profit a man, to gain the whole world, 
and forfeit his soul ? '''Or what shall a man give as an ex- 
change for his soul ? ^ For whoever shall be ashamed of me 
and of my words, in this adulterous and sinM generation, of 
him wiU also the Son of man be ashamed, when he oomes in 
the glory of his Father with the holy angels. 

KAnd he said to them : Verily I say to you, that there 
• are some of those standing here, who shall not taste of 
death, till they have seen the kingdom of God already oome 
with power. 

' And after six days Jesus takes with him Peter, and James, 

and John, and brings them up into a high mountain apart by 

themselves. And he was transfigured before them. ' And hia 

£nrmenis became shining, exceeding white as snow, such as no 

Aileron earth can whiten. ^And thsie appeared to them 
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Elijah, with Moses ; and' they were talking with Jesus. * And 
Peter answering said to Jesus : Master, it is good for us to be 
here ; and let us make three tents, one for thee, and one for 
Moees, and one for Elijah. • For he knew not what to say ; 
for they were sore afraid. ""^And there came a cloud over- 
shadowing them ; and a voice came out of the cloud : This is 
my beloved Son; hear ye him. ^And suddenly, looking 
around, they no longer saw any one, but Jesus only with 
themselves. 

**And as they came down from the mountain, he charged 
them that they should relate what they had seen to no one, 
except when the Son of man shall have risen from the dead. 
^®And they kept the saying, questioning among themselves, 
what is the rising from the dead. 

" And they asked him, saying : Why say the scribes that 
Elijah must first come ? ^^ And he said to them : Elijah indeed 
comes first, and restores all things. And how is it written of 
the Son of man ? That he must suffer many things, and be set 
at naught. "But I say to you, that Elijah also has come, and 
they did to hin\ whatever they would, as it is written of him. 

i^And coming to his disciples he saw a great multitude 
about them, and scribes questioning with them. "And 
straiglitway all the multitude seeing him were greatly amazed, 
and ruiming to him saluted him. " And he asked them : What 
question ye with them ? ^"^ And one of the multitude answered 
him : Teacher, I brought to thee my son, having a dumb spirit, 
w And wherever it lays hold of him, it tears him, and he foams, 
and gnashes his teeth, and he pines away. And I spoke to 
thy disciples, that they should cast it out ; and they could not. 
!• And he answering, says to them : O faithless generation, how 
long shall I be with you? How long shall I bear with you? 
Bring him to me. '^And they brought him to him. And 
seeing him, straightway the spirit rent him ; and ho fell on the 
ground, and wallowed foaming. *^ And he asked his father : 
How long is it, since this came upon him? And he said: 
I From a child. *' And ofttitoes it casts him both into Vcvck ^t^^N 
I and into the water, to destroy him. But if tliou art «b\>\e to ^^ 
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anything, have compassion on ns, and help ns. ''Jesus said 
to him: If thou art able I All things are possible to the 
believing. **And straightway the father of the child cried 
out, and said': I believe; help thou my xmbelief. **And 
Jesus, seeing that a multitude came running together, rebuked 
the unclean spirit, saying to him : Dumb and deaf spirit, I 
charge thee, come out of him, and enter into him no more. 
*• And crying out, and rending him sorelyj it came out of him. 
And he became as one dead ; so that many said : He is dead. 
^""And Jesus taking him by the hand, raised him, and 1^ 
stood up. 

^^ And when he had come into the house, his disciples asked 
him privately : Why could not we cast it out ? *• And he said 
to them : This kind can go out by nothing, except by prayer 
and fasting. 

^ And going forth from thence, they passed through Galilee ; 
and he would not that any one should know it. '^For he 
taught his disciples, and said to them: The Son of man is 
delive;:ed up into the hands of men, and they will kill him ; 
and aiter he is killed, he will rise again on the third day. 
^ But they understood not the saying, and were a&aid to a^ 
him. 

^ And they came to Capernaum. And having come into the 
house he inquired of them : Of what were ye reasoning among 
yourselves by the way? '^But they were silent; for by the 
way they had disputed with one another, who was greatest. 
^ And sitting down, he called the twelve, and says to them : 
If any one desires to be first, he shall be last of all, and servant 
of all. ^ Ar\(\ taking a child, he placed it in the midst of 
them ; and folding it in his arms, he said to them : '' Whoever 
shall receive one of such children in my name, receives me ; 
and whoever shall receive me, receives not me, but him who 
sent me. 

'^And John answered him, saying: Teacher, we saw one 
casting out demons in thy name, who follows not us ; and we 
forbade him, because he follows ^ot us. ^But Jesus said: 
Forbid him not ; for there is no one who shall do a mirade in 
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my name, and can lightly speak evil of me. ^ For he that is 
not against us is for us. ^ Fop whosoever shall give you a cup 
of water to drink in that name, that ye are Christ's, verily I 
say to you, he shall not lose his reward. ** And whoever shall 
cause one of these little ones that believe on me to offend, it is 
better for him that an upper millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and he were cast into the sea. ^ And if thy hand cause 
thee to offend, cut it off. It is better for thee to enter into 
life mfdmed, than having the two hands to go into hell, into 
the fire that is unquenchable; ** where their worm dies not, 
and the fire is not quenched. ** And if thy foot cause thee to 
offend, cut it off. It is better for thee to enter into life lame, 
than having the two feet to be cast into hell, into the fire that 
IB i^quenchable ; ^ where their worm dies not, and the fire is 
not quenched. *' And if thine eye cause thee to offend, pluck 
it out. It is better for thee to enter into the kingdom of God 
with one eye, than having two eyes to be cast into hell-fire ; 
^ where their worm dies not, and the fire is not quenched. 
^ For every one shall be salted with fire, and every sacrifice 
shall be salted with salt. «>Salt is good; but if the salt be- 
come saltless, wherewith will ye season it ? Have salt in your- 
selves, and be at peace with one another. 

XAnd rising up he goes thence into the borders of Judaea, 
• and the further side of the Jordan. And again the multi- 
tudes come together to him ; and as he was wont, he again 
taught them. 

• And the Pharisees came to him, and asked him, if it is 
lawful for a man to put away a wife, tempting him. ' And he 
answering said to them: What did Moses command you? 
* And they said : Moses permitted to write a bill of divorce- 
ment, and to put her away. " And Jesus answering said to 
iheiD. : For your hardness of heart he wrote you this com- 
mand. • But from the beginning of the creation, God made 
them male and female. 'For this cause shall a 
man leave his father and mother, and shall 
eleaTe to his w-ife; and the two shall be 
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one flesh, ^go that they are no longer two, but one 
flesh. • What therefore God joined together, let not man pnt 
asunder. 

^^ And in the house his disciples asked him again concern- 
ing this. " And he says to them : Whoever shall put away 
his wife, and marry another, commits adultery against her. 
" And if a woman shall put away her husband, and be married 
to another, she commits adultery. 

" And they brought little children to him, that he might 
touch them; and the disciples rebuked those who brought 
them. ^* But Jesus seeing it, was much displeased, and said 
to them : Suffer the little children to come to me ; forbid them 
not, for to such belongs the kingdom of God. ^^ Verily I say 
to you, whoever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a 
little child, shall not enter therein. ^* And he folded them in 
his arms, put his hands on them, and blessed them. 

" And as he was going forth into the way, there came one 
running, and kneeling to him, and asked him ; Good Teacher, 
what shall I do that I may inherit eternal life? ^^ And Jesus 
said to him : Why callest thou me good ? There is none good 
but one, God. "Thou knowest the commandments: Do 
not commit adultery. Do not kill. Do not 
steal. Do not bear false witness. Defraud 
not. Honor thy father and mother. *<>And 
he answering said to him : Teacher, all these I kept from my 
youth. 21 And Jesus beholding him loved him, and said to 
him : One thing thou lackest ; go, sell whatever thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven ; 
and come, take up the cross, and follow me. ^^And he be- 
came sad at that saying, and went away sorrowful ; for he had 
great possessions. 

*8And looking around, Jesus says to his disciples: How 
hardly shall they that have riches enter into the kingdom of 
God I 2^ And the disciples were astonished at his words. But 
Jesus answering again says to them : Children, how hard it is 
for those who trust in riches to enter into the kingdom of 
God 1 ** It is easier for a camel to go through the eye of a 
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eedle, than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. 
And they were exceedingly amazed, saying among them- 
dves: Who then can be saved? *^And Jesus, looking on 
lem, says : With men it is impossible, but not with God ; for 
rith God all things are possible. 

** Peter began to say to him: Lo, we forsook all, and fol- 
)wed thee. **A:Qd Jesus answering said: Verily I say to 
on, there is no one who forsook house, or brothers, or sisters, 
r father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, fqr the 
ike of me and of the glad tidings, ^^but he shall receive a 
undredfold now in this time, houses, and brothers, and sisters, 
nd mothers, and children, and lands, with persecutions, and 
1 the world to come eternal life. •* But many first will be 
ist, and the last first. 

** And they were in the way going up to Jerusalem. And 
esoB was going before them ; and they were amazed, and as 
tiey followed they were afraid. And again he took with him 
be twelve, and began to say to them what things should hap- 
en to him: ^Behold, we are going up to Jerusalem; and 
he Son of man will be delivered up to the chief priests, and 
9 the scribes ; and they will condemn him to death and will 
filiver him up to the Gentiles ; " and they will mock him, and 
oonrge him, and spit upon him, and will kill him ; and on the 
bird day he will rise again. 

"And James and John, the sons of Zebedee, come to him 
ayhig : Teacher, we desire that thou shouldst do for us what- 
▼er we shall ask. ^ And he said to them : What do ye desire 
hat I should do for you ? ^ They said to him : Grant to us 
hat we may sit, one on thy right hand, and the other on the 
eft, in thy glory. ^And. Jesus said to them: Ye know not 
irjiftt ye ask. Are ye able to drink the cup that I drink, or to 
ndure the immersion which I endure? *• And they said to 
lim : We are able. And Jesus said to them : Ye shall indeed 
Irink the cup that I drink, and endure the immersion which I 
ndure. **But to sit on my right hand, or on the left, is not 
nine to give, but is for them for whom it has been prepared. 

^ And the ten, hearing it, began to be much displeased with 
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James and Jolin. *^ And Jesus, calling them to Mm, saj-s to 
them : Ye know that they who are accounted to rule over the 
Gentiles exercise lordship over them ; and their great ones 
exercise authority over them. ^ But it is not so among you. 
But whoever would become great among you, shall be your, 
minister ; ** and whoever would become chiefest of you, shall 
be servant of all. ^ For even the Son of man came not 4;o be 
ministered to, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for 
many. 

^^And they come to Jericho. And as he was going forth 
from Jericho with his disciples and a great multitude, the son 
of Timseus, BartimsBus, a blind beggar, was sitting by the 
wayside. ^^And hearing that it is Jesus the Nazarene, he 
began to cry out, and say : Son of David, Jesus, have mercy 
on mo. ^ And many rebuked him, that he should hold his 
peace. But he cried all the more : Son of David, have mercy 
on me. ^^ And Jesus stood stiU, and said : Call him. And they 
call the blind man, saying to him : Be of good cheer ; rise, he 
calls thee. ^^ And he, casting away his garment, leaped up, 
and came to Jesus. '^^And Jesus answering said to him: 
What wilt thou that I should do to thee ? The blind man said 
to him : Lord, that I may receive sight, "* And Jesus said to 
him: Go thy way; thy faith has made thee whole. And 
immediately he received sight, and followed hiTn in the way. 

"Vy And when they come near to Jerusalem, to Bethphage 
-^J-« and Bethany at the mount of the Olives, he sends forth 
two of his disciples, ^ and says to them : Go into the village 
over against you ; and immediately on entering into it, ye will 
find a colt tied, whereon no man has sat ; loose and bring 
him. 3 And if any one say to you: Why do ye this? say: 
The Lord has need of him ; and straightway he will send him 
hither. *And they departed, and found a colt tied by the 
door without, on the street ; and they loose him. '^ And some 
of those standing there, said to them : What do ye, loosing the 
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oolt 7 * And they said to them as Jesus commanded ; and they 
let them go. ^ And they bring the colt to Jesus, and cast their 
garments on him ; and he sat npon him. ^ And many spread 
their garments in the way, and others cut down branches off 
the trees, and strewed them in the way. • And they that went 
before, and they that followed, cried : Hosanna I blessed is he 
that comes in the name of the Lord ; ^^ blessed is the coming 
kingdom of our father David ; Hosanna in the highest I ^^ And 
he entered into Jerusalem, and into the temple ; and having 
looked around on all things, the evening being now come, he 
went out to Bethany with the twelve. 

^*And on the morrow, when they had come out from 
Bethany, he was hungry. "And seeing a fig-tree afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he might find anything 
thereon. And coming to it, he found nothing but leaves ; for 
it was not the season of figs. "And answering he said to it : 
Let no one eat fruit from thee, henceforth for ever. And his 
disciples heard it. 

"And they come into Jerusalem. And entering into the 
temple, he began to cast out those who sold and bought in the 
temple, and overturned the tables of the money changers, and 
the seats of those who sold doves ; ^^ and suffered not that any 
one should carry a vessel through the temple. " And he taught, 
saying to them ; Is it not written :My house shall be 
called a house of prayer for all the nations? 
But ye made it a den of robbers. "And the 
chief priests and the scribes heard it. And they sought how 
they might destroy him ; for they feared him, for all the mul- 
titude was astonished at his teaching. " And when it became 
late, he went forth out of the city. 

** And passing by in the morning, they saw the fig-tree dried 
up from the roots. ^^ And Peter, calling to remembrance, says 
to him : Master, behold, the fig-tree which thou didst curse is 
withered away. ^* And Jesus answering says to them : Have 
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fedtli in God. *' Verily I say to yon, that whoever shall say to 
this mountain : Be thou taken up and cast into the sea, and 
shall not doubt in his heart, but shall, believe that what he 
says com6s to pass, he shall have it. ** Therefore I say to you : 
AU things whatever ye ask, when ye pray, believe that ye 
received, and ye shall hv^e them. 

**And when ye stand praying, forgive, if ye have aught 
against any one ; that your Father also who is in heaven may 
forgive you your trespasses. ^^ But if ye do not forgive, neither 
will your Father who is in heaven forgive your trespasses. 

^^And they come again into Jerusalem. And as he was 
walking in the temple, there come to hinji the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and the elders. *^ And they said to him : By what 
authority doest thou these things? And who gave thee this 
authority, to do these things ? *^ And Jesus answering said to 
them : I also will ask you one thing ; and answer me, and I 
will tell you by what authority I do these things. *<> John's 
immersion, was it from heaven, or from men? Answer me. 
"And they reasoned among themselves, saying: ^sjf we say, 
from heaven ; he will say, why then did ye not believe him? 
But shall we say from men ? They feared the people ; for all 
held that John was verily a prophet. •'And answering they 
say to Jesus : We do not know. And Jesus says to them : 
Neither do I say to you, by what authority I do these things. 

"YTT Ain> he began to speak to them in parables. A man 
-A.XX. planted a vineyard, and set a hedge about it, and dug 
a wine-vat, and built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went abroad. ^ And at the season he sent to the husband- 
men a servant, that he might receive from the husbandmen of 
the fruits of the vineyard. • And they took him and beat him, 
and sent him away empty. ^ And agun he sent to them an- 
other servant ; and at him they cast stones, and wounded him 
in the head, and sent him away shamefully treated. '^ And he 
sent another ; and him they kUled, and many others ; beating 
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some, and kming some. * Having yet therefore one beloved 

son, he sent him also to them last, saying : They will reverence 

my son. ''But those husbandmen said among themselves: 

This is the heir ; come, let us kill him, and the inheritance will 

be oars. ^ And they took, and killed him, and cast him out of 

the vineyard. • What therefore will the lord of the vineyard 

do ? He will come and destroy the husbandmen, and will give 

the vineyard to others. ^^ And have ye not read this scripture : 

The stone which the builders disallowed, 

The same is become the head of the comer ; 

*^ This is from the Lord, and is wonderful in our eyes. 

" And they sought to lay hold of him, but feared the peopl e ; 
for they knew that he spoke the parable against them ; and 
they left him, and went away. 

''And they send to him some of the Pharisees and of the 
Herodians, to entrap him with a word. '* And they come and 
say to him : Teacher,^we know that thou art true, and carest 
for no one; for thou regardest not the i)erson of men, but 
teachest the way of God in truth. Is it lawftd to give tribute 
to Caesar, or not? "Shall we give* or shall we not give? 
But he, knowing their hypocrisy, said to them : Why tempt ye 
me? Bring me a dendry, that I may see it. "And they 
brought it. And he says to them : Whose is this image, and 
the inscription ? And they said to him : Caesar's. " And Jesus 
answering said to them : Bender to Caesar the things that are 
Ceesar's, and to God the things that are God's. And they 
marveled at him. 

*® And there come to him Sadducees, who say there is no 
resurrection. And they asked him, saying : " Teacher, Moses 
wrote to us, tl^at if one's brother die, and leave a wife behind, 
and leave no children, his brother should take the wife, and 
raise up seed to his brother. *° There were seven brothers; 
and the first took a wife, and dying left no seed. ** And the 
second took her, and died, and he also left no seed ; and the 
third likewise. ^^ And the seven took her, and left no seed. 
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Last of all the woman died also. *' In the resairection theze- 
fore, when they shall rise again, of which of them shall she be 
wife ? For the seven had her for a wife. ^ Jesns answering 
said to them : Do ye not therefore err, because ye know not 
the Scriptures, nor the power of God ? ** For when they shall 
rise from the dead, they neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage ; but are as angels who are in heaven. ^ And ooncemihg 
the dead, that they rise, have ye not read in the book of Moses, 
at The Bush, how God spoke to him, saying : I am the 
God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob? ^Heisnot God of the 
dead, but of the living. Ye greatly err. 

** And one of the scribes came to him, and having heard 
them reasoning together, and perceiving that he answered 
them well, asked him : Which commandment is first of all ? 
*• And Jesus answered him : First is, tiear, O Israel; 
the Lord is our God, the Lord is one; ^®and 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind, and with all thy strength. 
This is the first commandment. ^^ Second is this : Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. There is 
no other commandment greater than these. '^ And the scribe 
said to him : Well, Teacher ; thou saidst truly that he is one, 
and there is no other beside him ; ^ and to love him with all 
the heart, and with all the understanding, and with all the soul, 
and with all the strength, and to love his neighbor as himself 
is more than all the whole-bumt-offerings and sacrifices. 
" And Jesus, seeing that he answered intelligently, said to 
him : Thou art not far from the kingdom of God. And no 
one dared any longer to question him. 

^ And Jesus answering said, while teaching in the temple : 
How say the scribes that the Christ is son of David ^ ** For 
David himself said, in the Holy Spirit : 
The Lord said to my Lord, 
Sit on my right hand. 
Till I put thy enemies imdBT thy feet. 
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" David himgelf calls Mm Lord ; and whence is lie his son ? 
And the groat nmltitiide heard him gladly. 

**And he said to them in his teaching: Beware of the 
scribes, who love to go about in long robes, and love greetings 
in the markets, '* and the first seats in the synagogues, and the 
fizsfc places at the feasts ; ^ who devour widows' houses, and 
for a pretense make long prayers ; these shall receive greater 
condemnation. 

^ And sitting over against the treasury, he beheld how the 
people cast money into the treasury ; and many that were rich 
cast in much. ^ And one poor widow came, and cast in two 
mites, which are a farthing. ^ And calling to him his disci- 
ples, he said to them : Verily I say to yon, that this poor 
widow cast in more than all who are casting into the treasury. 
^For all cast in out of their abundance ; but she, out of her 
want, cast in all that she had, her whole living. 

V I 1 T Akd as he went out of the temple, one of his disci- 
-AJ-J-X. pleg Bays to him : Teacher, see what manner of stones, 
and what manner of buildings I ^ And Jesus said to him : 
Seest thou these great buildings ? There shall not bo left one 
stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 

s And as he was sitting on the mount of the Olives, over 
against the temple, Peter and James and John and Andrew 
asked him privately : ^ Tell us, when shall these things be ? 
And what is the sign when all these things are about to be 
aooomplished. 

B And Jesus began ^o say to them : Take heed lest any one 
lead you astray. • For many will come in my name, saying : 
I am. he ; and will lead many astray. "^ And when ye shall hear 
of wars and rumors of wars, be not troubled, for it must come 
to paas ; but not yet is the end. ^ For nation will rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom ; and there will be earth- 
quakes in divers places, and there will be famines and commo- 
tions ; these are the beginning of sorrows. 

"• But do ye take heed to yourselves ; for they wiU df^^et 
yon up to coundlG^ and in the Bynagoguea ye wiH \>Q \>q&\&s^\ 
9T 
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and ye will be brought before governors and kings for my 
sake for a testimony to them. ^^And the good news must 
first be preached among all the nations. 

" But when they lead you away to deliver you up, take not 
thought beforehand what ye shall speak nor premeditate ; but 
whatever shall be given you in that hour, that speak ; for it is 
not ye that speak, but the Holy Spirit. " And the brother will 
deliver up the brother to death, and the father the child ; aifd 
children will rise up against parents, and cause them to be put 
to death. " And ye will be hated by all for my name's sake ; 
but he that has endured unto the end, the name shall be sailed. 

" But when ye see the abomination of desolation standing 
where it ought not, (let him that reads, mark I) then let those 
in Judaea flee to the mountains. " And, he that is upon the 
house, let him not go down into the house, nor entef in to 
take anything out of his house. ^^ And he that is in the field, 
let him not turn back to take his garment. 

" But woe to those who are with child, and to those who 
give suck in those days! ^^And pray that it be not in the 
winter. ^® For in those days will be affliction, such as has not 
been from the beginning of the creation which God created 
until now, neither shall be. ^ And if the Lord had not short- 
ened those days, no fiesh would have been saved ; but for the 
sake of the chosen, whom he chose, he shortened the days. 

*^ And then if any one say to you : Lo, here is the Christ, or 
Lo, there, believe not. ^^ For false Christs and false prophets 
will arise, and will show signs and wonders, so as to lead, if 
possible, even the chosen astray. '^ 5^^ ^o ye take heed ; I 
have foretold you alL 

^ But in those days, after that affliction, the sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give her light; **and the 
stars shall fjEdl from heaven, and the powers that are in heaven 
shall be shaken. ^* And then shall they see the Son of man 
coming in clouds, with great power and glory. *' And then 
will he send forth the angels, and gather together his chosen 
Jrom the four winds, from the uttermost part of the earth to 
tlie uttermoat part of heaven.

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*• And learn the parable from the fig-treo. When its branch 
is already become tender, and puts forth leaves, je know that 
Bonmier is near. '* So also ye, when ye see these things come 
to paas, know that it is near, at the doors. ^Verily 1 say to 
yon, that this generation shall not pass, till all these things are 
done. '^Heaven and earth shall pass away; but my words 
shall not pass away. 

•But of that day or hour no one knows, not even the 
angels in heaven, nor the Son, but the Father. ^ Take heed, 
watch ; for ye know not when the time is. "As a man who 
is abroad, having left his house, and given authority to his 
servants, to each one his work, also commanded the porter 
that he should watch; ** watch therefore, for ye know not 
when the master of the house comes, at evening or at mid- 
night, or at the cock-crowing, or in the morning ; ^ lest coming 
suddenly he find you sleeping. ^ And what I say to you, I 
say to all, Watch. 

TTTTT Two days after, was the i)as8over, and the feast of 
-AJL V • unleavened bread ; and the chief priests and the 
scribes sought how they might take him by craft, and put him 
to death. * For they sidd : Not at the feast, lest there shall be 
a tnmult of the people. 

* And he being in Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, 
ts he was reclining at table, there came a woman having an 
alabaster hox. of ointment of pure spikenard, very precious ; 
and she broke the box, and inured it on his head. ''And 
there were some that were much displeased among themselves, 
and said : Why was t his waste of the ointment made ? " For 
this ointment could have been sold for more than three hun- 
dred deniries, and given to the poor.

^ And they come to a place which was named Gethsemane.

** And he takes with him Peter and James and John, and be- 
gan to be sore amazed, and to be troubled. ^And he says to 
them: My soul is exceedingly sorrowful, unto death; tarry 
here, and watch. ^ And going forward a little, he fell on the 
ground, and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might 
pass from him. ^ And he said : Abba, Father, all things are 
possible to thee ; take away this cup from me ; but not what 
I will, but what thou wilt. 

^ And he comes, and finds them sleeping. And he says to 
Peter : Simon, sleepest thou ? Couldest thou not watch one 
hour? ^ Watch and pray^Jihat ye enter not into temptation. 
The spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. 

**And again he went away and prayed, saying the same 
words. ^'And returning, he found them again sleeping, for 
their eyes were heavy ; and they knew not what to answer 
him. 

*' And he comes the third time, and says to them : Do ye 
sleep the remaining time, and take your rest ? It is enough, 
the hour is come ; behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. *^ Rise, let us go ; behold, he that betrays 
me is at hand. 

^ And immediately, while he was yet speaking, comes Judas,

having held a consultation, bound Jesus and carried him away, 
and delivered him up to Pilate. ^ And Pilate asked him : Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? And he answering said to him : 
Thou sayest it. ^ And the chief priests accused him of many 
things. 

* And Pilate asked him again, saying : Answerest thou noth- 
ing ? Behold what things they testify against thee. ^ But 
Jesos no longer made any answer ; so that Pilate mai'veled. 

• And at the feast he released to them one prisoner, whom- 
soever they asked. ' And there was the one called Barabbas, 
bound with his companions in sedition, who in the sedition had 
committed murder* ^ And coming up, the multitude began to 
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make reqnest, according as he had alwajs done for them. 
•And Pilate answered them, saying: Will ye that I release to 
you the King of the Jews ? *° For he knew that through envy 
the chief priests had delivered him np. " But the chief priests 
stirred up the multitude, that he should rather release to them 
Barabbas. ^'^ And Pilate answering, said again to them : What 
will ye then that I shall do to him whom ye call the King of 
the Jews ? *^ And they cried again : Crucify him. " And 
Pilate said to them : What evil then has he done ? And they 
cried the more exceedingly : Crucify him. 

^* And Pilate, wishing to satisfy the multitude, released to 
them Barabbas ; and he delivered up Jesus, after scourging 
him, to be crucified, '^ And the soldiers led him away into the 
court, which is Prsetorium ; and they call together the whole 
band. ^' And they clothe him with purple, and having platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it on him. "And they began to 
salute him : Hail, King of the Jews 1 ^' And they smote him 
on the head with a reed, and spit upon him, and kneeling 
down, did homage to him. ^® And when they had mocked him, 
they took off the purple £rom him, and put on h\m his own 
garments. 

And they lead him out to crucify him. ^^ And they compel 
one Simon, a Cyrenian, who was passing by, coming from the 
country, the father of Alexander and Rufos, to bear his cross. 
^* And they bring him to the place Golgotha, which is inter- 
preted. Place of a skull. ^^ And they ga^ him wine mingled 
with myrrh ; but he took it not. ^ And having crucified him, 
they divide his garments, casting lots upon them, what any one 
should take. '* And it was the third hour ; and they crucified 
him. 2^ And the inscription of the accusation against him was 
written over : THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

'^ And with him they crucify two robbers ; one on his right 
hand, and one on his left. **And the scripture was fulfilled, 
which says : And he was reckoned with trans- 
gressors. *• And they that passed by railed at him, wagging 
/ ^Aelr beads, and fiaying : Aha, thou that destroyest the temple, 
mad buUdeat it in three days ; ^ save t\iyBfc\l, waii <»me down 
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from the cross. ^^ Likewise also the chief priests, mocking one 
with another, together with the scribes, said : Othera he saved, 
himself he can not save. ^ Let the Christ, the King of Israel, 
com.e down now from the cross, that w^ may see and believe. 
And they that were crucified with him reproached him. 

" And when the sixth hour was come, there was darkness 
over the whole land mitil the ninth hour. ^ And at the ninth 
hoar Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying: Eloi, Eloi, 
lamii sabachthani? Which is interpreted: My God, 
my God, why didst thou forsake me? ^And some of those 
standing by, hearing it, said : Behold, he calls Elijah. ^ And 
one ran and fiUed a sponge with vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink, saying : Let alone ; let us see whether 
Elijah comes to take him down. ^'^ And Jesus, uttering a loud 
cry^ expired. ^ And the vail of the temple was rent in twain, 
from the top to the bottom. ^^ And the centurion who was 
standing near, over against him, seeing that he so cried out 
and expired, said : Truly this man was the Son of God. 

*°And there were also women looking on afar off; among 
whom was also Mary the Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
Junes the younger and of Joses, and Salome; *^who also, 
when he was in Galilee, followed him, and ministered to him ; 
and many other women who came up with him to Jerusalem. 

^ And evening having now come, since it was the prepara- 
tion (which is the day before the sabbath), ^ Joseph from 
Arimathaea, an honorable counselor, who also was himself 
waiting for the kingdom of God, came and went in boldly to 
Pilate, and asked for the body of Jesus. ■ ^ And Pilate mar- 
veled, if he were already dead ; and calling to him the centu- 
rion, he asked him if he had been long dead. *** And having 
learned it from the centurion, he gave the dead body to Joseph. 
^And having bought fine linen, and taken him down, he 
wrapped him in the linen, and laid him in a sepulchre which 
was hewn out of a rock, and rolled a stone to the door of the 
s epalchre . ^ And Mary the Magdalene, and Mary the mother 
of Joses, beheld where he was laid. 
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mAKD the Babbath being past, Maiy the Magdalene, 
• and Mary the mother of James, and Salome, bought 
spices, that they may come and anoint him. 

* And very early, on the first day of the week, they C9me to 
the sepulchre, when the sun was risen. * And they said to one 
another : Who will roll away the stone for us, out of the door 
of the sepulchre ? * And looking up, they see that the stone has 
been rolled away. For it was very great. '^ And entering into 
the sepulchre, they saw a young man sitting on the right side, 
clothed in a white robe ; and they were affrighted. * And he 
says to them : Be not afirighted. Ye are seeking Jesus the 
Nazarene, who was crucified. He is risen ; he is not here. 
Behold the place where they laid him. "^ But go, say to his 
disciples, and to Peter, that he goes before you into Galilee. 
There shall ye see him, as he said to you. ^ And they went 

' out, and fied from the sepulchre ; for trembling and astonish- 
ment seized them. And they said nothing to any one; for 
they were afraid. 

* And having risen early, on the first day of the week, he 
appeared first to Mary the Magdalene, from whom he had 
cast out seven demons. ^® She went and reported it to those 
who had been with him, as they mourned and wept. " And 
they, hearing that he is alive, and was seen by her, believed 
not. 

" After that he appeared in another form to two of them, as 
they walked, going into the country. *^ They also went and 
reported it to the rest ; nor did they believe them. 

"Afterward he appeared to the eleven themselves as they 
reclined at table, and upbraided their imbelief and hardness of 
heart, because they believed not those who saw him after he 
was risen, i* And he said to them : Go into all the world, and 
preach the good news to every creature. '* He that believes 
and is immersed shall be saved ; but he that believes not shall 
be condemned. " And these signs shall accompany those who 
I' have heJieved ; in my name they shall cast out demons ; they 

^I Bpeak with new tongues ; ^® t\iey eSiall take up serpents ; 
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and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them ; 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover. 

^* The Lord therefore, after he had spoken to them, was 
taken np into heaven, and sat down on the right hand of God ; 
«> and they went forth, and preached everjrwhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirming the word by the signs that 
followed. 



THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO LUKE. 

IFoBASBCUCH as many have taken in hand to set forth in 
• order a narration concerning the things folly believed 
among ns, • as they, who from the beginning were eyewitnesses 
and ministers of the word, delivered them to ns ; ^it seemed 
good to me also, having accurately traced all from the very 
first, to write to thee in order, most excellent Theophilus ; 
* that thon mightest know the certainty concerning those things 
wherein thon wast instructed. 

•There was in the days of Herod, the king of Judaea, a cer- 
tain priest, Zachariah by name, of the course of Abijah ; and 
his wife was of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Elisabeth, • And Aey were both righteous before God, walk- 
ing in all the commandments and ordinances of the Lord 
blameless. ^And they had no child, because Elisabeth was 
barren ; and they both were now far advanced in years. 

'And it came to pass, that while he executed the priest's 
office before God, in the order of his course, ^ it fell to his lot, 
according to the custom of the priest's office, to bum incense, 
going into the temple of the Lord. ^° And the whole multitude 
of the people were praying without, at the hour of incense. 
" And there appeared to him an angel of the Lord, standing 
on the right side of the altar of incense. " And Zachariah 
seeing him was troubled, and fear fell upon him. " But the 
angel said to him : Pear not, Zachariah ; for thy prayer was 

V. 1. Oti the thingB Accomplished amons u* \ 
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heard, and thy vnfe Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou 
shalt call his name John. ^^ And thou shalt have joy and glad- 
ness ; and many shall rejoice at his birth. " For he shall be 
great before the Lord ; and he shall not drink wine nor strong 
drink ; and he shall be filTed with the Holy Spirit, even from 
his mother's womb. *• And many of the sons of Israel shall 
he turn to the Lord their God. " And he shall go before him 
in the spirit and power of Elijah, to turn the hearts of the 
fathers to the children, and the disobedient to the wisdom of 
the just ; to make ready a prepared people for the Lord. 

^^ And Zachariah said to the angel : Whereby shall I know 
this ? For I am )Ein old man, and my wife is far advanced in 
years. " And the angel answering said to him : I am Gabriel, 
that stands in the presence of God ; and I was sent to speak 
to thee, and to bring thee these glad tidings. ^^ And, behold, 
thou shalt be dumb, and not able to speak, until the day that 
these things shall be performed, because thou didst not believe 
my words, which shall be fulfilled in their season. 

*^ And the people were waiting for Zachariah ; and they were 
wondering at his long tarrying in the temple. ^ And when he 
came out he was not able to speak to them, and they perceived 
that he had seen a vision in the temple ; and he was making 
signs to them, and remained speechless. 

*5 And it came to pass, when the days of his ministration 
were completed, that he departed to his own house. 

^^ And after those days his wife Elisabeth conceived ; and she 
hid herself five months, saying : *^ Thus has the Lord dealt 
with me, in the days wherein he looked on me to take away 
my reproach among men. 

2* And in the sixth month the angel Gabriel was sent from 
God to a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, ^'to a virgin be- 
trothed to a man whose name was Joseph, of the house of 
David ; and the virgin's name was Mary.. ^^^^ the angel 
coming in to her, said : Hail, highly favored I The Lord is with 
thee. Blessed art thou among women. *' And she was troubled 
at the saying ; and was considering what manner of salutation 
this might be. ^ And the angel said to her : Fear not, Mary ; 
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for thou didst find favor witl^ God. '^ And, behold, thou ehaJt 
conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt call 
his name Jesus. '^ He shall be great, and shall be called Son 
of the Highest ; and the Lord God will give to him the throne 
of David his father ; ^ and he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob forever ; and of his kingdom there shall be no end. 

•*Then said Mary to the angel: How shall this be, seeing 
that I know not a man. ^ And the angel answering said to 
her : The Holy Spirit wiU come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest will overshadow ttee ; therefore also the Holy One 
that is bom shall be called the Son of God. *• And, behold, 
Elisabeth thy kinswoman, she alao has conceived a son in her 
old age ; and this is the sixth month with her who is called 
barren. ^ For with God nothing shall be impossible. 

* And Mary said : Behold the handmaid of the Lord ; let it 
be to me according to thy word. And the angel departed from 
her. 

••And Mary arose in those days, and went into the hill- 
countiy with haste, into a city of Judah : ^ and entered into 
the house of Zachaiiah, and saluted Elisabeth. ^^ And it came 
to pass, as Elisabeth heard the salutation of Mary, that the 
babe leaped in her womb ; and Elisabeth was filled with the 
Holy Spirit. ^ And she spoke outVith a loud voice and said : 
Blessed art thou among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb. ^ And whence is this to me, that the mother of my 
Lord should come to me? **For, behold, as the voice of thy 
salutation came into my ears, the babe leaped in my womb for 
joy. ^ And happy is she, who believed that there shall be a 
folfillment of the things told her from the Lord. 

^And Maiy said : My soul magnifies the Lord ; *'and my 
spint rejoiced in God my Savior. *** Because he looked upon 
the low estate of his handmaid ; for, behold, henceforth all 
generations will call me happy. ** Because the Mighty One 
did great things for me ; and holy is his name. ^ And his 
mercy is from generation to generation, to those who fear him. 
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*^ Ho wrought might with his arm ; he scattered the proud in 
the imagination of their hearts. ^^ He cast down princes from 
thrones, and exalted those of low degree. ** The hungry he 
filled with good, and the rich he sent empty away. "He 
helped Israel, his servant ; to remember mercy, ^^as he spoke, 
to our fathers, for Abraham and for his seed forever. 

'^^'And Mary abode with her about three months, and re- 
turned to her own house. 

^^ Now Elisabeth's full timo came that she should be deliv- 
ered ; and she brought forth a son. ^ And her neighbors and 
her kindred heard that the Lord showed great mercy toward 
her ; and they rejoiced with her. 

'^^ And it came to pass, that on the eighth day they came 
to circumcise the child ; and they called him Zachariah, after 
the name of his father. ^ And his mother answered and said : 
Nay ; but he shall be called John. '^ And they said to her : 
There is none of thy kindred that Is called by this name. 
•* And they made signs to his father, how he would have him 
called. ^^And asking for a writing-tablet, he wrote, saying: 
His name is John. And they all wondered. •* And his mouth 
was opened immediately, and his tongue was loosed ; and he 
spoke, blessing God. ^ And fear came on all that dwelt around 
them. And all these things were told abroad in all the hill- 
country of Judaea. ^ And all who heard laid them up in their 
hearts, saying : What then will this child be I And the hand 
of the Lord was with him. 

•^ And Zachariah his father was filled with the Holy Spirit, 
and prophesied, saying: •* Blessed be the Lord, the God of 
Israel, that he visited and wrought redemption for his people ; 
^•and raised up a horn of salvation for us, in the house of 
David his servant ("as he spoke by the mouth of his holy 
prophets of old), ^^ salvation from our enemies, and from the 
hand of all that hate us ; ^' to show mercy to our fathers, aixd 
to remember his holy covenant ; '• the oath which he swore to 
Abraham our fiftther, ''^to grant to us, that without fear, being 
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rescued from the hand of our enemies, we should serve him, 
»in holiness and righteousness before him all our days. 

i« And also thou, O child, shalt be called Prophet of the 
Highest ; for thou shalt go before the face of the Lord, to pre- 
pare his ways, ^^ in order to give knowledge of salvation to his 
•poapLe in remission of their sins ; ^^ through the tender mercies 
of out Qod, whereby the dayspring from on high visited us, 
^ to give light to those sitting in darkness and the shadow of 
dei^th, in order to guide our feet into the way of peace. 

^i^ the child grew, and became strong in spirit, and was 
in the deserts tUl the day of his manifestation to IsraeL 

nAND it came to pass in those days, that there went out 
• a decree from Caesar Augustus, that all the world should 
be legistered * This registering was the first made when Cy- 
lenius was governor of Syria. ' And all went to be registered, 
each one to his own city. ^ And Joseph also went up from 
Qalilee, out of the city of Nazareth, into Judiea, to the city of 
David which is called Bethlehem (because he was of the house 
and £unily of David), * to be registered with Mary his betrothed 
wife, who was with child * And so it was, that, while they 
were there, the days were completed that she should bring 
forth. ^ And she brought forth her first-bom son, and wrapped 
him in swathing bands, and laid him in a manger ; because 
there was no room for them in the inn. 

• And there were in the same country shepherds abiding in 
the field, and keying watch over their flock by night. * And, 
behold, an angel of the Lord came upon them, and the glory 
of the Lord shone around them ; and they were sore afraid. 
"•And the angel said to them : Fear not ; for, behold, I bring 
joa good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all the people. 
'* For to you is bom this day in the city of David a Savior, 
who 10 Christ the Lord. ^* And this shall be to you the sign : 
Te will find a babe wrapped in swathing bands, lying in a 
manger. ^' And suddenly there was with the angel a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host, praising God and saying : "Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will among men. 
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^'^ And it came to pass, when the angels were gone »way 
from them into heaven, that the shepherds said one to 
another: Let us go now xmto Bethlehem, and see this 
thing that is come to pass, which the Lord made known 
to us. ^* And they came with haste, and found both Mazy 
and Joseph, and the babe lying in the manger. ^^And 
having seen it, they made known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this child. ^^ And all that heard 
wondered at the things which were told them by the shep- 
herds. ^^And Mary kept all these things, pondering them 
in her heart. ^ And the shepherds returned, glorifying and 
praising God for all that they heard and saw, as it was told 
to them. 

*^And when eight days were completed for circumciring 
him, his name was called Jesus ; the name given by the angel 
before he was conceived in the womb. 

^^ And when the days of their purification, according to the 
law of Moses, were completed, they brought him up to Jeru- 
salem, to present him to the Lord, (*» as it is written in the law 
of the Lord: Every male that opens the womb 
shall be called holy to the Lord;) ^ and to 
offer a sacrifice according to what is said in the law of the 
Lord: A pair of turtle-doves, or two young 
pi g e o n s. 

^^ And, behold, there was a man in Jerusalem, whose name 
was Simeon ; and this man was just and devout, waiting for the 
consolation of Israel ; and the Holy Spirit was upon him. 
^And it was revealed to him by the Holy Spirit, that he 
should not see death, before he had seen the Christ of the 
Lord. *' And he came by the Spirit into the temple ; and 
when the parents brought in the child Jesus, to do for him 
after the custom of the law, ^^ then he took him into his arms, 
and blessed God, and said : ^ Now, Lord, thou lettest thy serv- 
ant depart in peace, according to thy word ; ^ because my 
eyes saw thy salvation, ^' which thou preparedst before the &oe 
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of all the peoplee, '^a light for a revelation to the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel. 

" And his father and mother wondered at the things spoken 
of him. ** And Simeon blessed them, and said to Mary his 
mother : Behold, this child is set for the fall and rising of many 
in Israel, and for a sign that shall be spoken against, ^ (and a 
ETRTord shall pierce through thine own soul also), that thoughts 
from, many hearts may be revealed. 

••And there was Anna, a prophetess, daughter of Phanuel, 
of the tribe of Asher. She was of great age, and had lived 
with a husband seven years from her virginity ; ^ and she was 
a widow of about fourscore and fofur years, who departed not 
from the temple, serving day and night with fastings and 
pxayers. ••And she, coming up at that very time, likewise 
gave thanks to the Lord, and spoke of him to all that were 
looking for the redemption of Jerusalem. 

••And when they had performed all things according to the 
law of the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their own city 
Nazareth. ^And the child grew, and became strong, being 
filled with wisdom ; and the favor of God was upon him. 

** And his parents went to Jerusalem every year at the feast 
of the pefisover. *• And when he was twelve years old, they 
having gone up according to the custom of the feast, ^^ and 
completed the days, as they returned, Jesus the child re- 
mained behind in Jerusalem. And his parents knew it not, 
^ but supposing that he was in the company, went a day's 
journey, and sought him among their kindred and acquaint- 
ance; ^and not finding him, they returned to Jerusalem, 
seeking him. 

^ And it came to pass, that after three days they found him 
in the temple, sitting in the midst of the teachers, both hear- 
ing them, and asking them questions. ^'' And all that heard 
him, were astonished at his understanding and answers. 
•• And seeing him they were amazed. And his mother said to 
him : Child, why didst thou thus deal with us ? Behold, thy 
fiither and I sought thee, sorrowing. *• And he said to them : 
How is it that ye sought me ? Did ye not know, that I must 
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be in my Father's house ? '^ And they nndentood not the 
saying which he spoke to them. 

" And he went down with them, and came toNa3Baieth,and 
was Buliject to them. And his mother kept all these sayings 
in her heart. 

^ And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in fibvor 
with God and men. 

mNow in the fifteenth year of the rdgn of Tiberins 
• Caesar, when Pontius Pilate was governor of Judiea, and 
Herod tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch of 
Iturea and of the region of Trachonitis, and Lysanias tetrarch 
of Abilene, ' when Annas was high priest and Oaiaphas, the 
word of God came to John, the son of Zachariah, in the wildei^ 
ness. 'And he came into all the country about the Jordan, 
preaching the immersion of repentance, unto remission of sins, 
^ as it is written in the book of the words of Isaiah the prophet : 
The voice of one crying in the wilderness. 
Prepare the way of the Lord, 
Make straight his paths. 
'^ Every valley shall be filled. 
And every mountain and hill shall be brought low ; 
And the crooked shall be straight. 
And the rough ways smooth ; 
* And all flesh shall see the salvation of God. 
^ He said therefore to the multitudes that came out to be 
immersed by him : Brood of vipers, who warned you to flee 
from the coming wrath ? ^ Bring forth therefore fruits worthy 
of repentance ; and begin not to say within yourselves. We 
have Abraham for our father ; for I say to you, that God is 
able of these stones to raise up children to Abraham. * And 
now also the axe is laid to the root of the trees. Every tree 
therefore, that brings not forth good fruit, is cut down and cast 
into the fire. 
i<^And the multitudes asked him, saying: What then Cfhall 
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we do ? ^^ He answering says to them : He that has two coats, 
let him. impart to him that has none ; and he that has food, let 
him do likewise. 

IS And there came also publicans to be Immersed ; and they 
Sidd to him : Teacher, what shall we do ? ^^ And he said to 
tliem: Exact no more than that which is appointed yon. 
^* AtiH soldiers also asked him, saying : What shall we also do ? 
And he said to them : Do violence to no one, neither accuse 
anj fEdsely ; and be content with your wages. 

IS And while the people were in expectation, and all were 
reasoning in their hearts concerning John, whether he himself 
were not the Christ, ^^John answered them all, saying: I 
indeed inmierse you in water; but there comes he that is 
mightier than I, the latchet of whose sandals I am not worthy 
to looee ; he will inmierse you in the Holy Spirit and fire ;

18 And with many other exhortations he published the good 
tidings to the people. 

" But Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by him on account 
of HerodiaSy the wife of his brother, and for all the evils which 
Herod did, ^ added to all this also, that he shut up John in 
prison. 

SI Now it came to pass, when all the people had been im- 
mersed, that as Jesus, having also been immersed, was pray- 
ing, the heaven was opened, ^^ and the Holy Spirit descended in 
a bodily shape as a dove upon him ; and there came a voice 
out of heaven : Thou art my beloved Son ; in thee I am well 



** And Jesus himself was, when he began, about thirty years

'Wherefore neither 
thought I myself worthy to come to thee ; but say with a 
word, and my servant will be healed. ^Por I am a man 
placed under authority, having soldiers under me, and I say to 
this one. Go, and he goes, and to another, Gome, and be 
oomes ; and to my servant, Do this, and he does it. * And 
Jesus bearing these -things, marveled at him ; and turning said 
to the multitude that followed bim : I say to you, I found not 
so great faith, even in Israel. 

'® And they who were sent, returning to the house, found 
the servant whole tbat bad been sick. 

" And it came to pass the day after, tbat he went into a 
dty called Nain ; and many of his disciples went with him, 
and a great multitude. ^' And as he came near to the gate of 
the city, behold, a dead man was carried out, the only son of 
bis mother, and she was a vndow ; and a great multitude of 
the city was with her. ^' And seeing her, the Lord had com- 
passion on her, and said to her: Weep not. >^And he came 
and* touched the bier ; and they who bore it stood stilL And 
he said : Young man, I say to thee, arise. " And the dead sat 
up, and began to speak.

the Immerser has sent us to thee, saying : Art thou he that 
comes, or look we for another ? ** And in that very honr he 
cored many, of diseases and plagues, and evil s^arits ; and on 
many blind he bestowed sight. >' And answering he said to 
them : Go, and report to John what ye saw and heard ; that 
the blind receive sight, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
the deaf hear, the dead are raised, to the poor good tidings are 
published. "And happy is he, whoever shall not be oftoded 
at me. 

^ And when the messengers of John had departed, he began 
to say to the multitudes concerning John : What went ye out 
into the wilderness to behold ?- A reed shaken by the wind ? 

^^ But what went ye out to see ? A man clothed in soft rai- 
ment? Behold, they who are gorgeously appareled, and live 
delicately, are in kings' palaces. 

•* But what went ye out to see ? A prophet ? Yea, I say to 
you, and much more than a prophet. ^"^ This is he, of whom it 
is written : 

Behold, I sent forth my messenger before thy face. 
Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 

*8For I say to you, among those bom of women, no one is a 
greater prophet tiian John ; but he that is least in the kingdom 
of God is greater than he. 

^ And all the people, hearing it, and the publicans, justified 
Gx)d, having been immersed with John's immersion. ^ But 
the Pharisees and the lawyers rejected the counsel of God 
toward themselves, not having been immersed by him. 

** To what then shall I liken the men of^this generation? 
And to what are they like ? ** They are like to children sitting 
in the market, and calling to one another, saying : We piped 
to you, and ye danced not ; we sang the lament to you, and ye 
wept not. ^ For John the Immerser has come, neither eating 
bread nor drinking wine ; and ye say : He has a demon.' •* The 
Son of man has come eating and drhiking ; and ye say : Behold 
a glutton, and a wine-drinker, a friend of publicans and sin- 
ners. ^ But wisdom was justified on the part of all her children. 
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** And one of the Phariseee asked him to eat with him. And 
nteiing into the house of the Pharisee, he reclined at table. 
' And, behold, a woman who was a sinner in the city, learning 
hmi he is reclining at table in the house of the Pharisee, 
wrought an alabaster box of ointment ; ^and standing behind 
it his feet weeping, began to wet his feet with tears, and wipe 
hem with the hairs of her head, and kissed his feet, and 
nointed them with the ointment. 

**And seeing it, the Pharisee who had bidden him spoke 
riihin himself, saying : This man, if he were a prophet, would 
now who and what sort of woman this is that touches him ; 
»r she is a sinner. ^ And Jesus answering said to him: Simon, 
have somewhat to say to thee. And he says : Teacher, say 
•n. ^ A certain money-lender had two debtors. The one 
wed five hundred den&ries, and the other fifty. ^ And they 
laying nothing to pay, he forgave them both. Which of them 
herefore, tell me, will love him most t ^ Simon answering 
aid : I suppose he to whom he fargave most. And he said to 
jm : Thou didst rightly j udge. ^ And turning to the woman, 
le said to Simon : Seest itxou this woman t I entered into thy 
lOuse, thou gavest me no water for my feet ; but she has wet 
ly feet with tears, and wiped them with her hair. ^Thou 
mvest me no kiss ; but she, from the time I came in, ceased 
lOi to kiss my feet. ^ My head with oil thou didst not anoint ; 
at she anointed my feet with ointment. ^'^ Wherefore I Bfkj 
9 thee, her many sins are forgiven ; for she loved mudh. 
lot to whom little is forgiven, the same loves little. ^ And he 
iSd to her : Thy sins are forgiven. ^ And they who redined 
rith him began to say within themselves: Who is this that 
lio forgives sins? ^And he said to the woman: Thy fiuth 
MB saved thee ; go in peace. 

TTTT And it came to pass afterward, that he journeyed 
» XJJL. through every city and village, preaching, and pub- 
diing the good news of the kingdom of God ; and with him

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the twelve, ' and certain women who had been healed of evil 
spirits and infirmities, Mary called the Magdalene, from whom 
had gone out seven demons, *and Joanna wife of Chuza, 
Herod's steward, and Susanna, and many others, who minis- 
tered to them of their substance. 

^ And a great multitude coming together, of those also who 
came to him out of every city, he spoke by a parable : * The 
sower went forth to sow his seed. And as he sowed, one fell 
by the way-side ; and it was trodden down, and the fowls of 
the air devoured it. • And another fell upon the rock ; and 
springing up, it withered away, because it had no moisture. 
7 And another fell among the thorns ; and the thorns sprang up 
with it, and choked it. ^And another fell into the good 
ground, and sprang up, and bore fruit a hundredfold. 

And saying these things, he cried : He that has ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

•And his disciples asked him, what this parable was. ^® And 
he said : To you it is given to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of God ; but to the rest in parables, that seeing they may 
not see, and hearing they may not understand. 

" Now the parable is this : The seed is the word of God. 
J" Those by the way-side are they that hear ; after that comes 
the Devil, and takes away the word from their heart, that they 
may not believe and be saved. '' Those on the rock are they 
who, when they hear, with joy receive the word ; and these 
have no root, who for a while believe, and in time of tempta- 
tion fall away. " And that which fell among the thorns, these 
are they who have heard, and going forth are choked with the 
cares and riches and pleasures of life, and bring no fruit to 
perfection. **But that in the good ground, these are they 
who, in an honest and good heart, having heard, hold fiurt 
the word, and bring forth fruit with patience. 

" No one, having lighted a lamp, covers it with a vessel, or 
puts it under a bed ; but puts it on a lamp-stand, that they 
who enter in may behold the light. " For nothing is secret, 
that shall not be made manifest, nor hidden, that shall not be 
known and come abroad. ^^ Take heed therefore how ye hear. 
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For whoever has, to him shall be given ; and whoever has not, 
even what he seems to have shall be taken from him. 

" And his mother and his brothers came to him ; and they 
could not come near him on accomit of the multitude. *<^ And 
it was told him, saying : Thy mother and thy brothers are 
standing without, desiring to see thee. ** And he answering, 
said to them : My mother and my brothers are these, who hear 
and do the word of God. 

*• And it came to pass on a certain day, that he went into a 
ship with his disciples. And he said to them : Let us go over 
to the other side of the lake. And they launched forth. 
* And as they were sailing, he fell asleep. And there came 
down a storm of wind on the lake ; and they began to be filled, 
and were in jeopardy. '*And coming to him, they awoke 
him, saying : Master, Master, we perish. And he, rising, re- 
buked the wind and the raging of the water ; and they ceased, 
and there was a calm. ** And he said to them : Where is your 
&ith ? And they, fearing, wondered : saying one to another : 
Who then is this, that he commands even the winds and the 
water, and they obey him I 

•• And they sailed to the country of the Qerasenes, which is 
over against Qalilee. '^ And when he had gone forth upon the 
land, there met him a certain man out of the city, who had 
demons a long time, and wore no clothing, and abode not in a 
house, but in the tombs. *® And seeing Jesus, he cried out, 
and fell down before him, and with a loud voice said : What 
have I to do with thee, Jesus, Son of the most high God ? I 
beseech thee, do not torment me. *^ For he commanded the 
unclean spirit to come out from the man. For of a long time 
it had seized him, and he was bound, being secured with chains 
and fetters ; and bursting the bands, he was driven by the 
demon into the deserts. 

** And Jesus asked him, saying : What is thy name ? And he 
said. Legion ; because many demons had entered into him. 
''And he besought him that he would not command them to 
go a^niy into the deep. ^ And there was a herd of many 
•wine feeding in the mountain ; and they besought him that he 
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would permit them to enter into them. And he permitted 
them. ^ And going out of the man, the demons entered into 
the swine ; and the herd rushed down the steep into the lake, 
and were choked. ^ And seeing what was done the herdsmen 
fled, and reported it in the dty and in the comitry. ^ An<1 
thej went out to see what was done. And the/ came to Jesna^ 
and found the man from whom the demons had gone out, 
sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed and in his right mind ; 
and they were afraid. ^ They also who saw it reported to 
them how he that was possessed by demons was healed. 
'^ And the whole multitude of the surrounding country of the 
Gerasenes besought him to depart from them ; for they were 
seized with great fear. 

And he, entering into the ship, returned. '^ And the man, 
out of whom the demons had gone, besought him that he 
might be with him. But he sent him away, saying : ^ Betum 
into thy house, and relate how great things God did for thee. 
And he departed, and published through the whole city how 
great things Jesus did for him. 

^ And it came to pass, when Jesus returned, that the multi- 
tude received him ; for they were all waiting for him. ^^ And, 
behold, there came a man whose name was Jairus, and he was 
a ruler of the synagogue ; and &lling at the feet of Jesus, he 
besought him that he would come into his house ; ^ for he 
had an only daughter, about twelve years of age, and she was 
dying. And as he went the multitudes thronged him. 

^ And a woman having a flow of blood twelve years, who 
had spent all her living on physicians, and could fiot be healed 
by any one, ^came up behind, and touched the fringe of his 
garment ; and immediately her flow of blood ceased. ^ And 
Jesus said : Who is it that touched me? And when all denied 
it, Peter and those with him said : Master, the multitudes 
throng thee and press thee, and sayest thou : Who is it that 
touched me ? ^ And Jesus said : Some one touched me ; for I 
perceived that power has gone out from me. 

^"^ And the woman, seeing that she was not concealed, came 
trembling, and falling down before him, declared before all the 
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people for what cause she touched him, and how she ffas 
healed immediately. ^And he said to her: Daughter, thy 
Mth has made thee whole ; go in peace. 

*• While he was yet speaking, there comes one from the 
ruler of the synagogue's house, saying to him : Thy daughter 
is dead ; trouble not the Teacher. ^ But Jesus hearing it, an- 
swered him : Fear not ; only believe, and she shall be restored. 

*> And entenng into the house, he suffered no / one to go in 
with him, save Peter and James and John, and the &ther of 
the maiden, and the mother. ^^ And all were weeping and be- 
wailing her. And he said : Weep not ; she is not dead, but is 
deeping. " And they laughed him to scorn, knowing that she 
was dead. "And he, taking hold of her by the hand, called, 
saying: ^aiden, arise. "And her spirit returned, and she 
immediately arose; and he commanded that food should be 
g^ven her. "^And her parents were astonished. But he 
charged them to tell no one what was done. 

KAnd having called the twelve together, he gave them 
• power and authority over all the demons, and to cure 
diseases. ' And he sent them to preach the kingdom of God, 
and to heal the sick. ' And he said to them : Take nothing 
fiwr the journey, neither staff, nor bag, nor bread, nor money, 
nor have two coats apiece. *And into whatever house ye 
enter, there abide, and thence depart. * And whoever will not 
receive you, when ye go out from that city, shake off even 
the dust from your feet for a testimony against them. 

* And going forth, they went through the villages, publishing 
the good news, and healing everywhere. 

* And Herod the tetrarch heard of all the things that were 
done. And he was perplexed, because it was said by some : 
Jc^m has risen from the dead ; ^ and by some : Elijah has ap- 
peared ; and by others : One of the old prophets has risen 
again. * And Herod said : John I beheaded ; but who is this, 
cf whom I hear such things? And he desired to see him. 

^ And the apostles, returning, related to him all that they 
did. And taking them with him, he retired privately to a dty 
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called Bethsaida. ^^ And the multitudes, wlien they knew it, 
followed him. And receiving them, he spoke to them concem- 
ing the kingdom of God, and healed those who had need of 
healing. 

^^ And the day began to decline. And the twelve came, and 
said to him : IHsmiss the multitude, that they may go into the 
villages aroimd, and the fields, and lodge, and find food; lor 
here we are in a desert place. " And he said to them : Do ye 
give them to eat. And they said : We have not more than five 
loaves and two fishes ; except we should go and buy food for 
all this people. "For they were about five thousand men. 
And he said to his disciples : Make them lie down in companies 
of fifty. ^^ And they did so, and made them all lie down. 
*• And taking the five loaves and the two fishes, he looked up 
to heaven and blessed them, and broke, and gave to the disci- ^ 
pies to set before the multitude. " And they ate, and were ail 
filled. And there were taken up of fragments that remained 
to them twelve baskets. 

1^ And it came to pass, as he was alone praying, that his dis- 
ciples were with him ; and he asked them, saying : Who do 
the multitudes say that I am ? ^* They answering said : John 
the Immerser ; and others, Elijah ; and others, that one of the 
old prophets has risen again. ^ And he said to them : But 
who do ye say that I am ? Peter answering said : The Christ 
of God. '^ And strictly charging them, he commanded them 
to say this to no one : ^^ saying : The Son of man must boSbi 
many things, and be rejected on the part of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes, and be killed, and rise on the third 
day. 

^' And he said to all : If any one will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily, and -follow me. 
" For whoever will save his life shall lose it ; and whoever may 
lose his life for my sake, the same shall save it. '' For what is 
a man profited, when he has gained the whole world, and lost 
or forfeited himself ? *• For whoever is ashamed of me and of 
my words, of him will the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his glory, and in that of the Father and of the 
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holy angels. ^ And I say to yon of a tmth, there are some of 
those standing here, who shall not taste of death, tiU they see 
the kingdom of God. 

*^ And it came to pass, abont eight days after these sayings, 
that he took with him Peter and John and James, and went 
np into the mountain to pray. '* And it came to pass, while 
he was praying, that the appearance of his countenance became 
changed, and his raiment white and glistening. ^ And, behold, 
two men were talking with him, who were Moses and EHijah ; 
" who appeared in glory, and spoke of his departure, which he 
was about to folfill in Jerosalem. 

•» But Peter and they who were with him were heavy with 
deep ; and awaking, they saw his glory, and the two men that 
stood with him. ^ And it came to pass, that, as they were de- 
parting from him, Peter said to Jesus : Master, it is good for 
UB to be here ; and let us make three tents, one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for Elijah ; not knowing what he said. 
** While he said this, there came a cloud, and overshadowed 
them ; and they feared as they entered into the cloud. '^ And 
there came a voice out of the doud, saying : This is my chosen 
Son; hear ye him. 

''And when the voice had come, Jesus was found alone. 
And they kept silent, and told no one in those days any of the 
tilings which they had seen. 

** And it came to pass, on the next day, when they had come 
down from the mountain, that a great multitude met him. 
*And, behold, a man from the multitude cried, saying: 
Teaser, I beseech thee, look upon my son ; for he is my only 
child. ^And, behold, a spirit takes him, and he suddenly 
cries oat ; and it tears him with foaming, and hardly departs 
from him, WuiEong him. ^ And I entreated thy disciples to 
east him out ; and they could not. 

^ And JeeuB answering said : O faithless and perverse gen- 
eration, how long shall I be with you, and bear with you ? 
Bring hither thy son. ^ And while he was yet coming, the 
demon threw him down, and tore him. And Jesus rebuked 
the unclean spirit, and healed the child, and gave him back to 
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his father. ^ And all were amazed at the mightj power of 
God. 

But while all were wondering at all things which Jesus did, 
he said to his disciples : ^ Do ye let these words sink into your 
ears ; for the Son of man will be deliyered into the hands of 
men. ^But they understood not this saying, and it was hid- 
den from them, that they perceived it not ; and they feared to 
ask him concerning that saying. 

** And there arose in them the thought, which of them was 
greatest. *'' And Jesus, perceiving the thought of their heart, 
took a child and placed it by him, ^ and said to them : Who- 
ever shall receive this child in my name, receives me ; and 
whoever shall receive me, receives him who sent me ; for he 
that is least among you all, the same is great. 

^ And John answering said : Master, we saw one casting out 
demons in thy name ; and we forbade him, because he foUows 
not with us. ^ And Jesus said to him : Forbid him not ; for 
he that is not against us is for us. 

'^^ And it came to pass, when the days were being completed 
that he should be received up, he steadfastly set his face to go 
to Jerusalem. ^* And he sent messengers before his face ; and 
they went and entered into a village of the Samaritans, to 
make ready for him. '^^ And they did not receive him, because 
his face was directed toward Jerusalem. ^ And his disciples, 
James and John, seeing it, said : Lord, wilt thou that we com- 
mand fire to come down from heaven, and consume them, as 
also Elijah did? '^^And he turned, and rebuked them, and 
said : Ye know not of what spirit ye are. ^^ And they went to 
another village. 

'^'^ And as they were going in the way, a certain one said 
to him : I will follow thee whithersoever thou goest. " And 
Jesus said to him : The foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests ; but the Son of man has not where to lay his 
head. 

^* And he said to another : Follow me. But he said : Lord, 

y. 46. Or, there arose a dispute among them 
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permit me first to go and boij my father. ^ And he said to 
Mm : Let the dead bury their own dead ; but do then go and 
announce the kingdom of God. 

*^ And another also said ; I will follow thee. Lord ; bnt first 
permit me to bid farewell to those in mj house. *' And Jesus 
said to him : No one, having put his hand to the plow, and 
looking back, is fit for the kingdom of God. 

XAfteb these things the Lord appointed also seventy 
• pthers, and sent them two and two before his face, into 
every city and place, whither he himself was about to come. 
' And he sud to them : The harvest indeed is great, but the la- 
borors are few. Pray therefore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he will send forth laborers into his harvest. > Go your ways ; 
behold, I send you forth ois lambs among wolves. ^ Carry nei- 
ther purse, nor bag, nor sandals ; and salute no one by the 
way. 'And into whatever house ye enter, first say : Peace be 
to thia house. • And if a son of peace be there, your peace 
shall rest upon it ; and if not, it shall return to you. ^ And in 
that house remain, eating and drinking such things as they 
give ; for the laborer is worthy of his hire. Go not from 
house to house. ^ And into whatever city ye enter and they 
recrive ydu» eat what is set before you ; * and heal the sidL 
that are therein, and say to them : The kingdom of God has 
come nigh unto you. ^^But into whatever city ye enter and 
thej receive you not, go out into the streets of the same, and 
say : " Even the dust of your city that cleaves to our feet, we 
wipe off to you ; yet know this, that the kingdom of God has 
come nigh. "I say to you, that it will be more tolerable in 
that day for Sodom, than for that city. 

" Woe to thee, Chorasdn I Woe to thee, Bethsaida I For if 
the mlrades had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which were 
done in yon, they would long ago have repented, sitting in 
sackcloth and ashes. " But it will be more tolerable for Tyre 
and Sidon in the judgment, than for you. " And thou, Caper- 
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namn, that art exalted to heayen, sbalt be bronglit down to 
the underworld. 

'* He that hears 700, hears me ; and he that rejects 70a, le- 
jects me ; and he that rejects me, rejects him who sent me. 

" And the sevent7 returned with J07, Ba7ing : Lord, even 
the demons are subjected to us in th7 name. ^^And he sud 
to them : I beheld Satan £b11 as lightning from heaven. " Be- 
hold, I haye given 70U power to tread on serpents and scorpi- 
ons, and over all the power of the enem7 ; and nothing shall 
hurt 70U. ^ But 7et, rejoice not in this, that the spirits are 
subjected to 70U ; but rejoice, that 7our names are written in 
heaven. 

'^ In that hour he rejoiced in spirit, and said : I thank thee, 
O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that thou didst hide 
these things from the wise and discerning, and reveal them to 
babes ; 7ea, O Father, that so it seemed good in th7 sight 
" All things were delivered to me b7 m7 Father ; and no one 
knows who the Son is but the Father, and who the Father is 
but the Son, and he to whom the Son is pleased to reveitl him. 

*' And turning to the disciples, he said privatel7 : Happ7 are 
the e7es that behold what 70 are beholding. **For I sa7 to 
70U, that man7 prophets and kings desired to see what 70 are 
beholding, and saw not, and to hear what 70 are hearing, 
and heard not. 

^ And, behold, a certain law7er stood up, tempting h^m^ Ba7- 
ing: Teacher, what shall I do to inherit eternal life? *®He 
said to him : What is written in the law ? How readest thou? 
*^ And he answering -said: Thou shalt love the Lord 
th7 God with all th7 heart, and with all 
th7 soul, and with all th7 strength, and 
with all th7 mind; and th7 neighbor as 
t h 7 s e 1 f. ^ And he said to him : Thou answeredst rightl7. 
This do, and thou shalt live. ^ But he, desiring to justify him- 
self, said to Jesus : Who then is m7 neighbor 7 

'^And Jesus answering said: A certain man was gc^g 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among robbers, who 
stripped him of his raiment, and wounded him, and departed, 
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leaving him half dead. '^ And by chance a certain priest was 
going down that way ; and seeing him, he passed by on the 
other side. ^^ And in like manner also a Levite, arriving at 
the place, came and saw, and passed by on the other side. 

^And a certain Samaritan, as he was journeying, came 
where he was, and seeing him had compassion ; ^and coming 
to him, bound up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine ; and 
setting him on his own beast, he brought him to an inn, and 
took caie of him. ^ And on the morrow when he departed, 
he took out two dendries and gave to the host, and said : Take 
care of him ; and whatever thou spendest more, when I come 
again, I will repay thee. 

^ Which now of these three, thinkest thou, was neighbor to 
him that fell among the robbers ? ^^ And he said : He that 
had mercy on him. And Jesus said to him : Go, and do thou 
likewise. 

** And it came to pass, as they were going, that he entered 
into a certain village ; and a certain woman named Martha 
received him into her house. ^* And she had a sister called 
Mary, who also sat at the feet of Jesus, and heard his word. 
^But Martha was encumbered with much serving; and she 
came to him, and said : Lord, dost thou not care that my sister 
left me to serve alone? Bid her therefore that she help me. 
*^ And Jesus answering said to her : Martha, Martha, thou art 
anxious and troubled about many things. *^ But one thing is 
needful ; and Maiy chose the good part, which shall not be 
taken away from her. 

nAND it came to pass that, as he was in a certain place 
• praying, when he ceased, one of his disciples said to 
him : Lord, teach us to pray, as also John taught his disciples. 
• And he said to them : When ye pray, say ; Father, hallowed 
be thy name. Thy kingdom come. * Give us day by day our 
daily bread. *And forgive us our sins; for we ourselves 
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forgive every one indebted to ns. And bring ns not into 
temptation. 

• And he said to them : Who of jau. shall have a friend, and 
BhaU go to him at midnight, and saj to him: 'Friend, lend me 
three loaves; for a friend of mine is come to me from a 
journey, and I have nothing to set before him ; ^ and he from 
within shall answer and say. Trouble me not ; the door is 
already shut, and my children with me are in bed ; I can not 
rise and give thee ? * I say to you, though he will not rise and 
give him because he is his friend, yet because of his importu- 
nity he will rise and give him as many as he needs. • I also 
say to you : Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall 
find ; knock, and it shall be opened to you. *°For every one 
that asks receives ; and he that seeks finds ; and to him that 
knocks it shall be opened. 

" And what father is there among you, of whom if his son 
ask bread, he will give him a stone ; or a fish, will instead of a 
fish give him a serpent ? " Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 
give him a scorpion ? " If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts to your children, how much more will your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to those who ask him ? 

"And he was casting out a demon, and it was dumb. And 
it came to pass, when the demon was gone out, that the dumb 
man spoke ; and the multitudes wondered. ^'^ But some of 
them said : He casts out the demons through Beelzebul, the 
prince of the demons. " And others, tempting, sought of him 
a sign from heaven. " But he, knowing their thoughts, said to 
them : Every kingdom divided against itself is brought to deso- 
lation, and a house divided against a house falls, "^nd if 
Satan also is divided against himself, how shall his kingdom 
stand? because ye say that I cast out the demons through 
Beelzebul. " And if I through Beelzebul cast out the demons, 
through whom do your sons cast them out ? Therefore they 
shall be your judges. «0But if with the finger of God I cast 
out the demons, then is the kingdom of (Jod come near to you. 
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3n a strong man aimed keeps his palace, his goods are 
^ But when a stronger than he shall come upon hiwi 
come him, he takes away his whole armor, wherein he 
and divides his spoils. 

hat is not with me is against me ; and he that gathers 
me scatters abroad. 

m the unclean spirit is gone out from the man, he goes 
dry places, seeking rest ; and not finding it, he sajs^ I 
m into my house whence I came out. ** And coming, 
it swept and set in order. ^ Then he goes, and takes 
1 seven other spirits more wicked than himself, and 
er in and dwell there ; and the last state of that man 
worse than the first.

•But I will warn you whom ye shall fear ; fear him, who after 
he has killed has power to cast into hell ; yea, I say to you, 
fear him. • Are not five sparrows sold for two pence ? And 
not one of th^m is forgotten before God. ' But even the hairs 
of your head are all numbered. Fear not ; ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. 

• And I say to you : Every one that shall acknowledge me 
before men, him will the Son of man also acknowledge before 
the angels of God ; ® but he that denied me before men shaU 
be denied before the angels of God. *®And every one that 
shall speak a word against the Son of man, it will be forgiven 
him ; but to him that blasphemes against the Holy Spirit, it 
shall not be forgiven. 

" And when they bring you to the synagogues, and magis- 
trates, and authorities, take not thought how or what ^^ ^ibSS.

but only division. **For from this time forth, five in one 
house will be divided, three against two, and two against three.

>^ And he was teaching in one of the synagogues on the sab- 
bath. ^ And, behold, there was a woman who had a spirit 
of infirmity eighteen years, and was bowed together, and 
whc^ly unable to raise herself up. ^^ And Jesus seeing her, 
called her to him, and said to her : Woman, thou art loosed 
from thine infirmity. ^^And he laid his hands on her; and 
immediately she was made straight, and glorified God. ^^ And 
the ruler of the synagogue answering (being indignant because 
JesoB healed on the sabbath), said to the multitude : There 
are six days in which it is proper to work ; in them therefore 
come and be healed, and not on the sabbath. ^^ And the Lord 
answered him, and said : Hypocrites I Does not each of you 
on the sabbath loose his ox or ass from the manger, and lead 
him away to water him ? ^* And ought not this woman, be- 
ing a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan bound, lo, eighteen 
years, to be loosed from this bond on the sabbath ? ^'' And as 
he said these things, all his adversaries were ashamed ; and 
all the multitude rejoiced for all the glorious things that were 
done by him. 

"He said therefore: To what is the kingdom of God like? 
And to what shall I liken it ? ^^It is like to a grain of mus- 
tard, which a man took, and cast into his garden ; and it grew,

Jerusalem 1 that kills the prophets, and stones 
those sent to her ; how often would I have gathered thy children 
together, as a hen her brood xmder her wings, and ye woold 
not I ^ Behold, your house is left to you desolate. And I exy 
to yon : Ye ehall not see me, until the time come when ye shall 
my, Bleaaed ia he that comes in \ih.Q i^axnib oi \3iq Lord. 
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Y I %/ AiTD it came to pass, as he went into the house of 
A i f • one of the chief of the Pharisees to eat bread on the 
sabbath, that thej watched him. ' And, behold, there was a 
certain man before him who had the dropsy. 'And Jesns 
answering spoke to the lawyers and Pharisees, saying : Is it 
lawful to heal on the sabbath, or not ? And they were silent. 
4 And taking hold of him, he healed him, and let him go. 
* And to them he sidd : Who is there of you, whose ox or ass 
shall &11 mto a pit, and he will not straightway draw him up 
on the sabbath day ? * And they could not answer him again 
to these things. 

' And he spoke a parable to those who were bidden, wheni 
he marked how they chose out the first places; saying to 
theoDQL: ^When thou art bidden by any one to a wedding;, 
recline not in the first place at table, lest one more honorable 
than thou may have been bidden by him ; * and he that bade 
thee and him shall come and say to thee. Give place to this 
man ; and then thou shalt begin with shame to take the lowest 
place. ^®But when thou art bidden, go and recline in the 
lowest place ; that when he that bade thee comes, he may say 
to thee. Friend, go up higher. Then shalt thou have honor in 
the presence of those who recline at table with thee. " For 
erery one that exalts himself shall be humbled ; and he that 
hmnUes himself shall be exalted. 

^ And he said also to him who bade him : When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy Mends,, nor thy 
Ixothers, nor thy kinsmen, nor rich neighbors ; lest they also 
bid thee again, and a recompense be made thee. " But when 
thou makest a feast, call the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
Uind. ^^And happy shalt thou be, because they can not 
reeompense thee ; for thou shalt be recompensed at the res- 
urrection of the righteous. 

" And a certain one of those who reclined at table with him, 
hearing these things, said to him : Happy is he, who shall eat 
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bread in the kingdom of Godl "And he said to him: A 
certain man made a great supper, and bade manj. " And he 
sent his servant, at the hour of the sapper, to say to those who 
were bidden : Come, for all things are now ready. " And they 
all, with one mind, began to excuse themselves. The first said 
to him : I bought a piece of ground, and I must needs go out 
and see it ; I pray thee let me be excused. " And another 
said : I bought five yoke of oxen, and I am going to make 
trial of them ; I pray thee let me be excused. *• And another 
said : I married a wife ; and therefore I can not come.

IT'TT And there were drawing near to him all the publi- 
JjL Y • cans and the sinners to hear him. ' And the Pharisees 
and the scribes murmured, saying : This man receives sinners, 
and eats with them. 

* And he spoke this parable to them, saying : ^ What man of 
you, having « himdred sheep, and having lost one of them,

down quickly, and write fifty. ^ Then he said to another : And 
how much owest thou? And he said : A hundred measures 
of wheat And he said to him: Take thy bill, and write 
fourscore. *And the master commended the unjust steward, 
because he had done wisely ; because the sons of this world 
are, in their generation, wiser than the sons of light. ' And I 
■ay to you : Make to yourselves friends of the mammon of 
unilghteouflneBS ; that, when it fails, they may receive you into 
the everlasting habitations. ^° He that is faithful in that which 
is least is £uthful also in much ; and he that is uigust in the 
least is ui^ust also in much. " If therefore ye were not 
fidthful in the unrighteous mammon, who will entrust to you 
the true riches ? ^^ And if ye were not faithful in that which is 
another's, who will give to you your own ? " No servant can 
serve two masters ; for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other, or he will hold to one, and despise the other. Ye 
can not serve GK>d and Mammon. 

'^And the Pharisees also, who were covetous, heard all 
these things ; and they derided him. ^^ And he said to them : 
Ye are they who justify themselves before men; but God 
knows your hearts ; for that which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination before God. 

"The law and the prophets were until John; from that 
time the good news of the kingdom of God is published, and 
every man presses into it. " And it is easier that heaven and 
earth should pass away, than that.one tittle of th!ei\a.^ ^q\j^ 
fiOL 
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"Every one who puts awaj his wife, and marries another, 
commits adultery ; and he who Ynarries her when put away 
from a husband commits adultery. 

** There was a certain rich man, who was dothed in porple 
and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day. ^ And there 
was a certain beggar named Lazarus, who was laid at his gate, 
full of sores, *^ and desiring to be fed with the crmnbs that fell 
from the rich man's table. Moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. ^ And it came to pass, that the beggar died ; 
and he was borne away by the angels into Abraham's bosom. 
The rich man also died, and was buried ; '' and in the nnder- 
world, lifting up his eyes, being in torments, he sees Abraham 
afiar ofi^, and Lazarus in his bosom. ^ And he cried and said : 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send Lazarus, tiiat 
he may dip the tip of his finger in water, and cool my tongue ; 
for I am tormented in this flame. ^' But Abraham said : Child, 
remember that in thy lifetime thou receivedst thy good thjngs 
in full, and Lazarus in like manner his evil things ; but now 
here, he is comforted and thou art tormented. ** And besides 
all this, between us and you a great gulf is fixed ; that they 
who would pass from hence to you may not be able, nor those 
frcnn thence pass over to us. '''And he said: I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wouldst send him to my fiither's 
house. '^For I have five brothers; that he may testii^ to 
them, that they may not also come into this place of torment. 
•• Abraham says to him : They have Moses and the prophets ; 
let them hear them. ^ And he said : Nay, father Abraham ; 
but if one should go to them from the dead, they will repent. 
'1 And he said to him : If they hear not Moses and the proph- 
ets, neither will they be persuaded, though one should rise 
from the dead. 

"Y'tTTT And he said to his disciples : It is impossible that 
-^ » -*--*-• causes of ofiense should not come ; but woe to him 
through whom they come I • It were better for him that a mill- 
eftone were placed about his neck, and he were thrown into the 
sea, than that he should cause one oi \\i<6»b little ones to ofi^d. 

r. ^=_ 
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* Take heed to yourselyes. If thy brother sin, rebuke him ; 
aad if he repent, forgive him. ^ And if he sin against thee 
Beven times in the day, and seven times tnm to thee saying, I 
repent, thou sha]t forgive him. 

'And the apostles said to the Lord: Increase o\a faith. 
* And the Lord said : If ye had fiuth as a grain of mustard, ye 
woold say to this sycamine-tree. Be thou plucked up by the 
root, and planted in the sea ; and it would have obeyed yon. 

^ And who of yon, having a servant plowing, or feeding cat- 
tle, will say to bim immediately, when he has come in from 
the field. Come and recline at table ; ^and will not rather say 
to him. Make ready wherewith I may snp, and gird thyself 
and serve me, till I have eaten and drunken, and afterward 
thou shalt eat and drink ? ' Does he thank that servant, be- 
cause he did the things that were commanded? I think not. 
^ So also ye, when ye shall have done all the things that were 
ocnnmanded you, say. We are unprofitable servants ; we have 
done that which was our duty to do. 

11 And it came to pass, as he was going to Jerusalem, that 
he went through the midst of Samaria and Galilee. *^ And as 
he was entering into a certain village, there met him ten lep- 
rous men, who stood a£Eur off. ^'And they lifted up their 
voice, saying: Jesus, Master, have mercy on us. **And see- 
ing it, he said to them : Go, show yourselves to the priests. 
And it* came to pass that, as they went, they were cleansed. 
"And one of them, seeing that he was healed, turned back, 
with a loud voice glorifying God, " and fell down on his face 
at his feet, giving thanks to him ; and he was a Samaritan. 
'^And Jesus answering said: Were not the ten cleansed? 
And where are the nine? "Were none found returning to 
give glory to God, except this stranger? "And he said to 
him : Arise, and go ; thy faith has made thee whole. 

^ And being asked by the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
6h)d would come, he answered them and said : The kingdom 
of Qod comes not with observation ; *^ nor shall they say, Lo 
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here ! or, Lo there ! fbr, behold, the kingdom of God is within 
you. 

^ And he said to the diadples : BajB will oome, when je 
will desire to see one of the days of the Son of man, and je 
wiU not see it. *' And they wlU say to yon, See here ; or, 
See there ; go not away, and follow not. ^ For as the light- 
ning, that lightens out of the one part under hearen, shines 
unto the other part under heayen, so will the Son of man be 
in his day. ^But first he must suffer many things, and be 
rejected on the part of this generation. 

'* And as it was in the days of Noah, so will it be also in the 
days of the Son of man. *^They ate, they drank, they mar- 
ried, they were given in marriage, until tlie day that Noah 
entered into the ark, and the flood came and destroyed aU. 
*^ In like manner also as it was In the days of Lot ; they ato, 
they drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, thej boHd- 
ed ; ^but the same day that Lot wait out from Sodom, it 
rained fire and brimstone fiK>m heaven, and destroyed aO. 
'^ After the same manner will it be, in the day when the Son 
of man is revealed. 

^^ In that day, he who shall be on the house-top, and his 
goods in the house, let him not come down to take them 
away ; and he that is in the field, let him likewise not turn back. 
•* Remember Lot's wife. ^ Whoever shall seek to save his lifb 
shall lose it ; and whoever may lose his life shall preserve It 

"I say to you, in that night there will be two men in one 
bed ; one will be taken, and the other will be left. "I Two 
women will be grinding together ; one wiU be tAken, and the 
other left. '^ And they answering say to him : Where, Lord ? 
And he said to them : Where the body is, there also wHl the 
eagles be gathered together. 

V ^TTT ^^^^ ^® spoke also a parable to them, to the end 
J\. T XXX. that they ought always to pray, JE^d not to Uhki ; 
* saying : There was in a certain city a certain judge, who 
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&ared not God, nor regaided man. ' And there was a widow 
in that dty ; and she came to him, saying : Avenge me of my 
adversaiy. ^ And he would not for a while ; but afterward he 
said within himself : Though I fear not God, nor regard man, 
^yet because this widow troubles me, I will avenge her, lest 
oontinuaUy coming she weary me. 

• And the Lord said: Hear what the unjust judge says. 
f And will not God avenge his chosen, who cry to him day and 
ni^t, though he is long suffering in respect to them ? ^ I say 
to you, that he will avenge them speedily. But yet, when the 
Son of man comes, will he find faith on the earth ? 

* And he spoke this parable to some who trust in themselves 
that they are righteous, and despise others. *® Two men went 
up into the temple to pray ; one a Pharisee, and the other a 
publican. " The Pharisee stood, and prayed thus with himself : 
Qod, I thank thee, that I am not as other men, extortioners, 
myust, adulterers, or even as this publican. ^^ I fast twice in 
the week ; I give tithes of all that I possess. ^' And the pub- 
lican, standing a&r off, would not even lift up his eyes to 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying : God be merciful 
to me, the sinner. ^^ I say to you, this man went down to his 
house justified, rather than the other. For every one that 
exalts himself shall be humbled ; and he that humbles himself 
shall be exalted. 

u And they brought to him also infimts, that he might touch 
them ; and the disciples seeing it rebuked them. ^' But Jesus 
calling them to him, said : Suffer the little children to come to 
me, and forbid them not ; for to such belongs the kingdom of 
God. " Verily I say to you, whoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, shall not enter therein. 

"And a certain ruler asked him, saying: Good Teacher, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? i> And Jesus said to 
him : Why dost thou call me good ? None is good save one, 
Qod. ^ Thoxk knowest the commandments :Do not com- 
mit adultery. Do not kill. Do not steal. Do 
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not bear false witness^ Honor thy father 
and thy mother. *^ And he said : All these I kept fiN>m 
my youth. ** And Jesus hearing it said to him : Yet lackest 
thou one thing ; sell all that thon hast, and distribute to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven ; and come, fol- 
low me. '^ And hearing this, he became very sorrowful ; for he 
was exceedingly rich. ^ And Jesus seeing him become veiy 
sorrowful, said : How hardly shall they that have riches enter 
into the kingdom of God ! ^^ For it is easier for a camel to 
go through the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. ^ And they who heard it said : And 
who can be saved? >'>^And he said: The things that are 
impossible with men are possible with God. 

^ And Peter said : Lo, we forsook all, and followed thee. 
'•And he said to them : Verily I say to you, there is no one 
that forsook house, or i>arent8, or brothers, or wife, or children, 
for the sake of the kingdom of God, ^ who shall not receive 
manifold more in this present time, and in the world to come 
life everlasting. 

'1 And taking with him the twelve, he said to them : Behold, 
we are going up to Jerusalem, and all the things written 
by the prophets for the Son of man shall be accomplished. 
*• For he will be deUv^ered to the Gentiles, and will be mocked, 
and insulted, and spit upon, ^ and they will scourge him, and 
put him to death ; and on the third day he will rise again. 
*^ And they understood none of these things ; and this saying 
was hidden from them, and they knew not the things that 
were said. 

^ And it came to pass, that as he came near ^to Jericho, a 
certain blind man was sitting by the way-side, begging. "* And 
hearing a multitude passing by, he inquired what this was. 
^And they told him, that Jesus of Nazareth is passing by. 
"^And he called aloud, saying: Jesus, Son of David, have 
mercy on me. ^ And they who went before rebuked him, that 
he should hold his peace. But he cried much the more : Son 
of David, have mercy on me. ^And Jesus stood still, and 
commanded hhn to be brought \.o Vdxn. And when he was 
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odiiie near, he asked him, ^' Bajing : What wilt thou that I shall 
do to thee ? And he said : Lord, that I may receive sight. 
^ And JesQS said to him : Beeeive sight ; thy fSedth has made 
thee whole. ^And immediately he received sight, and fol- 
lowed him, glorifying GkxL And all the people, seeing it, gave 
praise to God. 

TTT Y Ajxd having entered in, he was passing throogh 
A I A » Jericho. *And heh<dd, there was a man named 
Zaoehens, and he was a chief pnblican ; and thifr man was rich. 
* And he sought to see Jeses, who he was ; and he could not 
on aooount of the multitude, because he was small in stature. 
^ And running before, he climbed up into a sycamore-tree to 
see him ; because by that way he was to pass through. * And 
JeaoB, when he came to the place, looked up and saw him, and 
said to him : Zaocheus, make haste and come down ; for to4ay 
I must abide at thy house. * And he made haste, and came 
down, and /received him joyfully. ''And seeing it, they all 
murmured, saying that he went in to be a guest with a sinner. 

*AndZaccheus stood up, and said to the Lord: Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor ; and if I took 
aught from any one by fiJse accusation, I restore fourfold. 
t And Jesus said to him : This day is salvation come to this 
boose. Inasmuch as he also is a son of Abraham. '^ For the 
8cm of man came to seek and to save that which was lost. 

^And as they were hearing these things, he added and 
qwke a parable, because he 'Aras nigh to Jerusalem, and be- 
eaose they thought that the kingdom of God would inmie- 
diately appear. "He said therefore: A certain nobleman went 
into a fiur country to receive for himself a kingdom, and to 
retun. ^' And having called his ten servants, he gave them 
tea pounds, and said to them : Traffic, till I come. 

M But his citizens hated him, and sent an embassy after him, 
saying : We will not have tlds man to reign over us. 

"And it came to pass, when he had returned, having re- . 
eeiTed the kingdom, tiiat he commanded tYkme fKnr?«si\A\A\»N. 
esDed to hia^ to whom be gave the numeiy, ^bsX V^ xd^<^ >^ 
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know wliat each gained by trading. ^* And the first came, eaj- 
ing : Lord, thy pound gained ten pounds. '^ And he sidd to 
V^itn : Well done, good servant ; because thou wast &ithM in a 
very little, have thon authority over ten dties. 

^^ And the second came, saying : Lord, thy pound made fire 
pounds. ^' And he said also to this man : And be thou over 
five cities. ^ And another came, saying : Lord, behold thy 
pound, which I kept laid up in a napkin. '^ For I feared thee, 
because thou art an austere man ; thou takest up what thou 
layedst not down, and reapest what thou didst not sow. ^ And 
he says to him : Out of thy mouth will I judge thee, wicked 
servant. Thou knewest that I was an austere man, taking 
up what I laid not down, and reaping what I did not sow T 
^ Why then didst thou not put my money into the bank ? and 
I, at my coming, should have required it with interest. *^ And 
he said to those standing by : Take from him the pound, and 
give it to him that has the ten pounds. '' And they said to 
him : Lord, he has ten pounds. ^ For I say to you, that to 
every one that has shall be given ; and from him that has not, 
even what he has shall be taken away. 

^ But those my enemies, who would not that I should reign 
over them, bring hither, and slay them before me. 

'^ And having spoken these things, he went before, going up 
to Jerusalem. ''And it came to pass^ as he drew near to 
Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount called Olivet, that he 
. sent forth two of his disciples, ^ saying : Go into the opposite 
village, in which as ye are entering ye will find a colt tied, 
whereon no man ever sat ; loose and bring him. '^ And if any 
one ask you, why do ye loose him ? thus shall ye say to him: 
Because the Loi^ has need of hinu ^ And they that were 
sent forth departed, and found even as he said to them. 
^ And as they were loosing the colt, its owners said to them: 
Why loose ye the colt? ** And they said : The Lord has need 
of Idm. ^ And they brought him to Jesus ; and having east 
their garments upon the colt, they set Jesus thereon. "^And

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OliTai, the wbtAe mnltitiide of the diadplee began to rejoice, 
md pnise God with a load Toioe for all the miiadea which 
ihej saw; '^saTing : Bleated be the King who cornea in the 
nsme of the Ixndl Peace in heaven, and glory in the higheet! 

** And aome of the Phariaeea from the moltitade said to him : 
Teadier, lebuke thy diadplea. ^And answering he said to 
them: Iteil joa that if these shall hold their peace, the stones 
wflleiyoiit. 

^ And when he came near, as he saw the city, he wept over 
it, ^saying: If even thon hadst. known, at least in this thy 
day, the things that belong to thy peace 1 Bat now they are 
hidden from thine eyes. ^For days will come upon thee, that 
tUne enemies wiU cast up a moimd about thee, and compass 
thee lonnd, and shnt thee in on every side, ^and will level 
thee with the groand, and thy children within thee, and will 
not leave in thee one stone upon another; because thou 
knewest not the time of thy visitation. 

« And entering into the temple, he began to cast ont those 
who sold; ^saying to them: It is written. And my house 
shall be a house of prayer; but ye made 
it m den of robbers. 

^ And he was teaching daily in the temple; and the chief 
prfesto and the scribes and the chief of the people were seek- 
ing to destroy him, ^and could not find what they might do ; 
far aE the people hung, listening, upon him. 

TTTT Ajtd it came to pass, on one of the days, as he was 
A ^ * teaching the peo|de in the temple, and publishing the 
good news, that the chief priests and the scribes came to him 
with the elders, 'and spoke to him, saying : Tell us, by what 
avfbority doest thou these things? Or who is he that gave 
iSbee this authority? * And he answering said to them : I also 
will mtk, you one thing ; and tell it me. ^John's immersion, 
WM it from heaven, or from men ? * And they reasoned with 
ttemselves, nying: If we say.

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John was a prophet. * And they answered, that they knew 
not whence it was. ^ And Jesos said to them : Neither do I 
say to 7on, by what authority I do these things. 

* And he began to speak to the people this parable : A man 
planted a vineyard, and let it out to husbandmen, and went 
abroad for a long time. ^^ And at the season he sent a servant 
to the husbandmen, that they should give him of the fruit of 
the vineyard; but the husbandmen beat him, and sent him 
away empty. " And again he sent another servant ; and him 
also, having beaten and treated him shamefully, they sent 
away empty. ^^ And again he sent a third ; and they wounded 
him also, and cast him out. 

" And the lord of the vineyard said : What shall I do ? I 
will send my beloved son ; perhaps, seeing him, they will rev- 
erence him. i^But when the husbandmen saw him, they rea- 
soned among themselves, saying : This is the heir ; come, let 
us kill him, that the inheritance may become ours. '^ So they 
east him out of the vineyard, and killed him. What therefore 
will the lord of the vineyard do to them ? ^* He will come and 
destroy these husbandmen, and will give the vineyard to 
others. And hearing it, they said : IW be it 1 " And he, 
looking on them, said : What then is this that is written. 
The stone which the builders disallowed, 
The same is become the head of the eomer. 

*^ Every one that falls upon that stone shall be broken ; but 
on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to powder. 

^* And the scribes and the chief priests sought to lay hands 
on him in that hour ; and they feared the people ; for th^ 
knew that he spoke this parable against them. 

^And watching him, they sent forth spies, feigning them- 
selves to be just men, that they might take hold of his words, 
in order to deliver him up to the magistracy, and to the 
authority of the governor. *'And they asked him, saying: 
Teacher, we know that thou sayest and teachest rightly, and 
regardest not the person of any, but teachest the way of Qod 

V. SO. Or^ AiidhK^us'kiBsilireiu^ 
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tnilj. ** Li it lawM that we should give tribate to CaBsar, or 
not? *^And perceiving their crafdnees, he said to them: 
^Show me a den&ry. Whose image and inseription has it? 
And answering they said : Geesar's. ** And he said to them : 
Bender therefore to Csesar the things that are Ceesar^s, and to 
God the thin^ that are God's. ^And thej ooold not take 
hold of his words before the people ; and they marveled at his 
answer, and held their peace. 

^And some of the Saddooees, who deny that there is a 
resnrrecticHi, coming to him, asked him, ^saying: Teacher, 
Moees wrote to ns, if a man's brother die, having a wife, and 
he die childless, that his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed to his brother. 

** There were therrfore seven brothers ; and the first t(X)k a 
wife, and died childless ; ^and the second and the third took 
her ; '* and in like manner also the seven left no children, and 
died. ** At last the woman also died. ^ In the resurrection, 
therefore, of which of them is she wife ? For the seven had 
her for a wife. 

^ And Jesus answering said to them : The sons of this world 
marry, and are given in marriage. '^But they who are 
accounted worthy to obtain that world, and the resurrection 
from the dead, neither marry, nor are given in marriage; 
**for neither can they die any more ; for they are equal to the 
angels, and are sons of God, being sons of the resurrection. 

^ Now that the dead are raised, even Moses showed, at The 
Bosh, when he calls the Lord the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. ^For he is not a God 
of the dead, but of the living ; for to him all live. 

** And some of the scribes answering said : Teacher, thou saidst 
well. ^ For they no longer dared to ask him any question. 

^ And he said to them : How sa(r they that the Christ is son 
of David? ^ And David himself says in the book of Psalms: 
The LoBD said to my Lord, 
Sit on my right hand, 
^ Till I make thine enemies thy foo\itoc^ 
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^Dayid therefore calls him Lord, and how is he his son? 

^ And in the hearing of all the multitude, he said to his dis- 
ciples : *• Beware of the scribes, who desire to go about in long 
robes, and love greetings in the markets, and the first seats in 
the synagogues, and tha.'first places at feasts ; ^^ who devour 
widows' houses, and for a pretense make long prayers. These 
shall receive greater condemnation. 

mAKD looking up, he saw the rich men casting their 
• gifts into the treasury. ' And he saw also a certain 
poor widow casting in thither two mites. ' And he said : Of a 
truth I say to you, that this poor widow cast in more than alL 
^ For all these, out of their abundance, cast into the oJOferings; 
but she, out of her want, cast in all the living that she had. 

' And as some were saying of the temple, that it has been 
adorned with beautiful stones and ofierings, he said : * As for 
these things which ye behold, days will come in which ther6 
shall not be left one stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down. ' And they asked him, saying : Teacher, when 
therefore will these things be, and what will be the sign when 
these things are about to come to pass? 

^And he said: Take heed that ye be not led astray. For 
many will come in my name, saying : I am he, and the time is 
at hand. Go not after them. *And when ye shall hear of 
wars and commotions, be not terrified ; for these things must 
first come to pass ; but the end is not immediately. 

^^ Then said he to them : Nation will rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom ; " and there will be great earth- 
quakes, and in divers places famines and pestilences; and 
there will be great portents and signs from heaven. "And 
before all these, they will lay their hands on you, and peraa- 
cute you, delivering you up into synagogues and prisons, being 
brought before kings and rulers for my name's sake. "And 
it shall turn out to you for a testimony. 

" Settle it therefore in your hearts, not to meditate before 

what ye shall answer. "For I will give you a mouth and

^ And when ye shall see Jerusalem encompassed by armies, 
then know that its desolation is at hand. '^ Then let those in 
JudflMi flee into the moimtains ; and let those in the midst of 
it depart out; and let those in the fields not enter into it. 
^ Because these are the days of vengeance, that all the things 
which are written may be fulfilled. 

^ Woe to those who are with child, and to those who give 
suck, in those days ! For there shall be great distress upon 
the land, and wrath to this people. ^ And they shall £eJ1 by 
the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all 
the nations; and Jerusalem shall be trodden down by the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles shall be fulfilled. 

^ And there shall be signs in the sun, and moon, and stars; 
and on the earth distress of nations, in perplexity for the 
loaring of the sea and waves ; ^^ men's hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking for those things that are coming on the 
woild ; for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. " And then 
•hall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud, with power 
asd great glory. ^^ And when these things begin to come to 
piflB, then look up, and lift up your heads ; for your redemption 
it drawing nigh. 

''And he spoke to them a parable : Behold the fig-tree, and 
an the trees. '^ When they already shoot forth, seeing it ye 
know of yourselves that the summer is already near. ^^ So 
alio ye, when ye see these things coming to pass, know that 
the kingd<Mn of God is near. '^Verily I say to you, this 
generation shall not pass away, till all shall have come to pass. 
"Heaven ^nd earth shall pass away ; but my words shall not 
pass away. 

** And take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts

pacfs, and to stand before the Son of man. 

'^ And in the daytime he was teaching in the temple ; and at 
night he went out, and abode in the mount that is Icalled 
Olivet. ^And all the people came early in the morning to 
him in the temple, to hear him. 

V VTT Now the feast of unleavened bread ^eas drawing 
-A-Ji-XJ_« near, which is called the Passover; *and the chief 
priests and the scribes were seeking how they might kill him ; 
for they feared the people. 

'And Satan entered Into Judas called Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. ^And he went away, and consulted 
with the chief priests and captains, how he might deliver him 
up to them. '^ And they were glad, and covenanted to give 
him money. * And he promised, and sought oxrportunity to 
deliver him up to them in the absence of the multitude. 

^ And the day of unleavened bread came, when the passoveir 
must be killed. 'And he sent away Peter and John, saying: 
Gk), and prepare us the passover, that we may eat it. 'And 
they said to him : Where wilt thou that we prepare ? '® And 
he said to them : Behold, when ye have entered into the dty, 
there will meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water ; follow 
him into the house where he enters in. " And ye shall say 
to the master of the house : The Teacher says to thee. Where 
is the guestchamber, where I may eat the passover with my 
disciples? "And he will show you a large upper room ftir- 
nished ; there make ready. "And they went away, and found 
as he had said to them. And they made ready the passover. 

^^ And when the hour came, he reclined at table, and the 
apostles with him. "And he said to them : I earnestly derired 
to eat this passover with you before I sufibr. "For I say to 
j-ou, lehaJl eat of it no more, \m^ V\.\Mis3k£U»aLln the king- 
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dom of Qod. '^ And having received a cup, he gave thanks 
and said : Take this, and divide it among joarselves. ^^ For 
I saj to you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, 
until the kingdom of God shall come. 

^* And taking a loaf, he gave thanks, and broke it, and gave 
to them, saying : This is my body which is given for you ; this 
do in remembrance of me. '^ And the cup in like manner 
after supper, saying : This cup is the new covenant in my 
blood, which is shed for you. 

*> But, behold, the hand of him that betrays me is with me 
on the table. ** For the son of man indeed goes, as it was 
determined ; but woe to that man by whom he is betrayed 1 
"And they began to inquire among themselves, who then it 
might be that should do this thing? 

*^ And there arose also a contention among them, which of 
them should be accounted the greatest. ^And he said to 
them : The kings of the Gentil^ exercise lordship over them ; 
and they who exercise authority over them are called benefac- 
tors. ** But ye are not so ; but let the greatest among you 
become as the younger, and he that is chief as he that serves. 
^^ For which is greater, he that reclines at table, or he that 
serves? Is not he that reclines at table? But I am in the 
midst of you as he that serves. ** Ye are they who have 
continued with me in my temptations ; ^and I appoint to you 
a kingdom, as my Father appointed to me, ^that ye may eat 
and drink at my table in my kingdom ; and ye shall sit on 
thrcmes. Judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

*^ And the Lord said : Simon, Simon, behold, Satan asked for 
you, to aft as the wheat. •* But I prayed for thee, that thy 
u t iouij t h fail not ; and, thou, when thou hast turned, strength^ 
thy brethren. i ct^ 

** And he said to him : Lord, I am ready to go with thee, 
both to prison and to death. ** And he said : I say to thee, 
Peter, a cock will not crow this day, tUl thou shalt thrice deny 
thftt thou knowest me. I 

• And he said to them : When I sent you '^WiowX -^Tsa^fcA 

and bag, and ganMB, lacked ye anything *t A3i<i\^i«7 f»^^'^ 
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Nothing. ** Therefore said he to them : But now, he that hai 
a purse let him take it, and likewise a bag ; and he that haa 
not, let him sell his garment and buj a sword. " For I say to 
you, that yet this which is written must be acoompliBhed in 
.me: And he was reckoned among transgress- 
ors; for the things concerning me have an end. 

^ And they said : Lord, behold, here are two swords. And 
he said : It is enough 1 

^* And going out, he went as he was wont to the mount of 
the Olives ; and his disciples also followed him. ^ And when 
he was at the place, he said to them : Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. ^And he withdrew from, them about a 
stone's throw ; and kneeling down, he prayed, ^ saying : Father, 
if thou art willing to remove this cup from me ! Yet, not my 
will but thine be done. 

^And there appeared to him an angel from heaven, 
strengthening him. ^ And being in an agony he prayed more 
earnestly; and his sweat became as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground. ^And rising up from 
prayer, and coming to the disciples, he found them sleeping, 
from sorrow. ^ And he said to them : Why sleep ye ? Arise 
and pray, that ye enter not into temptation. 

^^ While he Was yet speaking, behold a mulUtude, and ha 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them and 
drew near to Jesus to kiss him. ^But Jesus said to him: 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with a kiss? ^ And 
they who were about him, seeing what would follow, said to 
him : Lord, shall we smite wiih the sword 7 <^ And a certain 
one of them smote the servant of the high priest, and took off 
his right ear. '^^ And Jesus answering said : Suffer thus &r. 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. 

'^* And Jesus said to the chief priests and captains of the 
temple and elders, who were come to him : Have ye oome out 
as against a robber, with swords and staves 7 ^ When I was 
daily with you in the temple, ye stretched not forth yofU 
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hands against me. But this is jonr hour, and the power of 
darkness. 

** And thej took him, and led him away, and brought him 
into the house of the high priest. And Peter followed a&r off 

^ And they haying kindled a fire in the midst of the court, 
and sat down together, Peter sat down among them. " And a 
certain maid seeing him as he sat by the fire, and looking 
intently upon him, said : This man also was with him. '^'^ And 
he denied him, sa3ring : Woman, I do not know him. 

*BAnd after a little while, another seeing him said: Thou 
also art of them. And Peter said : Man, I am not. 

(* And about the space of one hour after, another confidently 
affirmed, saying : Of a truth this one also was with him ; for he 
is a Galilsean. ^ And Peter said : Man, I know not what thou 
sayest. And immediately, while he was yet speaking, a cock 
crowed. 

*^And the Lord turning looked upon Peter. And Peter 
r emembered, the word of the Lord, how he said to him : Be- 
fore a cock crows this day, thou wilt deny me thrice. •* And 
Peter went out, and wept bitterly. 

<* And the men who held Jesus mocked him, beating him ; 
M and having blindfolded him they ask«d him, saying : Proph- 
esy, who is it that smote thee ? *^ And many other things 
they said, reviling him. 

••And when it was day, the elders of the people, and the 
chief priests and scribes, came together ; and they brought him 
up into their council, saying : '^ If thou art the Christ, tell us. 
And he said to them : If I teU you, ye will not believe. •• And 
if I ask, ye will not answer. •^But henceforth shall the Son 
of man sit on the right hand of the power of God. '<* And 
they all said : Art thou then the Son of God? And he said 
to them : Ye say it ; for I am. " And they said : Why need 
we any further witness? For we ourselves heard it from his 
own mouth. 
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"Y T" TTT "^^^^^ *^® whole multitude of them arose, and led 
Jy^l.1.1.* him unto Pilate. * And they began to aoeoae him, 
saying : We found this man perverting our nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Caesar, saying that he himself is Christ, 
a king. ^ And Pilate aaked him, saying : Art thou the King 
of the Jews t And he answering said to him : Thou sayest it. 
^ And Pilate said to the chief priests and the multitudes : I find 
no fault in this man. '^ And they were the more violeiit, say- 
ing : He stirs up the people, teaching throughout all Jud»a, 
beginning from Galilee, unto this place. 

* When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked if the man is a 
Galilsean. ^ And learning that he belonged to Herod's Juris- 
diction, he sent' him up to Herod, who also was himself in 
Jerusalem at that time. 

® And Herod, when he saw Jesus, rejoiced greatly ; for he 
had desired for a long time to see him, because he had heard 
concerning him ; and he hoped to see some sign wrought by 
him. ' And he questioned him in many words ; but he an- 
swered him nothing. ^<>And the chief priests and scribes 
stood, vehemently accusing him. ^ And Herod with his men 
of war set him at naught, and mocked him, and arraying him 
in a gorgeous robe sent him back to Pilate. ^' And Pilate and 
Herod on that day became friends with each other ; for before 
they were at enmity between themselves. 

^' And Pilate, having called together the chief priests and 
the rulers and the people, ^^ said to them : Ye brought to me 
this man, as one perverting the people ; and, behold, I, haying 
examined him beforo you, found no fault in this man, touch* 
ing those things whereof ye accuse him. " No, nor yet Herod ; 
for I sent you up to him ; and behold, nothing worthy of death 
has been done by him. ^* I will therefore chastise, and release 
him. 1^ And they cried out all at once, saying : Away with this 
man, and release to us Barabbas I ^* (who for a certain sedi- 
tion made in the city, and for murder, was cast into prison.)

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<o Again, therefore, Pilate spoke to them, dediing to release 
Jeens. '* But they cried, saying : Crucify, crucify him. *" And 
a third time he said to them : What evil then has this man 
done T I found no cause of death in him. I will therefore 
chastise, and release him. ** And they were urgent with loud 
voices, requiring that he should he crucified. And their 
voices and those of the chief priests xyrevailed. ** And Pilate 
gave sentence, that what they required should be done. 
'^ And he released him who for sedition and murder was cast 
into prison, whom they required ; but Jesus he delivered up 
to their will. 

** And as they led him away, they laid hold of one Simon a 
Cyrenian, coming from the country, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Jesus. '""And there fol- 
lowed him a great company of the people, and of women who 
also bewaUed and lamented him. ''But Jesus turning to 
them said : Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your children. ••For, behold, 
days are coming in which they shall say : Happy the barren, 
and wombs that never bore, and breasts that never gave suck. 
**Then shall they begin to say to the mountains : Fall on us ; 
and to the hills : Cover us. '^ For if they do these things in 
the gpreen tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 

•And there were also two others, malefactors, led with him 
to be put to death. •* And when they had gone away to the 
place which is called A Skull, there they crucified him, and 
the male&ctors, one on the right hand, and the other on the 
left. '••And Jesus said : Father, forgive them ; for they know 
not what they do. And they divided his garments, casting 
lots. 

"And the people stood beholding. And the rulers also 
scoffed, saying : Others he saved ; let him save himself, if he 
is the Christ, the chosen of God. ••And the soldiers also 
coming to him mocked him, ofibring him vinegar, •''and 
saying : If thou art the King of the Jews, save thyself. 

••And there was an inscription written ov«t YiVovx^^^SV^ 
IS THE Kme OF THE JEWS. 
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''And one of the malefactors who were hanged railed at 
him, saying: If thou art the Christ, save thyself and ns. 
^But the other answering rebuked him, saying: ]>0Bt thou 
not even fear God, seeing thou art in the same oondemnation t 
^ And we indeed justly ; for we are reoeiying the due reward 
of our deeds ; but this man did nothing amiss. ^ And he said 
to Jesus ; Bemember me, when thou oomest in thy kingdom. 
^ And Jesus said to him : Yerily I say to thee, to-day thou 
shalt be with me in paradise. 

^ And it was about the sixth hour ; and darkness came •▼or 

the whole land until the ninth hour. ^And the sun was 

darkened ; and the rail of the temple was rent in the midst. 

^ And Jesus, crying with a loud voice, said : Father, into th^ 

hands I commit my spirit. And having said thi% he expired. 

^^ And the centurion, seeing what was done, glorified God, 
saying : Yerily, this man was righteous I ^ And all the mul- 
titudes who had come together to that sight, having beheld 
the things that were done, returned, beating their breasts. 
^* And aU his acquaintance were standing afeur ofiT, and women 
who had followed him from Oalilee, beholding these things. 
otMi4c£-^And, behold, a man named Joseph, a counsdOT . a good 
and just man, ^* (he had not consented to their counsel and 
deed), from Arimathtea a dty of the Jews> who was waiting 
for the kingdom of God, ^^ this man went to Pilate, and asked 
for the body of Jesus. ^And taking it down, he wrapped 
it in linen, and laid it in a sepulchre that was hewn in the 
rock, where no one was yet laid. ^And it was the day of 
preparation, and the sabbath drew on. ^^And the women 
also, who had come with him out of Galilee, followed after, 
and ^wed the sepulchre, and how his body was laid. . ** And 
returning, they prepared spices and ointments; and on the 
sabbath they rested, according to the commandmyent. 
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"Y YTTT Now on the first day of the week, very early in 
JyJ\.l. Y • the morning, they came to the sepulchre, bringing 
, the spicea which they prepared. ^ And they found the stone 
rolled away from the sepulchx^ ^ Aiid entering in, they found 
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not the bodj oi the Loid JesuB. ^ And it came to pass, that 
as they were mnch perplexed concerning this, behold two men 
stood bj them in shining garments. ' And they being afraid 
and bowing their feuses to the earth, they said to them : Why 
seek ye the living among the dead ? * He is not here, bat is 
risen. Bemember how he leqpoke to yon when he was yet in 
Ghdilee, "^ saying: the Son of man mn^t be delivered into the 
hands of slnfol men, and be cmcified, and on the third day 
rise again. ^ And they remembered his words. 

•And returning from the sepulchre, they reported all these 
things to the eleven, and to all the rest. ^ And it was Mary 
the Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and the other women with them, who said these things to the 
aposties. " And their words seemed to them as idle talk, and 
they believed them not 

" Bat Peter rose up, and ran to the sepulchre ; and stooping 
down, he beholds the linen cloths lying by themselves; and 
he departed to his home, wondering at that which was come 
topass. 

"And, behdid, two of them were going on that same day to 
a village called Emmaus, distant sixty furlongs from Jerusalem. 
^And they were conversing together concerning all these 
things that had taken place. ^' And it came to pass, that while 
they were conversing and reasoning, Jesus himself drew near, 
and went with them. ** But their eyes were holden that they 
shoiikl not know him. 

''And he said to them: What communications are these, 
that ye have one with another, as ye walk, and are sad? 
"And one, whose name was Cleopas, answering said to him : 
Best thou alone sojourn in Jerusalem and not know the things 
that have eome to pass there in these days ? ^' And he said to 
them: What things? And they said to hun: The things 
oonceming Jesus of Nazareth, who was a prophet mighty in 
dsed and word before God and all the people; ^and how 
the chief priests and our rulers delivered him up to be con- 
demned to death, and crucified him. '^ But ^^ -^ete V^-^^Kx^X 
that it was he who wag to redeem Israel.

^ Yea, and certain women also of onr company made ns as- 
tonished, who were early at the seprdchre; •'and not find- 
ing his body, came saying, that they had also seen a vimon 
of angels, who say that he is alive. •*And some of those 
who were with ns went away to the sepnlchre, and found it 
even so as the women said ; but him they saw not. 

**Then he said to them: O foolish, and slow of heart to 
believe all that the prophets have spoken I ••Was it not 
necessary, that the Christ shonld snfibr these things, and ester 
into his glory? •^And beginning from Moses, and all the 
prophets, he explained to them in all the Scriptures the things 
concerning himself. 

•®And they drew near to the village, whither they were 
going; and he made as though he would go further. ••But 
they constrained him, saying : Abide with us ; for it is toward 
evening, and the day has declined. And he went in to abide 
with them. 

^ And it came to pass, that as he was reclining at table with 
them, he took bread, and blessed it, and breaking, gave to 
them. '^And their eyes were opened, and they knew him; 
and he vanished out of their sight. •• And they said one to 
another : Did not our heart bum within us, whfle he talked to 
us in the way, and while he opened to us the Scriptures ? 

•8 And rising up in the same hour, they returned to Jerusa- 
lem, and found tho eleven and those who were with them 
gathered together; "saying: The Lord is risen indeed, and 
appeared to Simon. ^ And they related what things were done 
in the way, and how he became known by them in the break- 
ing of bread. 

'•And while they were speaking these things, he himself 
stood in the midst of them, and says to them : Peace be to 
you. *» But they were terrified and afiHghted, and supposed 
that they beheld a spirit. » And he said to them : Why are 
je troubled? And wherefore do thoughts arise in your 
'hearts? *»See my hands and my feet, that it is I myself. 
Handle me, and see ; for a spViW. \l8A tiq^> ^«&\l and bones, as 
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ye see me have. ^ And haying said this, he showed them his 
hands and his feet. *^ And while they yet believed not for 
joy, and wondered, he said to them : Have ye here anything to 
eat 9 ^ And they gave him a piece of a broiled fish, and of a 
honeyocnnb. ^ And he took, and ate it before them. ^And 
he said to them : These are my words which I spoke to yon, 
while I was yet with you, that all things must be fulfilled, 
which are written in the law of Moses, and the prophets, and 
psalms, concerning me. ^ Then he opened their understand- 
ing, that they might understand the Scriptures. ^And he 
said to them : Thus it is written, that the Christ should suffer, 
and should rise from the dead on the third day ; ^^ and that 
repentance and remission of sins should be preached in his 
name among all the nations, beginning at Jerusalem. ^ Ye 
are witnesses of these things. , 

^ And, behold, I send forth the promise of my Father upon 
yoo. But do ye tarry in the city, until ye are endued with 
power from on high. 

^ And he led them out as far as to Bethany ; and lifting up 
his hands, he blessed them. ^^ And it came to pass, while he 
blessed them, that he parted from them, and was borne up 
into heaven. ^' And they, having worshiped him, returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy; ^and were continually in the 
temple, prai£dng and blessing God.

I Ik the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with 
• Gk>d, and the Word was God. ' The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. ' All things were made by him ; and with- 
out him was nothing made that has been made. ^ In him was 
life ; and the life was the light of men. ^ And the light shines 
in the darkness ; and the darkness comprehended it not. 

y. & Or, were made through h!Ua 
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' There was a man. sent from God, whose name was John. 
^The same came ibr'Vitness, to bear witness of the light, 
that through him all might beliere. * He was not the light ; 
hat [came] to bear witness of the light. * There was the tnie 
light, which lights every man that comes into the world. ^®He 
was in the world, and the world was made by him, and the 
world knew him not. " He came to his own, and his own 
received him not. ^* But as many as received him, to them he 
gave power to become children of God, to those who believ6_ 
on hi6 name ; ^' who were bom, not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of GKxL 

1^ And the Word became flesh, and dwelt among ns ; and we 
beheld his glory, a gloiy as of the only begotten from the 
Father, full of grace and truth. 

^^ John bore witness of him ; and cried , saying : This was he 
of whom I said. He that comes after me is preferred before 
me, because he was before me. ^* Because out of his fullness 
we all received, and grace for grace. " For the law was given 
through Moses ; grace and truth came through Jesus Christ. 
^^No one has ever seen God ; the only begotten Son, who is in 
the bosom of the Father, he declared him. 

I'And this is the witness of John, when the Jews sent 
priests and Levites from Jerusalem to ask him : Who art 
thou ? ^ And he confessed, and denied not ; and he confessed : 
I am not the Christ. ^^ And they asked him : What then ? 
Art thou Elijah ? And he says : I am not. Art thou the 
Prophet? And he answered: No. ** They said therefore to 
him : Who art thou? that we may give an answer to those 
who sent us. What sayest thou of thyself? ** He said : I am 
the voice of one crying in the wilderness: Make straight 
the way of the Lord, as said Isaiah the prophet 

'^ And they who were sent were of the Pharisees. ''And 
they asked him, and said to him : Why then dost thou im- 
merse, if thou art not the Christ, nor Elijah, nor the Prophet? 
'*John answered them, saying: I inunerse in water. There

F. 16, Or, la become Vefore me; ^mckm*^ ira« prior to me. 
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stands one in the midst of 70a, wliom 70 know not ; *'' he who 
comes after me, the latchet of whose sandal I am not worthy 
to loose. 

^^These things took place in Bethany beyond the Jordan, 
where John was immersing. 

*^ On the morrow, he sees Jesns coming to hin^, and says : 
Behold the Lamb of God, that takes away the sin of the 
world I ^ This he of whom I said : After me comes a man 
who is preferred before me; because he was before me. 
'^ And I knew him not ; but that he might be made manifest 
to Israel, for this I came immersing in water. 

'^And John bore witness, saying: I have seen the Spirit 
descending as a dove out of heaven, and it abode upon him. 
'^ And I knew him not ; but he who sent me to immerse in 
water, the same said to me : Upon whom thou shalt see the 
Spirit descending, and abiding on him, the same is he who 
immerses in the Holy Spirit. ^And I have seen, and have 
borne witness, that this is the Son of God. 

''^ Again, on the morrow, John was standing, and two of his 
disciples ; ** and looking upon Jesus as he walked, he says : 
Behold the Lamb of God ! ^^ And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. ^And Jesus turning, and 
beholding them following, says to them: What seek ye? 
They said to him : Rabbi (which interpreted means, Teacher), 
where dost thou abide ? '* He says to them : Come, and ye 
shall see. They came and saw where he abode; and they 
abode with him that day. It was about the tenth hour. 

*> Andrew, the brother of Simon Peter, was one of the two 
who heard it J&om John, and followed him. *^ He first finds 
his brother Simon, and says to him: We have found the 
Messiah, which is interpreted, Christ. ^ And he brought him 
to Jesus. Jesus, beholding him, said: Thou art Simon the 
•on of Jonah ; thou shalt be called Cephas, .which is inter- 
preted, Peter. 
^On the morrow he would go forth into Galilee. And he 
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finds Philip; and Jeans says to him: Follow me. ^Now 
Philip was from Bethsaida, of the dty of Andrew and Peter. 
^ Philip finds Nathanael, and says to him : We have found him 
of whom Moses, in the law, and the presets wrote, Jesna the 
son of Joseph, who is from Nazareth. ^ And Nathanael said 
to him : Can any good thing come ont of Nazareth? Philip 
says to him : Come and see. ^^ Jesns saw Nathanael coming 
to him, and says of him : Behold an Israelite indeed, in whom 
is no guile I ^Nathanael says to him : Whence knowest thou 
me ? Jesus answered and said to him : Before Philip called 
thee, when thou wast under the fig-tree, I saw thee. ^ Na> 
thanael answered : Rabbi, thou art the Son of God, thou art 
the King of Israel. "^ Jesus answered and said to him: Be- 
cause I said to thee, I saw thee under the fig-tree, belierest 
thou? Thou shalt see greater things than these. '^ And he 
says to him : Verily, verily, I say to you, henceforth ye shall 
see heaven opened, and the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon the Son of man. 

nAjS[D on the third day there was a marriage in Cana 
• of GalUee ; and the mother of Jesus was there. * And 
Jesus also was bidden, and his disciples, to the marriage. 
'And wine having failed, the mother of Jesus says to him : 
They have no wine. ^ Jesus says to her : Woman, what have 
I to do with thee ? My hour is not yet come. "His mother 
says to the servants : Whatever he says to you, do it. • Now 
there were set there six water-pots of stone, after the Jewidi 
custom of purifying* containing two or three firkins a piece. 
^ Jesus says to them: fill the water-pots with water. And' 
they filled them up to the brim. 'And he says to them: 
Draw out now, and bear to the roler of the feast. And they 
bore it. • When the ruler of the feast tasted the water that was 
made wine (and he knew not whence it was, but the servantB 
who had drawn the water knew), the ruler of the feast called 
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the bridegroom, "and says to him : Every man sets forth the 
good wine first ; and when they have drunk fifeely, then that 
which is worse. Thou hast kept the good wine nntil now. 
11 Thishegixming of the signs Jesus wrought in Cana of Galilee, 
and manifested his glory ; and his disdples believed on him. 

^* After this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brothers, and his disciples ; and they abode 
there not many days. 

" And the paasover of the Jews was at hand ; and Jesus 
went up to Jerusalem. '^ And he found in the temple those 
who sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the money-changers 
idtting. \'And having made a scourge of small cords, he 
drove all x>ut of the temple, both the sheep and the oxen ; 
and xx>ured out the changers', money, and overthrew the 
tables; "and to those who sold doves he said: Take these 
things hence ; make not my Father's house a house of mer- 
chandise. " And his disciples remembered that it is written : 
Zeal for thy house consumes me. 

" The Jews therefore answered and said to him : What sign 
dost thou show to us, seeing that thou doest these things? 
"Jems answered and said to them : Destroy this temple, and 
in three days I will raise it up. '^ Therefore said the Jews : 
Forty and six years was this temple in building, and wilt thou 
raise it up in three days? ^^ But he said it of the temple of 
his body. *' When therefore he was risen firom the dead, his 
dtodples remembered that he said this ; and they believed the 
Scripture, and the word which Jesus spoke. 

••And when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, on the 
flsast-day, many believed on his name, beholding his signs 
which he wrought. **But Jesus did not trust himself to 
them, because he knew all men, ^ and had no need that any 
one should testify of man ; for he himself knew what was in 



m There was a man of the Pharisees, named Nicodemus, 
• a ruler of the Jews. ' The same cam© \o\s!mLVj T:\!gDN»,\ 
and said to him : Rabbi, we know that iViOU \ia»^. coiaft ^^ 
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teacher from God ; for no one can do these signs which thon 
doest, except God be with him. 

• Jesus answered and said to him : Verily, verily, I say to 
thee, except a man be bom a^in, he can not see the 
kingdom of God. * Nicodemus says to him : How can a man 
be bom when he is old ? Can he enter the second time into 
his mother's womb, and be bom ? 

* Jesus answered : Verily, verily, I say to thee, except a man 
be bom of water and the Spirit, he can not enter into the 
kingdom of God. • That which is bom of the flesh is flesh ; 
and that which is bom of the Spirit is spirit. ^Marvel not 
that I said to thee : Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind blows where it will, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but knowest not whence it comes, and whither it 
goes. So is every one that is bom of the Spirit. 

'Nicodemus answered and said to him: How can these 
things be ? ^^ Jesus answered and said to him : Art thou the 
teacher of Israel, and knowest not these things? "Verily, 
verily, I say to thee, we speak that which we know, and 
testify that which we have seen; and ye receive not our 
testimony. ^* If I told you the earthly things, and ye believe 
not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you the heavenly things? 
'^ And no one has ascended up into heaven, but he who came 
down out of heaven, the Son of Man who is in heaven. '* And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, so must the 
Son of man be lifted up ; " that every one who believes on 
him may have eternal life.

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TTT When therefore the Lord knew that the Pharisees 
J- * • heard, that Jesus made and immersed more disdides 
than John (' though Jesus himself immersed not, but his disci- 
ples), ^he left JudsDs^ and departed again into GbJilee. ^And 
he must go through Samaria. ^ He comes therefore to a city 
of Samaria, called Sjchar, near to the parcel of ground that 
Jacob gave to his son Joseph. * And Jacob's well was there. 
Jesus therefore, being wearied with the journey, sat down 
thus on the welL It was about the sixth hour. 

'' There comes a woman of Samaria to draw water. Jesus 
says to her : Qive me to drink. ^ For his disciples had gone 
away into the city to buy food. ' The Samaritan woman there- 
fore says to him : How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest 
drink of me, being a Samaritan woman ? For Jews do not 
associate with Samaritans. ^^ Jesus answered and said to her : 
If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is that says to 
thee, Qive me to drink, thou wouldest have asked of him, and 
he would have given thee living water. " The woman says 
to him : Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is 
deep. From whence then hast thou the living water. ^' Art 
thou greater than our father Jacob, who gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his children, and his cattle ? " Jesus 
answered and said to her : Every one that drinks of this water 
shall thirst again. ^^ But whoever drinks of the water that .1 
shall give him shall never thirst ; but the water that I shall 
give him shall become in him a well of water, springing up 
into everlasting life. ^* The woman says to him : Sir, give me 
this water, that I may not thirst, nor come hither to draw. 

^^ Jesus says to her : Go, call thy husband, and come hither. 
" The woman answered and said ; I have no husband. Jesus 
says to her: Thou saidst well : I have no husband. ^^ For them 
hast had five husbands ; and he whom thou now hast is not thy 
husband. That thou hast spoken truly. 

^* The woman says to him : Sir, I perceive that thou art a 
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prophet. '•Our fathers worshiped in this mountain ; Und ye 
say, that in Jerusalem is the place where men ought to wor- 
ship. •* Jesus says to her : Woman, believe me, an hour is 
coming, when ye shall neither in this moimtain nor in Jerusa- 
lem worship the Father. ** Ye worship that which ye know 
not ; we -v^orship that which we know ; because salvation is of 
the Jews. ** But an hour is coming, and now is, when the true 
worshipers shall worship the Father in spirit and in truth ; for 
such the Father seeks to worship him. '* God is spirit ; and 
they that worship him, must worship in spirit and in truth. 

" The woman says to him : I know that Messiah comes (who 
is called Christ) ; when he is come, he will tell us all things. 
*• Jesus says to her : I that speak to thee am he. *' And upon 
this came his disciples ; and they marveled that he talked with 
the woman. Yet no one said : What seekest thou t or, Why 
talkest thou with her ? ^ The woman then left her water-pot, 
and went away into the city ; and she says to the men : *• Come, 
see a man who told me all things that ever I did. Is this the 
Christ t " Then they went out of the city, and c^me to him. 

•* In the mean while the disciples prayed him, saying : Mas- 
ter, eat. '^ But he said to them : I have food to eat that ye 
know not of. " Therefore said the disciples one to another : 
Has any one brought him aught to eat t ** Jesus says to them : 
My food !s to do the will of him who sent me, and to finish 
hte work. ** Do ye not say, that there are yet four months, 
and then comes the harvest ? Behold, I say to you, lift up 
your eyes and look on the fields, that they are already white 
for harvest. *• And he that reajMS receives wages, and gathers 
fruit unto life eternal ; that both he that sows and he that 
reaps may rejoice together. "^ And herein is the true saying : 
One sows, and another reaps. '^I sent you to reap that 
whereon ye have not labored. Other men have labored, and 
ye have entered into their labor.

** Verily, verily, I say to you, he that hears my word, and 
believes him who sent me, has everlasting life, and comes not 
into judgment, but has passed out of death into life. ** Verily, 
verily, I say to you, an hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of Gtod ; and they that 
hear shall live. ^* For as the Father has life in himself, so he 
gave also to the Son to have life in himself. ^ And he gave 
him authority to execute judgment also, because he is a son of 
man. '^ Marvel not at this ; for an hour is coming, in which all 
that are in the graves shall hear his voice, ^and shall come 
forth ; they that did good, to the resurrection of life, and they 
that did evil, to the resurrection of judgment. 

^ I can of myself do nothing. As I hear, I judge ; and my 
judgment is just ; because I seek not my own will, but the 
wiU of him who sent me. 

**If I bear witness of myself, my witness is not true. 
'^ There is another that bears witness of me ; and I know that 
the witness which he witnesses of me is true. ^ Te have sent 
to John, and he has borne witness to the truth. •*But I 
receive the witness not from man ; but these things I say, that 
ye, might be saved. '^ He was the burning and shining lamp ; 
and ye were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. ■•But 
I have greater witness than that of John ; for the wosks 
which the Father gave me to finish, the works themselves that 
I do bear witness of me, that the Father has sent me. *< And 
the Father, who sent me, he has borne witness of me. Ye 
have neither heard his voice at any time, nor haVe ye seen Ida 
shape. ^ And ye have not his word abiding in you ; for wfaom 
he sent, him ye believe not. 

■* Search the Scriptures ; because in them ye think ye have 
eternal life, and these are they that testify of me; ^and ye, 
will not come to me, that ye may have life. ** I reoeive not 
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honor from men. **BTit I know yon, that ye have not the 
love of God in yon. ^ I have come in my Father's name, and 
ye receive me not ; if another shall come in his own name, 
him ye will receive. ** How can ye believe, receiving honor 
from one another, and the honor that is from God alone 
ye seek not ? ^ Do not think that I will accuse you to the 
Father ; there is one that accuses yon, Moses in whom ye have 
placed your hope. "** For if ye believed Moses, ye would be- 
lieve me ; for he wrote of me. ^^ But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe my words ? 

TTT After these things Jesus went away, beyond the sea 
» -L* of Galilee, which is the sea of Tiberias. 'And a great 
multitude followed him, because they saw the signs which he 
wrought <m the sick. * And Jesus went up into the mountain, 
and there he sat with his disciples. ^ And the passover, the 
feast of the Jews, was near. ^ Jesus therefore liftiog up his 
eyes, and seeing that a great multitude is coming to him, says 
to Philip : Whence shall we buy bread that these may eat ? 
* And this he said to try him ; for he himself knew what he 
wafi about to da ^ Philip answered him : Two hundred de- 
scries worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that each one 
may take a little. ' One of his disciples, Andrew, the brother 
of Simon Peter, says to him : • There is a lad here, who has 
five barley loaves and two small fishes ; but what are they 
among so many? ^^ Jesus said: Make the men lie down. 
Now there was much grass in the place. So the men lay 
down, in number about five thousand. ^^ And^ Jesus took the 
loaves ; and having given thanks, he distributed to those who 
were lying down ; and likewise of the fishes as much as they 
desired. ^^ When they were filled, he said to his disciples : 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that nothing be lost. 
"Therefore they gathered them together, and filled twelve 
baskets with fragments of the five barley loaves, which re- 
loained over and above to those who had eaten. ^^ The men ( 
therefore, seeing the sign that Jesus wrought, »Bi<\'. 'YVs^Sa'^Jl 
a troth the Prophet that comes into the world. 
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** Jesus therefore, knowing that thej were about to come 
and take him hj force, to make him a king, withdrew again 
into the mountain, himsdf alone. ^* And when evening came, 
his disciples went down to the sea, ^^ and entering into the ship, 
were going over the sea to Capernaum. And it was now dark, 
and Jesus had not come, to them ; ^^ and as a strong wind was 
blowing, the sea began to ri^. ^* When therefore thej had 
rowed about twenty-five or thirty furlongs, they see Jesus 
walking on the sea, and drawjuig near to the ship ; and thej 
were afraid. ^ But he says to them : It is I, be not afraid. 
** They therefore willingly received him into the ship ; and 
immediately the ship was at the land whither they were going. 

'^ On the morrow, the multitude that stood on the other side 
of the sea, seeing that there was no other boat there bat one, 
and that Jesus went not with his disciples into the ship, but his 
disciples went away alone {^ but there came other boats from 
Tiberias near to the place where they ate bread, when the 
Lord had given thanks) ; ^ when therefore the multitude saw 
that Jesus was not there, nor his disciples, they themselves 
entered into the boats, and came to Capernaum, seeking for 
Jesus. ^'^ And having found him on the other side of the sea, 
they said to him : Rabbi, when camest thou hither? ** Jesus 
answered them and said : Verily, verily, I say to you, ye seek 
me, not because ye saw signs, but because ye ate of the loaves 
and were filled. *' Work not for the food that perishes, but 
for the food that endures unto everlasting life, which the Son 
of man will give to you ; for him the Father, God, has sealed. 
'^ Therefore they said to him : What shall we do, that we may 
work the works of Qod 1 ^^ Jesus answered and said to them : 
This is the work of God, that ye believe on him whom he 
sent. ^ They therefore said to him : What sign doest thoa 
then, that we may see, and believe thee ? Wh|it dost thoa 
work ? '^ Our fathers ate the manna in the wilderness ; as it is 
written: He gave them bread from heaven to 
eat. ^ Jesus therefore said to them : Verily, verily, I say to 
jroa, MoBea has not given you the bread from heaven ; but my 
father gives you the trua bieaA. ttom. heaven. » For the 
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biead of God is that which' comes down out of heaven, and 
gives life to the world. 

^Thej therefore said to him : Lord, evermore give ns this 
bread. *'^Jesas said to them: I am the bread of life. He 
that comes to me shall never htmger, and he that believes on 
me shall never thirst. <* But I said to jou, that je have also 
seen me, and do not believe. ^ All that the Father gives me 
will ccnne to me ; and him that comes to me I will not cast 
oat. ^ Because I have come down from heaven, not to do mj 
own will, but the will of him who sent me. ^ And this is the 
wiU of him who sent me, that of all which he has given me I 
should lose nothing, but should raise it up at the last d&j, 
^ For this is the will of my Father, that every one who sees 
the Son, and believes on him, may have everlasting life ; and 
I will raise him up at the last day. 

^ The Jews therefore murmured at him, because he said : I 
am the bread that came down out of heaven. ^ And they 
said : Is not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father and 
mother we know ? How then does this man say : I have come 
down out of heaven t 

^ Jesus answered and said to them : Murmur not among your- 
selves. ^ No one can come to me, except the Father who sent 
me draw him ; and I will raise him up at the last day. ^ It is 
written in the prophets: And they shall all be taught 

f O o d. Every one that has hea rd fro m the Father, and has 
learned, comes to me. ^ Not that any one has seen the Father, 
save he who is from God ; he has seen the Father. 

♦'Verily, verily, I say to you, he that believes on me has 
everlasting life. « I am the bread of life. *• Your fathers ate 
the manna in the wilderness, and are dead. ^This is the 
bread that comes down out of heaven, that one may eat 
thereof; and not die. >^ I am the living bread that came down 
out of heaven. If any one eat of this bread, he shall live 
fbrever ; yea, and the bread that I will give is my flesh, which 

1 wiU give for the life of the world. 

F. S& Or, is he who 
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'^ The Jews therefore contended with one another, saying : 
How can this man give us his flesh to eat? "Jesus thezefinre 
said to them : Verilj, verilj, I saj to you, except ye eat the 
flesh of the Son of man, and drink his hlood, ye have no life 
in you. ^He that eats my flesh, and drinks my blood, has 
eternal life ; and I will raise him up at the last day. ^ For 
my flesh is true food, and my blood is true drink. ^ He that 
eats my flesh, and drinks my blood, abides in me, and I in 
him. ^^ As the living Father has sent me, and I live because 
of the Father ,* so he that eats me, he also shall live because 
of me. *^ This is the bread that came down out of heaven. 
Not as your fethers ate the manna, and are dead; he that 
eats of this b^iad shall live forever. 

'* These things he said in the synagogue, while teaching in 
Capernaum. 

^ Many therefore of his disciples, when they heard it, said : 
This isa hard saying ; who can hear it ? *^ But Jesus, knowing 
in himself that his disciples murmured at this, said to them : 
Does this offend you? «> What then if ye behold the Son of 
man ascending up where ho was before ? " It is the spirit 
that makes alive, the flesh profits nothing ; the words which I 
have spoken to you are spirit, and are life. ** But there aie 
some of you that believe not. For Jesus knew £rom the be- 
gioning who thsy were that believed not, and who it was that 
should betray him. *'^ And he said : For this cause I have said 
to you, that no one can come to me, except it be given him 
from the Father. 

^From this time many of his diseiples went back, and 
walked no more with him. 

^'^ Jesus said therefore to the twelve : Will ye also go aveay ? 
^ Simon Peter answered him : Lord, to whom shall we go ? 
Thou hast words of eternal life. ** And we believe and know, 
that thou art the Holy One of God. ^^ Jesus answered them : 
Did I not choose you, the twelve, and one of you is a devil? 
'^^ He spoke of Judas Iscariot, son of Simon ; for he it was that 
would betray him, being one of the twelve. 
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mAjTD after these things Jesns walked in Galilee ; for 
» he wonkL not walk in Jad»a, because the Jews were 
seeking to kill him. 

* Now the feast of the Jews, the feast of tabernacles, was at 
hand. * His brothers therefore said to him : Depart hence, and 
go into Jndsa, that thj disciples also maj behold thy works 
that thoa doest. ^ For no one does anything in secret, and he 
himself seeks to be known openly. If thoa doest these things, 
manifest thyself to the world. * For neither did his brothers 
believe on him. * Jesus therefore says to them : My time is 
not yet come ; bat yoor time is always ready. ^ The world can 
not hate yoa ; but me it hates, becaose I testify of it, that its 
woiks are eriL ^Go ye up to the fisast. I go not np to this 
feast ; becaose my time is not yet fully come. 

* Having said these things to them, he remained in Galilee. 
^Bat when his brothers were gone up to the feast, then he 
also went up, not openly, bat as it were in secret. 

"The Jews therefore sought him at the feast, and said: 
Where is he ? ^' And there was much murmuring among the 
multitudes concerning him. Some said : He is a good man ; 
others said : Nay, but he misleads the multitude. ^' No one, 
however, fspdke openly of him, for fear of the Jews. 

^ But when it was already the midst of the feast, Jesus went 
up into the temple and taught. ^ And the Jews wondered, 
saying: How knows this man letters, having never learned? 
" Jesus therefore answered them, and said : My teaching is not 
mine, but his who sent me. ^^ If any one desiies to do his will, 
he shall know of the teaching, whether it is of God, or whether 
I Bpeak from myself. ^^ He that speaks from himself seeks his 
own glory; bid he that seeks the giory of him who sent him, 
the same is true, and there is no unrighteousness in him. 

^Has not Moses given you the law, and none of you keeps 
tbe law? Why do ye seek to kill me? ^The multitude 
aii8W«nd and said : Thou hast a demon ; who seeks to kill thee ? 
'^ Jesus answered and said to them : I did one woik.,«xA^^^S^ 
marveL ^ Moses has for this cause givexi yoa caxc;v]asifi^shfin:^ 
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not that it is of Moees, but of the fathers ; and on the sabbath 
je circumcise a man. ^^ If a man receives circurndsion on the 
sabbath, that the law of Moses m».j not be broken ; are ye 
angry at me, because I made a man altogether whole on the 
sabbath? '^ Judge not according to appearance, but judge the 
righteous judgment. 

'^ Then said some of those of Jerusalem : Is not this he whom 
they seek to kill ? '^ But, lo, he speaks boldly, and they say 
nothing to him. Did the rulers know in truth that this is the 
Christ ? ^"^ But we know this man, whence he is ; but when^ihe 
Christ comes, no one knows whence he is. 

'^ Jesus therefore cried, teaching in the temple and saying: 
Ye both know me, and ye know whence I am ; and I have not 
come of myself, but he that sent me is true, whom ye know 
not. ^* I kjiow him ; because I am from him, and he sent me. 
^ Therefore they sought to seize him ; and no one laid hands 
on him, because his hour had not yet come. 

'^But of the multitude many believed on him, and said: 
When the Christ comes, will he work more signs than these 
which this man wrought ? ^ The Pharisees heard the mulr 
titude murmuring these things concerning him ; and the chief 
priests and the Pharisees sent officers to seize him. ^ Jesus 
therefore said : Yet a little while I am with you, and I go 
to him who sent me. ^ Ye will seek me, and shall not find 
me; and where I am, ye can not come. <^The Jews said 
therefore among themselves : Whither will this man go, that 
we shall not find him ? Will he go to those dispersed among 
the Greeks, and teach the Greeks ? ^ What is this saying that 
he said : Ye will seek me, and shall not find me ; and where I 
am, ye can not come. 

*^ In the last day, the great day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying : If any one thirst, let him come to me and drink. 
^ He that believes on me, as said the Scripture, out of his beUy 
shall flow rivers of living water. ^ And this he spoke concern- 
ing the Spirit, which they that believe on him should receive; 

y. 26. Or^ \iaye \ihe TtiVen oome to know 
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for the HqI7 Spirit was not yet [given], beoauae Jeans was not 
jet Verified. 

^ Some of the mnltitnde therefore, hearing the words, said : 
Of a troth this is the Prophet. ^Others said : This is the 
Christ Bat some said: Does the Christ then come oat of 
Galilee? ^Did not the Scripture saj, that the Christ comes 
of the seed of David, and £rom the town of Bethlehem, where 
David was ? ^ A di^ii^on therefore arose among the moltitode 
becanse of him. ^ And some of them desired to seize him ; 
bat no one laid hands on him. 

tf The officers therefore came to the chief priests and Phari- 
sees ; and they said to them : Why did ye not bring him? 
^The officers answered: Never man spoke like this man. 
^ The Pharisees answered th^n : Are ye also led astray ? 
^ Did any of the rolers believe on him, or of the Pharisees ? 
41 Bat this multitude, that know not the law, are accursed. 
"^Kioodemus says to them (he who came to him by night, 
being <»ie of them) : *> Does our law judge a man, except it 
first hear from him, and know what he does? ''They an- 
swered and said to him : Art thou also of Galilee ? Search, 
and see^ that out of Galilee arises no prophet. ^ [And each one 
went to his house. ^ Jesus went to the mount of the Olives. 

* And early in the morning he came again into the temple, 
and all the people came to him ; and having sat down, he was 
teaching them. ' And the scribes and the Pharisees bring to 
him a wcnnan taken in adultery ; and having placed her in the 
midst, ^ they say to him : Teacher, this woman was taken in 
adultery, in the very act. ' Now in the law Moses command- 
ed oSy that such should be stoned ; what then dost thou say? 
*This they said» tempting him, that they might have whereof 
to aocose him. But Jesus, having stooped down, was writing 
with his finger in the ground. ^ And as they continued asking 
him, raising himself up, he said to them : He that is without

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Bin among jou, let liim first cast the stone at her. ^And 
again stooping down, lie wrote in the ground. 'And they 
hearing it, and being convicted by their conscience, went out 
one by one, beginning at the eldest, unto the last ; and Jesus 
was left alone, and the woman standing in the midst. ^^ And 
Jesus raising himself up, and seeing none but the woman, said 
to her : Woman, where are they, thine accusers? Did no one 
condemn thee ? ^^ She said : No one. Lord. And Jesus said 
to her : Neither do I condemn thee ; go, and sin no more.] 

" Again therefore Jesus spoke to them, saying : I am the 
light of the world ; he that follows me shall not walk in the 
darkness, but shall have the light of life. " The Pharisees 
therefore said to him : Thou bearest witness of thyself; thy 
witness is not true. ^^ Jesus answered and said to them: 
Though I bear witness of myself, my witness is true ; because 
I know whence I came, and whither I go ; but ye know not 
whence I come, or whither I go. " Ye judge according to the 
flesh ; I judge no one. " And even if I judge, my judgment i9 
true ; because I am not alone, but I and the Father who sent 
me. " It is written also in your law, that the witness of two 
men is true. ^^ I am one that bear witness of myself, and the 
Father who sent me bears witness of me. " They said thero- 
fore to him: Where is thy Father. Jesus answered: Ye 
know neither me, nor my Father. If ye knew me, ye would 
know my Father also. 

^ These words he spoke in the treasury, while teaching in 
the temple ; and no one laid hands on him, because his hour 
had not yet come. 

'^ Again therefore he said to them : I go away, and ye will 
seek me, and shall die in your sin. Whither I go, ye can not 
come. **The Jews therefore said: Will he kill himself? 
because he says : Whither I go, ye can not come. *» And he 
said to them : Ye are from beneath ; I am from above. Ye 
are of this world ; I am not of this world. " I said therefore 
to you, that ye shall die in your sins ; for if ye believe not that 
lam he, ye shall die in your sins. '"Therefore they said to 
him : Who art thou? And Jesus ^Bii^LXft \.\iftTn; That which I 
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also say to you from the beginning^ ^ I liave many things to 
say and to judge oonceming you. But he who sent me is 
true ; and the things which I heard from him, these I speak to 
the woild. ** They understood not that he spoke to them of 
the Father. 

'^ Therefore Jesus said to them : When ye shall have lifted 
up the Son of man, then ye shall know that I am he ; and of 
myself I do nothing, but as the Father taught me, those things 
I speak. ** And he who sent me is with me. He has not left 
me alone ; because I do always the things that please him. 
'I' As he spoke these words many believed on him. 

*^ Jesus therefore said to those Jews who have believed him : 
If ye continue in my word, ye are truly my disciples ; ** and ye 
shall know the truth, and the trulli will make you free. 
''They answered him: We are Abraham's seed, and have 
never been in bondage to any one. How sayest thou : Te 
shall be made free ? ** Jesus answered them : Verily, verily, 
I aay to you, every one who commits sin is a servant of sin. 
»And the servant abides not in the house forever. ••The 
Son abides forever ; if therefore the Son shall make you free, 
ye will be free indeed. '^I know that ye are Abraham's 
seed ; but ye seek to kill me, because my word has no place 
in you. •'I speak what I have seen with my Father ; and ye 
theerefoie do what ye have heard from your frither. 

••They answered and said to him : Our father is Abraham. 
Jesus says to them : If ye were children of Abraham, ye would 
do the works of Abraham. ^But now ye seek to kill me, a 
man who has spoken to you the truth, which I heard from God. 
This Abraham did not. ** Ye do the works of your father. 
They said to him : We were not bom of fornication ; we have 
one fkther, Gk)d. ^ Jesus said to them: If God were your 
fiither, ye would love me ; for from God I came forth, and am 
oome ; neither have I come of myself, but he sent me. ^ Why 
do ye not understand my speech ? Because ye can uot hear 
my word. ^ Ye are of your father the Devil, and the lusts of 
your fitther ye will do. He was a murderer from. lYi!^ \se<^^- 
ning, and abides not in the tnith, becauae tiutla. \& xvo\. \xi\s&xi^ 
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When lie speaks a lie, he speaks of liis own ; because be is s 
liar, and the &ther of it. ^ And because I speak the truth, ye 
believe me not. 

^ Which of yon convicts me of sin ? If I speak truth, why 
do ye not believe me ? *' He that is of God hears God's wrads ; 
ye therefore hear not, because ye ^az^ not of Qod. 

^ The Jews answered and said to him : Say we not well, that 
thou art a Samaritan, and hast a demon? >* Jesns answered: 
I have not a demon ; but I honor my Father, and ye dishonor 
me. ^^ And I seek not myoWn glory^; there is one that seeks^ 
and judges. '^^ Verily, verily, I say to you, if any one keep 
my saying, he shall not see death, forever. ^The Jews said 
to him : Now we know that thou hast a demon: Abraham is 
dead, ond.the prophets ; and thou sayest : If a' man keep my 
saying, he shall not taste of death, forever. '^ Art thou greater 
than our &ther Abraham, who is dead? And thei prophets are 
dead. Whom makest thou thyself? ^ Jesus answered: If I 
honor myself, my honor is nothing. It is my Father thai 
honors me, of whom ye say, that he is your God. *'' And ye 
know him not ; but I know him. And if I say, I know hbn 
not, I shall be a liar like to you. But I know him, and I keep 
his word. ^Abraham, your feither, rejoiced to see my day; 
and he saw it, and was glad. ^"^ The Jews therefore said to 
him : Thou art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou seen 
Abraham ? ^^ Jesus said to them : Verily, verily, I say to you, 
before Abraham was, I am. ^^ They took up stones therefore « 
to cast at him. But Jesus hid himself, and went out of th»^ 
temple. 

TV And passing along, he saw a man blind firom his birth. 
X Jk* s j^^ }^ disciples asked him, saying : Miaster, who sin- 
ned, this man or his parents, that he should be Ixnm bUndt 
'Jesus answered: Neither this man sinned, nor his parents; 
but that the works of God should .be made manifest in him. 
^ I must work the works of him who s^t me, while it is day. 
Night is coming, when none eut wokrk. * As long as I am in 
the world, I am the light of ihib ^w^^Su 
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< Having tbuB spc^en, lie spit on the ground, and made day 
of the spittle, and anointed the eyes of the blind man with the 
day, ^ and said to him : Go, wash in the pool of Siloam (whidi 
ig interpreted, Sent). He went away therefore, and washed, 
and came seeing. 

^ The neighbors therefore, and they who before had seen 
him that he was a beggar, said : Is not this he that sits and 
begs ? *Some said : This is he ; and others : He is like him ; 
he said : I am he. '^ Therefore they said to him : How were 
thine eyes opened? " He answered : A man called Jesus made 
day, and anointed mine eyes, and sud to me : Go to the pool 
of Siloam, and wadx. And I went away and washed, and 
received sight. ^'They said to him: Where is he? He said: 
I know not. 

"They bring to the Pharisees him who before was blind. 
'^And it was the sabbath when Jesus made the day, and 
opened his eyes. "Again therefore the -Pharisees also asked 
him, how he received sight. He said to them : He put day 
upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. " Therefore some 
of the Pharisees said : This man is not from God, because ho 
keeps not the sabbath. Others said : How can a man that is a 
sinner do sudi signs ? And there was a division among them. 
'^ Thflj say to the blind man again : What sayest thou of him, 
seeing that he opened thine eyes ? He said : He is a Prophet. 
"The Jews therefore did not believe concerning him, that 
he was blind and received sight, until they called the parents 
of him that received sight. " And they asked them, saying : 
Is this your son, who ye say was bom blind ? How then does 
he now see? *®His parents answered them and said: We 
know that this is our son, and that he was bom blind. ^^ But 
hj what means he now sees, we know not ; or who opened his 
eyes, we know not. He is of age; ask h^. He shall speak 
iot himself. ''These words spoke his parents, because they 
fiaajped the Jews ; for the Jews had agreed already, that if any 
one acknowledged him as Christ, he should be put out of the 
synagogue. ''Therefore his parents said: He ia oi «c|^<d\ «^ 
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*^They theiefore called a second time the man tliat was 
blind, and said to him : Give glory to God ; we know that this 
man is a sinner. ^ He answered therefore : Whether he is a 
sinner, I know not ; one thing I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see. '• They therefore said to him : What did he 
to thee ? How opened he thine eyes ? •' He answered them : 
I told you already, and ye did not hear. Wherefore would ye 
hear again? Will ye also become his disciples? •^They re- 
viled him, and said: Thou art his disciple; but we are 
Moses* disciples. ** We know that God has spoken to Moses; 
bnt this man we know not, whence he is. "^The man an- 
swered and said to them : Why herein is a maryeloos thing, 
that ye know not whence he is, and he opened mine eyes. 
*^ Now we know that God hears not sinners. But if any one 
is a worshiper of God, and does his will, him he hears. ^ Since 
the world began, it was not heard that any one opened the 
eyes of one bom blind. ''If this man were not from Ck)d, 
he could do nothing. '^They answered and said to him: 
Thou wast altogether bom in sins, and dost thou teach ns ? 
And they cast him out. 

"^ Jesus heard that they cast him out ; and finding him, he 
said to him : Dost thou believe on the Son of God? "He 
answered and said : Who then is he. Lord, that I may believe 
on him? ^ And Jesus said to him : Thou hast both seen him, 
and he it is that talks Ji^ith thee. ''And he said : Lord, I 
believe. And he worshiped him. 

"And Jesus said: For judgment came I into this world; 
that they who see not may see, and that they who see may 
become blind. *> And some of the Pharisees who were with 
him heard these words, and said to him : Are we also blind? 
** Jesus said to them : If ye were blind, ye would not have 
sin. But now ye say : We see. Your sin remains I 

X Verily, verily, I say to you : He that enters not throu^^ 
• the door into the sheepfold, but climbs up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a robber. «But he that enters in 
tbrongh the door is tbe Bhephet^ cA \laft ^\kfift^, ' To him the 
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porter opens, and the sheep hear his yoice ; and he calls his 
sheep hj name, and leads them ont. ^ And when he has put 
forth all his own, he goes before them ; and the sheep follow 
him, for thej know his voice. ' And a stranger they will not 
follow, but will flee from him ; because they know not the 
voice of strangers. 

*Thi8 parable spoke Jesns to them ; bat they understood 
not what things they were which he spoke to them. 

^Therefore said Jesns to them again : Verily, verily,. I say to 
yon, I am the door of the sheep. ^ All who came before me 
are thieves and robbers ; but the sheep did not hear them. * I 
am the door. If any one enter in through me, he shall be 
saved, and shall go in and out and find pasture. ^^ The thief 
comes not but to steal, and to kUl, and to destroy. I came that 
they may have life, and that they may have it abundantly. 

" I am the good shepherd. The gdbd shepherd lays down 
his life for the sheep. '^ But he that is a hireling, and not a 
shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, sees the wolf coming, 
and leaves the sheep, and flees ; and the wolf catches them, 
and scatters the sheep. ^^ The hireling flees, because he is a 
hireling, and cares not for the sheep. ^^I am the good shep- 
herd; and I know mine, and am known by mine, ^^as the 
Father knows me, and I know the Father ; and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. ^^ And other sheep I have, which are not 
of this fold. Them also I must bring, and they shall hear my 
T(^ce ; and there shall be one flock, one shepherd. " For this 
the Father loves me, because I lay down my life, that I may 
take it again. '^No one takes it from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. I have authority to lay it down, and I have authority 
to take it again. This commandment I received from my 
Father. 

" Agidn there arose a division among the Jews because of 
these words. ^ And many of them said : He has a demon, 
and is mad; why do ye hear him ? "Others said: These are 
not the words of one that has a demon. Can a demon open 
the eyes of the blind ?

had not died. *' But even now, I know that whatever thou 
Bhalt ask of God, Gk)d will give it thee. " Jeeus says to her : 
Thy brother will rise again. *^ Martha sajB to him : I know 
that he wiU rise again, in the resurrection at the last day. 
*'^ Jesus said to her: I am the resurrection, and the life; he 
that believes on me, though he be dead, yet shall he live ; 
** and whoever lives and believes on me, shall never die. Be- 
lievest thou this ? ^ She says to him : Yea, Lord ; I believe 
that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, who comes into the 
world. 

*^ And having said this, she went away, and called Mary her 
sister secretly, saying : The Teacher is come, and calls for thee. 
** And she, when she heard it, rises quickly and comes to him. 

»®Now Jesus had not yet come into the village, but wb« in 
the place where Martha met him. '* The Jews therefore who 
were with her in the house and comforting her, when they saw 
that Mary rose up hastily and went out, followed her, saying: 
She goes to the tomb to weep there. 

•'Mary therefore, when she came where Jesus was, seeing 
him, fell down at his feet, saying to him : Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. 

^ Jesus therefore, when he saw her weeping, and the Jews 
weeing who came with her, groaned in spirit, and was 
troubled. »*And he SMd: Where have ye laid him? Th^ 
say to him : Lord, come and see. ^ Jesus wept. 

"^The Jews therefore said: Behold how he loved him! 
^ And some of them said : Gould not this man, who opened 
the eyes of the blind, have caused even that this man should 
not have died ? ^ Jesus therefore, again groaning in himselt 
comes to the tomb. It was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

^* Jesus says : Take away the stone. The sister of him that 
was dead, Martha, says to him: Lord, by this time he is 
offensive ; for he has been dead four days. ^ Jesus says to 
her : Said I not to thee, that, if thou believe, thou shalt see 
the glory of God? 

^80 thej took away the stone. And Jesus raised his eyes 
upward, &nd said : Father, 1 tlnaxOs. \\i<^ ^^^ VS^^^u didst hear 
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CHAPTER XI. 

me. ^ And I knew that thou always hearest me ; but for the 
Bake of the multitude standing around I said it, that they might 
believe that thou didst send me. ^ And having thus spoken, 
he cried with a loud voice : Lazarus, come forth. ** And he 
that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with grave 
clothes ; and his fSa,oe was bound about with a napkin. Jesus 
says to them : Loose him, and let him go. 

^ Many therefore of the Jews who came to Mary, and saw 
what he did, believed on him. *• But some of them went away 
to the Pharisees, and told them what Jesus did. 

^ Therefore the chief priests and the Pharisees gathered a 
council, and said : What do we, seeing that this man works 
many signs ? ** If we let him thus alone, all will believe on him ; 
and the Romans will come and take away both our place and 
xurtlon. ^And a certain one of them, Caiaphas, being high 
priest that year, said to them : Ye know nothing ; ^^ nor do ye 
consider that it is expedient for us, that one man die for the 
people, and not the whole nation perish. ^^ And this he spoke 
not of himself ; but being high priest that year, he prophesied 
that Jesus should die for the nation ;,'* and not for the nation 
only, but that also he should gather together into one the chll- 
dzei^ of Ck)d that were scattered abroad. 

"Therefore from that day forth they took counsel together 
to put him to death. "Jesus therefore no longer walked 
openly among the Jews ; but departed thence to the country 
near to the wilderness, to a city called Ephraim, and there 
eontinued with his disdples. 

■f And the passover of the Jews was at hand; and many 
went up to Jerusalem out of the country, before the passover, 
tliat they might purify themselves. " They sought therefore 
fixr Jesus, and said among themselves, as they stood in the 
temple : What think ye, that he will not come to the feast ? 
''Now the chief priests and the Pharisees had given a com- 
Bttndment, that, if any one knew where he was, he should 
make it known, that they might seize him.

IjrTT Thebefobe Jesufl, six days before the pessover, caQie 
JluXX. to Bethany, where LazaruB was who had been dead, 
whom Jesus raised from the dead. ^ They therefore made him 
a supper there, and Martha served ; and L&zarus was one of 
those who reclined at table with him. 

' Then Mary took a pound of ointment of pure spikenard, 
very costly, and anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet 
with her hair ; and the house was filled with the odor of the 
ointment ^Then says one of his disciples, Judas Iscariot, 
Simon's son, who was about to betray him : ^ Why was not this 
ointment sold for three hundred dendries, and given to the 
poor ? ^ This he said, not because he cared for the poor ; but 
because he was a thief, and had the bag, and bore what was 
put therein. '' Then said Jesus : Let her alone ; she has kept 
it to the day of my preparation for buriaL ®For the poor ye 
have always with you ; but me ye have not always. 

* A great multitude of the Jews therefore knew that he was 
there. And they came, not because of Jesus only, but that 
they might see Lazarus also, whom he raised from the dead. 

1^ But the chief priests consulted that they might put Lazarus 
also to death ; " because by reason of him many of the Jews 
went away, and believed on Jesus. 

" On the morrow a great multitude that had come to the 
feast, hearing that Jesus is coming to Jerusalem, ^'took 
branches of the pahn-trees and went forth to meet him, and 
cried : Hosanna ; blessed is he who comes in the name of the 
Lord, the King of IsraeL ^* And Jesus, having found a young 
ass, sat thereon ; as it is written : 

" Fear not, daughter of Zion ; 
Behold, thy King comes, 
Sitting on an ass's colt. 
'' These things his disciples understood not at the first. But 
when Jesus was glorified, then they remembered that thtibt 
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CHAPTER Xn. 

things were written of bim, and that they did these things to 
him. 

" The mnltitude therefore that was with him when he called 
Laafuros out of the tomb, and raised him from the dead« bore 
witness. ^^ For this the multitade also met him, because thej 
heard that he had wrought this sign. '* The Pharisees there- 
fore said among themselves : Perceive ye that ye avail nothing ? 
Behold, the world is gone after him. 

^ And there were certain Greeks, of those who come up to 
worship at the feast. ^^ These came therefore to Philip, who 
was from Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, saying : Sir, 
we would see Jesus. ** Philip comes and tdls Andrew; 
Andrew and Philip come and tell Jesus. « 

" And Jesus answered them, saying : The hour has come, 
that the Son of man should be glorified. ** Verily, verily, I 
say to you, except the grain of wheat fall into the ground and 
die, it abides alone ; but If it die, it brings forth much fruit. 
** He that loves his life shall lose it ; and he that hates his life 
in this world shall keep it unto life eternal. '* If any one 
sezre me, let him follow me ; and where I am, there shall also 
my servant be. If any one serve me, him will the Father 
honor. 

•^ Now is my soul troubled ; and what shall I say ? Father, 
WKve me from tlus hour I But for this cause came I unto this 
hour. *® Father, glorify thy name. Then there came a voice 
oat of heaven : I both have glorified it, and will glorify it 
again. 

*• The multitude therefore that stood by and heard, said that 
it thundered; others said: An angel has spoken to him. 
"^ Jesus answered and said : This voice came not for my sake, 
bat for your sakes. " Now is the judgment of this world ; 
now shidl the i»ince of this world be cast out. •'And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men to me. •* This 
he said, signifying by what manner of death he should die. 

**The multitude answered him : We heard out of th^ ^^ 
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that the Christ abides forever ; and how sajest thon : The Son 
of man most be lifted up? Who is this Son of man? ^ Jesus 
therefore said to them : Yet a little while is the light among 
jou. ^ Walk while je have the light, that darkness may not 
overtiEike you ; and he that walks in the darkness knows not 
whither he goes. '• While ye have the light, believe on the 
light, that ye may become sons of light. 

ThesQ things spoke Jesus, and departed, and hid himself 
from them. 

^ But though he had wrought so many signs before them, 
they did not believe on him ; ^ that the saying of Isaiah the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he spoke : 
Lord, who believed our report. 
And to whom was the arm of the Lord revealed ? 
''Therefore they could not believe, because Isaiah said 
again: 

^^He has blinded their eyes. 
And has hardened their heart ; 
That they should not see with their eyes. 
And understand with their heart. 
And turn, and I should heal them. 
^^ These things said Isaiah, because he saw his glory, and 
spoke of him. ^^ Yet, even of the rulers many believed on 
him ; but because of the Pharisees they did not acknowledge 
him, lest they should be put out of the synagogue ; ^for thi^ 
loved the glory of men more than the glory of God.

came, therefore, and broke the legs of the first, and of thf 
other who was crucified with him. ^ But when they came t( 
Jesus, and saw that he was already dead, they broke not hif 
legs. '^But one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his ^de, 
and forthwith there came out blood and water. 

^ And he that has seen has borne witness, and his witness ic 
true, and he knows that he says what is true, that ye atoo 
might believe. ^ For these things came to pass, that the scrip 
ture might be fulfilled: A bone of him shall nol 
be broken. "And again another scripture says: Thej 
shall look on him whom they pierced. 

'^ And after this, Joseph from Arimathsea, being a disdple d 
Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews, besought Pilate that 
he might take away the body of Jesus ; and Pilate gave him 
leave. He came therefore, and took away the body of Jesoa 
^ And there came also Nlcodemus, who at the first came to 
Jesus by night, bringing a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about • 
hundred pounds weight. **They took therefore the body of 
Jesus, and wound it in linen doths with the spices, as is the 
custom of the Jews to prepare for burial. 

^^Ajad Jn the place where he was crucified there was a gav- 
diso, and in the garden anew ee^TMo^'^hfirein no one ivaf 
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yet laid. ^ There they laid Jesus therefore, on accotmt of the 
preparatioii of the Jews, because the sepulchre was nigh at 
hand. 

"^ "^T And on the first day of the week Mary the Magdalene 
j \ A « oomes early, while it is yet dark, to the sepulchre, and 
sees the stone taken away out of the sepulchre. ' She runs 
tlieorefbro and comes to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, 
-vrhom Jesos loved, and says to them : They took away the 
Lord oat of the sepulchre, and we know not where they laid 
him. 

> Peter therefore went forth, and the other disciple, and they 
went to the sepulchre. ^And the two ran together; and the 
other disciple outran Peter, and came first to the sepulchre. 
■And stooping down he sees the linen cloths lying; yet he 
irent not in. 'Then comes Simon Peter following him ; and 
l&e went into the sepulchre, and sees the linen cloths lying, 
T and the na^^in that was about his head not lying with the 
linen cloths, but wrapped together in a place by itself. ^ Then 
tbereibre the other disciple, who came first to the sepulchre, 
went in also ; and he saw, and believed. * For not even yet 
did they know the scripture, that he must rise from the dead. 

^•The disciples therefore went away again to their own 
home. " And Mary was standing by the sepulchre without, 
weeping. 80, as she wept, she stooped down into the sep- 
nldue, '*and beholds two angels in white, sitting the one at 
the head and the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus 
lay. "And they say to her: Woman, why weepest thou?

>*£[aying said this, she turned back and beholds Jesus 
standing, and knew not that it was Jesus. '^ Jesus says to 
her: Woman, why weepest thou? Whom dost thou seek? 
She, supposing that it was the gardener, says to him : Sir, if 
thou didst bear him hence, tell me where thou laidest him, and 
I wQl take him away. >' Jesus says to her: Maxy I TTms3^c^

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Teacher I) " JetniB sajs to her : Touch me not ; for I have not 
jet ascended to my Father ; but go to my brethren, and Bay

'^ Migry the Magdalene comes bringing word to the discipleB, 
that she has seen the Lord, and that he spoke these things to 
her. 

^* When therefore it was evening on that day, the first day 
of the week, the doors having been shut, where the disdpIeB 
were assembled, for fear of the Jews, Jesus came and stood in 
the midst ; and he says to them: Peace be to you. '^^And 
having said this, he showed them his hands and his side. The 
disciples rejoiced therefore, when they saw the Lord. 

'^ Jesus therefore said to them again : Peace be to you. Ab 
the Father has sent me, I also send you. ^ And having said 
this, he breathed on them, and says to them : Receive the 
Holy Spirit. ^ Whosesoever sins ye remit, they are remitted 
to them ; and whosesoever ye retain, they are retained. 

^But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not 
with them when Jesus came. *^ The other disciples therefore 
said to him : We have seen the Lord.

(which is interpreted, Son of consolation), a Levite, bom in 
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uypruB, ^ having land sold it, and Inonglit the monej, and laid 
it at the faet of the apoatles. 

YBtTT a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphixa hifl 
• wife, sold a poesession, 'and kept back part of the xxnee, 
his wife also being aware of it, and brought a certain part, and 
laid it at the feet of the apostles. 'But Peter said : Anfmiim , 
why did Satan fill thj heart, that thoa shonldst lie to the 
H0I7 Spirit, and keep back part of the price of the landl 
^ While it remained, was it not thine own ? And after it waf 
sold, was it not in thine own power? Whj didst thot 
oonceiye this thing in thy heart I Thou didst not lie to men 
bat to God. *And Ananias hearing these words fell dowi| 
and expired; and great fear came on all that heard these 
things. * And the yoong men arose, wrapt him up, and carried 
him out, and buried him. 

^ And it was about the space of three hours after, when hk 
wife, not knowing what was done, came in. ^And Peta 
answered her : Tell me, whether je sold the land for so much 
And she said: Yes, for so much. 'And Peter said to h^ 
Why is it that ye agreed together to tempt the Spirit of tl 
Lord ? Behold, the feet of those who buried thy husband a 
at the door, and shall carry thee out. ^° And inunediately ■ 
fell at his feet, and expired ; and coming in, the young id 
found her dead, and carried her forth, and buried her by ? 
husband. ^^ And great fear came upon all the church, t 
upon aU that heard these things. 

^' And by the hands of the apostles were many signs 
wonders wrought among the people ; and they were all * 
one accord in Solomon's porch. " But of the rest no 
dared to join himself to them ; but the jieople honored t' 
C^and still more were believers added to the Lord, multi 
both of men and women) ; ^^ so that along the streets 
brought forth the sick, and laid them on beds and palletf 
as Peter was passing, the shadow at least might overs' 
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some one of them. ^' And the mnltitade also of the cities 
around came together to Jerusalem, bringing sick persons, and 
those who were vexed by unclean spirits ; and they were all 
healed. 

" But the high priest rose up, and all that were with him, 
which is the sect of the Sadducees, and were filled with indig- 
nation, ^^and laid their hands on the apostles, and put them 
in the public prison. 

"But an angel of the Lord by night opened the prison 
doors ; and having brought them forth, he said : ^ Go, stand 
and speak in the temple to the people all the words of this 
life. '*And hearing it, they went into the temple at early 
dawn, and taught. 

And the high priest came, and they that were with him, 
and called the council together, and all the eldership of the 
children of Israel, and sent to the prison to have them brought. 
**But the officers, when they came, found them not in the 
prison ; and returning, they reported, ^^ saying : The prison 
indeed Y^e found shut with all security^ and the keepers 
standing without before the doors ; but when we opened them, 
we found no one within. 

•* And when the priest and, the captain of the temple and 
the chief priests heard these things, they were at a loss con- 
cerning them, to what this might grow. ^^ But one came and 
told them, saying : Behold, the men whom ye put in the prison 
are in the temple, standing and teaching the people. ^^ Then 
went the captain with the officers, and brought them, not with 
Tiolence (for they feared the people), that they might not be 
stoned. " And having brought them, they set them before the 
oooncil. And the high priest asked them, ^ saying : Did we 
not strictly command you not to teach in this name? And, 
behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your teaching, and in- 
tend to bring this man's blood upon us. 

*• And Peter answering, and the apostles, sajd : We ought to 
obey God rather than men. ^ The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging him on a tiee. ^^'Qxni, w^ ^\ 
prince and a Savior, did God exalt to hia rig\i\. "hasA, ^.^^ VS^^\ 
sas 
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repeHtance to Israel, and remission of sins. " And we an 
witnesses of these things, and the Holy Spirit also« which 
gave to those who obey him. 

"•And they, hearing it, were convolsed with rage, and 
coxmsel to slay them. ^ But there stood up one in the ooi 
a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a teacher of the law, honore 
all the people, and commanded to put the men forth a 
while ; " and said to them : Men of Israel, take heed to ; 
selves, what ye are about to do in respect to these men. > 
before these days arose Theudas, boasting himself to be t 
body ; to whom a number of men, about four hundred, y 
themselves ; who was slain, and all, as many as obeyed 
were scattered and brought to naught. '^ After this man 
Judas the Galilsean, in the days of the registering, and 
away much people after him; he also perished, and a 
many as obeyed him, were dispersed. " And now I say to 
refrain from these men, and let them alone ; for if this co 
or this work be of men, it will come to naught ; ^ but if 
of Gtod. ye can not overthrow them ; lest haply ye be i 
also fighting against God. 

^ And to him they assented ; and having called the apo 
they scourged them, and commanded them not to speak i 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

**They therefore went rejoicing from the presence o 
council, because for that name they were counted wort 
suffer shame. *• And every day, in the temple, and from 1 
to house, they ceased not to teach, and to publish the 
tidings of Jesus the Christ. 

"TTT And in these days, when the number of the dis 
» -*-• was multiplied, there arose a murmuring of the Gi 
Jews against the Hebrews, because their widows were 
lected in the daily ministration. 'And the twelve calLe 
multitude of the disdples to them, and said : It is not ; 
that we should leave the word of God, and serve t 
^Tbeiefore, brethren, look ye out among you seven m 
gtfod repute, fall of tlie Holy BpVAX oiA ol ^'uSaAssm., who 
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will appoint over this business. * But we will give ourselves to 
prayer, and to the ministry of the word. 

'And the saying pleased the whole multitude. And they 
chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and Parme- 
nas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch, • whom they set be- 
fore the apostles ; and having prayed, they laid their hands on 
them. 

^And the word of God increased; and the number of the 
disdides multiplied in Jerusalem greatly ; and a great com- 
pany of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

* And Stephen, full of grace and of power, did great won- 
ders and signs among the people. ' And there arose certain 
ones of the synagogue so called of the Libertines, and Cyreni- 
ans, and Alexandrians, and of those from Cilicia and Asia, dis- 
puting with Stephen. ^° And they were not able to resist the 
vhfidacoi and the spirit with which he spoke. ^^ Then they sub- 
orned men, who said : We have heard him speak blasphemous 
words against Moses, and against God. 

" And they stirred up the people, and the elders, and the 
scribes ; and coming upon him, they seized him, and brought 
him to the council, ^' and set up feJse witnesses, who said : This 
man ceases not to speak words against this holy place, and the 
law. "For we have heard him say, that this Jesus the Naza- 
lene will destroy this place, and will change the customs 
whidi Moses delivered to us. ^^ And all that sat in the coun- 
cil, looking intently upon him, saw his face as the face of an

1 when forty years were completed, there appeared to 
n the wilderness of the mount Sinai an angel in a flame 
e, in a bush. >^ And Moses, seeing it, wondered at the 
; and as he drew near to behold it, the voice of the 
came to him, saying : ""I am the Ood of thy 
ers, the God of Abraham, and the God 
saac, and the God of Jacob.

>led, and durst not behold. ^ And the Lord said to him : 
Be the sandals from thy feet; for the

signs in the land of Egypt, and in the Bed sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years. 

'^ This is the Moses who said to the children of Israel : A 
Prophet will God raise up to you of 
your brethren, like unto me. "^This is he who 
was i^ the congregation in the wilderness with the angel who 
spoke to him in the mount Sinai, and with our fieithers ; who 
received the living oracles to give to us; ''to whom our 
fathers would not be obedient, but thrust him from them, and 
in their hearts turned back again into Egypt, ^saying to 
Aaron: Make us gods who shall go before us; 
for as for this 'Moses, who brought us out 
of the land of Egypt, we know not what is 
become of him. 

^^ And they made a calf in those days, and ofiered sacrifice 
to the idol, and rejoiced in the works of their own hands. 
^ And God turned away, and gave them up to worship the 
host of heaven ; as it is written in the book of the prophets: 
Did ye offer to me slain beasts and sacrifices. 
Forty years in the wilderness, O house of Israel ? 
*2 And ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 
And the star of the god Remphan, 
The figures which ye made to worship them ; 
And I wiU carry you away beyond Babylon. 
^ Our fathers had the tabernacle of the testimony in the wil- 
derness, as he who spoke to Moses commanded, that he should 
make it according to the pattern that he had seen ; ^ which 
also our fathers received, and brought in with Joshua into t he 
possession of the heathen, whom God drove out before^or 
fathers, unto the days of David ; *• who found favor before God, 
and asked that he might find a habitation for the God of Jacob. 
*' But Solomon built a house for him. « Yet the Most High 
dwells not in temples made with hands^; as says the prophet : 
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^ Heaven is my throne, 

And the earth is my footstool. 

What honse will ye build for me, saith the Lord ; 

Or what is my place of rest ? 
'^ Did not my hand make aU these things ? 
^Stiff-necked and uncircumcised in heart and ears! Ye 
nays resist the Holy Spirit ; as yonr fathers did, so do ye. 
Vidch. of the prophets did not your fathers persecute ? And 
y slew those who announced beforehand concerning the 
dng of the Just One ; of whom ye have now ^become the 
rayers and murderers ; ^' who received the law as the ordi- 
Lces of angels, and kept it not. 

^Hearing these things, they were enraged in their hearts, 
. gnashed their teeth against him. '^ But, being full of the 
y Spirit, he looked intently into heaven, and saw the glory 
GKmI, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, and 
I : *• Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son of man 
iding on the right hand of God. " And crying out with a 
i voice, they stopped their ears, and rushed upon him with 
aecord ; '^ and having cast him out of the city, they stoned 
I. And the witnesses laid off their garments at the feet of 
)ung man named Saul, '^^ and stoned Stephen, calling and 
Ing : Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. ^ And kneeling down, 
^ed with a loud voice : Lord, lay not this sin to their 
rge. And saying this, he fell asleep. 

f TT And Saul was consenting to his death. And on 
U.X* that day there arose a great persecution against the 
leh which was at Jerusalem ; and all were scattered abroad 
ynghout the regions of Judsea and Samaria, except the 
■tfes. ' And devout men carried Stephen to his burial, and 
le great lamentation over him. ' But- Saul laid waste the 
reh, entering house after house, and dragging both men , 
women, committed them to prison. 

They therefore that were scattered, went abroad, preaching 
word. ' And Philip went down to the dty of Samaxifi.^«3\dL 

V. 5. Or, toadty ^ 
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preached to them the Christ. * And the miiltitiideB with one 
accord gave heed to the things said by Philip, when they 
heard, and saw the signs which he wrought. ^ For out of many 
who had unclean spirits they went forth, crying with loud voice ; 
and many that were palsied, and that were lame, were healed. 
8 And there was great joy in that city. 

' But a certain man, named Simon, was in the dty before^ 
using sorcery, and bewitching the people of Samaria, saying 
that he was some great one ; ^^ to whom all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying : This man is the great power 
of God. " And to him they gave heed, because for a long 
time they were bewitched by his sorceries. " But when they 
believed Philip publishing the good news concerning the king- 
dom of God and the name of Jesus Christ, they were immersed, 
both men and women. ^^ And Simon also himself believed ; 
and having been immersed, he continued with Philip, and won- 
dered, beholding the miracles and signs which were wrought. 

1^ And the apostles in Jerusalem, heanng that Samaria has 
received the word of God, sent to them Peter and John; 
^'^ who, having come down, prayed for them, that they might 
receive the Holy Spirit ; " for he had not yet £edlen upon any 
of them ; but they had only been immersed in the name of the 
Lord Jesus. " Then they laid their hands on them, and they 
received the Holy Spirit. 

18 And Simon, seeing that through the laying on of the 
apostle's hands the Holy Spirit was given, offered them money, 
" saying : Give me also this power, that on whomsoever I lay 
hands, he may receive the Holy Spirit. '® But Peter said to 
him : Thy money perish with thee ; because thou didst think 
to obtain the gift of Gtod with money. ^^ Thou hast no part 
nor lot in this matter ; for thy heart is not right in the Eoght of 
God. ^^ Repent therefore of this thy wickedness, and pray the 
Lord, if perhaps the thought of thy heart shall be foigiven 
thee. ^3 For I perceive that thou art in the gall of bittemeoB, 
and the bond of iniquity. 
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' And Simon answering, said : Pray ye to the Lord for me, 
t none of the things which ye have spoken come upon me. 
' They, therefore, having testified and spoken the word of 
Lord, were returning to Jerusalem, and publishing the 
d news to many villages of the Samaritans. '* But an angel 
he Lord spoke to Philip, saying : Arise, and go down to the 
th, to the way that goes down from Jerusalem to Gaza.

' And he arose and went. And behold, a man of Ethiopia, 
much, an officer of state of Candace queen of the Ethio-

was reading the prophet Isaiah. ^* And the Spirit said to 
lip: Go near, and join thyself to this chariot. •^And 
lip ran thither, and heard him reading Isaiah the prophet.

**In his humiliation his judgment was taken away ;

'And tl^e eunuch answering said to Philip : I pray thee, of 
nn does the prophet speak this ? Of himself, or of some 
ar man ? " And Philip opened his mouth, and beginning 
a this Scripture, made known to him the good news of 
ofl. "And as they went along th6 way, they came to a 
ain water. And the eunuch said: See, here is water;

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Bwering ho said : I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of Qod. 
^ And he commanded that the chariot should stop. And they 
went down both into the water, both Philip and the ennacih; 
and he immersed him. ^ And when thej came up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip ; and the 
eunuch saw him no more, for he went on his waj rqjoicing. 
^But Philip was found at Azotus ; and passing through, he 
published the good news to all the cities, till he came to 
Ceesarea. 

KBuT Saul, yet breathing threatening and slaughter 
• against the disciples of the Lord, went to the high 
priest, ^and asked of him letters to Damascus to the syna- 
gogues, that if he found any of this way, whether they were 
men or women, he might bring them bound to Jerusalem. 

'And as ho journeyed, he came near Damascus. And sud- 
denly there flashed around him a light from heaven ; ^and he 
fell to the earth, and heard a voice saying to him : Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me? '^And he said: Who art thou. 
Lord ? And the Lord said : I am Jesus, whom thou perse- 
cutest. ^ But arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. 

^And the men who journeyed with him were standing 
speechless, hearing the voice, but seeing no one. ^ And Saul 
arose from the earth ; and his eyes being opened, he saw noth- 
ing; and leading him by the hand, they brought him into 
Damascus. * And he was three days without sight, and neither 
ate nor drank. 

^^And there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias ; and to him the Lord said, in a vision, AuRniaa 1 
And he said. Behold, I am here. Lord. " And the Lord said 
to him : Arise, and go into the street which is caJled Straight^ 
and inquire in the house of Judas for one called Saul of Tar- 
sus. For, behold, he prays ; ^^ and in a vision he saw a man 
named Ananias coming in, and putting his hand on him, that 
he nught receive sight. 

"And Annnif^ auswered ; Iai^ 1 \kK7^ heard from many 
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concerning this man, how great evils lie did to thy saints at 
Jerusalem. ^^ And here he has authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy name. ^'^ But the Lord said to him : 
Qo ; for he is to me a chosen yessel, to bear my name before 
Qentiles, and kings, and the sons of Israel ; ^*for I will show 
him how great things he must suffer for my name's sake. " And 
Ananias went, and entered into the house ; and putting his 
hands on him, said : Brother Saul, the Lord has sent me, Jesus 
who appeared to thee in the way thou camest, that thou may- 
est receive sight, and be filled with the Holy Spirit. ^^ And 
immediately there fell off from his eyes as it were scales ; and 
he received sight, and arose, and was immersed ; ^^ and having 
taken food, he was strengthened. 

And Saul was certain days with the disciples at Damascus. 
'^ And straightway he preached Jesus, in the synagogues, that 
he is the Son of God. ^^ And all that heard him were amazed, 
and said : Is not this he who destroyed in Jerusalem those who 
call on this name ? And he came hither for this purpose, that 
he might bring them bound to the chief priests. 

** But Saul was more strengthened, and confounded the Jews 
who dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is the Christ. 

"•And when many days were completed, the Jews took 
counsel to kill him. ^But their lying in wait became known 
to SauL And they were watching the gates day and night to 
kill him. ^ But the disciples took him by night, and let him 
down through the wall, lowering him in a basket. 

** And Saul, having come to Jerusalem, attempted to join 
himself to the disciples; and all were afraid of him, not 
believing that he was a disciple. ^'^ But Barnabas took him, 
and brought him to the apostles, and related fully to them how 
he saw the Lcftd in the way, and that he spoke to him, and 
how he preached boldly at Damascus in the name of Jesus. 
^ And he was with them, going in and out at Jerusalem, ^^and 
speaking boldly in the name of the Lord Jesus; and was 
speaking and disputing against the Grecian Jews ; but they 
were attempting to slay him. ^ And the brethren, lQasi:iis^^SX> V 
brought him down to Ctesarea, and sent " W^ttv ioxVJa. \» 'YL^sssja, \ 
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'^ The ehoicli therefore, thiooghout all Jadsa and Qalilee 
and Samaria, had peace, being built up, and walking in the 
fear of the Lord, and in the consolation of the H0I7 Spirit, wis 
multiplied. 

** And it came to pass that Peter, going through them all, 
came down also to the saints who dwelt at Ljdda. '^ And 
there he found a certain man named iESneas, who had lain 
upon a pallet eight years, who was palsied. *^ And Peter said 
to him : .tineas, Jesus the Christ makes thee whole ; arise, and 
make thy bed. And immediately he arose. "^And all that 
dwelt at Lydda and Saron saw him ; and they turned to the 
Lord. 

^ And there was at Joppa a certain disciple named Tabitha^ 
which interpreted is called Dorcas. This woman was full of 
good works, and of alms, which she did. ^ And it came to 
pass in those days, that she was sick, and died. And having 
washed her, they laid her in an upper chamber. '^And as 
Lydda was near to Joppa, the disdples, having heard that 
Poter was there, sent to him two men, entreating that he 
would not delay to come to them. 

^^And Peter arose and went with them. When he was 
come, they brought him into the upper chamber ; and all the 
widows stood by him weeping, and showiog coats and gar- 
ments which Dorcas made, while she was with them. ^ But 
Peter put them all forth, and kneeled down, and prayed ; and 
turning to the body, he said : Tabitha, arise. And she opened 
her eyes ; and seeing Peter, she sat up. ^ And he gave her 
his hand, and raised her up ; and calling the saints and widows^ 
he presented her alive. ^ And it became known throughout 
all Joppa ; and many believed on the Lord. 

^^ And it came to pass, that he remained many days in Joppa^ 
with one Simon, a tanner. 

XThbbb was a certain man in Csesarea named Comelinay a 
• centurion of the band called the Italian band; *d0vouft» 
and one that feared God with all his house, giving many alms- 
to the people, and praying to Qto^ vl'vraiya. 'He saw in a vis- 
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istinctly, about the nintli lionr of the day, an angel of

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** And they said : ComeUnB, a centurion, a just man, and one 
that fears God, and of good report among aU the nation of the 
Jews, was warned from Qod by a holy angel to send for tiiee 
to his house, and to hear words from thee. 

*3 He called them in, therefore, and lodged thanL And en 
the morrow Peter went forth with them, and certain biethien 
from Joppa went with him. ^ And on the morrow after, the^ 
entered into Caesarea. And Cornelias was expecting them, 
having called together his kinsmen and near fidends. ''And 
OS Peter was coming in, Cornelius met him, and fell down al 
his feet, and did reverence to him. ^ But Peter laised >»<«*, 
saying : Stand up ; I myself also am a man. ^ And whik 
talking with him, he went in, and found many that -were comi 
together. ^^ And he said to them : Ye know that it is mdair 
ful for a Jew to keep company with, or come to, one of a|i 
other nation ; but God showed me that I should not call anj 
man common or unclean. ^ Wherefore I also came without 
delay, when sent for. I ask therefore for what reason did yc 
send for me ? 

^ And Cornelius said : Four days ago I was fasting unto thfai 
hour, and at the ninth hour was praying in my house ; and, 
behold, a man stood before me in bright clothing, *i and said : 
Cornelius, thy prayer was heard, and thine alms were remem- 
bered before God. '^Send therefore to Joppa, and call fbir 
Simon, who is sumamed Peter ; he lodges in the house of 
Simon a tanner, by the sea-side ; who, when he comes wffl 
speak to thee. ^ Immediately therefore I sent to thee ; and 
thou didst well in coming hither. Now therefore we are aU 
present before God, to hear all things that are commanded 
thee from the Jjord, 

"And Peter opened his mouth, and said : Of a truth I pe^ 
ceive that God is not a respecter of persons; "but in every 
nation he that fears him, and works righteousness, is accept- 
able to him. 88 The word which he sent to the Sons of Israd, 
publishing glad tidings of peace through Jesus Christ (he ifl 
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Lord of all), ^ ye know ; the tliiiig which was done throughout 
all JudsBOy beginning from Gtalilee, after the immersion which 
John preached ; Jesus of Nazareth, ^how God anointed him 
with the Holy Spirit and with power ; who went about doing 
good, and hewing all that were oppressed by the Devil ; be- 
cause Qod was with him. ^ And we are witnesses of all things 
Trhich he did both in the country of the Jews, and in Jerusa- 
lem ; whom they slew, hanging him on a tree. ^Him God 
raised on the third day, and showed him openly ; *^ not to all 
the people, but to witnesses before appointed by God, to us, 
who ate and drank with him after he rose from the dead. 
f* And he commanded us to preach to the people, and to testify 
that it is he who has been appointed by God to be Judge of 
the Hving and dead. ^ To him aU the prophets bear witness, 
that through his name every one who believes on him shall 
receive remission of sins. 

^ While Peter was yet speaking these words, the Holy 
Spirit feU on all who heard the word. ^And those of the 
drcumcision who believed, as many as came with Peter, were 
astonished, that on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Spirit ^ For they heard them speaking with tongues, 
and mi^;nifying God. 

Then answered Peter : *^ Can any one forbid the water, that 
these should not bo immersed, who received the Holy Spirit 
even as we also? ^And he commanded that they should be 
immersed in the name of the Lord. Then they entreated him 
to remain certain days. 

VT Aot) the apostles, and the brethren throughout Judsea, 
A J» heard that the Gentiles also received the word of God, 
* And when Peter went up to Jerusalem, they that were of the 
drcumcision contended with him, ' saying : Thou wentest in to 
men uncircumcised, and didst eat with them. 

* But Peter rehearsed the matter to them in order, from the 
beginning, saying : *I was in the city of Joppa praying; and 
in a trance I saw a vision, a certain vessel descending, sa & I 
great sheet, let down out of heaven "by io\a coiii'eta\ ^:^^'"\^\ 
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came even to me. * On which fixing my eyes, I consi dered^ 
and saw fourfooted beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and 
creeping things, and birds of the air. ^ And I heard a voice 
saying to me : Arise, Peter ; slay and eat. ^ But I said : Not 
so, Lord ; for nothing common or nndean ever entered into 
my mouth. 'But a voice answered me a second time out of 
heaven: 'What God cleansed, r^;ard_not thou as common. 
^^ And this was done three times ; and all were drawn up again 
into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there stood three men at the 
house where I was, having been sent to me from Csesarea. 
"And the Spirit bade me go with them, making no 8crapl& 
And these six brethren also went with me, and we entered 
into the man's house. ^^ And he told us how he saw the angd 
in his house, standing and saying to him : Send to Joppa, and 
call for Simon who is sumamed Peter ; "who will speak to 
thee words, whereby thou shalt be saved^ and all thy house. 

*^ And as I began to speak, the Holy Spirit fell on them, as 
also on us at the beginning ; *^ and I remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he said : John indeed inmiersed in water, but 
ye shall be immersed in the Holy Spirit. " If therefore Ch)d 
gave the like gift to them as to us, having believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who then was I, that I could withstand 
God? 

^8 When they heard these things, they held their peace, and 
glorified God, saying: So then, to the Gentiles also Qod. gave 
repentance unto life. 

" Now they who were scattered abroad by the persecution 
that arose on account of Stephen, went as far as PhGenicia,and 
Cyprus, and Antioch, speaking the word to none \>ut Jews. 
^°But some of them were men of Cyprus and Cyrene, who, 
having come to Antioch, spoke to the Greeks, publishing the 
good news of the Lord Jesus. '^ And the hand of the Lord 
was with them ; and a great number believed, and turned to 
the Lord. 

** But the report concerning them came to the ears of the 
chuich wiiich was in Jerusalem \ BJii<it\i<&y sent forth Barnabas^ 
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to go as &r as Antioch. *' Who IiaTing come, and seen the 
grace of God, rejoiced ; and he exhorted all, that with purpose 
of heart they should cleave to the Lord. ** For he was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Spirit and of faith. And a great 
multitude was added to the Lord. 

^ And Barnabas departed to Tarsus, to seek for Saul ; '* and 
having found him, he brought him to Antioch. And it came 
to pass, that a whole year they came together in the church, 
and taught a great multitude; and the disciples were first 
called Christians in Antioch. 

^ And in these days prophets came down from Jerusalem to 
Antioch. ** And there stood up one of them named Agabus, 
and signified by the Spirit that there should be a great dearth 
over all the world ; which came to pass in the days of Claudius 
Caesar. '^ And the disciples, according as any one was pros- 
pered, determined each of them to send relief to the brethren 
dwelling in Judaea. ** Which also they did, sending it to the 
ddeis by the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 

VTT And about that time, Herod the king stretched forth 
- A I J— his hands to oppress certain of the church. ' And he 
dew James the brother of John with the sword. ' And seeing 
that it pleased the Jews, he proceeded further to take Peter 
also ; (then were the days of unleavened bread ;) * whom he 
apprehended and put in prison, delivering him to four qua- 
ternions of soldiers to keep him ; intending after the passover 
to bring him forth to the people. 

•Peter therefore was kept guarded in the prison ; but earn- 
est prayer was made by the church to God on his behalf. 

• And when Herod was about to bring him forth, in that 
night Peter was sleeping between two soldiers, bound with two 
ehains ; and keepers before the door were guarding the prison. 
^'And, behold, an angel of the Lord stood by him, and alight 
shined in the prison ; and he smote Peter on the side, and 
raised him, saying : Rise up quickly. And his chains fell from 
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off his hands. ^And the angel said to him: Gird thyself, 
bind on thy sandals; and he did so. And he said to 1 
Cast thy garment about thee, and follow me. 'And he ' 
out, and followed >^iTn ; and knew not that what was doi 
the angel was true, but thought he saw a vision. 

^^ And having passed the first and the second watch, 
came to the iron gate that leads into the city, which open 
them of its own accord ; and they went out, and pas8e< 
through one street, and immediately the angel departed 
him. 

" And Peter, having come to himself, said : Now I 1 
truly, that the Lord sent forth his angel, and delivered mi 
of the hand of Herod, and from all the expectation of 
people of the Jews. ^' And becoming fully conscious of i 
went to the house of Mary the mother of John, who 
sumamed Mark, where many were gathered together, 
praying. 

i^And as Peter knocked at the door of the gate, a i 
servant came to hearken, named Rhoda. 

"And recognizing Peter's voice, she opened not the gat 
gladness, but ran in, and told that Peter, was standing h 
the gate. ^'^ And they said to her : Thou art mad. But 
confidently affirmed that it was even so. And they said : 
his angel. 

^* But Peter continued knocking ; and opening the door 
saw him, and were amazed. ^"^ And beckoning to them 
the hand to be silent, he related to them how the ' 
brought him out of the prison. And he said : Go tell t 
things to James, and to the brethren. And he departed, 
went to another place. 

"And when it was day, there was no small conmu 
among the soldiers, as to what was become of Peter. ^' 
Herod, when he had sought for him, and found him not, i 
examining the keepers, commanded that they should b< 
away to death. And he went down from JudaBa to Gsbsi 
and there abode. 
^And Herod was Inglily displeased with the Tyrians 
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Sidonians. But they came with one accord to him, and, 
baying made Blastos the king's chamberhdn their Mend, 
iesired peace ; because their country was nourished by that of 
the king. 

*^And on a set day Herod, arrayed in royal apparel,' sat 
apon his throne, and made a speech to them. ^ And there- 
apdn the people shouted : The voice of a god, and not of a 
nan 1 ^ And immediately an angel of the Lord smote him, 
because he gave not glory to God; and he was eaten by 
^orms, and expired. 

^ But the word of Qod grew and multiplied. *' And Bama- 
ms and Saul returned from Jerusalem, having performed the 
lervice, taking with them also John, who was sumamed Mark. 

IT TTT Ain> there were at Antioch, in the church that was 
AlXX-L. there, prophets and teachers ; Barnabas, and Simeon 
vho was called ^iger, and Lucius the Cyrenean, and Manaen 
lie foster-brother of Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

* And while they were ministering to the Lord, and fasting, 
lie Holy Spirit said : Set apart for me Barnabas and Saul, 
into the work to which I have called them. ' Then, having 
BBted and prayed, and laid their hands on them, they sent 
ihem away. 

* They therefore, being sent forth by the Holy Spirit, came 
iown to Seleucia ; and from thence they sailed away to Cy- 
prus. * And having come to Salamis, they preached the word 
of God in the synagogues of the Jews ; and they had also John 
Hi an assistant. 

* And having gone through the island to Paphos, they found 
a certain Magian, a Jewish false prophet, whose name was 
Bar-jesus ; ' who was with the proconsul of the country, Sergi- 
118 Paulus, an intelligent man. He, having called for Barna- 
bas and Saul, desired to hear the word of God. ^ But Elymas 
the Magian (for so his name is interpreted^j^ withstood them, 
■eeking to turn away the proconsul from the faith. 

•Then Saul (who is also called Paul), filled with the HaV^ 
Spirit, fixed his eyes on him, ^^ and said : toISl ol «i^. ^<eR»J^ 
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and all wlckodncas, child of the Devil, enemy of all righteouB- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert the right ways of the 
Lord ? 11 And now, behold, the hand of the Lord is upon { 
thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun for a season. 
And* immediately there fell on him a mist and darkness ; and 
going about, he sought persons to lead him by the hand. 

1' Then the proconsul, seeing what was done, believed, being 
astonished at the teaching of the Lord. 

i^And Paul and his companions, having put to sea from 
Paphos, came to Perga in Pamphylia; and John departing 
from them returned to Jerusalem. " But they, going on firom 
Perga, came to Antioch in Pisidia ; anSentering into the^^yna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, they sat down. ^^And after the 
reading of the law and the prophets, the rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent to them, saying : Men, brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people, speak. 

1^ And Paul arose, and beckoning with the hand, said : Hen 
of Israel, and ye that fear God, hearken. " The Gk>d of this 
people of Israel chose our fathers ; and he exalted the peojde 
in their sojourn in the land of Egypt, and with a high arm he 
brought them out of it. ^^ And about the time of forty yean 
he nourished them in the wilderness. " And having destroyed 
seven nations in the land of Canaan, he gave them their land 
as a possession, ^ about four hundred and fifty years. And 
after that, he gave judges, until Samuel the prophet. *i Ani 
afterward they degred a king ; and God gave them Saul the 
Son of Ejish, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, for forty years. 
'* And having removed him, he raised up for them David to be 
their king; to whom also he gave testimony, saying: I 
found David the son of Jesse, a man after 
my own heart,, who will do all my will 

'^ Of the seed of this man, God, according to promise, raised 
up to Israel a Savior, Jesus ; ^ John having first preached^ 
before his entrance, the immersion of repentance to all the 
people of Israel. ^^ Now as John was finishing his coarse, he 
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CHAPTEB XIII. 

said : Whom do ye sappose me to be ? I am not he. But, 
behold, there comes one after me, the saidal of whose feet I 
am not worthy to loose. 

** Men, brethren, children of the race of Abraham, and who- 
ever among you fears God, to you the word of this salvation 
was sent forth. *' For they who dwell at Jerusalem, and their 
rulers, not knowing him, nor the voices of the prophets which 
are read every sabbath day, fulfilled them in condemning him. 
** And though they found no cause 9f death, they demanded of 
I^late that he should be slain. *• And when they had fulfilled 
all the things written of him, they took him down from the 
tree, and laid him in a tomb. "^^ But God raised him from the 
dead. ^ And he was seen for many days by those who came 
up with him from Gkdilee to Jerusalem, who are now his wit- 
neflSBB unto the people. ^ And we declare to you glad tidings 
of the promise made to the fjEi,thers, ''that God has fulfilled 
this to us their children, in raising Jesus ; as also it is written 
in the second psalm : 

Thou art my Son ; 

I this day have begotten thee. 

**Aiid that he raised him up from the dead to return no 
more to corruption, he has thus spoken : I will give to 
jon the holy, the sure promises of David. 
<* Wherefore also in another psalm he says: Thou wilt 
not suffer thy Holy One to see corruption. 
• For David, having served his own generation according to 
the purpose of God, fell asleep, and was added to his fathers, 
and saw corruption. ^ But he, whom God raised, saw not 
conniption. 

"Be it known to you therefore, men, brethren, that remis- 
iion of sins through this man is announced to you ; '^and by 
him all th at beli eve are justified from all things, from which ye 
not able to be justified by the law of Moses. 

•Beware therefore, lest that come upon you, which is spok- 

i in the prophets : 
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^ Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and perish ; 
Because I work a work in joxa days, 
A work which ye will not belieye, 
Though one should fully declare it to you. 

^'And as they were going out, they besought tha4 
words might be spoken to them on the next sabbath, 
when the congregation was broken up, many of the Je' 
of the proselyte worshipers followed Paul and Bamabaa 
speaking to them, persuaded them to continue in the g 
God. 

^ And on the next sabbath day, almost the whole dt 
together to hear the word of God. ^ But the Jews, sed 
multitudes, were filled with indignation, and spoke agai 
things said by Paul, contradicting and blaspheming. 

^ Then Paul and Barnabas spoke boldly, and said : 
necessary that the word of God should first be spoken t 
but since ye thrust it from you, and judge yourseli 
worthy of the eternal life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles, 
so has the Lord commanded us : 

I have set thee for a light of the Gentiles. 

That thou shouldst be for salvation to the end of the 

**And the Gentiles hearing it rejoiced, and glorifl 
word of the Lord ; and as many as were appoint-ed uni 
nal life believed. *• And the word of the Lord waa 
abroad throughout all the region. 

^ But the Jews stirred up the devout and honorable t 
and the chief men of the city, and raised persecution i 
Paul and Barnabas, and drove them out from their b 
^^ And they, having shaken off* the dust of their feet i 
them, came to Iconium. "^'And the disciples were We 
joy, and with the Holy Spirit. 

VTTT Ai?D it came to pass in Iconium, that thej 
JiA. Y • together into the synagogue of the Jews, i 
spoke that a great multitude both of Jews and Grec 
lieved. *But the Jews who disbelieved stirred up and 
tered the minds of the Qen^e^ vi^gB^o^ the brethren. 
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spent a long time, therefore, speaking boldly in the Lord, who 
gave testimony to the word of his grace, granting signs and 
wonders to be done by their hands. 

^ Bat the mnltitnde of the city was divided ; and part held 
with the Jews, and part with the apostles. ^^And when a 
mofvement was made, both of the Gtentiles and Jews with their 
mlers, to abnse and stone them, * they, being aware of it, fled 
to the cities of Lycaonia, Lystra and Berbe, and the region 
around ; ^ and there they were publishing the good news. 

^ And there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, 
being lame fiom his mother's womb, who never walked. • This 
man was listening to Paul as he spoke ; who, fixing his eyes on 
Mm, and perceiving that he had &ith to be healed, ^<^ said with 
a load voice : Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped up, 
and walked. 

'^ And the multitudes, seeing what Paul did, lifted up their 
ToioeB, saying in the speech of Lycaonia : The gods are come 
down to us in the likeness of men. ^* And they called 
Barnabas, Jupiter ; and Paul, Mercury, because ho was the 
chief speaker. " And the priest of Jupiter, that was before 
the city, having brought oxen and garlands to the gates, would 
have offered sacrifice with the people. "But the apostles, 
Barnabas and Paul, hearing of it, rent their clothes, and roshed 
ftrth to the multitude; crying out, ^^and saying: Slrs,.whj^ 
do ye these things ? We also are men of like nature with you, 
bringing you glad tidings, that yo should turn from these vani-^ 
tlBB to the living God, who made heaven, and earth, and the 
Bea, and sill things that are therein ; " who, in the ages past„ 
Boflbred all nations to walk in their own ways ; ^"^ although he 
left not himself without witness, in that he did good, giving 
.yon rain from heaven, and fruitfal seasons, filling your hearts 
with food and gladness. 

" And with these sayings they hardly restrained the people 
ftom sacrificing to them. 

"But there came thither Jews from Antioch and Iconium ; 
and having x)erBuaded the people and stoned P&uY, \!ti€^ ^«7« \ 
hfan out of the dtjr, eappoeing that he wan dead. ^"BvilNi \X^ 
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disciples having gathered around him, he roae up, and etme 
into the city ; and on the morrow he departed with BamihM 
to Dorbo. *^ And liaving publiahed the good news to that dij, 
and made many disciples, they turned back to LyBtr% and 
Iconium, and Antiooh ; ^ oonfinning the souls of the diadpki, 
exhorting them to continue in the fEdth, and that we mut 
through much affliction enter into the kingdom of God. 

S3 And having appointed for them elders in every chuidi, 
they commended them, with prayer and &8ting, to the Lord, 
on wliom they believed. ^ And after passing through Pisidia, 
they came to Pamphylia. ** And having spoken the word in 
Porga, they went down to Attalia; *<and thence they sailed 
away to Antioch, from whence they had been commended to 
the grace of God for the work which they aooompUahed. 

*'' And having como, and gathered the church together, thfij 
reported how great things God^wrought with them, and that 
he^opencd to the Gentiles a door of iaith. *^ And they spent 
no little time with the disciples. 

VTr Ain> certain men, coming down from Judsea, taught 
-A.^ • the brethren : Except ye are circumcised after the 
custom of Moses, ye can not be saved. *Paul and Bamahai 
having therefore had no little dissension and discussioii with 
them, they determined that Panl and Barnabas, and certain 
others of them, should go up to Jerusalem to the apostles and 
elders, about this question. 

' They therefore, having been sent forward by the church, 
imssed through Phoenicia and Bamaria, declaring the converrioo 
of the Gentiles ; and they caused great joy to all the brethren. 
^ And having come to Jerusalem, they were gladly received by 
the church, and the apostles and elders ; and tiiey reported 
how great things God^.wrought with them. • But there aroie 
some of those from the sect of the Pharisees who believed, 
saying : It is necessary to circumcise them, and to oommand 
them to keep the law of Moses. 

^And the apostles and the elders came together to consider 
tbia m&tter, ^And wheii Wiste'^uidLXMeoLmxifih diseosBlom 
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Peter arose, and said to them : Men, brethren, ye know that a 
long time ago God made choice among ns, that by my month 
the Gentiles should hear the word of the glad tidings and 
beUeve. ^ And God who knows the heart bore them witness, 
giving to them the Holy Spirit, as also to ns; 'and made no 
dlfiSarence between ns and them, purifyinj^ their hearts by fiedth. 

^•Now therefore why do ye temjpt God, by putting a yoke 
upon the neck of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear t ^^ But,. through the grace of the Lord 
JeeuB, we believe that we shall be saved, in the same manner 
Ml they also. 

^And all the multitude became silent, and listened to 
Baniabas and Paul, narrating how great signs and wonders 
Gtod wrought among the Gtentiles through them. 

^ And after they were silent, James answered, saying : Men, 
taretibien, hearken to me. ^^ Simeon narrated how at first God 
Tiflited the Gentiles, to take out of them a people for his 
nsme. ^^ And with this agree the words of the prophets; as 
It is written : 
»• After this I will-retum, 

And will rebuild the tabemade of David, which is £b11^i 
down; 

And I win rebuild the ruins thereof, and will set it up again ; 
tt That the rest of men may seek after the Lord, 

And all the Gentiles, upon whom my name has been called, 

Saith the Lord, who does these things. 

tt Known to God are all his works from the beginning of the 
irotld. 

'"Wherefore my judgment is, that we trouble not those who 
ftom among the Gentiles are turning to God ; *® but that we 
write to them, that they abstain from pollutions of idols, and 
fkom fornication, and from what is strangled, and from blood. 
* For Moses of old time has in every city those who preach 
lilm, being read in the synagogues every sabbath. 
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^Then the apoBtles and the elderB, with the whole chnich, 
resolyed, having chosen men from themselves, to send them to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Jodas snniBiiied 
Barsabas, and Silas, leading men among the hrethicn. *" And 
they wrote by them thus : 

The apostles and the ciders and the brethren, to the hrethioi 
from the Gentiles throughout Antioch and Syria and CSlidi, 
greeting : ^* Forasmuch as we heard, that some who went out 
from us troubled you with words, subyertlng your souls, saying 
that ye must be circumcised and keep the law, to whom we 
gave no commandment ; ^'^ it seemed good to ns, having !»• 
come of one mind, to choose men and send them to yon, with 
our beloved Barnabas and Paul, '* men who have hazarded thdi 
lives for the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

^ We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, who will them- 
selves also by word tell you the same things. ^ For it seem 
good to the Holy Spirit, and to us, to lay upon you no further 
burden except these necessary things ; ^ that ye abstain firan 
things offered to idols, and from blood, and from what ii 
strangled, and from fornication ; from which if ye keep yom^ 
selves, ye will do well. Farewell. 

^ They therefore, being dismissed, came to Antioch ; and 
assembling the multitude they delivered the letter. *^Ajid 
having read it, they rejoiced for the consolation. '' And Jndas 
and Silas, also themselves being prophets, exhorted the breth- 
ren with many words, and confirmed them. 

^ And having remained awhile, they were dismisaed with 
peace from the brethren to the apostles. ^ But it pleased Sihui 
to abide there still. ^^ Paul also and Barnabas continued in 
Antioch, teaching and publishing the glad tidings of the woid 
of the Lord, with many others also. 

^ And some days after, Paul said to Barnabas : Let va jo- 
turn now, and visit the brethren in every dty where we 
preached the word of the Lord, and see how they do. •* And 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

Bftrnabaa detennined to take with them Jolm, who was but- 
named Mark. ^But Paul thought it proper not to take with 
them him who departed from them firom Pamphylia, and went 
not with them to the work. ^ And there arose a sharp con- 
tention, so that they parted one from the other, and Barnabas 
took Marie, and sailed to Cyprus. ^ And Paul, having chosen 
Silasj, went forth, being commended by the brethren to the 
grace oi God. ^ And he went through Syria and Cilida, con- 
firming the churches. 

Y VT -^I'T^ ^^ came down to Derbe and Lystra. And, 
-A. V X. behold, a certain disciple was there, named Timothy, 
the son of a believing Jewish woman, but whose father was a 
Greek ; ' who was well reported of by the brethren .in Lystfa 
and Iconium. ' Him Paul wished to go forth with him, and 
took and circumcised him on account of the Jews who were la 
tfaooe places ; for they all knew that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they journeyed through the cities, they delivered 
to them the decrees to keep, that were ordained by the 
apostles and elders who were in Jerusalem. ^ The churches, 
therefore, were established ia the &ith, and increased in num- 
ber daily. 

'And having gone through the region of Phry^ia juad Ga: 
latia , and being forbidden by the Holy Spirit to speak the 
word in Asia, ^ they came to Mysia, and attempted to go into 
Bithynia ; but the Spirit of Jesus did not permit them. ^ And 
pMstng by Mysia, they came down to Troas. 

* And a vision appeared to Paul in the night. There stood 
a man, a Macedonian, beseeching hun, and saying : Come over 
into Macedonia and help us. '^And when he had seen the 
vision, (immedia{ery\w§^ sought Jm) go into Macedonia, con- 
cluding that the Lord had called us to publish the good news 
to th^n. ^^ Therefore setting sail from Troas, we lan with a 
•teaight course to Samothrace, and on the following day to 
Neapolis ; ^'and from thence ^to Philippi, which is a chief city 
of that part of Macedonia, a, colony. And we conlYossfiA. '"^^ \ 
that dty certain days. \ 
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'3 And on the sabbath, we went forth oat of the gate by a 
river side, where was wont to bo a place of prayer ; and we 
sat down, and spoke to the women who came together. 

1^ And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of parpl0» of 
the city of Thyatira, who worshiped GU)d, was listening ; whose 
heart the Lord opened to attend to the things spoken by FanL 
^B And when she was immersed and her honsehold, she be- 
sought ns, saying : If ye have judged me to be a beUerer in 
tho Lord, come into my house, and abide. And she oofr 
strained us. 

i^And it came to pass, as we were going to the place of 
prayer, a certain bondmaid having a spirit of divination met 
us, who brought her masters much gain by soothsaying. ^^ She, 
having followed Paul and us, cried, saying : These mieii are the 
servants of the most high God, who announce to ub the way 
of salvation. 

^^ And this she did many days. But Paul, being indignankt 
turned and said to the spirit : I command thee in the name of 
Jesus Christ to come out from her. And he came out the 
same hour. 

19 And her masters, seeing that the hope of their gain 
departed, laid hold of Paul and Silas, and drew them into the 
market-place before the rulers. ^^ And having brought {hem 
to the magistrates, they said : These men, being Jews, greatij 
disturb our city ; ^^ and teach customs, which it is not lawfol 
for us to receive, or to observe, being Romans. 

^^ And tho multitude rose up together against them ; and the 
magistrates rent off their clothes, and conmianded to beat them 
with rods. ^^ And having laid many stripes on them, they cut 
them into prison, charging the jailer to keep them saMy; 
^^ who, having received sucj^ a charge, thrust them into the 
inner prison, and made their feet fast la the stocks. 

*^ And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises 
to God ; and the prisoners listened to them. ^ And suddenly 
there was a great earthquake, so that the foundations of fhe 
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prison were sliaken; Imd immediately all tlie doors were 
opened, and the chains of all were loosed. ** And the jailer, 
awaking ont of sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew 
his sword, and was abont to kill himself, supposing that the 
prisoners had fled. *But Panl cried with a loud voice, saying : 
Do thyself no harm ; for we are all here. ** And calling for 
liglitB, he sprang in, and trembling fell down before Paul and 
Silas; "and having brought them out, he said: Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved ? '^ And they said : Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house. "And 
they sgoke to him the word of the Lord, and to all that were 
in his house. 

"And taking them along, the same hour of the night, he 
washed their stripes ; and was immersed, himself and all his, 
immediately. "^ And having brought them up into his house, 
he set food before them, and rejoiced, with all his house, 
believing in God. 

»* And when it was day, the magistrates sent the sergeants. 
Baying : Let those men go. " And the keeper of the prison 
leparted these words to Paul : The magistrates have sent to 
let you go ; now therefore depart, and go in peace. 

" But Paul said to them : They beat us openly, uncon- 
demned, being Romans, and cast us into prison ; and now do 
they send us forth secretly? Nay verily; but let them come 
themselves and bring us out. 

* And the sergeants reported these words to the magistrates ; 
and they were afraid, when they heard that they were Romans. 
•And they came and besought them, and bringing them out, 
entreated them to depart out of the city. 

•And they went out of the prison, and entered into the 
house of Ly^ ; and seeing the brethren they exhorted them, 
and departed. 

Tr"TTTT Airo pasting through Amphipolis and Apollonia, 
-A- V -LL. they came to Thessalonica, where was the syna- I 
gogue of the Jews. ' And Paul, as his custom "w«»,^^TiX\a.\»\ 
them, and for three sabbaths reasoned -ml^i Wi'eni. ^oxa. 'Oaft 
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Scriptures, ' opening them, and Betting foGrth that the 
most suffer, and rise agaiu from the dead ; and that thi 
Christ, Jesus whom I preach to you. ^ And some of tl 
lieyed, and joined themselves to Paul and Silas ; and 
devout Greeks a great multitude, and of the chief won 
a few. 

^ But the Jews, moved with envy, having taken to t 
the idlers in the market-place, certain vicious men, and 
gathered a crowd, set the city in an uproar ; and assaoll 
house of Jason, they sought to bring them unto the 
* And not finding them, they dragged Jason and certaii 
ren before the rulers of the city, crying : These thi 
turned the world upsdde down are come hither also. ^ 
Jason has received ; and all these are acting contrary 
decrees of Caesar, saying that there is another king, Jes 

^And they troubled the people and the rulers of tl 
when they heard these things. • And having taken seo 
Jason, and of the others, they let them go. P 

1° And the brethren immediately sent away Paul ai 
by night to Beroea ; who coming thither went into th 
gogue of the Jew& ^^ These were more noble than tl 
Thessalonica, in that they received the word with all lei 
and searched the Scriptures daily whether these things i 

^^Many of them therefore believed; and of ha 
Grecian women and men, not a few. ^^But when the < 
Thessalonica knew that also at Beroea the word of G 
preached by Paul, they came, stirring up the people 
also. ^^ And then immediately the brethren sent away 
journey as upon the sea ; but Silas and Timothy abod 
stilL ^* And they who conducted Paul brought him to J 
and having received a command to Silas and Timothy 1 
to him as soon as possible, they departed. 

" Now while Paul was waiting for them at Athens, hi 
was stirred in him, when he saw the city full of idols. ^ ' 
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ftnre lie reasoned in the eynagogne with the Jews and the 
devout persons, and in the market daily with those who met 
with hun. ^^And certain philosophers of the Epicureans, 
and of the Stoics, were disputing with him. And some said : 
What would this l^bbler say? and others : He seems to be a 
procUimer of foreign gods ; because he made known to them 
the good news of Jesus and the resurrection. ^^ And taking 
hold of him, they brought him upon Mars' Hill, saying : May 
we know what this new doctrine is, of which thou speakest ? 
'^For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears; we 
would know therefore what these things mean. *^ Now all 
Athenians, and the strangers residing there, spent their leisure 
for nothing else, but to tell or to hear something new. 

** And Paul, standing in the midst of Mars' Hill, said : Men 
of Athens, in all things I perceive that ye are very devout. 
••For as I passed by, and observed your objects of worship, I 
Ibond also an altar with this inscription : TO AN UNKNOWN 
€K)D, Whom therefore, not knowing, ye wt)rship, him I an- 
nounce to you. **The God who made the world and all things 
therein, he being Lord of heaven and earth, dwells not in 
temples made with hands ; ^^ nor is ministered to by human 
hands, as if needing anything more, himself giving to all life, 
and breath, and aU things. '* And he made of one blood every 
nation of men to dwell on all the face of the earth, having 
fixed the appointed seasons and bounds of their habitation ; 
•'that they should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel 
alter him, and find him, although he is not far from every one 
of us I *'for in hin> we live, and move, and have our being ; as 
also some of your own poets have said : For his ofispring aJso 
are we. *• Being therefore God's offspring, we ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like to gold, or silver, or stone, 
graven by art and man's device. ^ The times of ignorance 
therefore God overlooked ; but now, commands all men every- 
where to repent. •* Because he fixed a day, in -^hifch he will 
Judge the world in righteousness, by the man whom he 
appointed, having given assurance to sJl by raising him frouL 
the dead. 
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^ And whon they heard of a refiurrectioii of the dead, aotu 
mocked ; and others said : We will hear thee again gf/thi 
matter. ^ And thus Paul departed from among them. 
^\;^^A^* '^But certain ones, joining themselves to him, belisved 
among whom was also Dionysius the Areopagite, and a womai 
named Damaris, and others with them. 

*Y VTTT After these things Paul departed &om Athm 
-A. Y J.XX* and came to Corinth. 'And finding a oertai 
Jew named Aquila, a native of Pontus, lately come from Italj 
and Priscilla his wife (because Claudius hsLd commanded a 
the Jews to depart from Rome), he came to them ; 'and b 
cause ho was of the same trade, he abode with them, an 
labored ; for by their occupation they were tentmakers. * An 
he reasoned in the synagogue every sabbath, and persuade 
both Jews and Greeks. 

' And when Silas and Timothy came down from Macedonia 
Paul was engrossed with the word, testifying to the Jews ihi 
Jesus is the Christ. * But they opposing themselves and hiai 
pheming, he shook out his garments and said to them : Ton 
blood be upon your own head ; I am clean ; &om hencefoirdi 
will go to the Gentiles. 

"^ And departing thence ho entered into a certain man's home 
named Justus, one who worshiped God, whose house was ad 
joining the synagogue. ^ And Crispus, the ruler of the spm 
gogue, believed on the Lord with all his house ; juid many 
the Corinthians hearing believed, and were immersed. 

* And the Lord said to Paul, through a visiOn in the night 
Be not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace ; *®for I aai 
with thee, and no one shall assail thee to hurt thee ; for I h«fi 
much people in this dty. " And he continued there a jet) 
and six months, teaching the word of God among them. 

1' And when Gallio was proconsul of Achaia, the Jews lOS 
up with one accord against Paul, and brought him before tb 
judgment-seat, ^^ saying : This man persuades men to wozihll 
Ged contrary to the law. 

'^ And as Paul was about to open his mouth, Gallio said V 
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the Jews : If it were some injustice, or wicked misdeed, 
Jews, with leason I would have borne with 701L ^'^ But if it 
is a question about a word, and names, and your own law, 
look to it yourselyes ; I will not be a judge of these things. 
!• And he drove them away from the judgment-seat. 

» But having all seized upon Sosthenes, the ruler of the 
e^ynagogne, they beat him before the judgment-seat. And 
6Mlio cared for none of these things. 

^ And Paul haying remained yet many days, took leave of 
the brethren, and sailed thence to Syria, and with him Prisdlla 
sad Aquila ; having shaven his head in Cenchrea, for he had a 
'fow. '* And they came to Ephesus, and he left them there ; 
bat entering himself into the synagogue, he reasoned with the 
Jews. ^ And they desiring him to remain a longer time with 
them, he consented not ; '^ but took leave of them, saying : [I 
XDUst by all means keep the coming feast at Jerusalem ; but] 
I win return again to you, if God will. And he sailed from 
jhesns. ^ And having landed at Gsesarea, and gone up and 
nhited the church, he went down to Antioch. ^ And after he 
had spent some tim^ there, he departed, going through the 
eonntry of Galatia and Phrygia in order, strengthening all the 
dlfldplea. 

M And a certain Jew named Apollos, a native of Alexandria, 
aa eloquent man> and mighty in the Scriptures, came to 
qphesus. ^This man was instructed in the way of the Lord ; 
■ad heUng fervent in spirit, he spoke and taught correctly the 
diSngB concerning Jesus, knowing only the immersion of John. 
••And he began to speak boldly in the synagogue. But 
Aqiiila and PrisciUa, having heard him, took him to them, and 
espoanded to him the way of God more perfectly. ^ And he 
wiihlng to pass through into Achaia, the brethren wrote, ex- 
horting the disciples to receive him ; who, when he was come, 
eontributed much to those who had believed through grace. 
•Fop he powerfully confuted the Jews in public, showing by 
the Seriptures that Jesus is the Christ. 
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mAND it came to peaB, that, wliile ApoBos ^ 
• Corinth, Paul haying paissed through the -app^ 
tricts came to Ephesns. And finding certain dJHcaplei 
said to thom: Did je receive the H0I7 Spirit when : 
lieved? And they said to him : Nay, we did not even 
whether there is a Holy Spirit. ^ And he said to them : 
what then were ye immersed ? And they said : Unto J 
immersion. ^ Then said Paul: John indeed immersed wi 
immersion of repentance; saying to the people, that 
should believe on him who should come after him, that 
Jesus. ^And when they heard this, they were immen 
the name of the Lord Jesus. * And Paul having laid hia '. 
upon them, the Holy Spirit came on them ; and they 
with tongues, and xHX>pheBied. ^ And all the men were 
twelve. 

^ And he went into the synagogue, and spoke boldly for 
months, reasoning and persuading them of the things ooo 
ing the kingdom of God. ' But when some were hare 
and believed not, speaking evil of the Way before the 
titude, he departed from them, and separated the diM 
reasoning daily in the school of Tyrannus. ^® And thi 
tinned for two years ; so that all who dwelt in Asia heai 
word of the Lord, both Jews and Greeks. " And Gk)d wn 
special miracles by the hands of Paul ; ^' so that also 
were carried from his body to the sick, handkerehii 
aprons, and the diseases departed from them, and the 
spirits went out from them. 

^ Then some of the wandering Jewish exordsts took 
them to name, over those who had the evil spirits, the na 
the Lord Jesus, saying : I adjure you by the Jesus whom 
preaches. ^^ And there were seven sons of one Sceva» a Ji 
chief priest, who did this. ^^ And the evil spirit anaw 
said : Jesus I know, and Paul I well know ; but who an 
1* And the man in whom the evil spirit was leaped on i 
and overcame them, and prevailed against both, so that 
ded out of that house iia]k»i «[^ ^oras&»i. ^"^ And th! 
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known to all, both Jews and Greeks, who dwelt at 
as ; and fear fell on them all, and the name of the Lord 
was magnified. ^^And many of the believers came, 
dng, and declaring their deeds. ^^Manj of those also 
racticed cxirioTis arts brought together the books, and 
I them before all ; and they counted the price of them, 
nnd it fifty thousand pieces of silyer. ^So mightily 
he word of God and prevailed. 

hen these things were ended, Paul purposed to go to 
lem, passing through Macedonia and Achaia ; saying : 
! have been there, I must also see Bome. ^ And having 
ato Macedonia two of those who ministered to him, 
\ij and Erastus, he himself stayed in Asia for a season, 
id about that time, there arose no small tumult con- 
^ the Way. ^ For a certain man named Demetrius, a 
tnith, who made silver shrines of I>iana,^rought no S>/t 
^ain to the craftsmen ; ^ whom he called togethex, with 
irkmcn of like occupation, and said : Sirs, ye well know 
f this craft we have our wealth. *• Moreover ye see and 
that this Paul has persuaded and turned aside much 
, not only of Ephesus, but of almost all Asia, saying that 
re not gods, which are made with hands. *^And there 
rer to us, not only that this tomch of buMness will come 
nrepute, but also that the temple of the great goddess 
will be accounted nothing, and her magnificence wiUbe 
red, whom all Asia and the world worship, 
id hearing it, they became fiQl of wrath, and continued 
out, saying : Great is Diana of the Epheslans. ** And the 
dty was filled with confusion ; and they rushed with one 
into the theatre, having seized Gains and Arlstarchus, 
f Macedonia, Paul's companions in travel. ^ And Paul 
g to enter in unto the people, the disciples suffered him 
And some also of the chiefs of Asia, being his firiends, sent 
, entreating l^im not to adventure himself into the theatre, 
me therefore were crying one thing, and some another ; 
I assembly was confused, and the greater p&xt \uck!e^ t^^\> ^ 
!oT0 they bad come together. ^ And lubey "Vstoxak^^N* ^^"^- 
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ward Alexander out of the multitude, the Jews thrusting him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned with the hand, desiring to 
make his defense to the people. ^ But when they knew ihii 
he was a Jew, one voice arose from all, crying about t^ 
hours : Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 

^And the town-clerk, hsTing qtiietod the people, said: 
Men of Ephesus, what human being is there, "vf^ho knows not 
that the city of the Ephesians is keeper of the great Diana, and 
of the image which fell down from Jupiter? "VThese things 
being therefore imdeniable, ye ooght to be quiet, and to do 
nothing rashly. ^ For ye brought liither these men, who an 
neither robbers of temples, nor blasphemers of yt)ur goddm 
^ If therefore Demetrius, and the craftsmen with him, have t 
matter against any man, the law is open, and there are prpcon* 
aula ; let them implead one another. ^ But if ye makd any 
demand concerning other matters, it ahall be determined in 
the lawful assembly. ^ For we are in danger of being called 
in question for this day's riot, there being no cause wherel^ 
we may give an account of this concourse. ^^ And haying thni 
spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 

Y Y And after the tumult ceased, Paul called to him the 
jLA.. disciples, and having embraced them, departed to go 
into Macedonia. *And having gone through those i-egiooi^ 
and given them much exhortation, he came into Ghceeeo. 
' And after he had stayed three months, a plot being laid tat 
him by the Jews, as he was about sailing to Syria, it was re- 
solved that he should return through Macedonia. ^ And there 
accompanied him imto Asia, Sopater, son of Pyrrhus, a Be- 
rcean; and of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus and SecundUB; 
and Gains of Derbe, and Timothy ; and of Asia, Tychicns and 
Trophimus. • These, having gone forward, were waiting far 
us at Troas. * But we sailed forth from Philippi, after the days 
of unleavened bread, and came to them to Troas in five days ; 
where we abode seven days. 
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^ And on the first day of the week, we having come together 
to break bread, Paul discoursed to them (being about to de- 
part on the morrow), and continued the discourse until mid- 
night. 8 Now there were many lights in the upper room, 
nirhere we were assembled. " And there sat on the window a 
oertain young man named Eutychus» being fallen into a deep 
sleep ; and as Paul was long discoursing, he sunk down with 
sleep, and fell down from the third loft, and was taken u^ dead. 
^ And Paul went down, and fell on him, and embracing him 
Bflid : Do not lament, for his life is in him. ^^ And having 
oosne up again, and broken the bread, and eaten, he talked a 
long while even till break of day, and so departed. ^^ And 
tliey brought the young man living, and were not a little com- 
forted. 

" And we, going forward to the ship, embarked for Assos, 
intending there to take in Paul ; for so he had appointed, in- 
tending himself to go on foot. ^^ And when he met with us 
mt Assoe, we took him in, and came to Mitylene. ^^ And sail- 
ing thence, we came the following day over against Chios ; and 
the next day we arrived at Samos ; and having tarried at 
Trogyllium, we came the next day to Miletus. " For Paul 
liad determined to sail past Ephesus, that he might not spend 
time in Asia ; for he was hastening, if it were possible for him, 
to be at Jerusalem on the day of Pentecost. 

IT And froin Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called the elders 
of the church. " And when they were oome to him, he said to 
them : Ye know, from the first day that I came into Asia, 
after what manner I have been with you the whole time ; 
* serving the Lord with all lowliness of mind, and with tears, 
and trials which befell me by the plottings of the Jews ; ^ how 
I kept back nothing that was profitable, that I should not 
annoonce it to you, and teach you, publicly and from house 
to house ; ^^ testifying, to both Jews and Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and fkith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

••And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit to Jerusalem, 
not knowing the things that shall befall me there ; ^ save t\!A.^ \^ 
the Holy Spirit witnesses to me in every dVy, Bayo^^ SJwa^X 
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bonds and afflictionB await me. *^ Bat none of these things 
move me, neither do I count my life dear to myself, so that I 
may finish my course with joy, and the ministry which I re- 
ceived from the Lord Jesus, to testify the good news of the 
gpraco of God. 

'^ And now, behold, I know that all ye, among whom I went 
about preaching the kingdom of God, shall see my &ce no 
more. *• Wherefore I testify to you this day, that I am pure 
from the blood of all ; *^ for I shunned not to declare to yoii 
the whole counsel of God. 

*^ Take heed therefore to yourselves, and to all the flock, in 
which the Holy Spirit made you overseers, to feed the church 
of the Lord, which he purchased with his own blood. "* For I 
know this, that after my departure grievous wolves will enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock. '^And from among 
yourselves will men arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples after them. ^ Therefore watch, remembering 
that for the space of three years, night and day, I ceased not 
to warn every one with tears. 

'^ And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the 
word of his grace, who is able to build you up, and to give you 
an inheritance among all the sanctified. '^ I coveted no one's 
silver, or gold, or apparel. ** Te yourselves know, that these 
hands ministered to my necessities, and to those who were 
with me. ^ In all ways I showed you that, so laboring, ye 
ought to assist the weak, and to remember the words of the 
Lord Jesus, that he himself said : It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. 

** And having thus spoken, he kneeled down, and prayed 
with them all. ^ And they all wept sorely, and fell on Paul'ii 
neck, and kissed him ; ^ sorrowing most of all for the word 
which he had spoken, that they should behold his face no more. 
And they accompanied him to the ship. 
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"XT VT And it came to pass, that after we liad torn oor- 
Jl. JlJ.* selves from them, and had put to sea, we came with 
& straight course to Coos, and the day following to Rhodes, 
and from thence to Patara. ^ And finding a ship crossing over 
to Phoenicia, we went aboard, and put to sea. ^ And bringing 
C3rpni8 in sight, and leaving it on the left hand, we sailed to 
Syria, and landed at Tyre ; for there the ship was to unlade 
her burden. ^ And having found out the disciples, we remained 
there seven days ; who said to Paul through the Spirit, that he 
BhouM not go up to Jerusalem. 

6 And when we had completed the days, we departed and 
'went our way; they all accompanying us, with wives and 
children, till we were out of the city ; and we kneeled down 
on the beach, jind prayed. *And having embraced one 
ttiother, we went on board the ship; and they returned to 
their homes. 

* And we, completing the voyage, came down from Tyre to 
Ptolemais ; and having embraced the brethren, we remained 
with them one day. ^ And on the morrow we departed, and 
cune to Csesarea ; and entering into the house of Philip the 
erangelist, being one of the Seven, we abode with him. 'And 
this man had four daughters, virgins, who prophesied. 

1* And while we were remaining several days, there came 
down from Judaea a certain prophet, named Agabus. " And 
ff!wni«g to us, he took off Paul's girdle, and bound his own hands 
and feet, and said: Thus says the Holy Spirit: So will the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man, whose this girdle is, and will 
deliver him into the hands of the Gentiles. ^^ And when we 
heard these things, both we, and they of that place, besought 
him not to go up to Jerusalem. ^^ Then answered Paul: What 
mean ye, to weep and to break my heart ? For I am ready 
not only to be bound, but also to die at Jerusalem, for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. '^ And when he would not be per-

*• Then Paul took the men, and the next day, hav 
himself with them, entered into the temple, anu' 
completion of the days of the purification, until 
was brought for each one of them. 

" And as the seven days were about to be e 
Jews from Asia, having observed him in the tern 
all the people, and laid hands on him, ^^ cryir 
Israel, help. This is the man who teaches al 
against the people, and the law, and this pla 
aljp, he brought Greeks into the temple, and 1? 
bofyjiacG, '^Far they had \)efoT© Bfcosi wltl: 
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Trophimiis the Ephedan, whom they supposed that Paul 
brought into the temple. ^ And aU the city was moved, and 
the people ran togeth^ ; and laying hold of Paul, they dragged 
him out of the temple ; and forthwith the doors were shut. 

»i And while they were seeking to kill him, a report came 
up to the chief captain of the band, that all Jerusalem was in 
an uproar ; 2* who immediately took with hini soldiers and cen- 
turions, and ran down to them ; and they, seeing the chief 
ci^tain and the soldiers, left off beating Paul. '^Then the 
chief captain came near, and took hold of him, and com- 
manded him to be bound with two chains ; and inquired who 
he was, and what he had done. ** And some cried one thing, 
lEKnne another, among the multitude ; and not being able to 
know the certainty on account of the tumult, he commanded 
him to be led into the castle. " And when he came upon the 
■tails, so it was, that he was borne by the soldiers on account i>^ 
of the violence of the people . *• For the multitude of the . 
people f oUowed afte r, crying : Away with him^ c^^Cs* ; ^•U^^•i^ 

^ And as he was about to be led into the castle, Paul says to 
the chief captain : May I speak to thee? And he said : Canst 
thou speak Greek? ^Art thou not then the Egyptian, who 
before these days made an uprofkr, and led out into the wilder- 
ness the four thousand men of the assassins ? '' And Paul said : 
I am a Jew of Tarsus, a citizen of no obscure dty of Cilicia; 
and I beseech thee, suffer me to speak to the people. 

^And he having given him permission, Paul, standing on 
the stairs, beckoned with the hand to the people. And a 
great silenco ensuing, he spoke to them in the Hebrew tongue, 
saying: 

mT Brethren, and fathers, hear my defense, which I 
i-» now make to you. ' And hearing that he spoke to 
them in the Hebrew tongue, they kept the more silence. ' And 
he says : I am a Jew, bom indeed in Tarsus of Cilida, but 
brought up in this city, taught at the feet of Cbmaliel, accord- 
ing to the strictness of the law of the fathers, being zealQT\&l<st.

•• And as they stretched him forth with the thongs, Paul said 
to the centurion who stood by : Is it lawful for you to scourge 
a man that is a Roman, and uncondemned ? '* The centurion, 
bearing it, he went and told the chief captain, saying : What 
art thou about to do ? For this man is a Roman. ^ And the 
chief captain came, and said to him: Tell me, art thou a 
Boman? He said: Yes. ^^And the chief captain answered : 
For a great sum I obtained this freedom. And Paul said : 
But I was bom free. 

••Immediately, therefore, they departed from him who were 
about to examine him ; and the chief captain also was afraid, 
after he knew that he was a Roman, and because he had 
boond him. 

**On the morrow, wishing to know the certainty, wherefore 
he was accused by the Jews, he released him, and commanded 
the chief priests and all the council to come together ; and he 
faronght Paul down, and set him before them. 

Y "Y I IT AinJ Paul, earnestly beholding the council, said : 
A A XJ-L> Men, brethren, I have lived in all good conscience 
before God unto this day. 

^And the high priest Ananias commanded those who stood 
l^ him to smite him on the mouth.

^And when he had said this, there arose a diss 
tween the Pharisees and the Sadducees ; and the

* And there arose a great clamor ; and the scril 
party of the Pharisees arose, and contended, saying ; 
no evil in this man ; but if a spirit spoke to him, or a]

lest Paul should be pulled in pieces by them, commi 
soldiery to go down, and to take him by force tro 
them, and to bring him into the castle. 

" And the night following, the Lord stood by him. 
Be of good courage ; for as thou didst fully testify 1

1* 80 he took him, and brought him to the chief captain, and 
said : Paul, the prisoner, caUed me to him, and asked me to 
bring this young man to thee, as he has something to say to 
ihee. 

^•Then the chief captain took him by the hand, and wont

iKmr of the night; ^'and let them provide beasts, that they 
may set Paul thereon, and bring him safe to Felix the governor. 
M And he wrote a letter after this manner : ^ Claudius Lysias 
to the most excellent governor Felix, sends greeting. <'^ This 
man was taken by the Jews, and was about to be killed by 
them ; but I came upon them with the soldiery, and rescued 
him, having learned that ho is a Roman. >^ And wishing to 
know the crime for which they were accusing him, I brought 
him down into their council ; ^ whom I found to be accused 
eoneeming questions of their law, but having nothing laid to 
his charge worthy of death or of bonds. ^ And being informed 
that a plot was about to be laid against the man, I sent 
itntightway to thee, having also commanded the accusers to 
say before thee what they had against him. ¥ax«wc3^ \

* And the high priest and the chief of the Jews Inftin 
him against Paul, and hosonght him, 'asking for themselY 
fayor against him, that he wonld send for him to Jerasal 
preparing an ambnsh to slay him on the way. ^But Fa 
answered, that Paul was to be kept a prisoner at Csesa 
and that he himself should soon go thither. ' Let them th 
fore, said he, who are powerftil among you, go down with 
and accuse this man, if there is any wickedness in him. 

* And having tarried among them not more than eight 
ten days, he went down to Ceesarea ; and on the morrow, tdU 
on the judgment-seat, ho commanded Paul to be brouj 
^ And when ho was come, the Jews who had come down f 
Jerusalem stood around, bringing many and grierous eha^ 
which they could not prove ; ^ while Paul said in deflBi 
Neither against the law of the Jews, nor against the ten 
nor against Csesar, did I commit any offense. 

*But Festus, wishing to gain favor with the Jews, aniv 
Paul, and said : Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and ther 
judged concerning these things, before me ? ^^ And Paul 
I stand at Caesar's judgment^seat, where I ought to be JT 
To Jews I did no wrong, as thou also very well knowest 
then I am an offender, and have done anything woir 
death, I refuse not to die ; but if there be none of the 
whereof these accuse me, no man can give me up to ib 
appeal to Cssar. 

^* Then Festus, having conferred with the council, axu 
Thou hast appealed to Csesar ; to Csesar thou shalt go. 

"And after certain days, Agrippa the king, and 
came to Csesarea to salute Festus. '^And as th 
spending some days there, Festus laid the case of Pk 
the king, saying: There is a certain man left in '

" When, therefore, they had come together here, without 
a&7 delay on the morrow I sat on the judgment-seat, and 
oommanded the man to be brought forth; ^^and standing up 
aiound him, the accusers brought no accusation of such things 
as I supposed ; ^^ but had certain controversies with him con- 
oeming their own religion, and concerning a certaiii Jesus who 
w«8 dead, whom Paul affirmed to be alive. ^^ And I, being 
peiplexed in regard to the dispute about these things, asked 
-whether he would go to Jerusalem, and there be judged con- 
oeming them. '^But Paul having appealed, to be kept in 
eostody for the decision of Augustus, I commanded him to be 
kept' until I shall send him up to Csesar. 

** And Agrippa said to Festus : I would also hear the man 
myself. To-morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

«»On the morrow, therefore, Agrippa and Bemice having 
eome with great pomp, and entered into the place of hearing, 
idth the chief captains and principal men of the city, at 
Festus' command Paul was brought forth. ^ And Festus said : 
King Agrippa, and all men who are here present with us, ye 
see this man, about whom all the multitude, of the Jews inter- 
ceded with me, both at Jerusalem and here, crying out that 



ha ought not to live any longer. ^'^ But having found that he 
had conmiitted nothing worthy of death, and he himself having 
i^pealed to Augustus, I determined to send him. '^ Of whom 
I have nothing certain to write to my lord. Wherefore I 
hnraght him forth before you, and especially before thee, king 
Agrippa, in order that, the examination having been made, I 
may have something to write. ^ For it seems to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not also signify the charges 
against him.

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am. Jesus, whom thou pezBecutest. ^^But arise, and standi 
upon thy feet ; for I appeared to thee for this purpose, to ap- 
point thee a minister and a wkness both of the things which 
thou sawest, and of the things in which I will appear to thee ;

'^For these causes the Jews, seizing me in the temple, 
attempted to kill me. ^^ Having therefore obtained help from 
God, I continue unto this day, witnessing both to small and 
gte&t, saying nothing except those thing? which the prophets 
imd Moses said should come ; -^ whether the Christ should 
Boflfer, whether he, the first of the resurrection from the dead,

^ And as he thus spoke for himself, Festus said with a loud 
voice : Paul, thou art mad ; much learning makes thee mad.

'And Paul having gathered «^\svm!^« of aticks, and laid thei 
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on the fire, there came out a Tiper from the heat, and fastened 
on his hand. ^ And when the barbarians saw the animal hang- 
ing from his hand, they said among themselves : No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, though escaped from the sea, jus- 
tice Bufiered not to live. *He, however, shaking off the ani- 
mal into the fire, suffered no harm. • But they were expecting 
that he would become inflamed, or suddenly fall down dead ;

hands on him and healed him. * And this having been done, 
the others also, who had diseases in the island, came and were 
healed ; ^^ who also honored us with many honors ; and when 
we put to sea, they loaded us with such things as were necessary. 

11 And after three months, we put to sea in a ship of Alexan- 
dria, which had wintered in the island, whose sign was Castor 
and Pollux. " And landing at Syracuse, we remained three 
days. " And from thence, making a circuit, we came to Rhe- 
gium. And after one day, a south wind arose, and we came on 
the second day to Puteoli ; ^* where we found brethren, and 
were entreated to remain with them seven days ; and so we 
went toward Rome. ^'^ And from thence, the brethren, having 
heard of us, came to meet us as &r as Appii Forum, and the 
Three Taverns ; whom when Paul saw, he gave thanks' to God, 
and took courage. 

1* And when we came to Rome, the centurion delivered the 
prisoners to the commander of the camp ; but Paul was suf- 
fered to dwell by himself, with the soldier who guarded him. 

"And it came to pass, that after three days Paul called 
together those who were the chief men of the Jews ; and when 
they were come together, he said to them : Men, brethren^ 
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thovgli I had done nothing ag&inst the people, or the • 
of our fikthers, yet I was delivered a prisoner £rom Je 
into the hands of the Romans; *^who, when thej 
amined me, wished to release me, because there was i 
of death in me. ^* But as the Jews spoke against i 
compelled to appeal to Csesar; not that I have snji 
charge against mj nation. ^ For this cause therefore 
for yon, to se^and to speak wiUi you ; for on acconi] 
hope of Israel I am compassed with this chain. 

*^ And they said to him : Wo neither received letti 
Judaea concerning thee, nor did any one of the breth

THE LETTER OF PAUL TO THE ROMINS. 

I Paul, a servant of Jesns Christ, a called apostle, set 
• apart unto the gospel of God, * which he before announced 
through his prophets in the Holy Scriptures, ' concerning his 
Bon, who was bom of the seed of David according to the flesh, 
^ who was declared to be the Son of God with power according 
to the spirit of holiness, by the resurrection from the dead, 
JesoB Christ our Lord ; ^ through whom we received grace and 
mpoetleship, for obedience to the faith among all the nations, 
fiur his name's sake ; * among whom are ye also, called of Jesus 
Christ ; ^to aJl the beloved of God that are in Home, called to 
he saints : Grace to you, and peace, from God our Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

•Krst, I thank my God through Jesus Christ for you aJl, 
that your faith is spoken of in all the world. * For God is my 
witness, whom I serve in my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
how without ceasing I make mention of you always in my 
prayers ; ^<> making request, if haply now at length I may "be 
prospered by the will of God to come to you. " For I long 
to see you, that I may impart to you some spiritual gift, to thp 
end ye may be established ; ^* that is, to be comforted together 
among you, by each other's faith, both yours and mine. 

*'Now I would not have you ignorant, brethren, that often- 
times I purposed to come to you (but was hindered hitherto), 
that I might have some fruit among you also, as among the 
rest of the Gentiles. " I am debtor both to Greeks and Bar- 
barians ; both to wise and unwise. " So, as far as lies in m.e, 
I am ready to preach the good news to you B^ao n^Vo ^xa ^ 
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Borne. i^For I am not ashamed of the gospel; for it is the 
power of God unto saLvation to ereij one that believes* to the 
Jew fint, and alao to the Greek* " For therdn is revealed a 
righteonsness of God, from faith to fcdth ; as it is written : T he 
just shall live by faith. 

IB For the wrath of Qod is revealed from heaven against all 
nngodliness and unrighteousness of men, who hold the truth in 
imiighteousneas ; *" because that which may be known of God is 
manifest in them ; for God manifested it to them. ^ For, from 
the creation of the world, his invisible things are clearly seen, 
being perceived by the things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead ; so that they are without excuse. *^ Be- 
cause, knowing God, they glorified him not as God, nor gave 
thanks ; but became vain in their reasonings, and t^jeir fooUBh 
heart was darkened. ^ ProfesEdng themselves to be wise, they 
became fools ; '^ and changed the glory of the incoiruptible 
God into an image made like to corruptible man, and to biidfl^ 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things. 

*^* Wherefore God also gave them up in the lusts of their 
hearts to undeanness, to dishonor their bodies among them- 
selves ; *' who changed the truth of God into a lie, and wo^ 
shiped and served the creature more than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen. 

'^ For this cause God gave them up to vile passions ; for 
their women changed the natural use into that which is against 
nature ; ^ and in like manner the men also, leaving the natifial 
use of the woman, burned in their lust one toward another ; 
men with men working that which is unseemly, and rec^ving 
in themselves the recompense of their error which was meet. 

*B And as they did not choose to retain God in their knowl- 
edge, God gave them over to a reprobate mind, to do those 
things which are not becoming ; ^ being filled with all unright- 
eousness, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness ; ftill of envy, 
murder, strifrf, deceit, malignity; whisperers, ^slanderers, 
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haters of God, overbearing, proud, boasters, devisers of evil 
things^ disobedient to parents, '^ without understanding, cove- 
nant-breiakers, without natural affection, implacable, unmerd- 
ftd; **who, knowing the judgment of God, that thej who 
commit such things are worthy of death, not only do them, 
but have pleasure in those who do them. 

TT Whebefobb thou art withoirt excuse, O man, whosoever 
-I-J-* thou art that judgest ; for wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; for thou that judgest doest the same 
things. ' Now we know that the judgment of God is according 
to truth, upon those who commit such things. 'And reckon- 
eet thou this, O man, that judgest those who do such things, 
and doest the same, that thou shalt escape the judgment of 
God ? ^Or despisest thou the riches of his goodness, and for- 
bearance, and long-suffering, not knowing that the goodness 
of .God is leading thee to repentance ; ' and after thy hardness 
and imx)enitent heart, art treasuring up for thyself wrath in 
Ae day of wrath and of the revelation of the righteous judg- 
ment of God'; • who will render to every man according to his 
deeds; *to those who by patient continuance in well doing 
seek for glory and honor and immortality, eternal life; 'but 
to those who are contentious, and do not obey the truth, but 
oibey unrighteousness, indignation and wrath, ' tribulation and 
disbress, upon every soul of man that works evil, of the Jew 
first, and also of the Greek ; *o but glory, and honor, and 
peace, to every man that works good, to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

"For there is no respect of persons with God. "For as 
many as sinned without law shall also perish without law ; and 
as many as sinned with law shall be judged by law ; Q^ for not 
the hearers of law are just before God, but the doers of law 
shall be justified : " for when Gentiles, who have no law, do by 
nature the things required by law, these, having no law, are a 
law to themselves ; " who show the work of law written in 
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their liearts, their opnacience witnessing therewith* 
thoughts alternately accusing, or also excusing;) ^i 
when Qod wiU judge the secrets of men by Jesoa < 
cording to my gospeL 

" But if thou art called a Jew, and restest upon 
makest thy boast in God, ^^ and knowest his will, ax 
est the things that are more excellent, being instruc 
the law ; '* and art confident that thou thyself art f 
the blind, a light of those who are in darkness, ^ on 
of the foolish, a teacher of babes, having the form 
edge and of the truth in the law ; '* thou then, tha 
another, dost tl^ou not teach thyself? Thou that px 
man should not steal, dost thou steal ? *^ Thou tha 
man should not commit adultery, dost thou commit 
Thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou commit sacrilege 
that makest thy boast in law, through the transgress 
law dishonorest thou God? '^For, the name of 
blasphemed among the Gentiles bee 
y o u, as it is written. 

''^ For circumcision indeed profits, if thou keep the 
if thou art a transgressor of law, thy circumcision hi 
undrcumcision '*If then the uncircumdsion kec 
quirements of the law, shall not his undrcumcision l 
for circumcision ? '^ And shall not the uncircumcisl< 
by nature, if it fulfill the law, judge thee, who with 
and circumcision art a transgressor of law ? ^^ For h 
Jew, who is one outwardly ; nor is that circumcision 
outward in the flesh. ^ But he is a Jew, who is one i 
and circumcision is that of the heart, in the spirit i 
letter ; whose praise is not of men, but of God. 

mWHAT then is the advantage of the Jew ? C 
• the benefit of circumcision ? ^ Much every i^ 
indeed, that they were intrusted with the orades of G 
what if some did not believe ? Shall their unbelief s 
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the futhfolness of God? «Far be it 1 Yea, let Qod be true, 
and everj man a liar ; as it i8 written : 

That thou mayest be justified in thy wordB, 
And mayest overcome when thon art judged. 

< But if our unrighteousness commends the righteousness of 
God, what shall we say? Is God unrighteous who takes 
vengeance ? (I speak as a man.) ' Far be it 1 For then 
how shall God judge the world ? ' For if the truth of God, 
through my lie, abounded unto his glory, why am I also still 
judged as a sinner** ^ And why not, as we are slanderously 
Teported, and as some affirm that we say : Let us do evil, that 
good may come ? Whose judgment is just. ^ 

• What then ? Are we better ? No, in no wise ; for we before 
charged, that both Jews and Gentiles are all under sin. >^ As 
itis written: There is none righteous, no, not 
one: "there is none that understands, there 
ii^ none that seeks after God. "They are 
mil gone out of the way, they are together 
become unprofitable; there is none that does 
good, ifliiere is not so much as one. "Their 
throat is an open sepulchre; with their 
tongues they have used deceit; the poison 
of asps is under their lips; ^^whose mouth 
is full of cursing and bitterness. "Their 
feet are swift to shed blood. "Destruction 
mnd misery are in their ways; "and the 
way of p-eace they have not known. "There 
is no fear of God before their eyes. 

^' Now we know that whatever the law says, it says to those 
under the law ; that every mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before God. *® Because by works of 
law no flesh shall be justified in his sight; for by law is the 
knowledge of sin. 

^ But now, apart from law, a righteousne(» of God has been 
manifested, being witnessed by the law and the prophets ; ^ a 
righteousness of God through Mth in Jesus Obx\&t,\Kc^jc^ tS^ 
and upon all that believe ; (for theie Vb uo ^aS&a«aR»%^ l^-t*^^^ 
S8B 
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Binned, and come short of the gloiy of God ;) '^ being justified 
freely by Ha grace, through the redemption that is in Christ 
JesTis ; ^ whom God set forth as a propitiation through futh 
by his blood, for the exhibition of his righteousness^ because of 
the passing over of the sins before committed in the forbear- 
ance of God ; '* for the exhibition of his righteousness in this 
present time, that he may be just, and the justifier of him who 
believes in Jesus. 

*' Where then is the boasting? It is excluded. By what 
kind of law ? Of works ? Nay ; but by the law of fidth. 
^ Therefore we reckon that a man is justified by faith apart 
from works of l^w. Is he t he God of Jews only 1 ^ Is he not 
alsb of Gentiles? Yes, of Gentiles also ; '^ seeing that God is 
one, who will justify the circumcision by faith, and the undr- 
cumcision through the faith. '^ Do we then make void law 
through the faith ? Far be it I Tea, we establish law. 

TTT What then shall wje say that Abraham our fiEither 
J- ' • found, as pertaining to the flesh ? ' For if Abraham was 
justified by works, he has ground of boasting ; but hot befbie 
God.. 2 For what says the Scripture? And Abraham 
believed God, and it was reckoned to him 
for righteousness. ^Now to him that works, the 
reward is not reckoned as of grace, but as a debt. <^ But to 
him that works not, but believes on him who justifies the 
ungodly, his faith is reckoned for righteousness. 'As also 
David speaks of the happiness of the man, to whom God 
reckons righteousness, apart frrom works : 
^ Happy they whose iniquities were forgiven. 
And whose sins were covered ; 

8 Happy the man to whom the Lord will not reckon fan 
'Comes this happiness then on the circumcision, or also on 
the imcircumcision ? For we say that fsAth. was reckoned to 
Abraham for righteousness. *®How then was it reckoned? 
When he was in circumcision, or in uncircumdsion ? Not in 
drcnmamoiif but in. unciTcramciBion. " And he received the 
fifen of circomcision, a eeaX oi ^^ Tiigja^ftcrasssosssft ^1 H5&a iaitk 
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which he had while in nnciicamcision ; that he might be father 
of all that belieye while in nncircumcision^ that the lighteons- 
nesB might be reckoned to them also, ^' and father of circom- 
cision to those who are not only of the circumcision, but who 
also walk in the steps of the fiaith of our father Abraham, 
which he had while in nndrcmncision. 

" For not throngh law was the promise to Abraham, or to 
his seed, that he should be heir of the world, bnt throngh the 
righteonsness of faith. ^* For if they that are of law are heirs, 
ikith is made void, and the promise is made of no effect. ^^ For 
the law works wrath ; for where there is no law, neither is 
there transgression. '* For this canse it is of £sith, that it may 
be by grace ; in order that the promise may be snre to all the 
seed ; not to that only which is of the law, bnt to that also 
which is of the fsuth of Abraham ; who is the father of ns all, 
"(as it is written: A father of many nations 
have I made thee,) before God whom he believed, 
who quickens the dead, and calls the things that are not as 
though they were ; "who against hope believed in hope, that 
lie should become &ther of many nations, according to that 
which was spoken: So shall thy seed be. "And 
being not weak in faith, he considered not his own body 
already dead, being about a hundred years old, and the dead- 
nesB of Sarah's womb. ^ And in respect to the promise of 
God he wavered not through xmbelief, but was strong in faith, 
giving glory to God, " and being fully persuaded, that what he 
has promised he is able also to perform. '' Wherefore also it 
was reckoned to him for righteousness. 

'^And it was not written for his sake alone, that it was 
reckoned to him; '^but for ours also, to whom it shall be 
reckoned, if we believe on him who raised up Jesus our Lord 
from the dead ; ** who was delivered np for our offenses, and 
was raised for our justification. 

"IT BEma justified therefore by faith, we have peace with 
^ • God through our Lord Jesus Christ *, ' thIOT^^'^\sk!OT^^ifl*i\ 
we obtained the access by faith into \3cda fftfto^ ^V^tsSokNR^X 
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stand, and rejoice in liope of the glory of God. 'And not 
only so, but we rejoice in afflictions also ; knowing that afflic- 
tion works patience; ^and patience approval; and approval 
hope ; * and hope makes not ashamed ; because the love of 
God has been poured forth in our hearts> by the Holy Spoilt 
which was given to us. 

*For when we were yet without strength, in due season 
Christ died for the ungodly. ''For scarcely for a righteous 
man will one die ; though, for the good man, perhaps some 
one does even dare to die. ^ But God commends his love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 
'Much more therefore, being now justified by his blood, shall 
we be saved from the wrath through him. ^^ For if, being ene- 
mies, we were reconciled to God through the death of his son; 
much more, being reconciled, shall we be saved by his life; 
" and not only so, but also rejoicing in God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, through whom we have now received the recon- 
ciliation. 

^^ Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, and 
death by on ; and so death passed upon all men, for that all 
Binned ; Q^ for imtil the law sin was in the world ; but sin is 
not imputed when there is no law. *^ But yet death reigned 
from Adam to Moses, even over those who sinned not after the 
likeness of Adam's transgression, who is a type of him who was 
to come. 

" But not as the trespass, so also is the free gift ; for if by 
the trespass of the one the many died, much more did the 
grace of God, and the gift by the grace of the one man, Jesus 
Christ, abound to the many. 

1^ And not as through one that sinned, is j;he gift ; for the 
judgment came of one unto condemnation, but the free gift 
came of many trespasses unto justification. "For if by the 
trespass of the one, death reigned through the one; much 
more they who receive the abundance of the grace, and of ^e 
gift of righteousness, shall reign in life through the one, Jesus 
Chiist) 
^^ 80 then, as through. oii<& \.Te«<^iejai& V^^LiS^^^e^^ ^assA^Qa^oiCL all 
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men unto condemnation ; so also through one righteous act 
the free gift came upon all men unto justification of life. ^" For 
as through the disobedience of the one man the many were 
constituted sinners, so also through the obedience of the one 
will the many be constituted righteous. 

^Moreover the law came in also, that the trespass might 
abound. But where sin aboimded, grace did much more 
abound ; '^ that as sin reigned in death, so also might grace 
reign through righteousness unto eternal life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

TTT What then shall we say ? Shall we continue in sin, 
f J-« that grace may abound ? ' Far be it I How shall we, 
who died to sin, live any longer therein ? * Enow ye not, that 
ail we who were immersed into Jesus Christ were immersed 
into his d^a•th ? * We were buried therefore with him by the 
immersion into his death ; that as Christ was raised from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, so we also should walk in 
newness of life. * For if we have become united with the like- 
ness of his death, we shall be also with that of his resurrection ; 
' knowing this, that our old mail was crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroyed, in order that we should no 
longer be in bondage to sin. ' For he that died has been justi- 
fied from sin. ® And if we died with Christ, we believe that 
we shall also live with him ; ' knowing that Christ, being raised 
from the dead, dies no more ; death has dominion over him no 
more. *® For in that he died, he died to sin once ; but in that 
he lives, he lives to God. " So also reckon ye ourselves to be 
dead indeed to sin, but alive to God through Jesus Christ. 

^' Let not sin therefore reign in your mortal body, that ye 
should obey the lusts thereof; " nor yield your members to sin 
as instruments of unrighteousness ; but yield yourselves to God, 
aa being alive from the dead, and your members to God as in- 
struments of righteousness. ^^ For sin shall not have dominion 
over you ; for ye are not under law, but under grace. 

" What then ? Shall we sin, because we are not w3DL^«t\3s^ ^ \^ 
hat under grace ? Far be itl ^^Bjdow 7^ tl<q>\,,\Jd^\» \»^\issai\ 
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ye Tield yourselves seiraiits to obey, his seiYaaits ye are whom 
ye obey ; whether of sin unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness ? ^^ But thanks be to God, that ye were Bemrsnts 
of sin, but obeyed from the heart that form of teaching which 
was delivered to you; *^and being made free from tin, je 
became servants of righteousness. 

1* I speak after the manner of men, because of the infirmity 
of your flesh. For as ye yielded your members servantB to 
nncleanness, and to iniquity unto iniquity ; so now yield your 
members servants to righteousness unto sanctification. *IVir 
when yo were servants of sin, ye were free as to righteousness. 
*^ What fruit therefore had ye then in those things whereof ye 
are now ashamed? For the end of those things is deatiiu 
^But now, being made free from sin, and become servants to 
God, ye have your fruit unto sanctification, and the end eveit- 
lasting life. '> For the wages of sin is death ; but the gift ci 
God is eternal life, in Jesus Christ our Lord. 

TTTT Know ye not, brethren (for I speak to those who 
Y XX* know the law), that the law has dominion over a man 
for so long a time as he lives ? ' For the married woman is 
boxmd by law to her husband while he lives ; but if the hus- 
band die, she is loosed from the law of the husband. * So then 
if, while the husband lives, she be married to another man, she 
shall be called an adulteress ; but if the husband die, she is ttee 
from the law, so that she is not an adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. 

* Wherefore, my brethren, ye also were made dead to the law 
through the body of Christ, in order that ye should be married 
to another, to him who was raised from the dead, that we might 
bring forth fruit to God. * For when we were in the flesh, the 
emotions of sins, which were by the law, wrought in our memr 
bers to bring forth fruit xmto death. * But now we are delivered 
from the law, having died to that wherein we were held ; so tliat 
we serve in newness of spirit, and not in oldness of the letter. 
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' Wliat then sliall we say ? Is the law sm? Far be it I But 
I had not known sin, except through law ; for I had not known 
ooveting,if the lawhadnot said: Thou shalt not covet. 
^But sin, taking occasion bj the commandment, wrought in me 
all manner of coveting. For without law, sin is dead. 

* And I was alive without law once ; but when the command- 
ment came, sin revived, and I died. *PAnd the command- 
ment, which was for life, that I found to be for death. ^* For 
sin, taking occasion bj the commandment, deceived me, and 
by it slew mo. 

^' So that the law is holy, and the commandment holy, and 
just, and good. 

^Hasthen that which is good become death to me? Far 
be it I But sin, that it might appear sin, working death to me 
by that which is good, that sin by the commandment might, 
become exceedingly sinful. 

" For we know that the law is spiritual ; but I am carnal, 
sold under sin. ^* For what I perform, I know not ; for not 
what I desire, that do I ; but what I hate, that I do. ^» But if 
what I desire not, that I do, I consent to the law that it is good. 

*'Now then, it is no longer I that perform it, but the sin 
that dwells in me. 

^^For I know that there dwells not in me, that is, in my 
flesh, any good ; for to desire is present with me ; but to per- 
form that which is good I find not. "For the good that I 
desire, I do not; but the evil that I desire not, that I do. 
"'But ii what I desire not, that I do, it is no more I that per- 
form it, but the sin that dwells in me. 

^ I find then the law, that, when I desire to do good, evil is 
present with me. » For I delight in the law of God after the 
inward man. '^But I see another law in my members, war- 
ring against the law of my mind, and bringing me into cap- 
tivity to the law of sin which is in my members. " Wretched 
man that I am I Who will deliver me from the body of this 
death ? ^'^ I thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord 1 So 
then I myself with the mind serve the law of God, but m^^ I 
the Sesh the law of sin. \ 
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TTTTT Thsbb Ib therefore now no eondenmaticm ti 
Y XJLL* who are in Chriet Jesus. * For the law of the 
of life in Christ Jesus set me free from the law of i 
death. ' For what the law oonld not do, in that it wai 
through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the like 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh ; ^tl 
requirement of the law might be fulfilled in us, who wi 
aooording to the flesh, but according to the Spirit. * Fi 
that are according to the flesh mind the thhigs of the 
but they that are according to the Spirit, the things 
Spirit. " For to be carnally minded is death ; but to be 
uallj minded is life and peace. ^ Because the carnal x 
enmity against God; for it does not submit itself to the 
God, neither indeed can it ; ^ and they that are in the fl< 
not please God. 

'But ye are not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if indf 
Spirit of God dwells in you. And if any man has n 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. "And if Christ is i 
the body indeed is dead because of sin ; but the Spirit 
because of righteousness. * " And if the Spirit of hii 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwells in you, he who 
up Christ from the dead will also quicken your mortal ' 
because of his Spirit that dwells in you. 

" So that, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, 
according to the flesh. " For if ye live according to th< 
ye shall die ; but if by the Spirit ye mortify the deeda 
body, ye shall live. " For as many as are led by the S] 
God, they are sons of God. " For ye did not receive the ff 
bondage, again to fear ; but ye received the Spirit of a^ 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. " The Sprit itself bears v 
with our spirit, that we are children of God ; " and if ch 
also heirs ; heirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ ; if : 
we sufier with him, that we may also be glorified with ] 

"For I reckon that the suffbrings of this present tii 

of no Acconnt, in compariaon vrith the glory which si 

leve&led in us. "Fox the eanx%»\. Vsaigca^ ^ Niaa <st» 
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waiting for the revelation of the sons of God. ^ For the 
creation was made sabject to vanity, not willingly (but by 
reason of him who made it subject), in hope ^^ that the creation 
itself also shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption into 
the glorious liberty of the children of God. ^ For we know 
that the whole creation groans and travails in pain together 
until now. ** And not only so, but ourselves also, though we 
have the first-fruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, the redemption of our body. 

"For we were saved in hope ; but hope that is seen is not 
hope ; for what a man sees, why does he also hope for ? ^^ But 
if we hope for that we see not, we with patience wait for it.

for we know not what we should pray for as we ought ; but 
tlie Si^nt itself makes intercession for us with groanings which 
can not be uttered. '"^ And he who searches the hearts knows 
what is the mind of the Spirit, because he makes intercession 
for the saints according to the will of God. 

*^ And we know that all things work together for good to 
those who love God, to those who are called according to his 
purpose.. ^ Because whom he foreknew, he also predestined to 
be conformed to the image of his Son, that he might be the 
first-born among many brethren. ^ And whom he predestined, 
them he also called ; and whom he called, them he also justi- 
fied ; and whom he justified, them he also glorified. 

*^ What then shall we say to these things ? If God is for us, 
who shall be against us ? '^ He who spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not also with him 
freely give us all things ? ^ Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God's chosen ? Qod is he that justifies ; ^ who is he 
that condemns? Christ is he that died, yea rather, that is 
risen again, who is also at the right hand of God, who also in- 
tercedes for us. **Who shall separate us from the love of 
Christ? Shall tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or fiean- 
ine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword ? ** As it is written : 
For, for thy sake we are killed all the day long ; 
We were accounted as sheep lot toai^X«t. \ 
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'^Nay, in all these things we are more than oanqoeion 
through him who loved us. ^ For I am i>enniaded, that neither 
death nor life, neither angels nor principalities nor powefs, 
neither things present nor things to come, ** neither height nor 
depth, nor any other created thing, shall he ahle to separate ns 
firom the love of God, which is in Christ Jesns our Lord. 

TV I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, my conscience also 
J-A* bearing me witness in the Holy Spirit, ' that I have great 
grief and continual anguish in my heart. * For I myself could 
wish to be accursed from Christ for my brethrrai, my kinsmen 
accor<iing to the flesh ; ^ who are Israelites ; whose is the adop- 
tion, and the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of the 
law, and the service, and the promises ; 'whose are the fkihers, 
and of whom as to the flesh is Christ, who is over all, God 
blessed forever. Amen. 

*Not as though the word of God has &iled. For not all 
they are Israel, who are of Israel ; ^ neither, because thej are 
the seed of Abraham, are they all children ; but. In Isaac 
shall thy seed be called. ^ That is, not they who 
are the children of the flesh are children of God ; but the chil- 
dren of the promise are reckoned as seed. *For the word of 
promise is this : At this season I will come, and 
Sarah shall have a son. ^^ And not only so ; but when 
Rebecca also had conceived by one, our father Isaac, Q^ for they 
being not yet bom, nor having done anything good or evil, that 
the purpose of God according to election might stand, not of 
works, but of him who calls), "it was said to her : The elder 
shall serve the younger. "As it is written : 
Jacob I loved. 
But Esau I hated. 

^^ What then shall we say? Is there unrighteousness with 
God? FarbeitI "For he says to Moses: I will have 
mercy on whomsoever I have mercy, and 
I will have compassion on whomsoever I 
have compassion. "Sothenltianot of Tiim who wills, 
nor of him who runs, but oi (3to^'w\io ^tyw^TSissKs^ . '^'^'^^'t.'Cask 
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Scripture says to.Pharaoli ; Even for this very pur- 
pose did I raise thee up, that I might 
sliow forth my power in th'ee, and that 
my name might be declKred in all the 
earth. ^^So that, on whom he will he has mercy, and whom 
he will he hardens. 

" Thou wilt say then to me : Why then does he yet find 
fault? For who resists his will? ^Nay but, O man, who 
art thou that repliest against God? Shall the thing formed 
say to him who formed it : Why didst thou make me thus ? 

*^ Has not the potter i)ower over the day, of the same lump 
to make one vessel unto honor, and anotiiier unto dishonor? 
*> And what if God, willing to show forth his wrath, and to make 
known his power, endured with much long-suffering vessels of 
wrath fitted for destruction ; ^' and that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on vessels of mercy, which he had before 
prepared for glory ; ^^whom he also called, evQu us, not fiK>m 
among the Jews only, but also from among the Gentiles ? '^ As 
also he says in Hosea : 

I will call them my people, who were not my people ; 
And her beloved, who was not beloved. 
**And it shall be, that in the place whore 
it was said to them, Ye are not my people, 
there shall they be called. Sons of the 
living God. '^And Isaiah cries concerning Israel : 
Though the number of the sons of Israel be as the sand 

of the sea. 
The remnant shall be saved ; 
•®Por he will finish the work. 
And cut it short in righteousness ; 
Because a short work will the Lord make upon the earth. 
** And as Isaiah has said before : 

Except the Lord of Sabaoth had left us a seed. 

We had become as Sodom, 

And been made like to Gomorrah. 
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** What then fihall we saj ? That Gentilee, who were not 
following af tor righteousnees, obtained righteoofiness, the lig^t- 
eongness which is of fidth ; '^ but Israel, following after a law 
of righteousness, attained not to [such] a law. ** Wherefore? 
Because [thej sought it] not by faith, bat as being by works 
of law. For they stumbled against the stone of stumbling; 
'lasit is written: Behold, I lay in Zion a stone 
of stumbling, and a rock of offense; and 
he that believes on him shall not be pnt 
to shame. 

XBrethrbn, it is my heart's desire and prayer to God on 
• their behalf, that they might be saved. * For I bear them 
witness, that they have a zeal for Qod, but not according 'to 
knowledge. ' For not knowing the righteousness of Qod, and 
seeking to establish their own righteousness, they did not sub- 
mit themselves to the righteousness of God. ^ For Christ is 
the end of the law for righteousness, to every one that believes. 
'^ For Moses describes the righteousness which is of the law : 
The man that has done them, shall live 
by them. *But the righteousness which is of &ith says 
thus: Say not in thy heart. Who shall ascend 
into heaven? (that is, to bring Christ down;) ''or. Who 
shall descend into the d e e p ? (that is, to bring up 
Christ from the dead.) «But what says it? The word is 
nigh thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart; 
that is, the word of faith, which we preach ; * because, if thou 
shalt profess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and believe in 
thy heart that God raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. ^^ For with the heart man believes imto righteousness ; 
and with the mouth x^rofession is made unto salvation. ^^ For 
the Scripture says : W h o e V e r believes on him shall 
not be put to shame. ''For there is no difference 
between Jew and Greek ; for the same is Lord of all, rich 
toward all that call upon him ; "for every one who 
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shall call upon tile name of the Lord shall 
be saved. 

^How then shall they call on him on whom they believed 
not ? And how shall they believe cm him of whom they heard 
not ? And how shall they hear without a preacher ? " And 
how shall they preach, nnless they are sent forth? As it is 
written : 

How beautiful are the feet of those who bring glad 

tidings of peace. 
Who bring glad tidings of good things I 
^«But they did not all hearken to the glad tidings. For 
Isaiahsays: Lord, who believed our report? "So 
then futh comes of hearing, and hearing by the word of God. 
" But I say, did ihey not hear ? Yes verily ; 
Their sound went forth into aU the earth. 
And their words unto the ends of the world. 
'* But I say, did Israel not know ? First Moses says : 

I will provoke you to jealousy by those who are no people, 
By a foolish nation I will move you to anger. 
^ But Isaiah is very bold, and says : 

I was found by those who sought me not ; 
I became manifest to those who asked not after me. 
SI But of Israel he says : 

All the daylong, I stretched forth my hands. 
To a disobedient and gainsaying people. 

nl BAT then, did God cast away his people ? Far be it ! 
• For I also am an Israelite, of the seed of Abraham, of 
the tribe of Benjamin. ^God did not cast away his people 
wh<»n he foreknew. Know ye not what the Scripture says in 
the story of Elijah ; how he pleads with God against Israel, 
saying: ^Lord they killed thy prophets, and 
digge-d down thine altars; and I was left 
alone, and they seek my life. ^BuVwhat says 
the answer of God to him? I reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who bow^d TiQ>\ Vo.^ 
kneo to Baal. 
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* Even BO then, at this xireeent time also, there is a lenmant 
according to the election of grace. * And if by grace, it is no 
longer of works ; otherwise, grace becomes no longer grace. 
[But if of works, it is no longer grace ; otherwise, wodE is no 
longer work.] 

^ What then ? What Israel seeks after, that he obtained not ; 
but the election obtained it, and the rest were hardened. 
^ According as it is written : God gave them a spirit 
of slumber, eyes that they should not 
see,' and ears that they should not hear, 
unto this day. * And David says : 

Let their table be made a snare, and a trap. 
And a stumbling-block, and a recompense to them ; 
*o Let their eyes be darkened, that they may not see. 
And bow down their back alway. 

"I say then, did they stumble in order that they should 
fall? Far be it I But by their fall salvation is come to the 
Gentiles, to provoke them to jealousy. ^' But if their &11 is 
the riches of the world, and their diminution the riches of the 
Gentiles, how much more their fullness ? 

^' For I am speaking to you Gentiles ; inasmuch as I am the 
apostle of the Gentiles, I magnify my office ; ^^if by any means 
I may provoke to emulation those who are my fl^ih, and may 
save some of them. " For if the casting away of them is the 
reconciling of the world, what shall the receiving of them be, 
but life from the dead? "And if the first-fruit is holy, soalso 
is the lump ; and if the root is holy, so also are the branches. 
" And if some of the branches were broken off, and thou, being 
a wild olive-tree, wert grafted in among them, and became a 
partaker with them of the root and the fatness of the olive- 
tree ; "boast not over the branches. But if thou boast, it is 
not thou that bearest the root, but the root thee. 

" Thou wilt say then : The branches were broken off, that I 
might be grafted in. ^ Well ; because of their want of fSedth 
they were broken oflf, and thou standest by thy faith. Be not 
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high-minded, but fear; '^for if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare not thee. 

^ Behold then the goodness and severity of God ; toward 
those who fell, severity ; but toward thee, goodness, if thou 
continue in his goodness ; otherwise, thou also shalt be cut oS. 
^ And they also, if they continue not in their unbelief, shall be 
grafted in ; for God is able again to graft them in. ^For if 
thou wast cut out of the olive-tree which is wild by nature, 
and wast grafted contrary to nature into a good olive-tree ; 
how much more shall these, who are the natural branches, be 
grafted into their own olive-tree ? 

'*For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of 
this mystery, lest ye should be wise in your own conceits, that 
hardness has come upon Israel in part, until the fullness of the 
Gentiles come in. ^^ And so all Israel shall be saved ; as it is 
written: There shall come out of Zion the 
Deliverer; he will turn away ungodliness 
from Jacob; ^and this is the covenant 
from me to them, when I shall take away 
their sins. '^As concerning the gospel, they are enemies 
fbr your sakes: but as concerning the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers' sakes. ^*For unrepented are the gifts 
and the calling of God. ><>For as ye in times past disobeyed 
God, but now obtained mercy through their disobedience ; '^ so 
also they now disobeyed through the mercy shown to you, 
that they also might obtain mercy. ^ For God included all 
in disobedience, that he might have mercy upon all. 

^ Oh, the depth of the riches, and wisdom, and knowledge of 
God I 'How imsearchable are his judgments, and his ways past 
finding out I "For, 

Who knew the mind of the Lord ? 
Or who became his counselor ? 

<*0r who first gave to him, and it shall be given back to him 
again ? ^ For of him, and through him, and unto him, are all 
things; to him be the glory forever. Amen. 
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I BESEECH, yon, therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, to present your bodies a liying sacrifice, holy, 
well pleasing to God, which is yonr rational service. ' And be 
not conformed to this world ; bnt be transformed by the re- 
newing of your mind, that ye may discern what is the will of 
God, the good, and well pleasing, and perfect. 

•For I say, through the grace given to me,, to every one 
that is among you, not to think of himself more highly than he 
ought to think ; but to think soberly, according as God im- 
parted to each one the measure of £sdth. ^For as we have 
many members in one body, and all the members have not the 
same office ; '^ so we, the many, are one body in Christ, and 
severally members one of another. ^ And having gifts differ- 
ing according to the grace that is given to us, whether prophr 
ecy, [let us prophesy] according to the proportion of our fidth; 
T or ministry, [let us wait] on the ministry ; or he that teadies, 
on the teaching; ^or he that exhorts, on the exhortation ; he 
that gives, [let him do it] with simplicity ; he that presides, 
with dili^nce ; he that shows mercy, with cheerfulness. 

* Let love be unfeigned. Abhor that which is evil ; cleave to 
that which is good. In brotherly love, ^°be kindly afifectioned 
one to another ; in honor, preferring one another ; " in dOigenoe^ 
not slothful ; in spirit, fervent, serving the Lord ; ^^ in hope, re- 
joicing; in affliction, patient ; in prayer, persevering; "com- 
municating to the necessities of the saints ; given to hospitality. 
** Bless those who persecute you; bless, and curse not. "Re- 
joice with those who rejoice ; weep with those who weep. "Be 
of the same mind one towaid another. Aspire not to things 
that are high, but condescend to the lowly. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. " Recompense to no one evil for evil. Provide 
things honorable in the sight of all men. "If it be possible, 
as far as depends on you, be at peace with all men. " Avenge 
not yourselves, beloved, but give place to the wrath [of God]. 
For it is written : To me belongs vengeance; I

I Paul, a called apostle of Christ Jesus through the will 
• of God, and Sosthenes the brother, ' to the church of God 
which is at Corinth, those sanctified in Christ Jesus, called to 
be saints, with all that in eveiy place call upon the name of 
Jesus Christ our Lord, both theirs and ours : • Grace to you, 
and peace, from God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

*I thank my God always on your behalf, for the grace of 
Ck)d which was given you in Christ Jesus ; • that in everything 
ye were made rich in him, in all utterance and aU knowledge ; 
•according as the testimony of Christ was confirmed in you ; 
* 00 that ye are behind in no gift» waiting for the revelation of 
our Lord Jesus Christ ; ^ who will also confirm you unto the 
end, unaccused in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. *God is 
fidthful, by whom ye are called into the feUowship of his 
Son, Jesus Christ our Lord. 

" But I beseech you, brethren, by the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye aU speak ^e same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you ; but that ye be made complete 
in the same mind,1and in the same judgment. ^^ For it was 
made known to me concerning you, my brethren, by those of 
the house of Chloe, that there are contentions among you. 
^* And I mean this, that each of you says, I am of Paul ; and I 
of Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of Christ. "Is Christ 
divided ? Was Paul crucified for you ? Or were ye immersed 
20 816 
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]n the name of Paul ? '^ I thank God that I imxaersdd none 
of you, bat CriBpns and (^ains ; ^' that no one may say that I 
immened in my own name. ^* And I inmieised also the house- 
hold of Stephanas ; besides, I know not whether I immened 
any other. 

"For Christ did not send me to immerse, bat to pieadi 
the glad tidings ; not with wisdom of speech, lest the cross of 
Christ shotdd be made of no effect. " For the preaching of the 
cross is to those who perish, foolishness ; but to ns who an 
saved, it is the power of God. " For it is written : 
I will destroy the wisdom of the wise. 
And will bring to nothing the prudence of the prudent. 

*« Where is the wise? Where is the scribe f Where is the 
dispnter of this world 7 Did not God make foolish the wisdom 
of the world? '^ For since, in the wisdom of God, the world 
through its wisdom knew not God, God was pleased through 
the foolishness of preaching to save those who beUeve ; ^ since 
Jews require signs, and Greeks seek after wisdom, ^ but we 
preach Christ crucified, to Jews a stumbling-block, and to 
Gentiles foolishness, *^but to those who are the called, both 
Jews and Greeks, Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. *< Because the foolishness of God is wiser than men ; and 
the weakness of God is stronger than men. 

''For see your calling, brethren, that not many are wise 
after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble ; '"^ but God 
chose the foolish things of the world, that he might put to 
shame the wise ; and God chose the weak things of the world, 
that he might put to shame the things which are strong ; ^ and 
the base things of the world, and the things which are deqgyised, 
did God choose, and the things which are not, that he might 
bring to naught things that are ; ^' that no flesh should glory 
beifore God. *®But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who ftom 
God was made wisdom to us, both righteousness and sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption ; ^ that, according as it is written : H e 
that glories, let him glory in the Lord. 
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nl ALSO, when I came to you, '"brethren, came not with 
• excellen<r^ of speech or of wisdom, declaring to yon the 
testimony of God. 'For I determined not to know anything 
among yoo, save Jesus Christ, and him crucified. ^ And I was 
with you in weakness, and in fear, and in much trembling. 
4 And my speech and my preaching were not with persuasive 
#ords of man's wisdom, but with demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power ; '^ that your fiuth might not stand in the wisdom 
of men, but in the iwwer of Gfod. 

^ But we speak wisdom among those who axe perfect ; but a 
wisdom not of this world, nor of the rulers of this world, who 
come to naught. ''But we speak Gt)d*s wisdom in a mystery, 
the hidden wisdom which God predestined before the worids 
onto our glory ; ^ which no one of the rulers of this world has 
known ; for had they known it, they would not have crudfied 
the Lord of glory ; ^ but (as it is written) things which 
eye saw not, nor ear heard, and which en- 
tered not into the heart of man, which God 
prepared for those who love him; ^'^buttous 
God revealed them by his Spirit, for the Spirit searches all 
things, even the deep things of God. " For who among men 
knows the things of a man, save the spirit of the man, which is 
in him ? So also the things of God no one knows, but the Spirit 
of God. " And we received, not the spirit of the world, but 
the spirit which is of God ; that we might know the things that 
were freely given to us by God. ^^ Which things also we speak, 
not in words taught by man's wisdom, but in those taught by 
the Spirit ; comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

" But the natural man receives not the things of the Spirit 
of God, for they are foolishness to him ; and he can not know 
them, because they are spiritually judged. " But he that is 
spiritual judges all things ; but he himself is judged by no one. 
"For who knew the mind of the Lord, that he 
may instruct him? But we have the mind of Christ.

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ml ALSO, brethren, \va8 not able to speak to 70a as 
• spiritual, bat as carnal, as babes in Gluist. * 1 fed yon 
with milk, and not with meat ; for ye were not yet able to 
bear it; nay, nor even now are ye aide. 'For ye ore yet 
carnal ; for whereas there is among yon envying, and stiile, 
and divisions, are ye not carnal, and do ye not walk as men ? 
^For when one says, I am of Paul; and another, I am of 
ApoUos ; are ye not carnal ? ' Who then is Paul, and who is 
ApoUos, but ministers through whom ye belieyed, even as the 
Lord gave to each one? *I planted, ApoUos watered; but 
God gave the increase. ^ So then neither is he that plants 
anything, nor he that waters ; but God that gives the increasa 
^ And he that plants and he that waters are one ; and eadi 
will receive his own reward according to his own labor. 

• For we are GKxl's fellow-laborers ; ye are God's field, God's 
building. ^° According to the grace of God which was given 
to me, as a wise master-builder I laid a foundation, and another 
builds thereon. But let each one take heed how he builds 
thereon. "For other foundation can no one lay than that 
which is laid, which is Jesus Christ. '^ And if any one builds 
on this foundation gold, silver, predous stones, wood, hay, 
stubble ; '' the work of e^h one will be made manifest ; for 
the day will show it, because it is revealed in fire, and the fire 
itself will prove of what sort is each one's work. " If any 
one's work which he built thereon remains, he will receive 
reward. " If any one's work shall be burned up, he will suffer 
loss ; but he himself will be saved ; yet so as through fire. 

'^Know ye not that ye are God's temple, and that the 
Spirit of God dwells in you ? "If any one defiles the temple 
of God, him will God destroy ; for the temple of Gtod is holy, 
the which are ye. -^^£«!m^ 

^^ Let no one deceive himself. If any one seems to be 
among you in this world, let him become a fool, that he may 
become wise. "For the wisdom of this world is foolishness

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with God. For it is written: He that takes the 
wise in their craftiness. ^^Andagain: 
The Iiord knows the thoughts of the wise. 
That they are vain. 
'* So then, let no one gloiy in men. For all things are 
yours ; ^ whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, or 
life, or death, or things present, or things to come, all are 
yours ; ^^ and ye are Christ's, and Christ is God's. 

TTT So let a man account us, as ministers of Christ, and 
J-^ • stewards of the mysteries of God. * Moreover, it is re- 
quired in stewards, that a man be found faithfal. * But with 
me it is a very small thing that I should be judged by you, 
or by man's day ; nay, neither do I judge mysdf. * For I 
am conscious to myself of nothing ; yet am I not hereby 
justified, but he that judges me is the Lord. * So then judge 
not anything before the time, until the Lord come, who wOl 
both bring to light the hidden things of darkness, and make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts ; and then shall each one 
have his praise of God. 

• And these things, brethren, I have in a figure transferred to 
myself and Apollos for your sakes ; that in us ye may learn 
not to go beyond that which is written, that ye be not puffed 
up each for one against another. '' For who makes thee to 
differ? And what hast thou, that thou didst not receive? 
But if thou didst receive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou 
hadst not received it ? ^ Already ye are filled fuU, already ye 
became rich, without us ye reigned as kings ; and I would ye 
did reign, that we also might reign with you. 

•For I think that God set forth us the apostles last, as con- 
demned to death ; for we have become a spectacle to the world, 
both to angels and to men. '^ y^^ ^re fools for Christ's sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ ; we are weak, but ye are strong ; ye

we sufier it ; ^' being defamed, we entreat ; we have become as 
the filth of the world, the offiioouring of all things nnto this day. 

" I write not these things to shame you, but as my bdored 
sons I admonish you. " For though ye have ten thousand in- 
structors in Christ, yet have ye not many fekthers ; for inChiist 
Jesus I begot you through the gospeL *•! beseech yon there- 
fore, be followers of me. 

" For this cause I sent to you Timothy, who is my child, be- 
loved and fiaithful in the Lord, who will bring to your remem- 
brance my ways in Christ, as I teach everywhere in every church. 

^^ Now some were puffed up, as though I were not coming 
to you. " But I will come to you shortly, if the Lord will, and 
will know, not the word of those who are puffed up, but the 
power. ^ For the kingdom of God is not in word, but in 
power. '* What will ye ? Shall I come to you with a rod, or 
in love, and the spirit of meekness ? 

YIt is commonly reported that there is fornication among 
• you, and such fornication as is not even among the Gen- 
tiles, that one should have his feither's wife. *And ye aie 
puffed up, and did not rather mourn, that he who did this deed 
might be taken away from among you. ' For I verily, as ab- 
sent in body but present in spirit, have already judged, af 
though I were present, concerning him who has so done this 
*in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, ye being gathered tf 
gether, and my spirit, with the power of our Lord Jesus Chii« 
' to deliver such a one to Satan for the destruction of the fles 
that the spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

•Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a lit 
leaven leavens the whole lump 1 ' Cleanse out therefore 
old leaven, that ye may be a new lump, according as ye

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avened. For oni: passover, Christ, was sacrificed for nsj 

jrefore let us keep the feast, not with old leaven, nor with 

leaven of malice and wickedness, but with the unleavened 

ad of sincerity and truth. ' 

I wrote to jou, in my letter, not to keep company with 

nicators ; *® yet not, altogether, with the fornicators of this 

3rld, or with the covetous, or extortioners, or idolaters ; for 

len ye must needs go out of the world. " But as it is, I wrote 

> you not to keep company, if any one called a brother be a 

jmicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a drunk- 

jfd, or an extortioner, with such a one not even to eat. 

** For what have I to do with judging those also who are 
without? Do not ye judge those who are within? "But 
those who are without God judges. Therefore put away that 
wicked man firom among yourselves. 

TTT Dabb any one of you, having a matter against another, 
V X» go to law before the unjust, and not beftne the saints ? 
• Do ye not know that the saints shall j udge the world ? And 
if the world shall be judged by you, are ye imworthy to judge 
the smaUest matters ? * Enow ye not that we shall judge 
angels ? How much more the things of this life ? ^ If then ye 
have judgments about things of this life, set those to judge 
-who are of no esteem in the church. 

' I speak to your shame. Is it so, that there is not a wise 
man among you, not even one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren ; ^ but brother goes to law with brother, and 
that before unbelievers? 'Now therefore, it is altogether a 
fault among you, because ye go to law one with another. Why 
do ye not rather take wrong ? Why do ye not rather suffer 
yourselves to be defrauded ? ^ Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud 
and that your brethren. • Know ye not that the unrighteouf 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor the effen 
inate, nor abusers of themselves with mankind, ^^ nor thieve 
nor the covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioner 
BhaU inherit the kingdom oi God, ^^ kiA ^viOtx ^c» vsk 
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you ; but yo were washed, but ye were sanctified, but ye were 
justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit ol 
our Qod. 

^^ All things are lawful for me, but not all things are expedi- 
ent ; all things are lawful for me, but I will not be bioughl 
under the power of anything. *' Meats for the belly, and thf 
belly for meats ; but God wUl destroy both it and them. Bui 
the body is not for fornication, but for the Lord ; and the Loic 
for the body. ^^ And God both raised the Lord, and will alsc 
raise up us by his power. 

"Know ye not that your bodies are members of Christ' 
Shall I then take the members of Christ, and make them mem 
bers of a harlot t Far be it ! ^* Enow ye not that he who ii 
joined to a harlot is one body ? For the two, says he 
shall be one flesh. ^''But he that is joined to thi 
Lord is one spirit. '^ Flee fornication. Every sin that a mai 
commits is without the body ; but he that commits fornication 
sins against his own body. ^* Know ye not that your body ii 
the temple of the Holy Spirit, who is in you, whom ye havi 
from God, and ye are not your own ? ^ For ye are bougfai 
with a price ; therefore glorify God in your body. 

"ITTT Now concerning the things whereof ye wrote to me 
* J- J-* It is good for a man not to touch a woman ; ' but be 
cause of fornication, let each man have his own wife, and lei 
each woman have her own husband. ' Let the husband rendea 
to the wife her due ; and in like manner the wife also to the 
husband. * The wife has not power over her own body, bul 
the husband ; and in like manner the husband also has nol 
power over his own body, but the wife. * Defraud not one the 
other, except it be with consent for a time, that ye may give 
yourselves to fasting and prayer, and come again together, that 
Satan may not tempt you on account of your incontinency. 

•But this I say by way of permission, not of oonmiand 
■^ But I would that all men were as myself. But each one hsc 
Ids own gift from God, one after this manner, and anothei 
aflbertbAt

® And I say to the tminarried and tHe widows, it is good for 
bein if they remain as I also am. * Bat if they have n<6t 
3lf-control, let them marry; for it is better to marry than 
3 bum. 

^^ And the married not I command, bat the Lord, that the 
rife depart not from the husband. ^^ Bat if she have de- 
arted, let her remain unmarried, or let her be reconciled to 
er husband ; and let the husband not pat away his wife. 

1* But to the rest say I, not the Lord : If any brother has a 
rife that believes not, and she is pleased to dwell with him, 
3t him not put her away. '^ And a woman who has a husband 
liat believes not, and he is pleased to dwell with her, let her 
ot leave her husband. ^^For the unbelieving husband is 
mctified in the wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctified in 
le husband ; else your children are unclean ; but now they 
re holy. 

" But if the unbelfeving depart, let him depart. The brother 
r the sister is not under bondage in such cases ; but Qod has 
died us to peace. " For what knowest thou, O wife, whether 
ion shalt save thy husband ? Or what knowest thou, O man, 
hether thou shalt save thy wife? "Only, as the Lord ap- 
ortioned to each one, as God has called each one, so let him 
'alk. And so I ordain in all the churches. 

's Was any one called being drcnmdsed ? Let him not be- 
3me uncircumdsed. Has any one been called in uncircum- 
ifidon? Let him not be drcumdsed. ^^ Oircomdsion is 
otlung, and undrcimicision is nothing ; but the keejwg of 
ie commandments of God. 

*^Let each one abide in the same calling wherein he waA 
illed. ** Wast thou called being a servant ? Care not for it ; 
at if thou canst become firee, use it rather. ^ For he that 
us called in the Lord, being a servant, is the Lord's ficeed- 
lan ; in like manner also the freeman, being called, is Christ's 
5rvant. '^ Ye were bought with a price ; became not servants 
f men. ** Brethren, let every man, wherein he waa called, 
ierein abide with God. 

^^ Now concerning virgins I havo lio conanaaL^saJso^* ^ '^J^^ 
82B 
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Lord ; but I give my j udgment, as one that has obtained meicy 
of the Lord to be fidthfal. ^ I consider therefore that this is 
good on account of the present neeessityy that it is good for a 
man so to be. '^ Art thou bound to a wife ? Seek not to be 
loosed. Art thou loosed from a wife? Seek not a wife.

He that is un- 
married cares for the things of the Lord, how he shall please 
the Lord ; ^ but he that is married cares for the things of the 
world, how he shall please his wife. ^ There is a difference 
also between the wife and the virgin. The unmarried woman 
cares for the things of the Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and spirit ; but she that is marriedjsares for the things of 
the world, how she shall please her husband. 

*^ And this I say for your own profit ; not that I may cast a 
snare upon you, but for that which is seemly, and that ye may 
attend upon the Lord without distraction. ^But if any one 
thinks that he behaves himself unseemly toward his virgin, if 
she be past the flower of her age, and need so require, let him 
do what he will, he sins not ; let them marry. ^ But he that 
stands steadfast in his heart, having no necessity, but has 
power over his own will, and has determined this in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, does well. ^ So that both he that 
gives her in marriage does well, and he that gives her not in 
marriage does better.

"ITTTT Now concerning the things offered to idols» we know 
f -Lj.-i-» that we all have knowledge. Knowledge puffs up^ 
but love edifies. * If any one thinks that he knows anything, 
he has known nothing yet as he ought to know. ' But if any 
one loves God, the same is known by him. 

* As concerning then the eating of the things offered to idols» 
we know that an idol is nothing in the world, and that there is 
no other God but one. ' For though there are gods so-called, 
whether in heaven or on earth (as there are gods many, and 
lor^s many), • yet to us there is but one God, the Father, of 
whom are all things, and we unto him ; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and we by him. 

^ But there is not in all men this knowledge ; for some, with 
a consciousness till now of the idol, eat it as a thing offered to 
an idol ; and their conscience being weak is defiled. ®But food 
commends us not to God ; for neither, if we eat; are wo the 
better ; nor, if we eat not, are we the worse. • But take heed, 
lest haply this liberty of yours become a stumbling-block to 
the weak. *®For if any one sees thee, who hast knowledge, 
reclining at table in an idol's temple, will not the consdenoe of 
him who is weak be emboldened to eat the things offered to 
idols? " And through thy knowledge he that is weak perishes, 
the brother for whom Christ died! "But when ye so sin 
against the brethren, and wound their weak conscience, ye sin 
against Christ. " Wherefore, if food cause my brother to offend, 
I will eat no flesh for ever more, that I may not cause my 
brother to offend. 

TV Am I not an apostle? Am I not free? Have I not 
X JL. Been Jesus Christ our Lord ? Are not ye my w<»k in 
the Lord ? * If I am not an apostle to others, y^t «1 Vttii^\«ss\^ 
to yon ; for the seal of my apostleehip w» y^ Vsk. ^^^aa \jI3^^ 
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'Thisismjanswerto those who examine me. ^Hsre 
power to eat and to diink? 'Have we not power 
about a Bister as a wife, as well as the other aposties, i 
brothers of the Lord, and Cephas? 'Or have onl; 
Barnabas not power to forbear working t ^ Who ever 
war at his own charges ? Who plants a yinejard, and * 
of the fruit thereof 7 Or who tends a flock, and eats n( 
milk of the flock? 

^Say I these things as a man ? Or does not the law ; 
these things ? * For it is written in the law of Moses : 
shalt not muzzle an ox while treadin 
the grain. Is it for the oxen that Gk>d cares ? ^®' 
he say it altogether for our sakes ? For, for our sakee 
written ; that he who plows ought to plow in hope ; 
who threshes, in hope of partaking. ^^ If we sowed 
the things that are spiritual, is it a great thing if we sb 
your carnal things ? "If others partake of this po^ 
you, do not we still more ? But we used not this pom 
we bear all things, that we may not cause any hindranc 
gospel of Christ. 

"Do ye not know that they who minister about t 
things eat of the temple, and they who wait at the al 
take with the altar ? '^ So also did the Lord appoint t 
who preach the gospel, to live by the gospel. ^'^ But 
used none of these things ; and I wrote not these thin 
it should be so done to me ; for it were better for me 
than that any one should make my glorying void. " ] 
preach the gospel, I have nothing to glory of ; for a n 
is laid upon me ; for, woe is to me, if I preach not the 
" For if I do this willingly, I have a reward ; but if unw3 
I have a stewardship intrusted to me. 

w What then is my reward ? That, in preaching the 
I may make the gospel without charge, that I use not 
fall my power in the gospeL " For being free from all 
made myself servant to all, that I might gain the more.

•*Know 76 not that they who run in a race, all indeed run, 
bat one receives the prize? So run, that ye may obtain. 
'^ And every one who contends for the prize is temperate in aU 
things ; they indeed to obtain a corruptible crown, but we an 
incorruptible. ^* I therefore so run, as not uncertainly ; I so 
fight, as not beating the air. '^ But I keep under my body, 
and bring it into subjection ,* lest haply, having preached to 
others, I myself should be rejected. 

XFoB I would not have you ignorant, brethren, that oui 
• fitthers were all under the doud, and all passed through 
the sea ; ' and were all immersed unto Moses in the doud and 
in the sea ; ^ and all ate the same spiritual food, ^and all drank 
the same spiritual drink ; for they drank of the spiritual rock 
that followed them, and the rock was Christ. '^But in the* 
ino0t of them God had no pleasure ; for they were overthrown. 
in the wilderness. 

•Now these things were examples to us, in order that we- 
flhould not lust after evil things, as they also lusted. "^ Nor be 
ye idolaters, as were some of them; as it is written: The^ 
people sat down to eat and drink, and rose 
up to play. 8 Nor let us commit fornication, as some of 
them did, and fell in one day three and twenty thousand. 
•Nor let us tempt Christ, as some of them tempted, and 
peiished by the serpents. ^^ Nor murmur ye, as some of them 
murmured, and perished by the destroyer. 

. 11 Now all these things happened to them as examples, and 
they were written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of 
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the ages are come. " Wherefore let him that thinks be 
take heed lest he fell. " There has no temptation tak 
but such as belongs to man ; and God is £edth$il, who i 
suffer 70a to be tempted beyond what je are able, b 
with the temptation make also the way of escape, that ;

CHAPTER XI. 

all to the gloiy of God. ^ Give no occaEdon of stumbling, 
either to Jews of Greeks, or to tlie churdi of God ; ^ as I also 
please all in all things, not seeking mj own profit, but that of 
the many, that they may be saved. ^ Be ye followers of me, 
as I also am of Christ. 

*Now I praise you, brethren, that ye remember me in all 
things, and hold fast the traditions, as I delivered them to you. 

* And I would have you know, that the head of every man 
is Christ ; and the head of the woman is the man ; and the 
head of Christ is God. * Every man praying or prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishonors his head. "^But every 
woman praying or prophesying with the head imcovered, dis- 
honors her head ; for it is one and the same slb if she were 
shaven. *For if a woman is not covered, let her also be 
shorn ; but if it is a shame for a woman to be shorn or shaven, 
let her be covered. "^For a man indeed ought not to cover 
liiB head, being the image and glory of God ; but the woman is 
the glory of the man. ^ For the man is not of the woman ; 
but the woman of the man. ^ And the man was not created 
for the woman, but the woman for the man. ^° For this cause 
ought the woman to have [the token of] authority on her 
bead, ))ecause of the angels. 

^* Nevertheless, neither is the woman without the man, nor 
the man without the woman, in the Lord. '* For as the woman 
is of the man, so also is the man by the woman ; but all things 
of God. 

"Judge in your own selves; is it seemly that a woman 
pray to God imcovered ? " Does not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is a shame to him? 
" But if a woman have long hair, it is a glory to her ; for her 
hair is given her for a covering. 

" But if any man seems to be contentious, we have no such 
custom, nor the churches of God. 

" And while I eiyoin this, I praise you not, that ye come 
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together not for the better, but for the woise. "For fiist of 
all, when ye come together in the choich, I hear that there 
are diyisions among you ; and I pertly believe it '* For there 
must be also sects among you, that they who are approved 
may be made manifest among you. 

*<* When therefore ye come together into one place, there k 
no eating of a supper of the L6rd. *' For in eating, eadi 
takes without waiting his own supper ; and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. ^ What I have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in ? Or despise ye the church of God, and shame 
those who have not ? What shall I say to you ? Shall I pndss 
you in this ? I praise you not. 

** For I received from the Lord, what I also delivered to yoo, 
that the Lord Jesus, in the night in which he was betrayed, 
took a loaf ; ^ and having given thanks, he broke it, and said : 
This is my body, which is for you ; this do in remembrAnoe of 
me. "'In like manner also the cup, after they had supped, 
saying : This cup is the new covenant in my blood ; this do, as 
often as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. ^ For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye show the Lord's death 
till he come. 

^ So that whoever eats the bread or drinks the cup of the 
Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the body and the blood of 
the Lord. ^But let a man examine himself, and so let him 
eat of the bread, and drink of the cup. ** For he that eats and 
drinks, eats and drinks condemnation to himself, if he discern 
not the body. 

^FoT this cause many are weak and sickly among yon, and 
many sleep. " For if we judged ourselves ; we should not be 
judged. "But being judged, we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we may not be condemned with the world. 

''Wherefore, my brethren, when coming together to eat, 
wait for one another. '^If any one is hungry, let him eat at 
home ; that ye come not together unto condemnation. And 
the rest I will set in order when I come.

CHAPTER XII. 



TT TT Now concerning the spiritual gifts, bretliren, I would 
A .1. ' * not have you ignorant. 

' Ye know that ye were Gentiles carried away to the dumb 
idols, as ye were led. ^ Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no one speaking by the Spirit of God calls Jesus accursed ; 
and no one can say, Jesus is Lord, but by the Holy Spirit. 

*Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. 

* And there are diversities of ministrations, and the same Lord. 

* And there are diversities of operations, but the same God who 
works all in alL "^ But to each is given the manifestation of the 
Spirit, for profiting. ®For to one- is given through the Spirit 
the word of wisdom ; to another the word of knowledge ac- 
cording to the same Spirit; 'to another faith, by the same* 
Spirit; to another gifts of healings by the one Spirit; '<^to 
another the working of miracles; to another prophecy; to 
another discerning of spirits ; to another diversities of tongues ; 
to another the interpretation of tongues. '^But all these 
works the one and self-same Spirit, dividing to each one sev- 
ezaUy as he will. 

" For as the body is one and has many members, and all the 
members of the body, being many, are one body, so also is 
Christ. "For by one Spirit we were all immersed into one 
body, whether Jews or Greeks, whether bond or free ; and 
were all made to drink of one Spirit. 

" "For the body is not one member, but many. "If the foot 
say : Because I am not a hand, I am not of the body ; it is 
not therefore not of the body. " And if the ear say : Because 
I am not an eye, I am not of the body ; it is not therefore not 
of the body. " If the whole body were an eye, where were 
the hearing? If the whole were hearing, where were the 
smelling? 

"But now, God set the members each one of them in the 
body, as it pleased him. "And if they were all one member, 
where were the body ? ^ But now there are many members, 
but one body. *^ And the eye can not say to the hand, I hajr^ 
no need of thee ; nor again the lieeA \jo ^<& i<^\.,\'>MK^^ '^^ 
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need of 70a. ^ Najr, much more those members of tlie body, 
which seem to be more feeble, are neoeaauy ; ** and thoee 
which we think to be less honorable parts of the body, on 
these we bestow more abundant honor; and onr nnoomelj 
parts have more abundant comeliness. ^And onr ccmelj 
parts have no need ; bat God attempered the body together, 
giving more abundant honor to that which ladled ; ^ that there 
may bo no division in the body, but that the members should 
havo the same care one for another. '*And whether one 
member suffers, all the members suffer with it ; or one mem- 
ber is honored, all the members rejoice with it. 

'^ Now ye are the body of Christ, and members each one. 
^And God set some in the church, apostles first, secondly 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, then gifts of 
healings, helps, govemings, diversities of tongues. *' Are all 
apostles ? Are all prophets ? Are all teachers ? Are all worken 
of miracles 7 ^ Have all gifts of healings? Bo all speak with 
tongues? Do all interpret ? '^ But desire earnestly the greater 
gifts ; and moreover, I show to you a more excellent W9,j. 

^ Though I speak with the tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not love, I am become as sounding brass, or a tinkling 
cymbal. * And though I have the gift of prophecy, and under- 
stand all mysteries, and all knowledge ; and thougl^I have all 
fedth, so as to remove mountains, and have not love, I am 
nothing. ^ And though I bestow all my goods in food, and 
though I give up my body that I may be burned, and have not 
love, it profits me nothing. 

*Love suffers long, is kind ; love envies not ; love vaunts not 
itself, is not puffed up, '^ does not behave itself unseemly, seeks 
not its own, is not easily provoked, imputes no evil ; * rejoices 
not at unrighteousness, but rejoices with the truth ; ^ bears all 
things, believes all things, hopes all things, endures all things. 
®Love never fSedls ; but whether there are prophesyings, they will 
be done away ; whether tongues, they will cease ; whetiier 
knowledge, it will be done away. • For ilte know in part, and 
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we prophesy in part. "But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part will be done away. 

1^ When I was a child, I spoke as a child, I thought as a 
child, I reasoned as a child ; but now that I am become a man, I 
have done away the things of the child. ^* For we see now in a 
mirror, obscorely ; but then face to face. Now I know in part ; 
bat then I shall know fully, even as I also am folly known. 

»And now remain faith, hope, love, these three; and the 
greatest of these is love. 

1 Pursue after love ; and desire earnestly the spiritual gifts, 
bat rather that ye may prophesy. ' For he that speaks in an 
unknown tongue speaks not to men, but to Qod ; for no one 
onderstands ; but with the spirit he speaks mysteries. ^ But he 
that prophesies, to men he speaks edification, and exhortation, 
and comfort. ^He that speaks in an unknown tongue edifies 
himself; but he that prophesies edifies the church. 

' I would that ye should all speak with tongues, but rather 
that ye should prophesy ; for greater is he that prophesies 
than he that speaks with tongues, except he interpret, that the 
church may receive edification. 

• And now, brethren, if I come to you speaking with tongues, 
what shall I profit you, except I shall speak to you either in 
revelation, or in knowledge, or in prophesying, or in teaching? 
* And things without life giving sound, whether pipe or harp, 
yet if they give no distinction in the sounds, how shall that be 
known which is piped or harped ? ^ For if a trumpet give an 
oncertain sound, who shall prepare himself for battle? 'So 
also ye, if ye utter not by the tongue words easily understood, 
how shall that be known which is spoken? For ye will be 
speaking into the air. 

"So many, it may be, a?e the kinds of speaking sounds in 
the world, and none is without significance. " If then I know 
not the meaning of the sound, I shall be to him that speaks 
a barbarian, and he that speaks a barbarian to me. ^^ So also 
ye, since ye are zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye may 
abound in them to the edification of the chuxck. 

^ Wherefore let him that speaks m MiTin!iK3iO"^raL\«iv^g^^ 
888 
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that he may interpret. ^^ For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
mj spirit prays, but my understanding is nnfraitfdL ^^ What 
then ? I will pray widi the spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also ; I will sing with the spirit, and I will sing 
with the understanding also. '* Else, if thou shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall he that occupies the place of the unlearned 
say the Amen at thy giving of thanks, since he knows not what 
thou sayost ? " For thou indeed givest thanks well, but the 
other is not edified. 

^^I thank God, I speak with tongues more than ye alL 
" Yet in the church I would rather speak five words with my 
understanding, that I may also instruct others, than ten thou- 
sand words in an unknown tongue. 

^Brethren, be not children in your understandings ; but in 
malice be as children, but in your imderstandings be men. 

'^ In the law it is written : 
For with men ot other tongues, and with strange lips, 
I will speak to this people ; 
And not even so will they hearken to me, saith the Lord. 

^^ So that the tongues are for a sign, not to those who believe, 
but to the unbelieving ; but prophesying is not for the unbe- 
lieving, but for those who believe. 

**If therefore the whole church is come together into one 
place, and all speak with tongues, and there come in those who 
are unlearned, or unbelievers, will they not say that ye are 
mad ? ^^ But if all prophesy, and there come in one that is an 
unbelieyer, or unlearned, he is convicted by all, he is judged 
by alL ^'^ The secrets of his heart are made manifest ; and so 
fJEklllng on his face he will worship God, reporting that God is 
in truth among you. 

** How is it then, brethren ? When ye come together, each 
of you has a psalm, has an instruction, has a tongue, has a 
revelation, has an interpretation. Let all things be done to 
edification. ^^ If any one speaks in an unknown tongue, let it 
be by two, or at the most by three, and in turn ; and let one 
interpret *^But if there \)© no interpreter, let him keep 
aUenceiD. the church ; andlet\siTQ.«^geB3BL\»\fi3Sia^ 
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''And of prophets, let two or three speak, and the others 
judge. ^ But if a revelation be made to another sitting hj, let 
the first be silent. •* For ye can all prophesy one by one, that 
all may learn, and all be comforted. ^^ And the spirits of 
the prophets are subject to the prophets. "For God is not 
a God of confusion, but of peace, as in all churches of the 
saints. 

•* Let your women keep silence in the churphes ; for it is not 
permitted to them to speak, but they are to be in subjection, 
as the law also says. " And if they wish to learn anything, let 
them ask their husbands at home ; for it is a shame for a woman 
to speak in the church. 

••Did the word of God come forth from you? Or came it 
unto you alone 1 ^11 any one thinks himself to be a prophet, 
or spiritual, let him acknowledge that the things which I write 
to you are the Lord's commandments. "But if any one is 
ignorant, let him be ignorant. *• Wherefore, brethren, desire 
earnestly the gift of prophecy, and forbid not to speak with 
tongues. ** But let all things be done decently and in order. 

TTTT And I make known to you, brethren, the gospel 
-A. Y • which I preached to you, which also ye received, in 
which also ye stand ; * through which also ye are saved, if ye 
hold fast the word with which I preached to you, unless ye 
believed in vain. 

• For I delivered to you first of all what I also received, that 
Christ died for our sins according to the Scriptures ; * and that 
he was buried, and that he has risen on the third day accord- 
ing to the Scriptures ; * and that he appeared to Cephas, then 
to the twelve ; • after that, he appeared to above five hundred 
brethren at once ; of whom the greater part remain until now, 
but some are fedlen asleep. ''After that, he appeared to 
James ; then to all the apostles. ^ And last of all he appeared 
to me also, as the one bom out of due time. ' For I am the 
least of the apostles, who am not worthy to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the church ot Qto^. ^^"^-vsiOorj 'Cos^ 
grace of Ood I am what I am ; and \3^ g;nfi^ 'srV^.^ ^-asi^^ofc- 
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stowed upon me was not in vain ; but I lal)oied more abi 
antly than they all ; yet not I, but the grace of God which 
with me. " Therefore whether it were I or they, so we piei 
and so ye believed. 

" Now if Christ is preached that he has risen from the d 
how say some among yon that there is no resurrection of 
dead ? ^' But if there is no resurrection of the dead, i 
neither has Christ risen ; *^and if Christ has not risen, tJu 
our preaching vain, and vain also your fEiith. ^'^ And we 
also found false witnesses of Qod ; because we testified of < 
that he raised up Christ ; whom he raised not, if it be so 
the dead rise not "For if the dead rise not, neither 
Christ risen ; ^"^ and if Christ has not risen, your faith is v 
ye are yet in your sins. ^®Then also they who have fi 
asleep in Christ have perished. ^' If in this life only we 1 
hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable. 

^^But now Christ has risen from the dead, the fir&t-frail 
those who sleep. '^ For since by man came death, by i 
came also the resurrection of the dead. ^For as in Adan 
die, so also in Christ will all be made alive. ''But each ii 
own order ; Christ the first-fruits ; afterward they who 
Christ's at his coming. ^ Then comes the end, when he dettt 
up the kingdom to Qod, the Father ; when he shall have d 
away all rule, and all authority and power. ** For he n 
reign, till he has put all enemies under '. 
f e e t. '* As the last enemy. Death shall be done away, 
he subjected all things under his f€ 
"But when he says. All things are subjected,: 
manifest that he is excepted, who subjected all things to 1 
*8 And when all things shall be subjected to him, then will j 
the Son himself be subject to him who subjected all thing 
him, that God may be all in all. 

*• Else what shall they do who are immersed for the de 
If the dead rise not at all, why are they then immersed, 
them ? '0 Why also are we in peril every hour ? »* I pro 
bjr my glorying in you, which I have in Christ Jesus our Li 
Idle dsdly, ** If after the maLMigt oi TEuesLWsvMgoX ^wSS^-^ 
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beasts at Ephesus, wliat is the profit to me, if the dead rise 
inot? 

Let us eat and drink ; 
For to-morrow we die. 

** Be not deceived ; evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners. ** Awake to righteousness, and sin not ; for some have 
not the knowledge of God. I say it to your shame. 

w But some one will say : How do the dead rise ? And with 
what kind of body do they come? '•Thou fool, that which 
thou sowest is not quickened, except it die ; ^ and what thou 
sowest, not the body that shall be sowest thou, but bare grain, 
jierchance of wheat, or of some other grain. "^ But God' gives 
it'a body as it pleased him, and to each of the seeds its own 
body. 

** All flesh is not the same flesh ; but there is one flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, another of birds. 
^ There are also heavenly bodies, and earthly bodies ; but the 
glory of the heavenly is one, and that of the earthly is another. 
** There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the stars ; for star differs from star in 
glory. 

^ So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption, it rises in incorruption. ^ It is sown in dishonor, it 
rises in glory. It is sown in weakness, it rises in power. ** It 
is sown a natural body, it rises a spiritual body. 

If there is a natural body, there is also a spiritual ^ So 
also it is written: The first man Adam was made 
a living soul; the last Adam a life-giving spirit. ^But 
the spiritual is not first, but the natural ; and afterward the 
BjArituaJ. *"' The first man was of the earth, earthy ; the second 
man is from heaven. ^ As was the earthy, such are they also 
that are earthy ; and as is the heavenly, such are they also that 
are heavenly. *• And as we bore the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

*^ And this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood can not in- 
herit the kingdom of God ; nor does corruptioTi Miet^^ YMSsst- v. 
raption. *^ Behold, I tell you a mystery. "^^ ^SsisiSJL tjl^ ^fi^\ 
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sleep, but we shall aJl be changed, ** in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eje, at the last trump ; for the tmmpet will 
sound, and the dead will be zaiaed inooxroptible, and we shall 
be changed. '^For this corruption must put on incorruptioD, 
and this mortal must put on inomortality. ^ And when this 
corruptible shall have put on incorruptioB, and this mortil 
shall have put on immortality, then will be brought to pass the 
sajing, that is written: Death is swallowed up in 
victory. " Where, O death, is thy sting ? Where, O death, 
is thy Tictory ? ^ The sting of death is sin ; and the strength 
of sin is the law. '''But thanks be to Qod, who gives us the 
victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

^ Therefore, my beloved brethren, be steadfast, immovably 
always abounding in the work of the Lord, knowing th^t your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord. 

mNow concerning the collection for the saints, as I 
• gave order to the churches of Galatia, so also do ye^ 
* On each first day of the week, let every one of you lay by him 
in store, according as he is prospered, that there may be no 
collections when I come. ' And when I come, whomsoever ye 
shall approve, them I will send witL letters to cany your 
benefaction to Jerusalem. ^ And if it be worthy of my going 
also, they shall go with me. 

'^ And I will come to you, when I shall pass through Mace- 
donia. For I pass through Macedonia ; * and it may be that I 
will remain, or even pass the winter with you, that ye may 
bring mo on my journey whithersoever I go. ' For I wish not 
to see you now, in passing ; for I hope to remain some time 
with you, if the Lord permit. ^ But I shall remain at Ephesos 
until the Pentecost. 'For a great and effectual door is open 
to me, and there are many adversaries. 

*® Now if Timothy come, see that he may be with you with- 
out fear ; for he works the work of the Lord, as I also do. 
'^ Let no one therefore desinse him ; but send him forward in 
peace, th&t he may come to me ; for I look for him with the 
bretbieiL 
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"And concerning ApoUos the brother, I besought him much 
to come to you with the brethren ; and it was not at all his 
will to come at this time,*bnt he wiQ come when he shall have 
a convenient time. 

w Watch, stand fast in the faith, acquit yon like men, be 
strong. " Let all your acts be done in love. 

^And I beseech yon, brethren, (ye know the house of 
Stephanas, that it is the first-fruits of Achala, and that they 
devoted themselves to the service of the saints,) ^* that ye also 
Bobmit yourselves to such, and to every one that works with 
US, and labors. 

1^ I am glad of the coming of Stephanas and Fortunatus and 
Achaicus ; for what was lacking on your part they supplied. 
**Fop they refreshed my spirit and yours; therefore acknowl- 
edge those who are such. 

" The churches of Asia salute you. 

Aquila and Priscilla salute you much in the Lord, with the 
church that is in their house. ^ All the brethren salute you. 
Salute one another with a holy kiss. 

•* The salutation of me, Paul, with my own hand. 

^ If any one loves not the Lord Jesus Christ, let him be 
accursed. Maran atha I 

«» The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you. •^My 
love be with you all in Christ Jesus. Ameai. 



THE SECOND LEWER OF PAUL TO THE COEIHTHIMS. 

I Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, and 
• Timothy the brother, to the church of God which is at 
Corinth, with all the saints who are in all Achaia : ' Grace to 
you and peace from Gt>d our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
* Blessed be God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
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Father of mercies, and the God of all oonsolaiaon ; * who con- 
soles us in all our affliction, that we may be able to console 
those who are in any affliction, by the consolation wherewith 
we ourselves are consoled by God. '^ Because, as the waBen- 
ings of Christ abound toward us, so through Christ abounds 
also our consolation. 

* But whether we are afflicted, it is for your oonsolation and 
salvation, which is effective in the endurance of the same suffiir* 
ings which we also suffer ; or whether we are consoled, it is for 
your consolation and salvation. ^ And our hope of you is steadr 
fast, knowing, that as yo are partakers of the sufSarings, soaie 
ye also of the consolation. 

^ For wo would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of 
our affliction which befell us in Asia, that we were exoeedin^y 
oppressed, above our strength, so that we despaired even ol 
life. ' Yea, wc ourselves had in ourselves the sentence of death, 
that we should not trust in ourselves, but in God who raises the 
dead ; *^ who delivered us from so great a death, and does de- 
liver ; in whom is our hope that he will still deliver ; ^^ ye also 
helping together on our behalf by your supplication ; tiiat for 
the mercy bestowed on us through many persona, thanks may 
be given by many on our behalf. 

^* For our glorying is this, the testimony of our consdenioe, 
that in simplicity and godly sincerity, not in fleshly wisdom, but 
in the grace of God, did we deport ourselves in the world, and 
more abundantly toward you. ^^ For we write no other things 
to you, than what ye read or even acknowledge, and I trust ye 
will acknowledge even to the end ; " as also ye did acknowl- 
edge us in part, that we are your glorying, even as ye also aze 
ours in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

i*^ And in this confidence I was desirous to come to you be- 
fore, that ye might have a second benefit ; ^* and to pass by you 
into Macedonia, and from Macedonia to come again to you, and 
by you to bo brought on my way to Judea. " When therefore 
I purposed this, did I act with levity? Or the things thai I 
purpose, do I purpose afiOOTdin^ to the flesh, that vrith me theie 
abould be the yen, yea,Mi^^i\i'Bi^7,"!MK5\ '^^^xjii^^sA.Sak^aUh- 
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fill, our word to you is not yea and nay. ," For the Son of God, 
JeeoB Christ, -who was preached among you by ns, by me and 
Silvanus and Timothy, was not made yea and nay, but has 
been made yea in him. ^^ For however many are the promises 
of Qod, in him is the yea, and in him the Amen, to the glory 
of God through us. ^* Now he who establishes us with you in 
Christ, and anointed us, is God ; ^ he who also sealed us« and 
gave the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 

" But I invoke God for a witness upon my soul, that to spare 
jou I came not yet to Corinth. ^Not that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of your joy ; for in faith ye 
atandfast. 

nAsjy I determined this with myself, that I would not 
• come again to you in sorrow. ' For if I make you sorry, 
wha then is he that makes me glad, but the same who is made 
sorry by me ? * And I wrote this very thing to you, that I 
might not, when I came, have sorrow from those of whom I 
ought to have joy ; having confidence in you all, that my joy 
is the joy of you all. * For out of much affliction and anguish 
of heart I wrote to you, with many tears ; not that ye might 
have sorrow, but that ye might know the love which I have 
more abundantly toward you. 

^But if any has caused sorrow, he has not caused sorrow to 
me, but in part (that I be not too severe on him) to you all. 
* Sufficient for such a one is this punishment, which was in- 
flicted by the many. ^ So that, on the cgntrary, ye ought 
rather to forgive and console him, lest perhaps such a one 
should be swallowed up with overmuch sorrow. ® Wherefore I 
beseech you to confirm your love toward him. 

• For to this end also I wrote, that I might know the proof 
of you, whether ye are obedient in all things. *® To whom ye 
forgive anything, I forgive also ; for what I have forgiven, if 
I have forgiven anything, for your Bakes I forgave it in the 
person of Christ, ^^ that no advantage might be gained over us 
by Satan ; for we are not ignorant of his devices. I 

^*And when I came to Troaa to preacYL \^ift ibokA TkRw% ^"^ \ 
Ml 
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Christ, and a door was opened to mo in the Lord, ^I had no 
rest in my spirit, because I found not Tltns my brother ; bat 
taking leave of them, I went forth into Macedonia. ^* Bnt thanks 
be to God, who always causes ns to trimnph in Christ, and makes 
manifest by us in every place the savor of the knowledge of 
him. ^^ BiKMLuse we are to God a sweet savor of Christ, in those 
who are saved, and in those who x>erish ; '* to the one a savor 
of death unto death, to the other a savor of life nnto life. And 
who is sufficient for these things? '^For we are not as the 
many, corrupting the word of God ; but as of sincerity, but is 
of God, in the sight of God we speak in Christ. 

mDo we again begin to commend ourselves ? Or need 
• we, as some, letters of commendation to yon, or of com- 
mendation from you ? * Ye are our letter, written in our 
hearts, known and read by all men ; ' being made manifest 
that ye are a letter of Christ ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the living Qod ; not in tablets of 
stone, but in fleshly tablets of the heart. 

^ And such confidence have we through Christ, toward God. 
* Not that we are sufficient of ourselves to think anything as 
of ourselves ; but our sufficiency is of God ; • who also made us 
sufficient as ministers of a new covenant ; not of the letter, but 
of the spirit ; for the letter kills, but the spirit makes alive. 

^ But if the ministration of death, engraven with letters in 
stones, was made glorious, so that the sons of Israel could not 
look steadfastly on the face of Moses for the glory of his coun- 
tenance, which glory was to be done away ; ®how shall not the 
ministration of the spirit be more glorious ? ' For if the minis- 
tration of condemnation is glory, much more does the ministra- 
tion of righteousness abound in glory. ^^ For even that which 
was made glorious has no glory in this respect, on account of 
the glory that excels. " For if that which is done away was 
glorious, much more that which abides is glorious. 

IS Having therefore such hope, we use great plainness of 
/speech; ^^And not as Moaea put avail over his face, that the 
cMldren of Israel might not ^leaASajaJiX^ VskJb- aft.*Owei ^s&^^\Sca1 
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whicli was to be done away. '^ But their understandings were 
hardened ; for until this day the same vail on the reading of 
the old covenant remains, not being taken away ; which vail is 
done away in Christ. ** But even imto this day, when Moses 
is read, a vail lies upon their heart. "But whenever it turns 
to the Lord, the vail is taken away. 

" Now the Lord is the Spirit ; and where the Spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty. ^^'But we all, with imvailed face 
beholding in a mirror the glory of the Lord, are transformed 
into the same image from glory to glory, as by the Spirit of 
the Lord. 

TTT Thbreforb, having this ministry, as we received mercy, 
J- ' • wo faint not. *But we renoimced the hidden things of 
shame, not walking in craftiness, nor falsifying the word of 
God ; but, by the manifestation of the truth, commending our- 
selves to every man's conscience in the sight of God. * But if 
our gospel is vailed, it is vailed m those who perish ; * in whom 
the god of this world blinded the imderstandings of the unbe- 
lieving, that they should not dUgfign^the light of the gospel of 
the glory of Christ, who is the image of God. '^ For we preach 
not ourselves, but Christ Jesus as Lord ; and ourselves as your 
servants for Jesus' sake. ^ Because it is God, who commands 
light to shine out of darknessj^who shined in our hearts, to 
give the light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the face 
of Christ. 

"^ But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, that the ex- 
ceeding greatness of the power may be God's, and not of us ; 
8 being pressed in every way, yet not straitened ; perplexed, 
yet not despairing ; ^ persecuted, yet not forsaken ; cast down, 
yet not destroyed ; " always bearing about in tlxe body the 
dying of Jesus, that also the life of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our body. *^ For we who live are always delivered^ 
to death for Jesus' sake, that the life also of Jesus^ might be 
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made manifest in our mortal flesh. '' So ^lat death 'woikB 
OS, but life in jotL 

"But having the same spirit of fkith, according to what 
written, I believed, therefore did I speak, ' 
also believe, therefore also speak ; " knowing that he who rais 
up the Lonl ITesus will raise np ns also with Jesus, and m 
present us with yotu " For all things are for your sakes ; tl 
the grace, abounding through the greater number, might ma 
the thanksgiving more abundant, to the glory of OtodT 

*• For which cause we faint not ; but though our outwi 
man perishes, yet the inward man is renewed day by d 
" For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, woi 
out for us a far more exceeding, an eternal weight of gloi 
" while we look not at the things which are seen, but at 1 
things which are not seen ; for the things which are seen i 
temporal, but the things which are not seen are eternal. 

YFoB we know that, if our earthly house of the tabema 
• were dissolved, we have a building of God, a house i 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens. * For in this ' 
groan, longing to be clothed upon with our house which 
from heaven; 'seeing that we shall be found clothed, i 
naked. * For we who are in the tabernacle groan, being b 
dened ; in that we do not desire to be unclothed, but to 
clothed upon, that what is mortal might be swallowed up 
life. 

* Now he who wrought us out for this very thing is Qt 
who also gave to us the earnest of the Spirit. •Being the 
fore always confident, and knowing that while at home in t 
body we are absent from the Lord ('for we walk by faith, r 
by sight), 8 we are confident, and are weU pleased rather to 
absent from the body, and to be at home with the Lord. 

• Wherefore we also strive, that, whether at home or abseo 
we may be well pleasing to him. '<* For we must all be ma 
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manifest before the judgment-seat of Christ ; that each one 
may receive the things done in the body, according to the 
things which he did, whether good or bad. 

" Knowing therefore the fear of the Lord, we jyersuade men ; 
but to God we have: been made manifest, and I hope that we 
have been made manifest also in yonr consciences. " For we 
are not again commending ourselves to you, but giving you 
occasion of glorying on our behalf, that ye may have some- 
what to answer those who glory in appearance and not in 
heart. **For whether we were beside ourselves, it was for 
God ; or whether we are of sound mind, it is for you. " For 
the love of Christ constrains us ; because we thus'judged, that 
if one died for all, then they all died. " And he died for all, 
that they who live should live no longer to themselves, but to 
him who for them died and rose again. ^' So that we hence- 
'forth know no one according to the flesh ; and if also we have 
known Christ according to the flesh, yet now we no longer 
know him. " So that if any one is in Christ, he is a new 
creature ; the old things passed away ; behold, all things have 
be<9(nne new. ^^ j^^ ^n things are of God, who reconciled us 
to himself through Christ, and gave to us the ministry of recon- 
ciliation ; I' as that God was in Christ reconciling a world to 
himself, not reckoning to them their trespasses, and having 
committed to us the word of reconciliation. 

•^ We are then ambassadors on behalf of Christ, as though 
God were beseeching by us ; on behalf of Christ we pray : Be 
reconciled to God I ** Him who knew not sin he made 16 be 
flin for us, that we might become God's righteousness in him. 

"ITT And, as workers together with him, we also beseech 
' -^« you that ye receive not the grace of God in vain ; (* fop 

he says : 

In an accepted time I heard thee, 

And in the day of salvation I helped thee ; 

behold, now is the well accepted time, behold, now is the day 

V. p. Or, In Cbrist'B itQaA 
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of salvation ;) ' giving no cause of offense in anything, thai tb 
ministiy be not blamed ; ^ but as Qod's ministen, comunendini 
ourselves in everythingi in much patience, in afflictions, in ne 
cessities, in distresses, ^ in stripes, in imprisonments, in tnmnlti 
in labors, in watchings, in fastings ; * in poieness, in knowledge 
in long-suffering, in kindness, in the HoiLj Spirit, in love un 
feigned, ^in the word of truth, in the power of God, bj thi 
armor of righteousness on the right hand and on the IfiA 
^through glory and dishonor, through evil report and goo( 
report ; as deceivers, and true ; * as unknown, and well known 
as dying, and, behold, we live ; as chastened, and not killed 
i^as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing ; as poor, yet mitTring mux^ 
rich ; as having nothing, and possessing all things. 

" O Corinthians, our mouth is open to you, our heart is eo 
larged. ^^ Ye are not straitened in us, but ye are straitened ii 
your own bowels. >* Now as a recompense in the same kim 
(I speak as to my children), be ye also enlarged. * 

^* Be not yoked unequally with unbelievers ; for what fellow 
ship has righteousness with lawlessness? And what oom 
munion has light with darkness? "And what concord hai 
Christ with Belial ? Or what part has a believer with an u& 
believer ? " And what agreement has the temple of God witii 
idols? For we are a temple of the living God ; as God said; 
I will dwell in them, and walk amon^ 
them; and I will be their God, and the) 
shall be to me a people. 

i^Wherefore, come out from among them, an^ 
be separated, saith the Lord, and touch not any 
thing unclean; and I will receive you, 
i»and will be to you a Father, and yc 
shall be to me sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty. 

VTT ^^"^^^ therefore these promises, dearly beloved, lei 
. . * ^ cleanse ourselves from every pollution of flesh an^ 
Bplrit, perfectmg holinesa in th^ fear of God. 
'Beoeive us ; we 'wionged no oiia»N«^ wnxoc^XftA. \ia <sn^<^^>^ 
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defiranded no one. ' I say it not for condemnation ; for I have 
before said, that ye are in onr hearts, to die together and to 
live together. * Great is my confidence toward you, great is 
my glorying on account of you ; I am filled with the consoliu 
tiqp, I am made to abound with the joy, in all our affliction. 

•For indeed, when we were come into Macedonia, our fiesh 
had no rest, but we were afflicted in every way ; without were 
fightings, within 'were fears. 'But God, who consoles those 
who are cast down, consoled us by the coming of Titus ; "^ and 
not by his coming only, but also by the consolation with which 
he was consoled in you, when he told us your earnest desire, 
your mourning, your zeal for me ; so that I rejoiced the more. 
^Because, though I made you sorry with the letter, I do not 
regret it, though I did regret it ; for I perceive that that letter 
made you sorry, though but for a season. 'Now I rejoice, not 
that ye were made sorry, but that ye were made sorry unto 
repentance ; for ye were made sorry after a godly manner, 
that ye might in nothing receive harm from us. *<*For godly 
sorrow works repentance unto salvation, not to be regretted ; 
but the sorrow of the world works out death. 

" For behold this very thing, that ye were made sorry after 
a godly manner, what earnestness it wrought in you; yea, 
what clearing of yourselves ; yea, what indignation ; yea, what 
fear; yea, what longing desire; yeia, what zeal ; yea, what 
avenging 1 In every thing ye commended yourselves as pure 
in the matter. " So then, though I wrote to you, it was not 
on account of him who did the wrong, nor of him who sufi^ered 
wrong, but that your care for us might be made manifest to 
yon in the sight of God. 

"For this cause we were consoled ; but in our consolation, 
we rejoiced abundantly more at the joy of Titus, because his 
spirit has been refreshed by you alL '^ For if in any thing I 
have boasted to him of you, I was not made ashamed ; but as 
we spoke all things to you in truth, so also our boasting before 
ntuB was found to be truth. ^^And his tender affection is 
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moro abundantly toward you, while lie lemembers the obedi- 
ence of you all, how with fear and trembling ye received him. 
** I rejoice, that in every thing I have confidence in yon. 

TTTTT And wo made known to you, brethren, the grace 
V XJLL« of God which has been boBtowcd on the churchee of 
Macedonia ; * that in much trial of affliction was the abundance 
of their joy, and their de(?p poverty abounded to the riches of 
their liberality. ^ For according to their power, I bear wit- 
ness, and beyond their power, they were willing of themselves ; 
* with much entreaty beseeching of us the grace, and the x»r- 
ticipation in the ministering to the saints ; ^ and not as we ex- 
pected, but themselves they gave first to the Lord, and to us 
by the will of God. ^ So that we exhorted Titus, that as he 
had before begun, so ho would also finish among you this grace 
also. 

"^ But, as in everything ye abound, in Mth, and utterance, 
and knowledge, and all diligence, and your love to us, see that 
ye aboimd in this grace also. ^ I say it not by way of com- 
mand, but tlirough the forwardness of others proving also the 
sincerity of your love. • For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, yet* for your sokes he 
became ]X)or, that ye through his poverty might be rich. 
1® And I give an opinion in tins matter ; for this is expedient 
for you, who began before others, not only to do, but also to 
wiD, a year ago. " And now perform the doing of it also ; 
that as there was the readiness to will, so there may be the 
performance according to what ye have. 

^* For if there be first the willing mind, it is accepted accord- 
ing to what a^ man has, not according to what he has not. 
" For it is not that others may be eased, and ye burdened ; 
^* but, by the rule of equality, at this present time your abund- 
ance being a supply for their want, that also their abundance 
may be a supply for your want, that there may be equality ; 
as it is written: "He that gathered much had 
nothing over, and ho that gathered little 
did not lack. 

^4& 
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^But thanks be to Qod, who put the same earnest care for 
yon into the heart of Titus. " For he aooepted indeed the 
exhortation ; bat being very zealous, he went to you of his 
own accord. " And together with him we sent the brother, 
-whose praise in the gospel is throughout all the churches ; 
^*and not that only, but who was also appointed by the 
churches, as our fellow-traveler with this gift which is adminis- 
tered by us, to further the glory of the Lord, and .our zeal ; 
^ being careful of this, that no one should blame us in this 
abundance which is administered by us ; *^ for we provide for 
what is honorable, not only in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 

•* And we sent with them our brother, whom we have often 
in many things proved to be diligent, but now much more 
diligent, through the great confidence which he has toward 
you. ^ As to Titus, he is my partner, and in regard to you a 
fellow-laborer; as to our brethren, they are messengers of the 
churches, the glory of Christ. " Therefore show toward them, 
and before the churches, the proof of your love, and of our 
boasting on your behalf* 

TT ^^^ concerning the ministering to the saints, it is 
X JL* superfluous for me to write to you. • For I know your 
readiness of mind, of wjiich I boast for you to the Macedo- 
nians, that Achaia has been prepared since a year ago ; and 
your zeal stirred up the greater part of them. • But I sent the 
brethren, that our boasting of you might not be made in vain 
in this respect ; that, as I said, ye may be prepared ; ^ lest 
haply, if Macedonians come with me, and find youimprepared, 
we (that we say not, ye) should be put to shame in respect to 
this confidence. 

• I thought it necessary, therefore, to exhort the brethren, 
that they should go before to you, and xuake up beforehand 
your bounty before promised, that this may be ready, in 
manner as a bounty and not as covetousneas. * But as to this, 

r. 19. Or, in thUcbAarity 
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he that sows sparingly ahall also reap sparingly ; and he that 
sows with blessings shall also reap with blesAngs ; ^ but each 
as he purposes in his heart, not gradginglj or of neoeasity, for 
God loves a cheeifnl giver. 

' And Qod is able to make every grace abound toward you; 
that ye, always having all sufficiency in everything, may abound 
toward every good work ; (* as it is written : 

He dispersed abroad, he gave to the poor ; 

His righteousness abides forever ;) 
^^ and he who supplies seed to the sower and bread for food, 
will supply and multiply your seed sown, and increaae the 
fruits of your righteousness ; '^ being enriched in everything to 
all liberality, which works through us thanksgiving to God. 
^* Because the ministration of this service not only supplies the 
wants of the saints, but also abounds through many thanks- 
^vings to God ; ^> while by the proof of this ministration they 
glorify Gxxi for the obedience to your profesmon of the gospd 
of Christ, and for the liberality of the contribution to them, 
and to all ; ^^ they also, with supplication for you, longing after 
you on account of the exceeding grace of God in you. " Thanks 
be to God for his unspeakable ^ft I 

XNow I, Paul, myself beseech you by the meekness and 
• gentleness of Christ, who in presence indeed am lowly 
among you, but being absent am bold toward you; *butl 
entreat, that I may not when I am present be bold with that 
confidence, wherewith I think to be bold against some, who 
think of us as walking according to the flesh. ' For though 
walking in the flesh, we do not war after the flesh ; (^ for the 
weapons of our warfare are not fleshly, but mighty before God 
to the pulling down of strongholds;) ^ casting down imagina- 
tions, and every high thing that exalts itself against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing every thought into captivity 
to the obedience of Christ ; ^ and being in readiness to punish 
every disobedience, when your obedience is made perfect. 
^ Do ye look on things after th© outward appearance? If 
snyman trusts to h^'^w*^^^ t^t\ieNaC3^[£ca^^,\^^\:&as^^T\^^ 
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ooiudder this again, that, as he is Christ's, so also are we. 
^ For even if I should boast somewhat more abundantly of our 
authority, which the Lord gave us for edification, and not for 
your destruction, I shall not be put tp shame ; * that I may not 
seem as if I would terrify you by my letters. ^^ For his letters, 
says one, are weighty and strong ; but his bodily presence is 
weak, and his speech contemptible. " Let such a one consider 
this, that such as we are in word by letters when absent, such 
will we be also in deed when present. 

^' For we venture not to reckon oursdves among, or to com- 
pile ourselyeB with, some of those who commend themselyes ; 
but they, measuring themselves among themselves, and com- 
paring themselves with themselves, are not wise. ^' But we 
will not boast of things without measure, but according to the 
measure of the line which God apportioned to us, a measure to 
reach even to you. ^^For we do not stretch ourselves beyond 
our measure, as though we reached not to you ; for as far as to 
you also did we come, in the gospel of Christ ; " not boasting 
of things without measure in other men's labors ; but having 
Lope, when your faith increases, that we shall be enlarged 
among you according to our line abundantly, ^* to preach the 
gospel in the regions beyond you, not to make our boast, in 
another's line, of things made ready to our hand. '"^ But he 
that boasts, let him boast in the Lord. ^^For not he that 
commends himself is approved, but he whom the Lord com- 
mends. 

n Would that ye could bear with me in a little folly I 
• Nay, ye do bear with me. ' For I am jealous over you 
with a godly jealousy ; for I espoused you to one husband, that 
I may present a chaste virgin to Christ. ^ But I fear, lest by 
any means, as the serpent beguiled Eve by his subtlety, so 
your minds should be corrupted from your simplicity toward 
Christ. * For if indeed he that comes preaches another Jesus, 
whom we preached not, or if ye receive a different spirit. 
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wliich ye received not, or a difierent goepel, which je aoceptei 
not, ye might well bear with it. * For I reckon that I am ii 
no respect behind these overmnch apostles. *And though 
be rude in speech, yet not in knowledge ; but in ^verythiiii 
we have been made manifest among all, in respect to yon. 

^ Did I commit an offense in abasing myself that ye^ightt 
exalted, because I preached to you the gospel of God withon 
charge. ® I robbed other churches, taking wages of them, i 
order to do you service. • And when I was present with yoi 
and in want, I was a charge to no one ; for whfeit was lackin 
to me the brethren who came from Macedonia snpplied ; an 
in every thing I kept myself firom being burdensome to yw 
and so will keep myself. 

^^ As the truth of Christ is in me, this boasting shall not I 
shut up against me in the regions of Achaia. ^' Wherefoie 
Because I love you not? God knows. '' But what I do, ao 
will do, is that I may cut off the occasion of those who dmi 
an occasion, that wherein they boast they may be found ev€ 
as we. " For such are false apostles, deceitful workers, tran 
forming themselves into apostles of Christ " And no wondei 
for Satan himself transforms himself into an angel of ligfa 
1^ It is no great thing then, if also his ministers transform then 
selves as ministers of righteousness ; whose end shall be a 
cording to their works. 

^* I say again, let no one think me foolish ; but if it can m 
be so, yet receive me even if as foolish, that I too may bod 
myself a little. " What I speak, I speak not after the Lon 
but as in foolishness, in this confidence of boasting. ^^ Sedn 
that many boast after the flesh, I also will boast. "For j 
gladly bear with the foolish, being yourselves wise. *®For j 
bear with it, if one brings you into bondage, if one devom 
you, if one takes you, if one exalts himself, if one smites yo 
on the face. 

'^ I say it as a reproach, that we were weak. But in wha 

ever any one is bold (I say it in foolishness), I also am bol< 

f ^Are they Hebrews 1 Bo am 1. ^t^ thay Israelites ? So ai 
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isters of Clittflt ? (I speak as beside myself,) I am more ; in 
labors more abundantly, in stripes above measure, in prisons 
more abundantly, in d.eaths often ; **of the Jews five times I 
received forty stripes save one ; ^'^ thrice I was beaten with 
rods ; once I was stoned ; thrice I suffered shipwreck ; a night 
and a day I have spent in the deep ; ** by joumeyings often, by 
perils of rivers, by perils of robbers, by perils from my country- 
men, by perils from the heathen, by perils in the city, by perils 
in the wilderness, by perils in the sea, by perils among false 
brethren ; *' by weariness and painfulness, in watchings often, 
in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 
^ Beside those things that are without, there is that which 
comes upon me daily, the care of all the churches. ^ Who is 
weak, and I am not weak ? Who is offended , and I do not 
bom ? ^ If I must needs boast, I will boast of things which 
belong to my infirmity. ^^ God, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is blessed forevermore, knows that I lie not. ^ In 
Damascus, the governor under Aretas the king kept guard 
over the city of the Damascenes, wishing to apprehend me ; 
^and through a window I was let down in a basket through 
the wall, and escaped his hands. 

VTT To boast is surely not expedient for me ; for I will 
J\.±X« come to visions and revelations of the Lord. 

' I know a man in Christ, above fourteen years ago (whether 
in the body I know not, or whether out of the body I know 
not, God knows) such a one caught up even to the third 
heaven. ^ And I know such a man (whether in the body or 
without the body I know not, God knows), * that he was caught 
up into paradise, and heard unspeakable words, which it is not 
lawful for a man to utter. 

* Of such a one I will boast ; but of myself I will not boast, 
gave in my infirmities. * For if I should desire to boast, I shall 
not be foolish, for I shall speak truth ; but I forbear, lest any 
one should reckon of me above what he sees me to be, or 
hears from me. ^ 

'And that I might not be exalted. o^e^TXHXXs^ \Jcaovi3igjv'^a^\

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abundance of the revelationB, there was giren torn 
the flesh, a messenger of Satan to bof^ me, that 
be exalted ovennuch. ^ Concerning this I besoiig 
thrice, that it might depart £rom me. * And he e 
My grace is sufficient for thee ; for my power is n 
in wealmesB.

'I have 
before said, and now say •beforehand, as when present the 
second time, so also now when absent, to those who heretofore 
have sinned, and to all the rest, that if I come again I will not 
spare ; ^ since ye seek a proof of Christ speaking in me, who 
toward you is not weak, but is mighty in you. *For even if 
he was crucified through weakness, yet he lives by the power 
of God. For we also are weak in him, but we shall live with 
him by the power of God toward you. 

* Try your own^ selves, whether ye are in the faith ; prove 
your own selves. Know ye not your own selves, that Jesus 
Christ is in you, except ye are reprobate? 'But I trust that 
ye shall know, that we are not reprobatei 
I ■'Now I pray to God that ye do no evil ; not that we should 
appear approved, but that ye may do what is good, though we 
be as reprobate. ^ For we have no power iagainst the truth, 
but for the truth. ' For we are glad, when we are weak, and 
ye are powerful ; this also we pray for, even your perfection. 

'0 For this cause I write these things being absent, that when 
present I may not use sharpness, according to the power which 
the Lord gave me for edification, and not for destruction. 

" Finally, brethren, farewell. 3e perfect, be of good comfort, 
be of the same mind, be at peace ; and the God of love and 
peace will be with you. 

1^ Salute one another with a holy kiss. ^* AU the saints salute 
you. 

"The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of Qod, 
and the communion of the Holy Spirit, be with you all.

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THE LETTER OP P4UL TO THE GAUTIANS. 

I Paul, an apostle, not from men, neither throTigh man, but 
• through Jesus Christ, and God the Father who raised him 
from the dead, ' and all the brethren who are with me, to the 
churches of Gratia : ' Grace to 70a, and peace, from Gqd the 
Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ*; ^ who gave himself for our 
sins, that he might deliver us out of the present evil wodd, 
according to the will of God and our Father ; ' to whom be the 
gloiy forever and ever. Amen. 'tuA^wvvi/ 

*I marvel that ye are so soon removing from him who 
called 70U in the grace of Christ, to a different gospel ; "^ whicii 
is not another, except that there are some who trouble yon, 
and wish to pervert the gospel of Christ. * But even if we, or 
an angel from heaven, should preach a gospel to you contrary 
to that which we preached to you, let him be accursed. ^Am 
we have said before, so I now say again, if any one preaches a 
gospel to you contrary to that which ye received, let him be 
accursed. *®For do I now seek the fiivor of men or of God t 
Or am I seeking to please men ? If I were still pleasing men, 
I should not be Christ's servant. 

" Now I make known to you, brethren, that the gospel which 
was preached by ine is not according to man ; ^* for I also did 
not receive it from man, nor was I taught it, but through the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. " For ye heard of my conduct f(i»- 
merly in Judaism; that beyond measure I perse&uted the 
church of God, and was destroying it, ^^and pressed forward 
in Judaism beyond many companions of the same age in my 
nation, being more exceedingly a zealot for the traditions of 
my fathers. : '' . •>'w 

" But when it pleased God, who set me apart from my 
mother's womb, and called me through his grace, ^* to reveal 
his son in me, that I should make known the glad news of him 
among the Gentiles ; inunediately I conferred not with flesh 
&nd blood ; ^^ neither went up to Jerusalem to those who were 
V. IT. Jrt «ome ancteut copiw: tx^tVCiisst'wwjXwKvs 
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apostles before me, but went away into Arabia, and returned 
again to Damascus. 

" Then, after three years, I went up to Jerusalem to become 
acquainted with Cephas, and remained with him fifteen days. 
"But no other of the apostles did I see, save James, the 
brother of the Lord. ^ Now as to the things which I write to 
you, beholdjjefore God, I lie not. 

■ '^ Afterward, I came into the regions of Syria and Cilicia ; 
''fbid was unknown by face to the churches of Judsea which 
were in Christ ; ^^ but they were only hearing, that he who was 
once our persecutor now preaches the faith which once he wds 
destroying ; ** and they glorified God in me. 

nTHEN, after fourteen years, I went up again to Jeru- 
• salem with Barnabas, taking also Titus with me. • And I 
went up by revelation, and communicated to them the gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles ; but privately, to those of 
reputation, lest by any means I should run, or had run in vain. 
'But not even Titus, who was with me, being a Greek, was 
compelled to be circumcised; *and that because of the false 
brethren stealthily brought in, who crept in to spy out our 
liberty which we have in Christ Jesus, that they might bring 
us into bondage ; * to whom not even for an hour did we yield 
by the [required] submission, that the truth of the gospel 
might continue with you. "But from those reputed to be 
something, — ^whatever they were, it matters not to me, God 
accepts not man's person, — for to me those of reputation com- 
municated nothing in addition. ' But, on the contrary, seeing 
that I have been entrusted with the gospel of the uncircum- 
cision, as Peter was with that of the circumcision ; p for he who 
wrought for Peter in behalf of the apostleship of the circum- 
cision, wrought also for me in behalf of the Gentiles ;) • and 
having learned the grace that was given to me, James and 
Cephas and John, who were reputed to be pillars, gave to me^ 
and Barnabas right hands of fellowship, that we should go to the 

V. 6. Or^ whatever they oneie "ii«w 
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Qentiles, and they to the drcinndsion ; ^? only, that we ahotild 
remember the poor, which very thing also I was forward to do. 
" But when Cephas came to Antioch, I withstood him to the 
face, because he was blamed. '^ For befpre certain ones came 
from James, he ate with the Gentiles; but when they came, he 
withdrew and separated himself, fearing those who were of the 
circumcision. ^* And the other Jews also dissembled with him, 
so that Barnabas also was carried away with their dlssimula- 
iion. " But when I saw that they walk not uprightly accord- 
ing to the truth of the gospel, I said to Peter in the presence 
of all : If thou, being a Jew, livest after the manner of Qen- 
tilcs and not that of Jews, how dost thou compel the Gentiles 
to become as Jews ? " We are Jews by nature, and not an- 
ners from among the Gentiles ; ^^ but knowing that a man is 
not justified by works of law, but through faith in Jesus Christ, 
we also believed on Christ Jesus, that we might be justified by 
fedth in Christ, and not by works of law ; because by works of 
law no fiesh shall be justified. " But if, while seeking to be 
justified in Christ, we ourselves also were foimd sinners, is then 
Christ a minister of sin? Far be it! "For if the things 
which I pulled down these I buHd up again, I make myself & 
transgressor. " For I through law died to law, that I might 
live to God. ^^ I have been crucified with Christ ; and no longer 
do I live, but Christ lives in mo ; and the life which I now live 
in the fiesh I live in the faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for mo. '^ I do not set aside the grace of 
God ; for if there be righteousness through law, then Christ 
died without cause. 

mo FOOLISH Galatians, who bewitched you, before whose 
• eyes Jesus Christ was evidently sot forth, crucified 
among you ? ^ This only I desire to learn from you : Was it 
from works of law that ye received the Spirit, or from the 
hearing of faith ? ^ Are ye so foolish.? Having begun with the 
' Spirit, are yo now being made perfect with the flesh ? * Did ye 
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suffer so many things in vaii^? If indeed it be in vain. * Does 
he, therefore, who supplies to you the Spirit, and works miracles 
among you, do it from works of law, or from the hearing of 
faith ? 'As Abraham believed God, and it was reckoned to 
him for righteousness. "^ Ejio w then that they who are of fiiith, 
these are sons of Abraham. ^ And the Scripture, foreseeing 
that God justifies the Gentiles by faith, annoimced beforehand 
the glad tidings to Abraham, saying : In thee shall all 
the nations be blersed. ' So that they who. aro of 
fidth are blessed with the faithful Abraham. 

^0 For as many as are of works of law are under a curse ; for 
it is written: Cursed is every ono that con- 
tinues not in all the things written in 
the book of the law, to do them. "And that 
in the law no one is justified with God, is evident; because, 
the just shall live by faith. "Now the law is 
not of faith ; but, he that has done them shall 
live in thom. "Christ redeemed us from the curse of 
the law, having become a curse for us ; because it is written : 
Cursed is every ono that is hanged on a 
t r e,e ; ** that unto the Gentiles the blessing of Abraham might 
come in Christ Jesus, that we might receive the promise of 
the Spirit through faith. 

** Brethren, I speak after the manner of men. If a covenant 
has been confirmed, though it be a man's, no one sets it aside, 
or adds thereto. ^* Now to Abraham were the promises spoken, 
and to his seed. He says not, and to seeds, as con- 
cerning many ; but as concerning one, and to thy seed, 
which is Christ. " But this I say, that a covenant before con- 
firmed by God, the law, which came four hundred and thirty 
years after, does not annul, to make the promise of no effect. 
^3 For if the inheritance is of law, it is no more of promise ; but 
God has freely given it to Abraham by promise. 

" What then is the law ? It was added because of the trans- 
gressions, imtil the seed should come to whom the promise has 
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been made ; having been ordained tlirongli angels, by the hand 
of a mediator. *^ Now the mediator is not of one ; but God is 
one. ^^ Is then the law against the promises of God ? Far be 
it 1 For if a law had been given which is able to^make alive^ 
truly righteousness wouM have been of law. •* But the Scrip- 
turo shut up all under sin, that the promise by £edth in Jesus 
Christ might be given to those who believe. •'But before* 
faith camo, we were guarded under law, shut up unto the feith 
which was to be revealed. ** So that the law has become our 
schoolmaster, unto Christ, that we might be justified by &ith. 
** But faith having come, we are no longer imder a schoolmas- 
ter. **For ye are all sons of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 
^ For all ye who were immersed unto Christ, did put on Christ. 
*8 There is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond nor 
free, there is no male and female ; for ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus. ^ And if ye are Christ's, then are ye Abraham's seed, 
heirs according to the promise. 

TTT" Now I say, as long as the heir is a child, he differs 
-i- ' • in nothing from a servant though he is lord of all ; ' but 
is under guardians and stewards, until the time appointed I17 
the father. ^ So also we, when we were children, were held in 
bondage under the elements of the world. * But when the full- 
ness of the time came, God sent forth his son, bom of a woman, 
bom under law, * that he might redeem those under law, that 
we might receive the adoption of sons. ® And because ye are 
sons, God sent forth the Spirit of his Son into our hearts, cry- 
ing, Abba, Father. ' So that thou art no longer a servant, but 
a son ; and if a son, also an heir through God. ^But at that 
time indeed, when ye knew not God, ye served those which 
are not in their nature gods. 'But now, after having known 
God, or rather having been known by God, how is it that ye 
turn back again to the weak and poor elements, to which ye de- 
sire to be in bondage again anew ? ^° Do ye carefully observe 
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CHAPTER IV. 

days, and months, and seasons, and years? ^^I am afraid of 
you, lest by any means I liave bestowed labor upon you in vain. 

" Become as I am, for I also became as ye are, brethren, I 
beseech you. Ye injured me in nothing. ^Nay, ye know 
that by reason of weakness of the flesh I preached the glad 
tidings to you the former time ; " and my trial, which was in 
my flesh, ye despised not nor spumed, but received me as an 
angel of God, as Christ Jesus. " Where is then the happiness 
of which ye spoke ? For I bear you witness, that if possible, 
ye would have plucked out your eyes, and given them to me. 
'• So then, have I become your enemy, because I tell you the 
truth ? " They zealously seek you, not well ; but they wish to 
exclude you, that ye may zealously seek them. ^*But it is 
good to be zealou^y sought in a good cause always, and not 
only when I am present with you. " My little children, of 
■whom I travail again in birth, until Christ be formed in you I 
*• And I could wish to be present with you now, and to change 
my voice ; for I am perplexed on account of you. 

** Tell me, ye who desire to be under law, do ye not hear the 
law ? *^ For it is written, that Abraham had two sons, one by 
the bondwoman, and one by the freewoman. " But the one 
by the bondwoman was bom after the flesh, and the one by 
the freewoman through the promisd. ^ Which things are an 
allegory. For these women are two covenants, one from 
mount Sinai, bearing children into bondage, '* which is Hagar 
(for the word Hagar is mount Sinai in Arabia), and answers to 
the Jerusalem that now is, for she is in bondage with her 
children. ''But the Jerusalem that is above is free, which is 
the mother of us all. *' For it is written : 

Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not ; 
Break forth and cry, thou that travailest not ; 
Because many are the children of the desolate, rather 
than of her who has the husband. 

*^But ye, brethren, after the manner of Isaac, are children of

y Stand fiBst, therefore, in the liberty with which Christ 
• made us free, and be not a^;ain entan jgled with the yoke 
of bondage. * Behold, I, Paul, say to you, that if ye be dicumr 
dsed, Christ shaLL profit you nothing. ' Now I testify again to 
every man who becomes circumcised^ that he is a debtor to 
keep the whole law. ^ Ye are separated from Christ, whoevei 
of you are justified in the law ; ye are fallen away from grace. 
' For we through the Spirit wait for the hope of righteousness 
by fjGkith. ^ For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision avails any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but faith working by love. 

' Ye were running well ; who hindered you, that ye should 
not obey the truth ? ^ The persuasion is not from him who 
calls you. • A little leaven leavens the whole lump. '<> I have 
confidence toward you in the Lord, that ye will be no other- 
wise minded ; but he that troubles you shall bear his judg- 
ment, whoever he may be. " But as for me, brethren, if I still 
preach circumcision, why am I still persecuted ? Then has the 
offense of the cross ceased. ^' I would that they were even cut 
off who unsettle you. 

" For ye were called unto liberty, brethren ; only use not the 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve one an- 
other. " For all the law is fulfilled in one word, in this : T h o u 
Shalt love thy neighbor as thyself, "Butif 
ye bite and devour one another, beware lest ye be consumed 
by one another. 

"But I say, walk by the Spirit, and ye will not fulfill the 
desire of the flesh. "For the flesh has desires against the 
Bpiiit, and the Bpirit SkgdiVnat the flesh ; and these are contrary 
the one to the otlxei, t\iaX 7^ n^a.^ ii<^N> ^<^ ^<»li^^0s£3!^glw^3EAl ^ 
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would. ^^But if ye are led by the Spirit, ye are not un- 
der law. 

^*Now tlie works of the flesh are manifest ; which are, fonu- 
cation, uncleanness, wantonness, '° idolatry, sorcery, hatreds, 
strife, emulation, wraths, contentions, divisions, factions, '^envy- 
ings, murders, drunkenness, revelings, and things like these ; of 
which I teU you beforehand, as I also said before, that they 
who do such things shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 

** But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-suffer- 
ing, kindness, goodness, faith, ^^ meekness, temperance ; against 
such things there is no law. ^ And they that are Christ's cru- 
cified the flesh with its passions and desirea ^^ If we live by 
the Spirit, let us also walk by the Spirit. ^^ Let us not become 
Tainglorious, provoking one another, envying one another. 

TTT Bbethben, even if a man be overtaken in a fiiult, to who 
» -!•• are spiritual restore such a one in the spirit oi meek- 
ness; considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted. ^Bear 
one another's burdens, and so fulfill the law of Christ. ^ For if a 
man thinks himself to be something, when he Is nothing, he de- 
ceives himself. * But let each one prove his own work, and then 
ahall he have ground of glorying in reference to himself alone, 
and not to another. ' For each one shall bear his own load. 

* But let him that is taught in the word share with him that 
teaches, in all good things. ^ Be not deceived ; God is not 
mocked ; for whatever a man sows, that shall he also reap. 
* Because he that sows to his fiesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption ; but he that sows to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
Hfe everlasting. ^ And let us not be wQary in well doing ; for 
in due season we shall reap, if we faint not. ^^ So then, as we 
have opportunity, let us do good to all, espedaUy to those who 
are of the household of faith. 



" See with what large letters I wrote to you with my own 
hand. 
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1' Ab many as desire to make a £ur show in the flesh, these 
constrain you to be circumcised ; only that they may not BofEer 
persecntion for the cross of Christ. "For neither do the^ 
themselves who are circumcised keep the law ; but they da&n 
that ye should be circumcised, that they may glory in yom 
flesh. ^* But fiar be it from me to gloiy, save in the crosi of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom the world is crucified to 
me, and I to the world. " For in Christ Jesus neither dremn-

THE LETTER OF PAUL TO THE EPHESIANS. 

I Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of Qod, to the 
• saints who are in Ephesus, and beHevers in Christ Jesus : 
* Grace to you, and peace, from God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

'Blessed be the Qod and Father of our Lord Jesus Ghrist^ 
who has blessed us with eveiy spiritual blessing in the heavenly 
places in Christ ; ^ as he chose us in him before the foundatioiL 
of the world, that we ^hould be holy and blameless before him 
in lovo ; ^ having predestined us unto the adoption of sons by 
Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good pleasure of his 
will, • to the praise of the glory of his grace, which he freely 
bestowed on us in the beloved ; ' in whom we have the redemp- 
tion through his blood, the remission of our trespasses, according 
to the riches of his grace, ^ which he made to abound toward 
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US in all wisdom and understanding ; ^ making known to ns the 
mystery of his will, according to his good pleasure which he 
purposed an himself, ^^ in reference to the dispensation of the 
fullness of times, to gather for himself into one all things in the 
Christ, the things which are in the heavens, and the things on 
the earth ; ^^ in him, in whom we obtained also the inheritance, 
being predestined according to the purpose of him who works 
an things after the counsel of his own will, ^' that we should be 
to the praise of his glory who before have hoped in the Christ ; 
"in whom ye also, after having heard the word of truth, the 
good news of your salvation, in whom [I say] haVing also 
believed, ye were sealed with the Holy Spirit of promise; 
"who is an earnest of our inheritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession, to the praise of his glory. 

" For this cause I also, having heard of your feith in the Lord 
Jesus, and love to all the saints, ^* cease not to give thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my prayers ; *'' that the God of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, would give to you 
the spirit of wisdom and of revelation in the fall knowledge of 
him ; " the eyes of your understanding being enlightened ; that 
ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints, ^^and what 
the exceeding greatness of his power to'^ard us who believe, 
according to the working of his mighty power, *® which he 
wrought in Christ when he raised him from the dead and seated 
him at his own right hand in the heavenly places, ^^ fai above 
all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and every 
name that is named, not only in this world, but also in that 
which is to come ; ^^and subjected all things un- 
der his f ee t, and gave him to be head over all things to 
the church, '^ which is his body, the fullness of him who fills 
all in all. 

y. 11. Ovt in whom we were also chosen as the inheritance 
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nTox7 also, being dead in trespasses and sins ; — 'inwhich 
• yo once walked according to the coarse of tl^ps world, 
according to the prince of the power of the air, the spirit thai 
is now working in the sons of disobedience ; ' among whom we 
also all walked in time past in the desires of our flesh, doiiig 
the will of the flesh and of the mind, and were by nature 
children of wrath, even as others ; — ^ but God, being rich in 
mercy, on account of his great love wherewith lie loved ns, 
made ns, * even when we were dead in sins, alive with Christ, 
(by grace ye axe saved,) ^ and raised ns with him, and made ns 
sit with him in the heavenly places in Christ Jesus ; ' that he 
might show, in the ages to come, the exceeding richness of his 
grace, in his kindness toward us in Christ Jesus. 

^ For by grace ye are saved through fliith ; and that not of 
yourselves, it is the gift of God ; * not of works, lest any one 
should boast. '^ For we are his workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God before prepared that we 
should walk in them. 

" Wherefore remember, that yi time past ye, the Gentiles jn 
the flesh, who are called Uncircumcision by that which is called 
Circumcision, in the flesh, made by hand, — ^^ that at that time 
ye were without Christ, being aliens from the commonwealth 
of Israel, and strangers from the covenants of the promise, 
having no hope, and without God in the world. " But now, in 
Christ Jesus, ye, who in time past were aSax off, were made 
near by the blood of Christ. ^* For he is our peace, who made 
both one, and broke down the middle wall of partition; 
^'^ having abolished in his flesh the enmity, the law of com- 
mandments contained in ordinances, that he might make the 
two one new man in himself, making peiu:e ; " and might 
reconcile both to God in one body by the cross, having slain 
the enmity thereby. " And he came and brought the good 
news of peace to you who were afar offj and to those were 
near. ^^ Because through him we both have the access in one 
Spirit to the Fatlier. 
''80 then ye are no longer «\.TMi!g,^T^^s^^^Ys^asv«s3^,\sQ^^^ 
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mxe £Qllow-€itiaen8 with the saints, and of the household of Qod ; 
^^having been built upaa. the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Christ Jesos himself being the chief comer-stoDe ; 
^ in whom all the building, fitly &amed together, gxows nnto 
a holy temple in the Lord ; '^ in whom ye also axe builded 
together for a habitation of Gh>d in the Sj^t. 

mFoB this cause I, Paul, the prisoner of Jesus Christ for 
• yon Gentiles, — ' if indeed ye heard of the dispensation 
of the grace of God which was given me toward you, ' that by 
leyelation the mysteiy was made known to me, as I wrote 
befoie in few woids ; * whereby, when ye read, ye can perceiTO 
my understanding in the mystery of Christ, '^ which in other 
generations was not made known to the sons of men, as it has 
now been revealed to his holy aposUes and prophets in the 
Spirit; *that the Gentiles are fellow-heirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers with us of the promise, in Christ Jesus, 
through the gospel ; ^ whereof I was made a minister, accord- 
ing to the gift of the grace of God, which was given to me 
according to the working of his power. ^To me, who am lees 
than the least of all the saints, was this grace given, to preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ ; ^ and to 
make all see what is the dispensation of the mysteiy, which 
from ages has been hidden in Qod, who created all things; 
^ that now, to the principalities and powers in the heavenly 
places might be made known through the church the Tn^n<fir>M 
wisdom of God, " according to the eternal purpose which he 
made in Christ Jesus our Lord, ^' in whom we have boldness 
and access with confidence through foith in him. 

1* Wherefore I entreat that ye faint not at my afflictions for 
you, which is your glory. ^* For this cause I bow my knees to 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, ^^from whom the whole 
ikmily in heaven and on earth is named, '^ that he would grant 
to you, according to the riches of his glory, to be strengthened

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with might through his Spirit as to the inner man, ^^ that Ghrist

the Spirit in the bond of peace. ^ There is one body, and ooe 
Spirit, as also ye were called in one hope of your calling ; 'one 
Lord, one faith, one immersion, *one God and Father of all, 
who is over all, and through all, and in all. ^ But to each one 
of us the grace was given according to the measure of the gift 
of Christ. ® Wherefore he says : 

When he ascended on high. 

He led captivity captive. 

And gave gifts to men, 
•Now this, he ascended, what is it but that he also 
descended into the lower parts of the earth? ^^ The one who 
descended, he is also the one who ascended above all the 
heavens, that he may fill all things. '^ And he gave some as 
apostles, some as prophets, some as evangelists, some as 
pastors and teachers ; " for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the building up of the body of Christ ; 
"till we all attain to the unity of the faith and of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of Qod, to a perfect man, to the measure of 
the stature of the fullness of Christ ; ^* that we may no longer 
be children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every 
^ wind of doctrine, by the a\ev^\. oi -ssi^en., by cunning craftiness 
after the wily mannei oi etiot \^^^yQJi.\tf^^ifl\%*Csv^Nscvii^^'^^ 
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love grow up into him in all things, who is the head, Christ ; 
'^ from whom all the body, fitly framed together and compacted 
by means of every joint of the supply, according to the work- 
ing in the measure of each single part, effects the increase of 
the body to the upbuilding of itself in love. 

" This therefore I say, and testify in the Lord, that ye no 
longer walk as the rest of the Gentiles walk, in the vanity of 
their mind, ^^ having the understanding darkened, being alien- 
ated from the life of God because of the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the hardness of their heart ; ^^ who, as being 
past feeling, gave themselves up to wantonness, to work all 
undeanness in greediness. ^^ But ye did not so learn Christ, 
'^ if indeed ye heard him, and were taught in him, as the truth 
iB in Jesus ; ^ that ye put off, as concerns your former deport- 
ment, the old man who is corrupted according to the lusts of 
deceit, ^ and be renewed in the spirit of your mind, '*and put 
on the new man, who was created after God in the righteous- 
ness and holiness of the truth. 

^ Wherefore, having put away falsehood, speak truth each 
one with his neighbor ; because we are members one of an- 
other. ^^Be angry and sin not; let not the sun go 
down upon your wrath, '' neither give place to the Devil. 

^ Let him that stole steal no more ; but rather let him labor, 
working with his hands that which is good, that he may have 
to impart to him that has need. ^Let no corrupt discourse 
proceed out of your mouth, but whatever is good for needful 
edification, that it may impart grace to the hearers. *®And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, in whom ye were sealed 
unto the day of redemption. ^^ Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamor, and evil speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice ; ^^ and be kind to one another, tender-hearted, 
forgiving one another, as also God in Christ forgave you. 

Y Become therefore followers of God, as beloved children ; 
• 9 and walk in love, as also Christ loved us, and gave him-

' But fornication, and all nndeannesa^ or co^etonanflaB, let it 
not even be named among yon, as beoomee saints, ^and filthi- 
ness, and foolish talking, and jesting, which are not becoming, 
but rather giving of thanks. * For this je know, being aware 
that no fornicator, nor unclean person, nor ooyetons man, who 
is an idolater, has an inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and 
God. ' Let no one deceive you with vain words ; for because 
of these things comes the wrath of GK)d upon the sosis of diso- 
bedience. 

' Become not therefore xiartakers with them. • For ye were 
once darkness, but now* light in the Lord. Walk as childien of 
light,— * for the fruit or the light is in all goodness and right- 
eousness and truth, — ^^ proving what is acceptable to the Lord ; 
" and have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness^ 
but rather also reprove them. " For it is a shame even to apeak 
of the things done by them in secret. ^But all things, when 
reproved, are by the light made manifest ; for whatever makes 
manifest is light. *^ Wherefore he says: Awake, thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ will give thee light. 

'B See to it then, how ye walk with exactness, not as unwise, 
but as wise, ^* redeeming the time, because the days are eviL 
" Therefore be not foolish, but understanding what is the will 
of the Lord. 

>^ And bo not drunk with wine, wherein is excess, but be 
filled with the Spirit ; ^^ speaking to one another in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs, singing and making melody in yom 
heart to the Lord ; ^ giving thanks always for all things, to Qoi 
and the Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ ; '* sul 
milting yourselves to one another in the fear of Christ ; ** wivf 
to their own husbands, as to the Lord. ^^ Because a husband 
the head of the wife, as also Christ is the head of the churc! 
Wmself the Savior of the body. **But as the church is si 
jected to Christ, bo sAbo qxq ^•b ^wWea to their own busbar 
in eveiythiDg, 
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* HnsbuidB, lore yonr wives, as aJso Christ loved the, church, 
and gmve himself np for it ; ^ that he might sanctify it« having 
clftMMiBd it by the bathing of water in the word, *"* that he might 
hfmflrif present to himself the church, glorions, having no spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing, but that it may be holy and 
blameleflB. *^ So husbands onght to love their wives as their 
own bodies. He that loves his wife loves himself. ''For no 
one ever hated his own flesh ; bnt nourishes and cherishes it, 
as also Christ the chnrch ; *^ because we are members of his 
body, [being] of his flesh, and of his bones. '^For this 
cause shall a man leave father and mother, 
and shall cleave to his wife, and the two 
shall be one flesh. 

*■ This mystery is great ; bnt I am speaking of Christ and of 
the chnrch. "Nevertheless, do ye also, severally, each so love 
his wife even as himself ; and let the wife see that she reveronce 
her husband. 

TTT Childben, obey yonr parents, in the Lord ; for this is 
» -»-• right. 'Honor thy father and mother, 
which is the first commandment with promise, ^that it 
may be well with thee, and thon mayest 
live long on the earth. 

*And fathers, do not provoke your children to anger, but 
bring them np in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. 

' Servants, obey your masters according to the flesh, with 
fear and trembling, in singleness of your heart, as to Christ ; 
•not with eye-service, as men-pleasers ; but as servants of 
Christ, doing the will of God from the heart ; ' with good will 
doing service, as to the Lord, and not to men ; ^ knowing that 
whatever good thing each may have done, that shall he receive 
from the Lord, whether bond or free. 

' And masters, do the same things to them, forbearing threat- 
ening ; knowing that both their Master and yours is in heaven, 
and there is no respect of persons with him. 

*® Finally, be strong in the Lord, and in the power of his I 
mig'ht. '^Put on the whole armor oi Ood,\^iB\. -j^TSio^Xs^^Ji^^V 
«T1 
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to Btand against the wiles of the Devil. "FortouSytheoontert 
is not against flesh and blood, but againsttprincipalities, against 
poweiB, against the rulers of the darkness of this worid, against 
the spiritual powers of evil in the heavenly places. " TheiefQiie 
take on the whole armor of God, that je may be able to with- 
stand in the evil day, and having folly done all, to stand. 
^* Stand therefore, having girded your loins about with truth, 
and having put on the breastplate of righteousness; "and 
having shod your feet with the preparation of the gOBpei of 
peace ; ** in addition to all, having taken on the shield of faith, in 
which ye will be able to quench all the fiery darts of the willed 
one. *^And receive the helmet of salvation, and the swoid 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God; 'Spraying at eveiy 
fitting season in the Spirit, with all prayer and supplication, 
and watching thereunto with all perseverance and supplication 
for all the saints ; ^* and for me, that utterance may be given to 
me, in the opening of my mouth with boldness, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, ^ for which I am an ambassador in 
bonds ; that therein I may speak boldly, as I ought to speak. 

** But that ye also may know my affidrs, how I do, Tychiens, 
the beloved brother and a faithfol minister in the Lord, will 
make all known to you ; ^*whom I sent to you for this very 
thing, that ye might know our afiairs, and that he might 
encourage your hearts. 

*^ Peace be to the brethren, and love with faith, from God the 
Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

*^ Grace be with all who love our Lord Jesus Christ in 
sincerity.

I Paul and Timothy, seirants of Jesus Chnfit, to all the 
• saints in Christ Jesus who are at Philippi, with the over- 
seers and deacons : ' Grace to you, and peace, from God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. / 

» I thank my God on every remembrance of you,— * always, 
in every supplication of mine, making the suppUcation for you 
all with joy, — ^^for your fellowsiiip in respect to the gospel 
from the first day until now ; ^ being (confident of this very 
thing, that he who began a good work in you will complete it 
until the day of Jesus Christ. "^ As it is just for me to think , 
this of you aU, because I have you in my heart ; being all of 
you, both in my bonds, and in the defense and confirmation of 
the gospel, partakers of the grace with me. ^ For God is my 
witness, how greatly I long for you all, with the tender affec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. 

* And this I pray, that your love may abound yet more and 
more, in knowledge and all discernment ; ^^in order that ye 
may approve the things that are most excellent, 'that ye may 
be pure and without offense unto the day of Christ ; ^^ being 
filled with the fruit of righteousness, whidi is by Jesus Christ, 
to the glory and praise of GkxL 

'^ But I desire that ye should know, brethren, that the things 
which befell me have resulted rather in the furtherance of the 
gospel ; 1' so that my bonds have become manifest in Christ 
in all the Prsetorium, and to all the rest ; *^ and that the greater 
part of the brethren, made confident* in the Lord by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the word without fear. 

" Some indeed preach Christ also from envy and strife, but 
some also from good wUl ; ^^ the one, out of love, knowing that

I am set for tho defense of the gospel ; ^"^ the other, out of coa- 
tentiousness, proclaim Christ not with pore intent, sapposing 
that they shall add affliction to my bonds. ^^ What then? 
Notwithstanding, in every way, whether in pretense or in troth, 
Christ is proclaimed ; and therein I rejoice, yea, and shall le- 
joice. ^' For I know that this will turn out for my salyation, 
through your supplication, and the supply of the Spirit of Jesus 
Christ ; ^ according to my earnest expectation and hope, that 
I shall in nothing be put to shame, but that with all boldness, 
as always, so also now Christ shall be magnified in my body, 
whether by life, or by death. 

*^ For to me to live is Christ, and to die is gain. •* But if it 
be to live in the flesh, this to me is fruit of labor ; and which I 
shall choose I know not ; '' but am constrained by the two, 
having the desire to depart, and to be with Christ, for it is fiir 
better ; ^^but to remain in the flesh is more needful for your 
sakes. ^ And being persuaded of this, I'know that I shall re- 
main, and shall continue with you all for your furtherance and 
joy in the faith ; ^ that your glorying may be more abundant 
in Jesus Christ for me, through my coming to you again. 

•^Only let your deportment be as becomes the goi^ of 
Christ ; that whether I come and see you, or remain absent, I 
may hear of your afiUirs, that ye stand &st in one spirit, with 
one mind striving together for the faith of the gospel ; ^and 
in nothing terrified by the adversaries ; which is to them an 
evident token of perdition, but to you of salvation, and that 
from God. ^ Because to you it was granted in behalf of 
Christ,— not only to believe on him,— but in his behalf to sut 
fer also ; ^ having the same conflict as ye saw in me, and now 
hear of in me. 

TT If then there is any consolation in Christ, if any comfort 
±±. from love, if any communion of the Spirit, if any tender 
affection and compassion, * make my joy complete, that ye be

of the same mind, having the same love, bemg of one accord, 
of the one mind; ^ doing nothing through contentiousness or 
vainglory, but in lowliness of mind each esteeming others bet- 
ter than himself; ^regarding not each one his own, but each 
one also the things of others. ' Let this mind be in jou, which 
was also in Christ Jesus ; • who, being in the form of God, did 
not account it robbery to be equal with God ; 'but emptied 
himself, taking the form of a servant, being made in the like- 
ness of men. ® And being found in fashion as a man, he hum- 
bled himself, becoming obedient xmto death, even the death of 
the cross. • Wherefore also God highly exalted him, and gave 
him a name which is above every name ; ^^ that at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of beings in heaven, and of 
beings on earth, and of beings under the earth, " and every 
tongue confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father. 

" Wherefore, my beloved, as ye always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more in my absence, work out 
your own salvation with fear and trembling ; ^*for it is God 
who works in you both to will and to perform, of his good 
pleasure. 

" Do all without murmurings and disputings ; " that ye may 
l)ecomo blameless and simple, children of God, unreproachable, 
in the midst of a crooked and perverse generation, among 
whom ye appear as do the heavenly lights in the world ; 
u holding forth the word of life ; for a ground of glorying to 
me at the day of Christ, that I did not run in vain, or labor in 
vain. 

^'^ But even if I am poured out on the sacrifice and ministra- 
tion of your faith, I rejoice, and I rejoice with you all. "For 
the same cause, do ye also rejoice, and rejoice with mo. 

^•But I hope in the Lord Jesus to send Timothy shortly to 
you, that I also may be cheered, when I know your state. 
••For I have no one like-minded, who will sincerely care for 
your state. '^ For all seek their own, not the things of Jesus

Christ. " But 76 know the proof of him, that, as a child with 
a fiEithcr, he served with me for the gospel. ''Him therefore I 
hope to send without delay, so soon as I shall Bee how it will 
go with me ; ** bat I trust in the Lord that I also m3r8elf shall 
come shortly. ** Yet I sup][)oeod it necessaiy to send to you 
Epaphroditns, my brother, and companion in labor, and fellow- 
soldier, but your messenger and minister to my wants. ''For 
he was longing after you all, and was much distreased, because 
ye heard that he was sick. '^ For indeed he was i^ck near to 
death ; but God had mercy on him, and not on him only, but

' Beware of the dogs, beware of the evil workers, bewail of 
the concision. • For we are the circumcision, who worship by 
the Spirit of God, and glory in Christ Jesus, and have no con- 
fidence in the flesh. * Though I have confidence also in the 
fiesh. If any other thinks that he has confidence in the flesh, 
I more ; ^ circumcised the eighth day, of the stock of Israel, of 
the tribe of Benjamin, a Hebrew of Hebrews ; as to the law, a 
Pharisee ; * as to zeal, persecuting the church ; as to the right- 
eousness which is in the law, A)lameless. 

^ But what things were gaj^ to me, these I have accounted 
loss for Clirist. ' Nay more, and I account aU things to be loss 
for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord ; 
for whom I suffered the loss of all things, and account them 
refuse, that I may gain Christ, 'and be found in him, not

upon fjEdth ; ^^ that I may know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of his srijSerings, being con- 
formed to his death ; " if by any means I may attain to the 
resurrection firom the dead. 

"Not that I already obtained [the prize], or have already 
been perfected ; but I pursue onward, if I may lay hold of that 
for which I was laid hold of by Christ Jesus. *^ Brethren, I do 
not count myself to have laid hold of it ; but one thing I do, 
forgetting the things behind, and reaching forth to the tilings 
before, ^^ I pursue on toward the mark, for the prize of the 
heavenly calling of God in Christ Jesus.

is in their shame, who mind earthly things. *° For our citizen- 
ship is in heaven ; from whence we also look for a Savior, the 
Lord Jesus Christ ; ^^ who will transform the body of our hur 
miliation, that it may be conformed to the body of bis glory, 
according to the working with which he is able also to subject 
all things to himself. 

* Therefore, my brethren beloved and longed for, my joy 
and crown, so stand fast in the Lord, beloved. 

' I beseech Euodia, and I .beseech Syntycho, to bo of the 
same mind in the Lord. ^ Yea, I entreat thee also, true yoke- 
fellow, help these women, who labored with mo in the gospel, 
with Clement also, and the rest of my fellow-laborers, whose 
names are in the book of life.

^ Rejoice in the Lord always ; again I wiH b&j, rejoice. ' Let 
your forbearance be known to all men« The Lord is at band 
• Be anxious for nothing ; but in every thing, by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanksgiving, let your requests be made known 
to God. ■» And the peace of God, which passes aU understand- 
ing, yrill keep your hearts and your minds in Christ Jesus.

' We give thanks to God the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
praying always for you, * having heard of your faith in Christ 
Jesus, and of the love which ye have toward all the saints, * bo- 
cause of the hope which is laid up for you in heaven, of which 
ye heard before in the word of the truth of the gospel ; • which 
is come to you, as also in all the world, and is bringing forth firuit 
and increasing also in you, since the day ye heard it, and knew 
the grace of God in truth ; "^as ye learned from Epaphras our 
beloved fellow-servant, who is for you a faithful minister of 
Christ, * who also made known to us your love in the Spirit. 

• For this cause we also, since the day we heard it, do not 
cease to pray for you, and to ask that ye may bo liUod with the 
knowledge of his will, in all wisdom and spiritual imderstand- 
ing ; ^® that ye may walk worthy of the Lord unto all pleasing, 
bringing forth fruit in every good work, and increasing in the 
knowledge of God; "being strengthened with all strength, 
according to his glorious power, unto all patience and long-suf- 
fering with joy ; "giving thanks to the Father, who made us 
meet for the portion of the inheritance of the saints in light ;

things, and in him all things subsist. '^ And he is the head of 
the body, the church ; who is the beginning, the first-bom from 
the dead; tliat he may become in all things pre-eminent. 
19 For He was pleased, that in him should all the fdllness dwell ; 
*<>and through him to reconcile all things to himself, having 
made peace through the blood of his cross; through him, 
whether the things on the earth, or the things in the heavens. 

^^ And you also, being in time past alienated, and enemies 
in your mind in wicked works, yet now has he necondled ** in 
the body of his fiesh through death, to present you holy and 
blameless and unaccused before him ; ^^if indeed ye continue 
in the faith grounded and settled, and not moved away from the 
hope of the gospel, which ye heard, which was preached in the 
whole creation which is under heaven ; of which I Paul was 
made a minister. 

**Now I rejoice in my sufferings for you, and fill up that 
which is behind of the afflictions of Christ in my flesh for his 
body, which is the church ; ^* of which I was made a minister, 
according to the dispensation of God which was given to me for 
you, to fulfill the word of God, ** the mystery which has been 
hidden from ages and from generations, but now has been 
manifested to his saints ; ^"^ to whom God willed to make known 
what is the riches of the glory of this mystery among the 
Gentiles, which is Christ in you, the hope of glory ; *8 whom we 
announce, warning every man, and teaching every man in all 
wisdom, that we may present every man perfect in Christ ; *'to 
which end I also labor, striving according to his working, which 
works in mo with power.

8 Beware lest there shall be any one that despoils you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after Christ. • Because in him 
dwells all the fullness of the Godhead bodily. ^<> And ye are 
made complete in him, who is the head of all principality and 
power ; " in whom ye were also circumcised with a circum- 
cision not made with hands, in the putting off of the body of 
the flesh, in the circumcision of Christ ; " being buried with him 
in the immersion, wherein ye were also raised with him through 
faith in the working of God, who raised him from the dead. 
I'And you also, being dead in your trespasses and the un- 
drcumcision of your flesh, he made alive together with him, 
graciously forgiving us all our trespasses; "blotting out the 
handwriting in ordinances that was against us, which was op- 
posed to us, and he has taken it out of the way, nailing it to 
the cross ; ^'^ despoiling principalities and powers, he made a 
show of them openly, triumphing over them in it. 

" Let not any one therefore judge you in food, or in drink, 
or in respect of a feaat-day, or of a new-moon, or of a sabbath ; 
" which are a shadow of the things to come, but the body is of 
Christ. ^8 Let no one defraud you of the prize, seeking it in 
humiliation and worship of the angels, intruding into things

*^ If yo died with Christ from the rudiments of the world, 
why, as though living in the world, are ye subject to ordi- 
nances, '^ " Handle not, nor taste, nor touch," ^ (which are all 
to perish with the using,) after the commandments and teach- 
ings of men ? ^^ Which things have indeed a show of wisdom 
in self-chosen worship, and humiliation, and neglecting of the 
body, not in any honor, for the satisfying of the flesh. 

mlp then ye were raised together with Christ, seek the 
• tilings above, where Christ is, sitting on the right hand 
of God. ' Set your mind on the things above, not on the 
things upon the earth. ^ For ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God. * When Christ, our life, shall be mani- 
fested, then will ye also with him be manifested in glory. 

•^ Mortify therefore your members which are upon the earth; 
fornication, uncleanness, passion, evil desire, and covetousness, 
which is idolatry ; * on account of which things the wrath of 
God comes on the sons of disobedience ; "^ in which ye also once 
walked, when ye lived in these things. * But now, do ye also 
put all away, anger, wrath, malice, reviling, filthy conmiunica- 
tion out of your mouth. • Lie not one to another, seeing that 
ye have put oflF the old man with his deeds, ^^ and have put on 
the new man, who is being renewed unto knowledge after the 
imago of him who created him ; " where there is no Greek and 
Jew, circumcision and uncircumcision. Barbarian, Scythian, 
bondman, freeman ; but Christ is all, and in all. 

'* Put on therefore, as God's chosen, holy and beloved, bowels 
of compassion, kindness, lowliness of mind, meekness, long-suf- 
fering, " forbearing one another, and freely forgiving each other, 
if any one have a complaint against any, even as Christ freely for- 
gave you, so also do ye ; " and over all these, love, which, is the 
bond of perfectness. " And let the peace of Christ rule in your

* We give thanks to God always for you all, making m 
of you in our prayers ; ' remembering without ceasini 
work of Mth, and labor of love, and patience of the h 
our Lord Jesus Christ, before God and bur Father ; ^kni 
brethren beloved of God, your election ; * because our 
came not to you in word only, but also in power, and : 
Holy Spirit, and in much assurance ; as ye know what n 
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of men were we among yon, for yonr sake. • And ye became 
followers of ns, and of the Lord, having received the word in 
mnch a£9iction, with joy of the Holy Spirit ; * so that ye be- 
came an example to all that believe in Macedonia and Achaia. 
* For from you has sonnded forth the word of the Lord, not

nndeanness, nor in guile ; *but as we have been approved by 
God to be entrusted with the gospel, so we speak ; not as 
pleasing men, but God, who proves our hearts. • For neither 
at any time used we flattering words, as ye know, nor a cloak 
of covetousness ; God is witness ; * nor of men sought we glory, 
neither from you, nor from others, though able to use authori- 
ty, as Christ's apostles. "^ But we were gentle among you, as 
a nurse cherishes her, children ; • so, being afi^ionately de- 
cdious of you, we were willing to impart to you, not only the 
gospel of God, but also our own souls, because ye were dear 
to us. 'For ye remember, brethren, our labor and toil ; night 
and day working, in order not to burden any of you, we 
preached to you the gospel of God. 

'• Ye are witnesses, and God, how hoMy and justly and 
nnblamably we behaved ourselves to you that believe ; " as 
ye know how we exhorted, and encouraged, and charged every 
one of you, as a father his children, " that ye should walk

when ye received the word of God heard firom xis, ye received 
not the word of men, but, as it is in truth, the word of God, 
which also works in you that believe. " For ye, brethren, be- 
came followers of the churches of God which are in Judsea in 
Christ Jesus ; for ye also suffered the same things of your own 
countrymen, as thoy have of the Jews ; "who both killed the 
Lord Jesus and the prophets, and drove us forth, and please 
not God, and are contrary to all men; ^* hindering us from 
speaking to the Gentiles that they might be saved, to fill i^ 
their ains always ; and the wrath came upon them to the 
utmost.

'For ye know what com- 
maiidB we gave you, through the Lord Jesus. * For this is tho 
will of God, your sanctification, that ye abstain firom fornica- 
tion ; ^ that each one of you know how to poeseM his vessel in 
sanctification and honor; '^not in lustfiil passion, as also tho 
Gentiles who know not God. *That no ono go boyond and 
defraud his brother in ^y matter ; because the Lord is the 
aveoger for all these things, as we also told you before, and 
testified. ^For God did not call us to uncloanncss, but in 
flanctification. * Therefore he that rqjectt, r^ects not man, but 
God, who also gave to you his Holy Spirit. 

*But concerning brotherly love ye need not that I write to 
you ; far ye yourselves are taught of God to love ono another. 
Mpor indeed ye do it, toward all the brethren who are in all 
Macedonia. But we beseech you, brethren, to abound yet 
more ; " and to study to be quiet, and to do your own business ; 
and to work with your own hands, as wo commanded yon ; 
^ that ye may walk becomingly toward those without, and may 
have need of nothing. 

^But we desire that you should not be ignorant, brethren, 
ccmceming those who are sleeping, that ye sorrow not, as 
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L THESSALONIANS. 

others who have no hope. '^ For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, so also those who fell asleep through Jesus will 
God bring with him. 

" For this we say to you, in the word of the Lord, that we 
the living, who remain unto the coming of the Lord, shall not 
precede those who fell asleep. ^* Because .the Lord himself 
will descend from heaven with a shout , with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God ; and the dead in Christ 
will first rise.

Peace and safety, then sudden de- 
struction comes upon them, as travail upon a woman with 
child ; and they shall not escape. 

^ But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that the day should 
overtake you as a thief. '^ For all ye are sons of light, and sons 
of day ; we are not of night, nor of darkness. •So then let us 
not sleep, as others; but let us watch and be sober. 'For 
they that sleep, sleep in the night ; and they that are drunken, 
are drunken in the night. ® But let us, being of the day, be 
sober, putting on the breastplate of faith and love, and for a 
helmet, the hope of salvation ; • because God did not appoint 
us to wrath, but to obtain salvation through our Lord Jesus 
Christ ; ^^ who died for us, that, whether we wake or sleep, we 
should live together with him. ^^ Wherefore encourage each 
other, and edify one the other, as also ye do. 

*' And we beseech you, brethren, to know those who labor 
among you, and preside over you in the Lord, and admonish 
you ; *8 and to esteem them very highly in love for their work's 
sake. Be at peace among yourselves.

THE SECOND LETTER OF PAUL TO THE THESSALOSIASS. 

I Paul, and Silvanus, and Timothy, to the church of the 
• Thessalonians, in God our Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ : ' Grace to you, and peace, from God the Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

"^ We are bound to thank God always for you, brethren, as it 
is meet, because your faith grows exceedingly, and the love of 
each one of you all toward one another abounds ; * so that we 
ourselves glory in you in the churches of God, for your pa^ 
tience and futh in all your persecutions and the afflictions 
which ye endure ; ^a token of the righteous judgment of God, 
that ye may be counted worthy of the kingdom of God, for 
which ye also suffer ; * since it is a righteous thing with God 
to recompense affliction to those who afflict you, ^ and to you I 
who are afflicted rest with us, at the x«v^«b\i\.atk. ^i 'Oaa^Js^V^ 
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Jcsns from heaven with the angelB of his power, ^in flaming 
fire, taking vengeance on those who know not God, and those 
who obcj not the gospel of our Lord Jesos Christ ; • who shidl 
suffer justice, eternal destruction, from the presence of the 
Lord and from the glory of his power ; *• when he shall come 
to be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all who be- 
lieved (because our testimony to you was believed), in that 
day. 

" To which end we also pray for yon always, that our God 
may count you worthy of the calling, and accomplish all ^ 
good pleasure of goodne^ and the work of faith, with power ; 
IS that the name of our Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified in 
you, and ye in him, according to the grace of onr GtxL and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

nNow we beseech you, brethren, concerning the coming 
• of our Lord Jesus Christ, and our gathering together to 
him, ' that ye be not hastily shaken in mind, or be troubled, 
neither by spirit, nor by word, nor by letter, as through ub, 
as that the day of the Lord is at hand. ^Let not any one 
deceive you in any manner ; because [that day will not come], 
except there come first the falling away, and the man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition ; * he that opposes and exalts 
himself against all that is called God, or that is worshiped ; so 
that he sits in the temple of God, showing himself that he is 
God. 

* Remember ye not, that, when I was yet with yon, I told you 
these things ? • And now ye know what withholds, in order 
that he may be revealed in his own time. "^ For the mystery 
of iniquity is already working ; only until he who now with- 
holds shall be out of the way. ^ And then will the Lawless One 
be revealed, whom the Lord Jesus vrill consume with the breath 
of his mouth, and vrill destroy with the manifestation of his 
coming ; • [hma J whose coming is after the working of Satan, in 
all power and signs and lying wonders, ><^and in all deceit of 
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L TIMOTHY. 

any will not work, neither let Wm eat. *^ For we hear of eome 
who walk among you disorderly, working not at all, but are 
busy-bodies. " Now such we command^ arid exhort, in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness working, they eat their 
own bread. 

" But ye, brethren, be not weary in Well doing. ** And if 
any one obeys not our word by this letter, mark that man, and 
keep not company with him, that he may be shamed. "And 
count him not as an enemy, but admonish him as a brother. 

" Now the Lord of peace himself give you peace always, in 
every way. The Lord be with you all. 

" The salutation of Paul with my own hand, which is a token 
in every letter ; so I write. 

" The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you alL 



THE FIRST LETTER OF PAUL TO TIMOTHY. 

I Paul, an apostle of Christ Jesus, according to the com- 
• mandment of God our Savior and Christ Jesus our hope, 
' to Timothy, a true child in the faith : Grace, mercy, peace, 
from God the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

'As I besought thee to remain still in Ephesus, when I was 
going into Macedonia, that thou mightest charge certain ones 
not to teach other doctrine, * nor to give heed to fables and 
endless genealogies, which further disputes rather than Qod'a 
dispensation, which is in fiaith, [so do.] 

* Now the end of the commandment is love, out of a pure 
heart and a good conscience and faith unfeigned ; • from which 
some swerving turned aside to idle prattling ; ' desiring to be 
teachers of the law, understanding neither what they say, nor 
whereof they affirm. ^ But we know that the law is good, 
if a man use it lawfully ; • knowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous "maii,\iu\. tot \)aft\3K^\'es» wid unruly, for 
the nngodlj and Binful, fox Wi© xjai^c^^ ^sA ^Ta'i»sia,^sstTsssss.-\. 
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derens of fiitheTB and mmdeierB of motherc ; tor man-elaTers, 
^° for fomieatoie, for those who defile themselvee with mankind, 
for elave^ealeiB, for liars, for fdse swearere, and what<*ver olse 
is contrary to the sound teaching ; " according to the glorious 
gospel of the hlissfol God, with which I was entmsted. 

"And I thank liim who gave me strength, Christ Jesus our 
Lord, that he accounted me fEuthfol, putting me into the min- 
istry, "who was formerly a hlasphemer, and a x>ersecutor, anH 
overbearing. But I obtained mercy, hecause I did it igno- 
rantly, in unbelief; ^^and the grace of our Lord abounded 
exceedingly, with faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 Faithful is the saying, and worthy of all acceptance, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners ; of whom I 
am chief. " But for this cause I obtained mercy, that in mo 
first Christ Jesus might show forth all his long-suffering, for a 
pattern to those who should hereafter believe on him to life 
everlasting. 

" Now to the Tying eternal, the imperishable, invisible, only 
God, be honor and glory forever and ever. Amen. 

" This charge I commit to theo, my child Timothy, Bcrordlng 
to the prophecies which went before concerning theo, that thon 
mayest wage in them the good warfare ; " ha\ing ftiith, ond a 
good conscience, which some thrusting away mndn sbipwrfrk 
concerning the feith. ^ Of whom is Hymenirus and Alrxandor ; 
whom I delivered over to Satan, that they might bo tntiglit not 
to blaspheme.

all, to be testified in due time ; * wherennto I was appointed a 
preacher, and an apostle (I speak truth, I lie not), a teachei 
of the Gentiles in faith and truth. 

® I desire, therefore, that the men pray in every place, lifting 
up holy hands, without wrath and disputing ; ' in like manner 
also that women, in becoming apparel, adorn themselyes with 
modesty and sobriety ; not in braided hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly raiment ; '° but, which becomes women professing 
godliness, by means of good worka 

" Let the woman learn in silence, with all subjection. ^ But 
I permit not the woman to teach, nor to have authority over 
the man, but to be in silence. " For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve. '* And Adam was not deceived ; but the woman, 
being deceived, has fallen into transgression. ^'^ But she shall be 
saved through child-bearing, if they continue in fedth, and love, 
and holiness, with sobriety. i 

m Faithful is the saying, if any one desires the office of 
• overseer, he desires a good work. * The overseer then 
must be blameless, the husband of one wife, sober, discreet, 
orderly, hospitable, apt in teaching ; ' not given to wine, not a 
striker, but forbearing, averse to strife, not a lover of money ; 
* presiding well over his own house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all decorum; C^but if one knows not how to 
preside over his own house, how shall he take care of the 
church of God ?) * not a novice, lest being lifted up with, pride 
he fall into tlie condenmation of the Devil. "^ But lie must also 
have a good testimony from those without, lest he fall into 
reproach and the snare of the Devil. 

^Deacons in like manner must be grave, not double-tongued, 
not given to much wine, not greedy of gain ; ® holding the mys- 
tery of the faith in a pure conscience. '° And let these also 
first be proved ; then let them serve as deacons, being without 
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.■oacli. ^^ [Their] wives in like manner must be giaye, not 
iderere, sober, feithful in all things. 

' Let the deacons be husbands of one wife, presiding well 

3r their children and their own houses. "For they that 

ye served well as deacons obtain for themselves a good de- 

ee, and great boldness in the faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

"These things I write to thee, hoping to come to thee 

lortly ; "but if I tarry long, that thou mayest know how 

hou oughtest to conduct thyself in the house of God, which is 

he church of the living God, the pillar and ground of the 

aruth. " And confessedly, great is the mystery of godliness ; 

GJod was manifested in the flesh, was justified in the Spirit, was 

seen by angels, was preached among the Gentiles, was believed 

on in the world, was received up in glory. 

KNow the Spirit says expressly, that in after-times some 
• will dei)art from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and teachings of demons ; ' of those who speak lies in 
hypocrisy, having their conscience seared with a hot iron ; • for- 
bidding to marry, commanding to abstain from food, which 
God created to be received with thanksgiving, for those who 
believe and know the truth. *For every creature of God is 
good, and nothing to be refused, if it be received with thanks- 
giving ; * for it is sanctified by the word of God and prayer. 

' If thou put the brethren in mind of these things, thou shalt 
be a good minister of Christ Jesus, nurtured in the words of 
the tslth. and of the good teaching, which thou hast strictly fol- 
lowed. ^ But the profane and silly fables avoid, and exercise 
thyself unto godliness. *For bodily exercise is profitable for 
little ; but godliness is profitable for all things, having promise 
of the life that now is, and of that which is to come. * FaithfiQ 
is the saying, and worthy of all acceptance. ^^ For to this end 
we both labor and suffer reproach, beoeiuse we have hoped in the 
living God, who is the Savior of all men, especially of believers. 
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11 ThcBO things command and teaclL ^'Let no one despise 
thy youth ; but become an example of the beUeyeis, in word, 
in deportment, in love, in faith, in purity. *' Till I come, give 
attention to reading, to exhortation, to teaching. '* Neglect 
not the gift that is in thee, which was giyen thee through 
prophecy, with the laying on of the hands of the eldership. 
1* Meditate on these things ; give thyself wholly to them ; that 
thy progress may be manifest to alL ^* Give heed to thyself, 
and to the teaching ; continue in them ; for in doing this thou 
>rilt save both thyself, and those who hear thee. 

Y Rebuke not an elder, but entreat him as a father ; younger 
• men as brethren ; ' elder women as mothers, the younger as 
sisters, with all purity. ' Honor as widows those who are widows 
indeed. * But if any widow has children or grand-children, let 
these learn first to show piety to their own household, and to 
requite their parents, for this is acceptable before God. 

'^ Now she that is a widow indeed, and left alone, has set her 
hope on God, and continues in supplications and prayers, night 
and day. ' But she that lives in pleasure is dead while she 
lives. "^ And these things command, that they may be blame- 
less. ^ But if any one provides not for his own, and especially 
for those of his own house, he has denied the faith, and is 
worse than an unbeliever. 

•Let not one be enrolled as a widow under threescore years 
old, having been the wife of one husband ; *® well reported of 
for good works ; if she brought up children, if she lodged 
strangers, if she washed the feet of the saints, if she relieved 
the afllicted, if she diligently followed every good work. 

" But younger widows refuse ; for when they have become 
wanton against Christ, they desire to marry ; " having condem- 
nation, because they broke their first faith. ^' And at the same 
time they also learn to be idle, going about from house to house ; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also and busy-bbdies, speaking 
things which they ought not. 
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**I dcBue therefore that younger widows manr, bw^r nMU 
dren, guide the houae, give no occasion to tho advt^mirj U^ 
speak reproachfiinj. ^* For already, some tumod aMdo afW 
aitan. 

>'If any believing man or woman has widows, lot t^<mi 
relieve than, and let not the church bo burdonoii ; Uiai It 
may relieve those who are widows indeed. 

" Let elders who preside well be counted \v«>rthy of doul>l<^ 
honor, especially they who labor in the woni and t(Sichinir« 
••For the Scripture says: Thou shalt not muititl<^ 
an ox wbile treading out the grnin; and, TUti) 
laborer is worthy of his hire. 

1* Against an elder receive not an accusation, oxcont ^jj^h) 
two or three witnesses. ''>^ f(^« <«ot4« 

••Those who sin rebuke before all, that the r<Hit aluo may 
fear. 

•* I charge thee before God, and Christ Josus, and Iho oWt 
angels, that thou observe these things without projudgin^^ 
doing nothing with partiality. 

•• Lay hands hastily on no one, neither sliaro in other men^t 
sins. Keep thyself pure. 

••Nq longer drink water only, but use a Uttlo wino lV)r tliy 
stomach's sake, and for thy frequent infirmities. 

•* The sins of some men are openly manifest, going befopo to 
judgment ; and some men they follow after. *' In like manner 
also the good works are openly manifest ; and those that are 
otherwise cannot be hidden. 

TTT Let as many as are servants imder the yoke count 
' J-» their own masters worthy of all honor, that the name of 
God and the teaching be not blasphemed. ■ And they that 
have believing masters, let them not despise them because 
they are brethren; but the rather do them service, because 
they who receive the benefit are faithful and beloved. These 
things teach and exhort. 

V. 19. Or, except on the authority ot tiro ot t\iT^^ ^Va«»»^ \ 
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'If any one teaches otherwise, and assents not to sound 
words, the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and to the teaching 
which is according to godliness, ^he is pnffed up with pride, . 
knowing nothing, but dot ing about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof comes envy, strife, railings, eyll surmisings, 
s vain disputings of men corrupted in mind, and robbed of the 
truth, supposing that godliness is a means of gain. * But god- 
liness with contentment is a great means of gain. "^ For we 
brought nothing into the world ; it is certain we can also canj 
nothing out ; ^ and having food and raiment, let us be there- 
with content. 'But thej who desire to be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and many foolish and hurtful lusts, 
which sink men into destruction and perdition. ^^ For the love 
of money is a root of all evils ; which some coveting after 
wandered away from the fiELith, and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows. 

" But thou, O man of God, flee these things ; and follow after 
righteousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, meekness of spirit. 
" Fight the good fight of the faith, lay hold on the eternal life, 
unto which thou wast called, and* didst make the good profes- 
sion before many witnesses. 

1' I charge thee in the sight of God, who preserves all aUve, 
and of Jesus Christ, who before Pontius Pilate witnessed the 
good profession, ^^that thou keep the commandment without 
spot, blameless, until the appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 
^^ which in his own times he will show, who is the blissful and 
only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords ; " who 
only has immortality, dwelling in light unapproachable ; whom 
no man has seen, or can see ; to whom be honor and power 
everlasting. Amen. 

" Charge those who are rich in this world, that they be not 
high-minded, nor place their hope on the uncertainty of riches^ 
but in God, who gives us all things richly for enjoyment ; ^^ that 
they do good, be rich in good works, be free in imparting, 
willing to communicate ; "laying up in store for themselves a 
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good foundation against the time to come, that thej may lay 
hold on the true life. 

*°0 Timothy, keep that which is committed to thy trust, 
avoiding the profSeuie babblings, and oppositions of that which 
is falsely called knowledge ; *^ which some professing erred 
concerning the feiith. Grace be with thee. 



THE SECOND LETTER OF PAUL TO TIMOTHY. 

I Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, 
• according to the promise of life which is in Christ Jesus,. 
' to Timothy, a beloved child : Grace, mercy, peace, from God 
the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

3 1 thank God, whom I serve firom my forefathers with pure 
conscience, that without ceasing I have remembrance of thee 
in my prayers night and day ; "* longing to see thee, remember- 
ing thy tears, that I may be filled with joy ; '^ calling to remem- 
brance the unfeigned faith that is in thee, wMch dwelt first in 
thy grandmother Lois, and, thy mother Eunice ; and I am per- 
suaded that it dwells in thee also. ^ For which cause I put 
thee in remembrance, that thou stir up the gift of God, which is 
in thee by the liiyiug on of my hands. ' For God did not give 
us a spirit of fear ; but of ix>wcr, and of love, and of chas- 
tisement. 

^Bc not then ashamed of the testimony of our I^rd, nor of 
mo his prisoner ; but endure hardyliip with me for the gospel, 
according to the i)ower of God ; ^who saved us, and callcnl us 
with a holy calling, not according to our works, but according 
to his own purpose, and the grace which was giveu us in Christ 
Jesus before eternal ages, ^^but now made manifest by tho 
appearin«r of our Savior Jesus Clirist ; who abolished death, and^ 
brought life and incorrupt ion to light through the gosixjl ; ^^ for 
wliich I was api)()inted a preacher, and an aix)stlc, and a teacher 
of the Gentik'S. '-For which cause 1 BVifftti «2ia(i Wivi'sr^ "Cs^J^SkSjg^.

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Bat I am not ashamed; for I know whom I have belif 
and am persuaded tliat he is able to keep that which I 
committed to him, mito that daj, 

" Hold fast the form of soond words, which thou hea* 
from me, in fedth and love which is in Christ Jesos. ^* The 
thing committed to thee Ifeep, through the H0I7 Spirit 
dwells in us. 

^^ Thou knowest this, that all those in Asia turned away 
me ; of whom are Phygellus and Hermogenes. " The Lord 
mercy to the house of Onesiphorus ; because he often refire 
me, and was not ashamed of mj chain ; " but when he w 
Rome, he sought me out very diligently, and found me. " 
Lord grant to him, that he may find mercy of the Lord in 
day I And in how many things he ministered to me at i 
BUB, thou knowest very welL 

nTHOU therefore, my child, be strong in the grace tl 
• in Christ Jesus. ' And the things that thou heardeist 
me b;^ many witnesses, the same conmiit thou to faithful: 
who wiU be able to teach others also. ^ Endure hardship 
me, as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. ^ No one serving 
soldier entangles himself with the afGedrs of life, that he 
please him who chose him to be a soldier. * And if a man 
contends in the games, he is not crowned, unless he coni 
lawftdly. * The husbandman that labors must first partal 
the fruits. '' Consider what I say ; for the Lord will give 
understanding in all things. 

^ Remember Jesus Christ, raised from the dead, of the 
of David, according to my gospel; 'in which I endure 1 
ship, even unto bonds, as an evil-doer ; but the word of GK 
not boimd. *<>Por this cause, I endure all things for the 
of the chosen, that they may also obtain the salvation whi 
in Christ Jesus, with eternal glory. " Faithful is the saj 
5or if we died with him, we shall also live with him ; " i 
endure, we shall also reign with him ; if we shall deny hii 
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also will deny us ; *' if we aie fiuthless, he remaixis £Edtlifal, for 
he can not deny himself. 

^^Of these things put them in remembrance, charging them 
before the Lord not to strive about words to no profit, to the 
sabverting of the hearers. 

" Endeavor to present thyself approved to God, a workman 
not made ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. " But 
shun the profane babblings ; for they will go on to more ungod- 
liness. " And their word will eat as does a canker ; of whom is 
Hymenffius and PhUetus ; ^^ who erred concerning the truth, 
saying that the resurrection has already taken x>laoe ; and over- 
tnrn^the £uth of some. 

^'Nevertheless, God's finn foundation stands, having this 
seal: The Lord knew those who are his; 
and. Let every one that names the name 
of the Lord depart from iniquity. *>But in 
a great house there are not only vessels of gold and of silver, 
but also of wood and of earth : and some for honor and some 
for dishonor, '^ If a man therefore cleanse himself from these, 
he shall be a vessel for honor, sanctified, useftd for the master, 
prepared for every good work. 

** But flee youthful lusts ; and follow righteousness, fedth, love, 
X)eace, with those who call on the Lord out of a pure heart. 
^ But the foolish and ignorant questionings avoid, knowing that 
they beget strifes. *^ And a servant of the Lord must not strive, 
but be gentle toward all, apt in teaching, patient of evil ; ^ in 
meekness admonishing those who oppose themselves ; if haply 
God may give them repentance unto the full knowledge of the 
truth ; '^ and that they may awake to soberness out of the snare 
of the Devil, being taken captive by him, to do his will. 

fflBuT know this, that in the last days perilous times will 
• come. ^ For men will be lovers of themselves, lovers of 
money, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankfid, unholy, Hvlthout natural afieetion, implacable, &lse 
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accusers, incontinent, fierce, without love to the good, *he- 
trayors, headlong, puffed up, lovers of pleasure rather than 
lovers of God ; * liaving a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof; and from these turn away. 'For of these are 
they who creep into houses, and lead captive siUy women laden 
with sins, led away with divers lusts, ' ever learning, and never 
able to come to the full knowledge of the truth. 

s Now as Janncs and Jambres withstood Moses, so also do 
these withstand the trutt ; men corrupted in mind, reprobate 
concerning the faith. • But they shall proceed no farther ; for 
their folly shall be fully manifest to all, ^ was also theirs. 

'0 But thou didst strictly follow my teaching, manner of life, 
purpose, faith, long-suffering, love, patience, "persecutions, 
afflictions ; what things camo upon me at Antioch, at Iconium, 
at Lystra ; what persecutions I endured, and out of all the 
Lord delivered me. ^* Yea, and all who desire to live godly 
in Christ Jesus will suffer persecution. "But evil men and 
seducers wiU grow worse and worse, deceiving, and being 
deceived. **But do thou continue in the things which thou 
leamedst and wast assured of, knowing of whom thou didst 
learn ; ^^ and that from a child thou didst know the Holy 
Scriptures, which are able to make thee wise unto salvation, 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

"All Scripture is inspired by God, and is profitable for 
teaching, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in right- 
eousness ; ^"^ that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
famished unto all good works. 

TTT I CHABGB thee before God, and Christ Jesus who wiU 
-L » • judge the living and the dead, and by his appearing and 
his kingdom, ^ preach the word ; apply thyself in season, out of 
season ; reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long-sufiering and 
teaching. * For the time will come when they will not endure 
the sound teaching, but according to their own desires will to 
themselves heap up teachers, having itching ears ; ^and they 
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will turn away thoir ears from the truth, and will turn aside 
to fables. 

B But be thou watchful in all things, endure hardship, do the 
work of an evangelist, fully accomplish thy ministry. • For I 
am now about to be offered, and the. time of my departure is 
at hand. ^ I have fought the good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith ; ^henceforth there is laid up for 
me the crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, will give me in that day ; and not to me only, but also 
to all those who have loved his appearing. 

•Endeavor to come to me shortly. "For Demas forsook 
me, having loved the present world, and departed to Theesa- 
lonica ; Crescens to Galatia, Titus to Dalmatia. ^ Luke alone 
is with me. Take Mark and bring him with thee ; for he is 
usefal to me for the ministry. ^'But Tychicus I sent to 
^Bphesus. 

>'The doak, which I left at Troas with Carpus, when thou 
eomest bring, and the books, especially the parchments. 

" Alexander the coppersmith did me much evil ; the Lord 
reward him according to his works " Of whom do thou also 
beware ; for he has greatly withstood our words. 

"At my first answer no one came forward with me, but all 
forsook me. May it not be laid to their charge t ^^ But the 
Lord stood by me, and strengthened me ; that through me the 
preaching might be folly accomplished, and all the Gentiles 
might hear ; and I was delivered out of the mouth of the lion. 
"The Lord will deliver me from every evil work, and will 
bring me safe to his heavenly kingdom ; to whom be the glory, 
forever and ever. Amen. 

" Salute Prisca and Aquila, and the household of Onesiph- 
orus. 

*<>Erastus remained In Corinth, but Trophimus I left at 
Miletus sick. 

'^Endeavor to come before winter. Eubulus salutes thee, 
and Pudens, and Linus, and Claudia, and all the brethren. 

» The Lord Jesus Christ be with thy spirit. Grace be with 
you. 
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THE LETTER OP PAUL TO TITUS. 

I Paul, a servant of God, and an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
• for the faith of God's chosen, and the knowledge of the 
tmth which is according to godliness ; ' upon hope of eternal 
life, which God, who can not lie, promised before eterna l agee, 
' but in its own times manifested his word in the preaching, 
with which I was entrusted according to the ccaninandment of 
our Savior God ; * to Titus, a true child according to the com- 
mon faith : Grace, mercy, peace, from God the Father and 
Christ Jesas our Savior. 

•For this cause I left thee behind in Crete, that thou 
shouldest set in order the things that are wanting, and appoint 
elders in each city, as I directed thee ; • if any one is without 
reproach, the husband of one wife, having believing children 
not accused of rioting or unruly. ^ For the overseer must he 
without reproach, as God's steward ; not self-willed, not soon 
angry, not given to wine, not a striker, not greedy of gain; 
8 but hospitable, a lover of the good, discreet, just, holy, 
temperate ; ' holding fast the fEuthful word according to the 
teaching, that he may be able with the sound teaching both to 
exhort, and to refate the gainsayers. ^^ For there are many 
unruly vain talkers and deceivers, chiefly they of the drcum- 
cision ; ^^ whose mouths must be stopped, who overturn whole 
houses, teaching things which they ought not, for the sake of 
\>ase gain. ** One of themselves, a prophet of their oven, said : 
Cretans are always liars, evil beasts, lazy gluttons. "This 
testimony is true. For which cause reprove them sharply, 
that they may be sound in the faith; ^*not giving lieed to 
Jewish fables, and commandments of men, who torn away 
from the truth. 

" To the pure all things are pure ; but to the defiled and 
unbelieving nothing is pure ; but both their mind and bon- 
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CHAPTER ra. 

Bdence are defiled. " They profess that they know God ; but 
by their works they deny him, being abominable, and dis- 
obedient, and for every good work reprobafb. 

nBxTT do thon speak the things which become the sonnd 
• teaching ; ' that aged men be sober, grave, discreet, sound 
in the fedth, in love, in x>atience ; 'that aged women likewise 
be in behavior as becomes holiness, not fiJse accusers, not 
enslaved to much wine, teachers of that which is good ; ^ that 
they may teach the young women to love their husbands, to 
love their children, • to be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own husbands, that the word of God 
be not blasphemed. 

'The younger men likewise exhort to be sober-minded. 
* In all things showing thyself a pattern of good works ; in 
teaching, showing uncorruptness, gravity, ' sound speech, that 
can not be condenmed ; that he that is of the contrary part 
may be put to shame, having no evil thing to say of us. 

' Exhort servants to submit themselves to their own masters, 
to be woll-pleasing in all things ; not contradicting, ^^ not pur- 
loining, but showing all good faith ; that they may adorn the 
teaching of our Savior God in all things, 

" For the saving grace of God appeared to all men, " teach- 
ing us that, having denied ungodliness and worldly lusts, we 
should live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this present 
world ; ^* looking for the blissful hope and appearing of the 
glory of the great Ck)d and our Savior Jesus Christ; "who 
gave himself for us, that he might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and cleanse for himself a people to be his own, zealous of good 
works. 

^^ These things speak, and exhort, and reprove with all au- 
thority. Let no one despise thee. 

mPuT them in mind to submit themselves to govem- 
• ments, to authorities, to obey magistrates, to be ready 
to every good work, * to speak evil of no one, to be averse to 
strife, forhe&ring, showing all meekneea V> «!ii'm&Ti. 
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* For we oorselyes also were onoe foolish, diaolbedlent, going 
astray, serving divers lusts and pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, hating one another. ^ But when the kindness 
and the love toward man of our Savior Qod appeared, ^ not by 
works of righteousness which we did, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, through the bathing of regeneration, and 
renewing of the Holy Spirit; 'which he poured out on us 
richly through Jesus Christ our Savior; ''that, having been 
justified by his grace, wo should be made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life. 

^ Faithful is the saying ; and concerning these things I will 
that thou affirm constantly, that they who have believed God 
may bo careful to take the lead in good works. These things 
are good and profitable to men. *But avoid foolish question- 
ings, and genealogies, and strifes, and contentions about the 
law ; for they are unprofitable and vain. 

10 A man that causes divisions, after a first and second admo- 
nition, avoid ; " knowing that he that is such is perverted, and 
sins, being solf-condenmed. 

1* When I shall send Artemas to thee, or Tychicus, endeavor 
to come to me to Nicopolis ; for I have determined there to 
winter. 

13 Zenas the lawyer, and Apollos, send forward on their jour- 
ney zealously, that nothing may be wanting to them. ^^ And 
let ours also learn to take the lead in good works for necessary 
wants, that they may not be unfruitful. 

1*^ All that are with me salute thee. Salute those who love 
us in the faith. Grace be with you all.

Paul, a prisoner of Christ Jesus, and Timothy the brother, 
to Philemon the beloved and our fellow-laborer, ' and to Ap- 
phia the beloved, and Archippus our fellow-soldier, and to the 
church in thy house : • Grace to you, and peace, from God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ.

nON this account, we ought to give the more earnest heed 
• to the things heard, lest haply we should let them slip. 
* For if the word spoken through angels proved steadfast, and 
every transgression and disobedience received just retribu- 
tion, 'how shall we escape, having neglected so great a salva- 
tion ; which began to be spoken by the Lord, and was confirmed 
to us by those ^ho heard, ^ God also bearing witness, with 
signs and wonders, and divers miracles, and distributions of the 
Holy Spirit, according to his own will ?

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' For not to the angels did he pnt in subjection the 
come, of which we are speaking. ' Bnt one in a oerti 
testified, saying :

worthy of more glory than Moses, inasmuch as he who has built 
the house has more honor than the house. ^ For every house 
is builded by some one ; but he who built all things is God. 
^ And Moses indeed was faithful in aU His house as a servant, 
as a testimony of the things which were to be afterward spoken ; 
* but Christ as son over His house ; whose house are we, if we 
hold fast the boldness and the joyousness of the hope firm unto 
the end. 
' Wherefore, as the Holy Spirit says : 
To-day, if ye will hear his voice, 
8 Harden not your hearts, as in the provocation.

not profit them, not being mingled with faith in those who 
heard. ' For we who believed enter into the rest, as he^^sid: 
As I swore in my wrath, they 8h»ll not 
enter into my rest, although the works were finished 
from the foimdation of the world. ^ For he has spoken in a 
certain place of the seventh day thus :And God rested 
on the seventh day from all his works; 
'^ and in this again : They shall not enter into 
my rest. 

^ Since then it remains that some do enter into it, and they

" For the word of God is living, and powerful, and sharper

thftt is not manifest in his fight ; but all things are naked and 
opened to the esfea of him with whom we have to do. 

HHaying therefore a great high priest^ who has passed 
thiongh the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let ns hold fast 
our profession. ^' For we have not a high priest who can not 
be touched with the feding of onr infirmities, bat who has in 
all points been tempted in like manner, without sin. ** Let us 
therefore come boldly to the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find giaoe to help in time of need. 

YFoB every high priest, being taken from among men, is 
• appointed for men in things pertaining to God, that he 
may ofibr both gifte and saorifioes for sins ; < being able to bear 
with the ignorant and erring, since he himself also is encom- 
passed with infirmity ; 'and on account of it he ought, as for 
the people, so also for himself, to make offering for sins. ^ And 
no one takes to himself the honor, but being called by God, as 
was also Aaron. ' So also Christ did not glorify himself to be 
made high priest, but he who spoke to him : 

Thou art my Son, 

I this day have begotten thee ; 
« as also in another place, he says : 

Thou art a priest forever. 

After the order of Melchizedek ; 
' who, in the days of his flesh offering up prayers and supplica- 
tions, with strong crying and tears, to him who was able to 
save him from death, and being heard on account of his godly 
fear, ^ though a Son yet learned from what he suffered the 
[required] obedience, *and being perfected became the author 
of eternal salvation to aU who obey him ; ^^ called by God, High 
Priest, after the order of Melchizedek. 

" Of whom we have much to say, and hard to be explained, 
since ye have become dull of hearing. >* For though ye ought, 
on account of the time, to be teachers, ye again have need that 
some one teach you the first principles of the oracles of God, 
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and are become snch aa hare need of milk^ and not of 
food. *' For oveiy one who partakes of milk is inexpezic 
in the word of righteousnefls ; for he is a child. ^* But 
food belongs to those who are of foil age, who by use 
their senses exercised to discern good and eviL 

T7"r WnERBFOBB, leaving the fimt principles of the doc 
V JL« of Christ, let ns go on to perfection ; not laying f 
the foundation of repentance from dead works, and of 
toward God, ' of the doctrine of immersions, and of the la 
on of hands, and of the resurrection of the dead, and of et 
judgment. 'And this we will do, if God permit. '•Foi 
impossible that they who have once been enlightened, and 
tasted of the heavenly gift, and been made partakers oj 
Holy Spirit, '^ and have tasted the good word of God, am 
powers of the world to come, * and have fiallen away, ab 
again be renewed to repentance ; seeing they crudfy to i 
selves the Son of God afresh, and put him to open sh 
'' For the earth which has drunk in the rain oft coming np( 
and brings forth herbs fit for those for whose sake it is ti 
receives blessing from God ; ^but if it bears thorns and b 
it is rejected, and is near to cursing ; whose end is to be bui 

•But, beloved, we are persuaded of better things concer 
you, and things that accompany salvation, though we 
speak. ^^For God is not unrighteous to forget your "vi 
and the love which ye showed toward his name, in tha 
ministered and still do minister to the saints. 

" But we desire that each one of you show the f 
diligence, for the full assurance of the hope unto the * 
^' that ye may not become slothful, but followers of those 
through faith and x>atience inherit the promises. ^^ For "¥ 
God made the promise to Abraham, because he could swea 
nonegreater, he swore by himself, "saying: Surely, bl 
Ing I will bless thee, and multiplyin, 
will multiply thee. ^''And so, having patie 
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endured, lie obtained the promise, i* For men indeed swear hy 
the greater ; and the oath is to them an end of all gainsaying, 
for a confirmation. " Wherein Qod, wishing more abundantly 
to show to the heirs of the promise the immutability of his 
counsel, interposed with an oath ; '^that by two immutable 
things, in which it is imi)068ible that Qod should lie, we may 
have strong encouragement, who fled for refuge to lay hold on 
the hope set before us, ^* which we have as an anchor of the 
soul, sure and steadfust, and entering within the vail ; ^ where 
as forerunner for us Jesus entered, having become a high priest 
forever, after the order of 3Celchizedek. 

TTTT For this Melchizedek, king of Salem, priest of the 
V XJ.* most high God, who met Abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and Idessed him ; ' to whom also Abra- 
ham apportioned a tenth of all ; first indeed being interpreted 
King of righteousness, and then also Bong of Salem, which is, 
King of peace ; ' without father, without mother, without table 
of descent, having neither beginning of days, nor end of life, 
but likened to the Son of God, remains a priest ocmtinually. 

^Now consider how great this man was, to whom Abraham 
the patriarch also gave a tenth of the spoils. 'And they 
indeed that are of the sons of Levi, who receive the office of 
the priesthood, have a commandment to take tithes of the 
people according to the law, that is, of their brethren, though 
they have come out of the loins of Abraham ; ^ but he whose 
descent is not reckoned from them has taken tithes of Abraham, 
and has blessed him who had the promises. "^ And without any 
contradiction, the less is blessed by the better. ^And here 
indeed men who die receive tithes ; but there, one of whom it 
is testified that he lives. * And so to speak, Levi also, who 
receives tithes, has paid tithes in Abraham ; '^for he was yet 
in the loins of his father, when Melehixedek met him. 

" If therefore perfection were by the Levitical priesthood 
(fbr under it the people have received the law), what further 

y. 8. IM if, Oi to any r^mrd oi/ iV \ 
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need was there that a different prieet ehcmld arise, after the 
order of Melchizedek, and not be called after the order of 
Aaron ? ^* For the priesthood being changed, of necessity there 
comes also a change of law. " For he of whom these things 
are spoken pertains to a different tribe, of which, no one has 
given attendance at the altar. '^For it is evident that our 
Lord has arisen ont of Judah ; of which tribe Moses spoke 
nothing concerning priests. ^^ And it is jet more abundantly 
manifest, if after the similitude of Melchizedek there arises a 
difierent priest, ^* who has been made, not after the law of a 
carnal commandment, but after the power of an indissoluble 
life. " For it is testified of him : 

Thou art a priest forever, 
After the order of Melchizedek. 

>^ For on the one hand, there is an annulling of the com- 
mandment that went before, on account of its weakness and 
unprofitableness, — **for the law perfected nothing, — and on 
the other the bringing in of a better hope, by which we draw 
near to God. 

*^ And inasmuch as it was not without an oath, — ^^ for they 
indeed were made priests without an oath, but he witli an oath 
by him who said to him : T h e Lord swore and will 
not repent, thou art a priest forever aft- 
er the order of Melchizedek, — "by so much 
has Jesus become a surety of a better covenant. ^^ And they 
indeed have been many priests, because they were hindered by 
death from continuing; "but he, because he remains forever, 
has an unchangeable priesthood. ^^ Whence also he is able to 
save to the utmost those who come to God through him, idnoe 
he ever lives to intercede for thenL 

^ For such a high priest became us, holy, harmless, nndefiled, 
separated from sinners, and made higher than the heavens ; 
*'' who has not necessity daily, as the high priests, to offer up 
sacrifices, first for his own sins, and then for those of the 
people ; for this he did once for all, in offering up himself.

TTTTT Now of the things which we are saying, this is the 
» -LJ-L» chief : We have such tf high priest, who sat down on 
the right hand of the throne of the Majesty^ the heavens; 
'a minister of the holy places, and of the true tabernacle, 
which the Lord pitched, and not man. 

* For every high priest is appointed to offer gifts and sacri- 
fices ; wherefore it is necessary, that this one have something 
which he may offer. * For if he were on earth, he would not 
be a priest, since there are those who offer gifts according to 
the law, * who minister after an outline and a shadow of the 
heavenly things, as Moses was admonished by God, when he 
was about to make the tabernacle ; for. See, says he, that 
thou make all things according to the pat- 
tern which was shown thee in the mount. 
• But now he has obtained a more excellent ministry, by so 
much as he is also mediator of a better covenant, which has 
been established upon better promises. 

■^ For if that first had been feultless, a place would not have 
been sought for the second. » For finding feult with them, he 
says: 

Behold the days are coming, saith the Lord, 
When I will make with the house of Israel, 
And with the house of Judah, a new covenant ; 
• Not according to the covenant that I made for their 

fathers. 
In the day when I took hold of their hand. 
To bring them out of the land of Egypt ; 
Because they continued not in my covenant, ' 
And I regarded them not, saith the Lord. 
'0 For this is the covenant that I will establish for the 
house of Israel, 

y. 8. Or, finding f atAt, ^« M^i \o ^&k«ia\ 
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After those dayi* eaitli the Lord, 
Patting my laws into their mind* 
And on their hearts I will write them ; 
And I will be to them a God, 
And thej shall be to me a pec^le ; 
" And thej shall not teach. 
Each one his neighbor, and each one his brother, 
Sajing : Know the Lord ;

^* In that he sajs, A new, he has made the first old. Now 
that which is grown old, and worn out with age, is readj to 
Tanish away. 

T "Y Now the first had indeed also ordina&oes of serYiee, 
JLJjL* and the worldly sanctuary. ^ For a tabernacle was pre- 
pared ; the first, wherein is the lamp-stand, and the table, and 
the show-bread ; which is called holy. ' And after the second 
▼ail, the tabemade which is called most holy, ^ having a golden 
altar of incense, and the ark of the covenant overlaid on eveiy 
side with gold, wherein was the golden pot containing the 
manna, and the rod of Aaron which budded, and the tables 
of the covenant ; * and above it the cherubim of gl<»ry over- 
shadowing the mercy-seat ; of which we can not now speak 
particularly. 

* Now these things being thus prepared, into the first taber- 
nacle the priests enter at all times, performing the services ; 
^ but into the second, the high priest alone, once every year, 
not without blood, whi^ he offers for himself, and for the 
errors of the people ; ^ the Holy Spirit signifying this, that the 
way into the holy places has not yet been made manifest, while 
the first tabernacle is yet standing ; * which is a figure for the 
time present, under whic\i «iTO ofBscod both gifts and sacrifices, 
unable as to the oonac^einfiid V> ^i&qkX ^Sia ^s^scSus^Rst. s'^^^ <s^ 
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with meats and drinks, and divers immersions, ordinances of 
the flesh, imposed mitil the time of reformation. " But Christ, 
haying come as a high priest of the good things to come, 
throngh the greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands (that is, not of this creation), ^^ and not through the 
blood of goats and calves but through his own blood, entered 
once for aU into the holy places, obtaining eternal redemption. 
" For if the blood of goats and bulls, and ashes of a heifer 
sprinkling those who have been defiled, sanctifies to the purity 
of the flesh ; ^*how much moro shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, 
cleanse your conscience from dead works to serve the living 
God? " And for this cause he is mediator of a new covenant, 
in order that, death having taken place, for the redemption of 
the transgressions under the first covenant, they who have 
been called may receive the promise of the eternal inheritance. 

1* For where there is a testament, there must also of necessity 
be brought in the death of the testator. " For a testament is 
of force after men are dead ; since it is of no strength at all 
while the testator lives. 

^8 Wherefore, neither has the first been dedicated without 
blood. " For, when Moses had spoken every precept to all the 
people according to the law, he took the blood of the calves 
and of the goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book itself and all the people, saying: 
*®This is the blood of the covenant, which 
God enjoined in respect to you. "And more- 
over, the tabernacle, and all the vessels of the service, he in 
like manner sprinkled with blood. ** And nearly all things are 
cleansed according to the law with blood ; and without shed- 
ding of blood there is no remission. 

" It was therefore necessary, that the outlines of things in 
the heavens should be cleansed with these ; but the heavenly 
things themselves, with better sacrifices than these. **Fop 
'Christ entered not into holy places made with hands, figures of 

y. 10. Or^ only with conditions of meats and drinks v 
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the tme ; but into heaven itself, now to appear in the pzeeenoe 
of God for us; "nor yet that he should manj times ofBar 
himself, as the high priest enters into the holjr places eveiy 
year with blood of others ; ^ for then must he many times have 
suffered since the foundation of the world ; but now once, in 
the end of the ages, he has been manifested for the putting 
away of sin by the sacrifice of himself. '^ And inasmuch as it is 
appointed to men onco to die, but after this the judgment; 
*^ so also the Christ, having been once offered to bear the sins 
of many, will to those who look for him appear a second time 
without sin, unto salvation. 

XFoB the law having a shadow of the good things to come, 
• not the very image of the things, can never, with the same 
sacrifices which they offer year by year continually, make those 
who come to them perfect. ^ For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered, because the worshipers would have had 
no more consciousness of sins, having once been cleansed ¥ 
'But in them there is a remembrance of sins year by year. 
^ For it is impossible that the blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. '^ Wherefore, when he comes into the world, 
he says : 

Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest not. 
But a body didst thou prepare for me ; 
^ In whole burnt-offerings, and sacrifices for sin, thou 

hadst no pleasure. 
^ Then said I : Lo, I come. 
In the volume of the book it is written of me. 
To do thy will, O God. 
^ 8a,jmg above. Sacrifices and offerings and whole burnt oSat- 
ings and sacrifices for sin thou wouldest not, nor hadst pleasure 
therein, which are offered by the law, 'then has he said : Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God. He takes away the first, that he 
may establish the second. ^° In which wiU we have been sancti- 
fied, through the offering of the body of Jesus Christ once for all/ 

y . 1. Of, «kio«(ft ir\w> ftxwii t«« \ito Q»^ 
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"And every priest indeed stands daily ministering, and 
affetmg oftentimes the same sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins ; ^^ but he, having offered one sacrifice for sins, for 
ever sat down on the right hand of God ; ^> firom henceforth 
expecting until his enemies be made his footstool. ^^For by 
one offering he has perfected for ever those who are sanctified. 
'» Moreover, the Holy Spirit also is a witness to ns ; for after 
he had said, ^^^ This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, saith the 
Lord, putting my laws upon their hearts, 
and on their minds I will write- them, [he 
further says,] "and their sins and iniquities I 
will remember no more. "But where there is 
remission of these, there is no longer offering for sin. 

" Having therefore, brethren, boldness as to the entrance 
into the holy places by the blood of Jesus, which [entrance] 
he instituted for us, ^ a new and living way, through the vail, 
that is to say, his flesh ; *' and having a great priest over the 
house of God; ''let us draw near with a true heart in fall 
assurance of faith, having had our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience ; and having had our body washed with pure 
water, ** let us hold fest the profession of the hope without 
wavering, for he is faithful who promised ; •* and let us con- 
sider one another, to incite to love and to good works ; '^ not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as is the 
custom of some, but exhorting, and so much the more as ye 
see the day approaching. 

'• For if we willingly sin, after having received the knowl- 
edge of the truth, there no longer remains a sacrifice for sins, 
'^but a certain fearful looking for of judgment/ and a fiery 
Indignation, which will devour the^adversaries. •^He that 
despised Moses* law died without mercy, undeir two or three 
witnesses. ^ Of how much worse punishment, supJXMse ye, will 
he be thought worthy, who has trodden under foot the Son of 
God, and has accounted the blood of the covenant, wherewith 
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ho was sanctified, an unholy thing, and has done despite to the 
Siiirit of grace ? *^ For we know him who said : To me 
belongs vengeance; I will recompense, Baith 
the Lord; and again: The Lord will judge hie 
people. '* It is a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God. 

^ But call to remembrance the former days, in which, after 
70 were enlightened, ye endured a great contest of sufferings; 
** partly, whilst ye wore made a spectacle both by reproaches 
and afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye became partakers with 
those who were so used. " For ye sympathized with those in 
bonds, and ye took joyfully the plundering of your goods, 
knowing that ye have for yourselves a better and an enduring 
substance. 

^ Cast not away therefore your confidence, which has great 
recompense of reward. ^ For ye have need of patience, that 
having done the will of God yo may receive the promise. 
^''For yet a little while, he that is to come will 
come, and will not delay. ^^Now, the just 
shall live by faith; but if he draw back, 
my soul has no' pleasure in him. **But we 
are not of those who draw back unto perdition ; but of those 
who believe to the sa^ing of the soul. 

nNow faith is the assurance of things hoped for, the 
• conviction of things not seen. * For in this the elders 
obtained a good report. 

8 Through faith we perceive that the worlds were framed by 
the word of God, so that what is seen has not arisen out of 
things wliich appear. 

* By faith Abel oflTered to God a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain, by which he received testimony that he was righteous, 
God testifying of his gifts ; and through it, being dead, he yet 
speaks. 

^By faith Enoch was translated, that he should not see 
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death ; and he was not found, beeanse God txanabtted him ; 
for before his tranalatian, he has had the testimonj that Yui 
jdeaaed God. ^Bot wzthont faith it is imxxMnble to pleaws 
him ; for he who oomeB to GKid must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder to those who seek after him. 

^Bj futh Noah, bemgwazned by Chid oonoeming things not 
yet seen, moved with loax, piepaied an aik for the aaving of 
his house ; by which he condemned the world, and became 
heir of the righteooanfiBS which is acoasding to £uth. 

8 By faith Abraham when called obeyed, to go forth into a 
place which he should afterwaxd veeeive for an inheritance, and 
went forth, not knowing whither he went. *By £uth he 0r>- 
jonzned in the land of pramiae, as a foreign land, dwelling in 
tents with Isaac and Jacob, heiiB with him of the aame pzomiso ; 
^for he looked for the city which has the fonndationii, whoac 
builder «.Tid maker is God. 

" By faith Sarah herself sdso received power to conceive seed, 
even when she was past age, beeanie she aecoonted him faith- 
fal who had promised. "WherafiDxe also there sprang from one, 
and lirfa become as dead, even as the sten of heaven in mnlti- 
tode, and as the sand which is by the sea shore innmnerable.

" By faith Joseph, when dying, made mention of the depart- 
nro of the sons of Israel, and gave commandment oonceming 
his bones. 

^By faith Moses, when bom, was hidden three months hy 
his parents, because they saw that the child was fair ; and they 
feared not the king's commandment. 

** By faith Moses, when grown up, refused to be called son 
of a daughter of Pharaoh ; ** choosing rather to sofTer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than to eigoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season ; '^ esteeming the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt ; for ^e looked for the re- 
ward. 

•^ By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the 
king ; for he endured, as seeing him who is invisible. 

'^ Through fiBith he has kept the passover, and the afifuaon 
of the blood, that he who destroyed the first-bom might not 
touch them. 

^ By faith they passed through the Red sea as by dry land j 
which the Egyptians attempting were swallowed np. 

^ By faith the walls of Jericho fell, after they had been 
encompassed during seyen days. 

'1 By faith Rahab the harlot did not perish with those who 
believed not, after having received the spies with peace. 

*' And why say I more ? For the time would fidl me to tdl 
of Gideon, of Barak and Samson and Jephthah, of David and 
Samuel and the prophets ; ^ who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, " quenched the power of fire, escax>ed the edge 
of the sword, from weakness were made strong, became mighty 
in war, turned to flight the armies of the aliens. 
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^ Women received their dead, by resurrection to life ; and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliverance, that they 
might obtain a better resurrection. 

'•And others had trial of mockings, and scourgings, and, 
moreover, of bonds and imprisonment. ^ They were stoned,

become not weary, fainting in your souls. 

* Not yet did ye resist unto blood, contending against sin ; 
* and ye have forgotten the exhortation, which discourses with 
you as with sons : 

My son, despise not the chastening of the Lord, 
Nor faint when reproved by him ; 
• For whom the Lord loves he chastens. 
And scourges every son whom he receives. 
■^ If ye endure chastening, God deals with you as with sons ; 
for what son is there whom his father chastens not? *But if 
ye are without chastening, of which all have been made par- 
takers, then are ye bastards, and not sons. 

• Furthermore, we had fathers of our flesh, who chastened us, 
and we gave them reverence ; shall we not muchratheT ba ba. 
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sabjection to the Father of epirits, and liye t ^^ For they indei 
for a few days chastened us as seemed good to them ; bat ] 
for our profit, that we might be partakers of his holiness. 

"Now all "chastening for the present indeed seems n 
joyous, but grievous ; but afterward, it yielcis' the peaceab 
fruit of righteousness, to those who have been ezercis( 
thereby. 

" Wherefore lift up the hands which hang down, and tl 
feeble knees ; " and make straight paths for your feet, that tl 
lame be not turned out of the way, but rather be healed. 

^* Follow peace with all, and holiness, without which no oi 
shall see the Lord; i'^ looking diligently, lest any one coo 
short of the grace of God ; lest any root of bitterness sprinj 
ing up trouble you, and the many be thereby defiled ; "la 
there be any fornicator, or profane person, as Eaaa, who for oi 
meal sold bis birthright. " For ye know that he also afte 
ward, when he wished to inherit the blessing, was rejected 
for he found no place of repentance, though he sought after : 
with tears. 

18 For ye have not come to a mount that is touched, an 
burning with fire, nor to blackness, and darkness, and tempes

I James, a seirant of God and of the Lord Jesus Christ, to 
• the twelve tribes which are scattered abroad, greeting. 
' Count it all joy, my brethren, when ye fall into various 
temptations ; ' knowing that the proving of your fiaith works 
jmtience. * But let patience have a perfect work, that yo may 
be perfect and entire, lacking in nothing. 

* But if any one of you is lacking in wisdom, let him ask of 
God, who gives to all liberally, and upbraids not, and it will 
be given him. • But- let him ask in faith, nothing wavering ; 
for he that wavers is like a wave of the sea driven by the wind 
and tossed. ' For let not that man suppose that he shall receive 
anything from the Lord ; ^ a double-minded man, unstable in 
all his ways. 

• Let the brother of low degree glory in that he Is exalted ; 
*<>but the rich, in that he is made low ; because as the flower 
of the grass he will pass away. " For the sun rose with the 
burning heat, and withered the grass, and its flower feU off", 
and the grace of its fashion perished ; so also will the rich man 
fade away in his ways. 

^^ Happy is the man that endures temptation ; because, when 
he is approved, he will receive the crown of life, which He 
promised to those who love him, 

" Let no one say when he is tempted, I am tempted by God ; 
for God can not be tempted with evil, and himself tempts no 
one. ^* But each one is tempted, when by his own lust he is 
drawn away and enticed. "Then lust, having conceived, 
brings forth sin ; and sin, when completed, brings forth death. 

** Do not err, my beloved brethren. ^' Every good gift and 
every perfect gift is from above, coming down from the Father 
of the lights, with whom there is no variableness, or shadow of 
turning. " Of his own will he begot us with the word of truth, 
that we should be a kind of first-fruits of his creatures.

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" So that, my beloved bretlircn, let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wiath; *®for the wrath of man 
works not the righteousness of God. 

** \Mierefore, putting off all filthiness and excess of wicked- 
ness, receive with meekness the implanted word, which is able 
to save your souls. 

'* But be doers of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving 
yourselves. *' For if any one is a hearer of the word, and not 
a doer, ho is like to a man beholding his natural face in a 
mirror. '* For he beheld himself, and has gone away ; and 
immediately he forgot what manner of man he was. ** But he 
who looked into the perfect law, the law of liberty, and re- 
mained thereby, being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
work, this man shall be happy in his doing. 

«« If any one thinks that he is religious, and bridles not his 
tongue, but deceives his own heart, this man's reli^on is vain. 

*' Religion, pure and undefiled before God and the Father, is 
this : To visit the orphans and widows in their affliction ; to 
keep himself unspotted from the world. 

nMT brethren, hold not the fjEuth of our Lord Jesus 
• Christ, [the Lord] of glory, with respect of persons. ' For 
if there have come into your assembly a man with a gold ring, 
in gay clothing, and there have come in also a poor man in 
mean clothing ; ^ and ye have respect to him that wears the 
gay clothing, and say : Sit thou here in a good place, and say 
to the poor man : Stand thou there, or, Sit under my footstool ; 
* were ye not partial in yourselves, and become judges with 
evil thoughts ? 

^ Hearken, my beloved brethren. Did not Gtod, chooBe the 
poor as to this world to be rich in fSaith, and heirs of the king- 
dom which he promised to those who love him? 'But ye 
dishonored the poor man. Do not the rich oppress you, and 
do not they drag you before the judgment-seats t ^ Do not 
they blaspheme the worthy name by which ye are called? 
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' 8 If indeed ye fulfill the royal law, according to the Bcriptnre, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself, 
ye do well. * But if ye have respect to persons, ye commit 
sin, being convicted by the law as transgressors. '° For who- 
ever shall keep the whole law, and yet offend in one x)oint, he 
is guilty of all. " For he who said : Do not commit 
adultery, said also: Do not' kilL Now if thou com- 
mit not adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art become a trans- 
gressor of the law. " So speak, and so do, as they that shall 
be jyidged by the law of liberty. " For the judgment shall be 
without mercy, to him that showed no mercy. Mercy glories 
over judgment. 

" What does it profit, my brethren, if any one say that he 
has faith,- and have not works? Can the faith save him? 
** But if a brother or a sister be naked, and destitute of daily 
food, ^*and one of you say to them: Depart in peace, l)e 
warmed, and be filled, but ye give them not the things needful 
for the body, what does it profit ? " So also faith, if it has not 
works, is dead in itself. ^^ But some will say : Thou hast faith, 
and I have works ; show me thy faith without the works, and 
I will show thee the faith by my works. *• Thou believest that 
God is one. Thou doest well ; the demons also believe, and 
tremble. ^ But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith with- 
out works is dead ? 

'^ Was not Abraham our father justified by works, when he 
offered Isaac his son upon the altar ? ** Thou seest that faith 
wrought with his works, and by works was faith made com- 
plete. ^ And the scripture was fulfilled which says : A b ra- 
ham believed God, and it was reckoned to 
him for righteousness; and he was called, Friend of 
God. 

" Ye see that by works a man is justified, and not by faith 
only. '* And in like manner, was not also Rahab the harlot 
justified by works, when she received the messengers, and sent 
them out by another way? **For as the body without the 
spirit is dead, so also fiedth without works is dead. 
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m^lY bretlircn, be not many teaclierB, knowing that we 
• sliall receive greater condemnation. * For in many 
things we all offend. If any one offends not in word, the 
same is a j)erfoct man, able to bridle also the whole body. 

3 Now if we put the bits into the horsey' mouths, that they 
may obey us, we turn about also their whole body. * Behold 
also the 8hii)s, though they are so great, and driven by fierce 
winds, are turned about by a very small helm, whithersoever 
the steersman may desire. " So also the tongao is a little 
member, and boasts great things. Behold, how great a forest 
a little fire kindles I ^ And the tongue is a fire, that world of 
iniquity I The tongue among our members is that which de- 
files the whole body, and sets on fire the course of life, and is 
set on fire by hell. ' For every nature of beasts*and birds, of 
reptiles and things in the sea, is tamed, and has been tamed, 
by the nature of man. ^But the tongue no man can tamo ; a 
restless evil, full of deadly poison. • Therewith we bless the 
Lord and Father ; and therewith we curse men, who have been 
made after the likeness of God. '° Out of the same mouth 
comes forth blessing and cursing. My brethren, these things 
ought not so to be. " Does the fountain, out of the same 
opening, send forth the sweet and the bitter? " Can a fig-tree, 
my brethren, bear olives, or a vine figs ? Neither can salt 
water yield fresh. 

^'Who is wise and endued with knowledge among you? 
Let him show, out of his good deportment, his works in meek- 
ness of wisdom. ^* But if ye have bitter envying and strife in 
your hearts, do not glory, and lie against the truth. " This 
wisdom is not one that comes down from above, but earthly, 
sensual, devilisC ^' For where there is emulation and strife, 
there is confusion and every evil work. "But the wisdom 
from above is first pure, then peaceable, forbearing, easily per- 
suaded, fuU of mercy and good fruits, without partiality, and

'^ And again he prayed, and the heaven gave rain, and the earth

^'Brethren, if any one among you be led astray from the 
truth, and one convert him; '^let him know, that he who 
converts a sinner from the error of his way will save a soul 
firom death, and will hide a multitude of sins.

sprinkling of the blood of Jesus CWst : Grace and peace be 
multiplied to you. 

• Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who according to his abundant mercy begot us again unto a 
living hope through the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead ; * unto an inheritance imperishable, and undefiled, and 
un&ding, reserved in heaven for you, ' who by the power of 
God, are kept through faith, unto a salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time. • Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a little time, if need be, made sorrowful by manifold 

v. 1. Oty the BtraDgers of the difpersioxi 
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trials ; ' tliat the proof of your faitli, much more precious than 
gold that perishes, but is proved by fire, may be found unto 
praise and glory and honor at the revelation of Jesus Chrisi ; 
* whom having not seen ye love ; in whom, though now ye see 
him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory ; • receiving the end of your £dth, the salvation of 
your souls. 

*° Concerning which salvation the prophets diligently sought 
and searched, who prophesied of the grace towajd^ you; 
" searching as to what or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them signified, when it testified before- 
hand the sufiferings destined for Christ, and the glories that 
should follow ; " to whom it was revealed, that not to them- 
selves, but to you they were ministering them, which now have 
been announced to you, through those who l)rotight you the 
good news by the Holy Spirit sent from heaven ; into which 
things angels desire to look. 

" Wherefore, girding up the loins of your mind, be sober, 
and hope perfectly for the grace that is to be brought to yon 
at the revelation of Jesus Christ ; ^* as children of obedience, 
not conforming yourselves to the former lusts in your igno- 
rance ; " but as he who called you is holy, be ye yourselves 
holy in all your deportment; ^^ because it is written: Ye 
shall be holy, for T. am holy. 

" And if ye call him Father, who without respect of per- 
sons judges according to each one's work, pass the time of 
your sojourning in fear ; ^^ knowing that not with perishable 
things, silver and gold,. ye wer^ redeemed from your vain 
course of life received by tradition from your fathers, ^^but 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot ; ^ who was foreknown indeed before the 
foundation of the world, but manifested in these last times for 
you, ** who through him believe on God, who raised him from 
the dead, and gave him glory ; so that your faith and hope «ure 
on God. 
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** Having pmified your aoula in obeying the tmtli unto 
unfeigned brotheily loTe, Ioto one another from the heart 
fervently ; ** being bom again, not of periflhable seed, but of 
imperishable, through the word of God, which lives and abides 
forever. •* Because, 

All flesh is as grass. 
And all its glory as the flower of gprass. 
The grass withered, and its flower fell off; 
•* But the word of the Lord abides forever. 
And this is the word which was preached to you. 

nliAYiNa afflde therefore all malice, and all guile, and 
• hypocrisies, 'and envyings, and all backbitings, *as new- 
bom babes, long ipi the spiritual, unadulterated milk, that ye 
thereby may grow unto salvation ; ' if indeed ye tasted that 
the Lord is gracious ; ^ to whom coming, a living stone,- 
disallowed indeed by men, but with God chosen, honored, ^ye 
yourselves also, as living stones, are built up a spiritual house, 
a holy priesthood, to offer up sfMritual sacrifices, acceptable to 
God through Jesus Christ. * Because it is contained iu the 
Scripture: Behold, I lay in Zion a chief cor- 
ner-stone, chosen, honored; and he that 
believes on him shall not be put to shame. 

' To you therefore who believe is the honor ; but to the dis- 
obedient, the stone which the builders disal- 
low ed, the same is become the head o f T£T 
corner, ^and a stone of stumbling, and a 
rock of offense, who stumble, being disobedient to the 
word ; to which they were also appointed. 

* But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation, a people for a possession ; that ye should show forth 
the excellencies of him who called you out of darkness into his 
marvelous light ; '^ who once were not a people, but are now 
the people of God; who had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy. 
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" Beloved, I exhort you as Bojonmen and strangers; to ab- 
stain from fleshly Insts, which war against the sonl ; " haying 
your doportm^t honorable among the G«ntiles ; that, where- 
in they speak against yon as evil-doers, they may from yon 
good works, beholding them, glorify God in ^the day of 
visitation. 

" Submit yourselves to every human institution, for the 
Lord's sake ; whether to the king, as pre-eminent, ** or to gov- 
ernors as being sent by him for the punishment of evil-doeis, 
and the praise of those who do well. " For so is the will of 
God, that with well-doing ye may put to silence the ignorance 
of the foolish men ; ^^as freOi and as not having your freedom 
for a vaU of wickedness, but as God's servants. 

"Honor all men; love the brotherhood; fear God; honor 
the king ; ^^ye servants, being in subjection to your masten 
with all fear, not only to the good and reasonable, ^ut also to 
the perVerse. ** For this is acceptable, if a man for conadenoe 
toward God endures griefs, suffering wrongfully. '^^For what 
glory is it, if when ye are beaten for your faults, ye shall take 
it patiently ? But if when ye do -well, and suffer for it, ye take 
it patiently, this is acceptable with God. " For to this ye were 
called ; because Christ also suffered for you, leaving you an 
example, that ye should follow his steps; ''who comr 
mitted no sin, neither was guile found 
in his mouth; "who, when he was reviled, reviled not 
again ; when ho suffered, threatened not ; but committed it to 
him who j udges righteously ; '^ who himself bore our sins in his 
own body on the tree, that we, having died to our sins,. should 
live to righteousness ; by whose stripes ye were 
healed. '* For ye were going astray like sheep ; but have 
returned now unto the Shepherd and Overseer of your soula 

miN like manner, ye wives, being in subjection-to your 
• own husbands ; that even if any obey not the word, they 
may without the word be won by the deportment of their 
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wives, 2 when they behold your chaste deportment coupled 
with fear. ^ Whose adorning, let it not be the outward one of 
braiding the hair, and of wearing golden ornaments, or of 
putting on apparel ; "* but the hidden man of the heart, in that 
which is imperishable of the meek and quiet spirit, which in 
the sight of God is of great price. '^ For so in the old time the 
holy women also, who hoped in God, adorned themselves, 
being in subjection to their own husbands, ^(as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him lord ; of whom ye became children,) 
doing good, and fearing no alarm. 

■^ Ye husbands, in like manner, dwelling with them according 
to knowledge, giving honor to the female, as the weaker vessel, 
as also heirs together of the grace of life ; that your prayers be 
not hindered. 

8 Finally, aU being of one mind, sympathizing, loving the 
brethren, ^nder-hearted, humble-minded ; ' not rendering evil 
for evil, or railing for railing ; but on the contrary blessing, 
because to this end ye were called, that ye might inherit 
blessing. 

^°For he who desires to love life, and to 
see good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips from speaking guile; 
"let him turn away from evil, and do good; 
let him seek peace, and pursue it. ^'Be- 
cause the eyes of the Lord are upon the 
righteous, and his ears are toward their 
supplications; but the face of the Lord 
is against those who do evil. ^* And who is he 
that shall harm you, if ye are followers of that which is good? 
**But if ye even suffer for righteousness' sake, happy are ye ; 
but fear not with their fear, nor be troub- 
led; ^*but sanctify Christ as Lord in your 
hearts; ready always to give an answer to every one that 
asks you a reason of the hope that is in you, with meekness 
and fear ; ^* having a good conscience, that wherein they speak 
against you as evil-doers, they may be ashamed that falsely I 
accuse your good deportment in CVmsX.. "^'^'^at\\»Ss8»\sfeN5w«.o^\ 
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it bo the will of Qod, that ye suSiBt for well-doing, than for 
evil-doing. '^ Because Christ also suffered once for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring ns to God, being pat 
to death in the flesh, but made alive by the Spirit ; ^* in whidi 
also ho went and preached to the spirits in prison, *> who were 
disobedient in times past, when the long-suffering of Qod 
waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was preparing, 
wherein a few, that is, eight souls, were saved throngh water; 
'1 which in an antitype, immersion, now saves us also (not the 
putting away of the filth of the flesh, but the requirement of a 
good conscience toward God), by the resurrection of Jesos 
Christ ; ^ who is on the right hand of God, having gone into 
heaven, angels and authorities and powers being made sulgeck 
to him. 

"TTT Chkibt then having suffered for us in the flesh, do ye 
-1- * • also arm yourselves with the same mind ; because he 
who suffer^ in the flesh has ceased from sin ; ' that ye no 
longer may live the remaining time in the flesh by the lusts of 
men, but by the will of God. ' For the time past suffices us to 
have wrought the will of the Gentiles, when we walked in 
wantonness, lusts, excess of wine, revelings, carousings, and 
unhallowed idolatries ; * at which thing they are astonished, as 
ye run not with them to the same excess of riot, speaking evil 
of you ; ' who shall give account to him who is r^dy to judge 
the living and the dead. ^ For to this end was the good news 
preached also to those who are dead, that they might indeed 
be judged according to men in the flesh, but may live according 
to God in the spirit. 

^But the end of all things is at hand. Be therefore sober, 
and watch unto prayer ; ^ but above all things having your love 
toward one another fervent, because love covers a 
multitude of sins;' hospitable to one another, without 
grudging; ^^ according as each received a gift, ministering 
the same to one another, as good stewards of the manifold 
grace of God ; ^^ M any onft b^^^, waS:]a^^'raaL!^\Qod'8 oracles ;

CHAPTER V. 

God in all things may be glorified, tlnough Jesus Christ, to 
whom is the glory and the dominion, forever and ever. Amen. 

"Beloved, be not astonished at the fiery test taking place 
among yon to prove you, as though a strange thing were 
befiEilling you ; *' but, in so far as ye share in Christ's sufferings, 
rejoice ; that also, at the revelation of his glory, ye may rej(»ce 
with exceeding joy. ^*If ye are reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are ye ; because the spirit of glory and of God 
rests upon you ; [on their part he is evil spoken of, but on 
your part he is glorified.]

God? ^^And if the righteous is with difficulty saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner appear? 

" Wherefore let those also, who sufier according to the will 
of God, commit the keeping of their souls to him in well-doing, 
as to a faithful Creator. 

YThe elders among you I exhort, who am a fellow-elder, 
• and a witness of the sufferings of Christ, who am also a 
X>artaker of the glory that shall be revealed ; ' tend the flock 
of God which is among you, overseeing it not by constraint but 
willingly, not for base gain but with good will ; ^neither as 
being lords over the heritage, but being examples to the flock. 
^ And when the chief Shepherd is manifested, ye shall receive 
the unfeding crown of glory. 

* In like manner, ye younger, submit yourselves to the elder. 
Yea, all of you submitting to one another, gird yourselves with 
humility; because, God resists the proud, but 
gives grace to the humble. •Humble your- 
selves therefore under the mighty hand of God, that he may

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exalt you in due time ; '^ casting all your care upon him, because 

he cares for yon. 
^Be sober, be watchful. Your adversary the Devil, as a

Bufferings are being accomplished in your brethren that are in 

the world- 
ly But the Qod of all grace, who called you to his etemal 

glory in Christ Jesus, after ye have suffered a little while, 

make you perfect, establish, strengthen, settle you. ^^ To him 

be the glory, and the dominion, forever and ever. Artyp-n, 
" By Silvanus, the faithful brother, as I consider, I wrote to 

you in few words, exhorting, and testifying that this is the 

true grace of God, wherein ye stand. 
" The [church that is] in Babylon, chosen with you, salutes 

you ; and Mark, my son. 
" Salute one another with a kiss of love. Peace to you ^ 

that are in Christ. 



THE SECOND GENERAL LETTER OF PETER. 

ISmoN Pbtbb, a servant and apostle of Jesus Christ, to 
• those who have obtained like precious faith with us in the 
righteousness of our God and Savior Jesus Christ : * Grace and 
peace be multiplied to you, in the knowledge of God, and of 
Jesus our Lord. 

2 Seeing that his divine power has given us all things that 
pertain to life and godliness, through the knowledge of him 
who called us by his own glory and might ; * through which 
he has given us exceeding great and precious promises, that by 
these ye may become partakers of the divine nature, having 
escaped from the corruption that is in the world through lust ; 
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CHAPTER I. 

» yea for tliis very reason, giving all diligence, add to your faith 
fortitude ; and to fortitude, knowledge ; * and to knowledge, 
self-control ; and to self-control, patience ; and to patience, 
godliness; ^and to godliness, brotherly kindness; and to 
brotherly kindness, love. ®For if these things are in you, and 
abound, they cause that ye shall not be inactive nor unfruitful 
in attaining to the fall knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
* But he that lacks these things is blind, not seeing afar off, 
having forgotten the cleansing away of his old sins. 

w Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure ; for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall. " For so shall be richly ministered to you the 
entrance into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. 

" Wherefore, I will not neglect to put you always in remem- 
brance of these things, though ye know them, and are estab- 
lished in the truth that is with you. " But I think it right, 
so long as I am in this tabernacle, to stir you up by putting 
you in remembrance ; " knowing that I must soon put off 
my tabernacle, as also our Lord Jesus Christ showed me. 
" Moreover I wiU endeavor that at all times ye may be able 
after my departure to call these things to mind. 

" For we did not follow cunningly devised fables, when we 
made known to you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but had been eye-witnesses of his majesty. ^^ For he 
received from God the Father honor and glory, when such a 
voice was borne to him from the excellent glory : This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased ; " and this voice wo 
heard borne from heaven, being with him in the hoiy mount. 
"And we have more sure the prophetic word ; to which ye do 
well that ye take heed, as to a lamp shining in a dark place, 
until the day dawn, and the day-star arise in your hearts; 
^ knowing this first, that no prophecy of the Scripture comes 
of private interpretation ; •* for prophecy was never brought 

y. 5. Or^ famish in your faith fortitade, and in yonr fortitade knoirledge, 
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by the will of man ; but moved by the Holy Spirit, men spoke 
£rom Qod. 

nBuT there were fSalse prophets also among the people, 
• as there will be Mae teachers among you also, who 
stealthily will bring in destructive fSBM^ious, even denyhag as 
Master him who bought them, bringing upon themselves swift 
destruction. * And many will follow their dissolute ways ; by 
reason of whom the way of truth will be evil spoken of. ' And 
in covetousness will they with feigned words make merchandifie 
of you ; for whom the judgment from of old lingers not, and 
their destruction slumbers not. 

^For if Qod spared not angels, having sinned, but casting 
them down to hell delivered them over to chains of fJATTrriMM^ 
reserved unto judgment ; 'and spared not the old world, but 
kept Noah the eighth person, a preacher of righteousness, 
bringing the flood on the world of ungodly men, * and turning 
to ashes the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah condemned them to 
overthrow, having made them an example of those who should 
afterward live ungodly ; ' and delivered righteous Lot, wearied 
out with the lewd conduct of the lawless ; (^ for that righteous 
man, dwelling among them, with seeing and hearing vexed his 
righteous soul from day to day with their unlawful deeds;) 
' the Lord knows how to deliver the godly out of temptation, 
and to reserve the unjust under punishment to the day of judg- 
ment ; ^^but chiefly those who walk after the flesh in the lust 
of undeanness, and despise dominion. Presumptuous, self- 
willed, they are not afraid to rail at dignities ; " whereas angelB, 
being greater in strength and power, bring not a railing judg- 
ment against them before the Lord.

of God : 3 Every spirit that acknowledges that Jesus Christ is 
come in the flesh, is of God ; and every spirit that does not 
acknowledge Jesus, is not of God ; and this is that of the anti- 
christ, of which ye have heard that it should come ; and now, 
it 18 abready in the world. 

* Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome them ; 
because greater is he who is in you, than he who is in the 
world. ^ They are of the world ; for this cause they speak of 
the world, and the world hears them. • We are of God ; he 
that knows God, hears us ; he that is not of God, hears us not. 
Prom this we know the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 

■'Beloved, let us love one another ; because love is of God, 
and every one that loves has been begotten of God, and knows 
God. ^ He that loves not, knew not God ; because God is love. 
• In this was manifested the love of God in respect to us, that 
God has sent his only begotten Son into the world, that we 
might live through him. ^^ Herein is love, not that we loved 
(?od, but that he loved us, and sent his Son, a propitiation for 
our sins. 

" Beloved, if God so loved us, we also ought to love one 
another. "No man has ever seen God. If we love one 
another, God abides in us, and the love of him is perfected in 
us. ^' In this we know that we abide in him, and he in us, 
because he has given us of his Spirit. ^^And we have seen, 
and bear witness, that the Father has sent forth the Son, a 
Savior of the world. ^'^ Whoever acknowledges that Jesus is 
the Son of God, God abides in him, and he in God.

we keep his commandments. And his commandments are not 
burdensome ; ^because all that is begotten of God overcomes 
the world ; and this is the victory that overcomes the world, 
our faith. * Who is he that overcomes the world, but he that 
believes that Jesus is the Son of God ? 

* This is he who came by water and blood, Jesus the Christ ; 
not in the water only, but in the water and in the blood. 
And the Spirit is that which bears witness, because the Spirit 
is the truth. 'For there are three v^o bear wJtnessj ythe 
Spirit, and the water, and the blood ;^?En3 the three agrei m 
the one. * If we receive the witness of men, the witness of 
God is greater ; for this is the witness of God, that he has 
borne witness concerning his Son. '® He that believes on the 
Son of God has the witness in himself; he that believes not 
God has made him a liar ; because he has not believed in the 
witness which God has borne concerning his Son. ^^ And this

is tlie witness, that Qod gave to us eternal life, and this life is 
in his Son.

»We know that we are of God, and the whole world is 
lying in the evil one. '^ And we know that the Son of God is 
come, and has given us understanding, that we may know the 
True One ; and we are in the True One, in his Son Jesus 
Christ. This is the true God, and eternal life. 

^^ Little children, keep yourselves from the idols.

To him who sits upon the throne, and to the Lamb, be the 
blessing, and the honor, and the glory, and the dominion, for- 
ever and ever. ** And the four animals said : Amen. And the 
twenty-four elders fell down and worshiped. 
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CHAPTER VL 

nAjSD I saw, wlien tlie Lamb opened one of the seven 
• seals, and I heard one of the four animals saying, as a 
voice of thunder : CJome ! ' And I saw, and behold a white 
horse, and he who sat on him having a bow ; and a crown was 
given to him ; and he went forth conquering, and to conquer. 

8 And when he opened the second seal, I heard the second 
animal saying : CJome I ^ And there went forth another horse 
that was red. And to him who sat thereon it was given to 
take away peace firom the earth, and that they should slay one 
another ; and there was given to him a great sword. 

*And when he opened the third seal, I heard the third 
animal saying : Ck)me 1 And I saw, and behold a black horse, 
and he who sat on him having a balance in his hand. * And I 
heard a voice in the midst of the four animals, saying : A quart 
of wheat for a denary, and three quarts of barley for a dendry ; 
and : Hurt not the oUand the wine. 

■^ And when he opened the fourth seal, I heard the voice of 
the fourth animal saying : Come 1 ^ And I saw, and behold a 
pale horse ; and he who sat on him, his name was Death, and 
the underworld followed^ with him. And authority was given to 
them over the fourth part of the earth, to kill with sword, and 
with famine, and with death, and by the beasts of the earth. 

* And when he opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar 
the souls of thoso slain on account of the word of God, and on 
account of the testifliony which they had, ^^^ And they cried 
with a loud voice, saying : How long, 6 Master, the holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood on those who 
dwell upon the earth ? " And a white robe was given to each 
one of them ; and it was said to them, that they should rest yet 
a little time, until also their fellow-servants and their brethren, 
who are about to be killed as they were, should be ftdly num- 
bered 

^' And I saw when he opened the ^th seal, and there was a 
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great cartliquako ; and tlio snn became black as sack< 
ludr, and the moon became all as blood; ^^and the f 
heaven fell to the earth, as a fig-tree casts its rmtimi 
when shaken by a great wind ; '* and the heaven parted f 
as a scroll rolled together ; and qvery mountain and islai 
moved out of their places. " And the kings of the ear 
the great men, and the chief captains, and the rich m 
the strong men, and every bondman and freeman, hid 
selves in the caves and in the rocks of the mountains 
they say to the mountains and to the rocks : Fall upon 
hide us firom the face of him who sits on the throne, ai 
the wrath of the Lamb ; ^' because the great day of hifi 
is come, and who is able to stand ? 

raAND after this, I saw four angels standing on t 
• comers of the earth, holding the four winds 
earth, that no wind should blow on the earth, nor on 1 
nor on any tree. 

' And I saw another angel coming up from the rising 
sun, having the seal of the living God ; and he cried 
loud voice to the four angels, to whom it was given to h 
earth and the sea, ' saying : Hurt not *the earth, nor t 
nor the trees, till we have sealed the servants of our Qo 
their foreheads. 

* And I heard the number of the sealed. A hundi 
forty-four thousand were sealed, out of every tribe of tl 
of Israel. "^ Out of the tribe of Judah were sealed 
thousand ; out of the tribe of Reuben, twelve thousai 
of the tribe of Gad, twelve thousand ; • out of the 1 
Asher, twelve thousand ; out of the tribe of Naphtjdali, 
thousand ; out of the tribe of Manasseh, twelve thousani 
of the tribe of Simeon, twelve thousand ; out of the 1 
Levi, twelve thousand; out of the tribe of Issachar^ 
thousand ; ^out of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve thousai 
of the tribe of Joseph, twelve thousand ; out of the t 
Beiyamin, twelve thousand, were sealed. 

* After these thVag^ 1 ^Bb^« «xl^>o^<^^ ^ ^g»A.t nm] 
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wMcli no one conld nmnber, out of every nation and all tribes 
and peoples and tongues, standing before the throne, and be- 
fore tbe Lamb, clothed in white robes, and palms in their 
hands. ^® And they cry with a loud voice, saying : Salvation 
to our God, who sits upon the throne, and to the Lamb. 
" And all the angels were standing round the throne and the 
elders and the four animals, and feU before the throne on their 
faces, and worshiped God, ^' saying : Amen ; the blessing, and 
the glory, and the wisdom, and the thanksgiving, and the 
honor, and the power, and the might, be to our God forever 
and ever. Amen. 

18 And one of the elders answered, saying to me : These who 
are clothed in the white robes, who are they, and whence came 
they? ^* And 1 said to him : Sir, thou knowest. And he said 
to me : These are they who come out of the great aflfliction, 
and. they washed their robes, and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb. " Therefore are they before the throne of God, 
and they serve him day and night in his temple ; and ho who 
sits on the throne will spread his tabernacle over them. 
'• They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more ; neither 
shall the sun fall upon them, nor any heat ; " because the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne will be their shep- 
herd, and will lead them to the fountains of the waters of life ; 
and God will wipe away every tear from their ej;es. 

TTTTT And when he opened the seventh seal, there was 
T J-X_L. silence m heaven about half an hour. 
'And I saw the seven angels who stand before God, and 
there were given to them seven trumpets. ' And another angel 
came and stood over the altar, having a golden censer ; and 
there was given to him much incense, that he should give it to 
the prayers of all the saints, upon the golden altar which is 
before the throne. * And there went up the smoke of the 
incense to the prayers of the saints, out of the hand of the 
angel, before God.

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' And tho angel has taken tlio censer ; and he filled it out of 
the fire of the altar, and cast it into the earth.

' And tho seven angels who had the seven trumpets prepared 
themselves, that thej might sound. 

' The first sounded ; and there followed hail and fire mingled 
with blood, and thej were cast into the earth, and the third 
part of the earth was burnt up, and the third part of the trees 
was burnt up, and aU green grass was burnt up. 

^And the second angel sounded; and as it were a great 
mountain burning with fire was cast into the sea, and the third 
part of the sea became blood ; • and the third part of the 
creatures that are in the sea, that have life, died ; and the third 
part of the ships were destroyed. 

^0 And the third angel sounded ; and there fell out of heaven 
a great star, burning as a lamp, and it fell upon the third part 
of the rivers, and upon the fountains of the waters. '* And the 
name of the star is called Wormwood. And the third part of 
the waters became wormwood; and many men died of the 
waters, because they were made bitter. 

" And the fourth angel sounded ; and the third part of the 
sun was smitten, and the third part of the moon, and the third 
part of the stars, that the third part of them might be 
darkened, and the day not shine for a third part of it, and the 
night in like manner.

KAnd the fifth angel sounded ; and I saw a star fallen

smoke of a great furnace ; and the sun and the air were dark-

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smoke went forth locusts into the earth ; and there was given 
to them power, as the scorpions of the earth have power. 
^ An4 it was said to them, that thej should not hurt the grass 
of the earth, nor any green thing,, nor any tree, but only the 
men who have not the seal of God upon their foreheads. * And 
it was given to them, that thej should not kill them, but that 
they shall be tormented five months. And their torment is as 
the torment of a scorpion, when it has smitten a man. 

• And in those days men will seek death, and shall not find 
it ; and they will desire to die, and death flees from them. 

' And the shapes of the locusts were like to horses prepared 
for battle ; and on their heads were as it were crowns like 
gold, and their faces were as the faces of men. * And they had 
hair as the hair of women, and their teeth were as the teeth of 
lions. *And they had breastplates, as breastplates of iron; 
and the sound of their wings was as the sound of chariots of 
many horses running into battle. ^® And they have tails like to 
scorpions, and stings ; and in their tails is their power to hurt 
men, five months. " They have over them a king, the angel of 
the abyss. His name in the Hebrew tongue is Abaddon ; but 
in the Greek tongue he has for a name, Apollyon. 

^* The first woe is past ; behold, there come yet two woes, 
after these things. 

^^ And the sixth angel sounded ; and I heard a voice out of 
the four horns of the golden altar which is before God, ^* saying 
to the sixth angel who had the trumpet : Loose the four angels 
■who are bound, by the great river Euphrates. " And the four 
angels were loosed, who had been prepared for the hour, and 
day, and month, and year, that they may slay the third part of 
men. " And the number of the armies of the horsemen was two 
hundred thousand thousand. I heard the number of them. 

*'' And thus I saw the horses in the vision, and those who sat 
on them, having breastplates of fire, and of hyacinth, and like 
brimstone ; and the heads of the horses were as the heads of 
lions, and out of their mouths issue fire, and smoke, and brim- 
stone. "By these three plagues was the third part of men

XAnd I saw another strong angel coming down out of 
• heaven, clothed with a cloud, and the rainbow was upon 
his head, and his face was as the sun, and his feet as pillars of 
fire. ' And he had in his hand a little book opened. And he 
set his right foot upon the sea, and the left upon the land ; 
' and he cried with a loud voice, as a lion roars ; and when he 
cried, the seven thunders uttered their voices. * And when the 
seven thunders spoke, I was about to write ; and I heard a 
voice out of heaven saying to me : Seal up the things which 
the seven thunders spoke, and write them not. <^And the 
angel, whom I saw standing upon the sea and upon the land, 
lifted up his right hand to heaven, • and swore by him who 
lives forever and ever, who created ^heaven and the things

® And the voice which I heard out of heaven [I heard] again 
speaking to me, and saying : Go, take the little book which lies 
opened in the hand of the angel, who stands upon the sea and 
upon the land. • And I went to the angel, telling him to give 
me the little book. And he Sftid^to me : Take, and eat it up ; 
and it will make thy belly bitter, but in thy mouth it will be 
sweet as honey.

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^^ And I took the little book out of tlie hand of the angel, 
and ate it up; and it was in mj moath as honey, sweet ; and 
when I had eaten it, my belly became bitter. " And they say 
to me: Thou must a^^ain prophe^ of many peoples, and 
nations, and tongues, and kings. 

nAsD there was given me a reed, like to a stafl^ saying: 
• Rise, and measure the temple of Qod, and the altar, and 
those who worship therein. ^ And the court which is without 
the tem]^ leave out, and measure it not ; because it was given 
to the Gentiles^ and they will tread down the holy city forty- 
two moaths, 'And I will give [power] to my two witnesses, 
and they shall prophei^ a thousand two hundred and sixty 
days, clothed in sackcloth. 

^ These are the two olive trees, and the two lamp-stands, 
which stand before the Lord of tiie earth. '^ And If any one 
desires to hurt them, fire goes forth out of their mouth, and 
devours their enemies ; and if any one desires to hurt them, he 
must in this manner be killed. 

* These have power to shut heaven, that it rain not in the 
days of their prophecy ; and have power over the waters to 
turn them to blood, and to smite the earth with eyery plague, 
as often as they will. 

^And when they shall have finished their testimony, the 
beast that comes up out of the abyss will make war with them, 
and will overcome them, and w^ kill them. 'And their re- 
mains are on the street of the great city, which spiritually is 
called Sodom and Egypt, where their Lord also was crucified. 
' And some out of the peoples, and tribes, and tongues, and 
nations^ look on their remains three days and a half, and sufi^ 
not their dead bodies to be put into a tomb. '^ And they who 
dwell on the earth rejoice over them, and are glad ; and they 
will send gifts to one another, because these two prophets 
tormented those who dwell on the earth. 

" And after three days and a half, the spirit of life irom God 
entered into them, and they stood upon their feet ; and great

"And the seventh angel sounded ; and there followed loud 
voices in heaven, saying : The kingdom of the world is become 
our Lord's, and his Christ's ; and he will reign forever and 
ever. '*And the twenty-four elders, who sit befoire God <m 
their thrones, fell upon their faces, and wore^ped God, "say- 
ing : We give thanks to thee, O Lord Otod the Almighty, who 
art, and who wast ; because tiiou hast taken thy great power, 
and didst reign. ''And the nations were enraged, and thy 
wrath came, and the time of the dead to be judged, and to 
give the reward to thy servants the prophets, and to the 
saints, and to those who fear thy name, the small and the 
great ; and to destroy those who destroy the earth. 

^' And the temple of God was opened in heaven, and the aik 
of his covenant was seen in his temple ; and there were light- 
nings, and Tdces, and thunders, and an earthquake, and a 
great halL 

mAin> a great sign was seen in heaven ; a woman 
• clothed with the sun, and the moon under her feet, and 
upon her head a crown of twdve stars. 'And being with diHd 
she cries out, travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered. 

' And anotiber sign was seen in heaven ; and behold a great 
red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and on his 
heads seven crowns. ^ And his tail drags the third part of the 
stars of heav^ ; and it cast them to the earth. 

And the dragon stands before the woman who was about to 
bring forth, that wVen. ^<b\A& \pNrai^t I6rth, he may devour 
iier child. • f^^^ ^(a\ao^a^\itoiiQ^^Twai..^BBiL^^ 
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all nations with a rod of Iron ; and her cliild was caught up to 
God, and to his throne. * And the woman fled into the wilder- 
ness, where she has a place prepared \>j God, that thej^ may 
nourish her there a thousand two hundred and sixty days. 

^ And there was war in heaven, Michael and his angels fight- 
ing with the dragon. And the dragon fought, and his angels, 
® and prevailed not ; neither was their place found any more in 
heaven. 

*And the great dragon was cast down, the old serpent, 
called the Devil and Satan, who leads astray the whole world ; 
he was cast down to the earth, and his angels were cast down 
with him. 

^^ And I heard a loud voice in heaven, saying : Now is come 
the salvation, and the strength, and the khigdom of our God, 
and the authority of his Christ ; because the accuser of our 
brethren is cast down, who accused them before our God day 
and night. " And they overcame him, because of the blood of 
the Lamb, and because of the word of their testimony ; and 
they loved not thdx Hfe, unto the death. "For this cause 
rcpoice, ye heavens, and they who dwell in them. Woe to the 
earth and the sea t For the Devil is come down to you, having 
great wrath, knowing that he has little time. 

^ And when the dragon saw that he was cast down to the 
earth, he persecuted the woipoi who brought forth the man- 
child. '4 And there were given to the woman the two wings 
of the great eagle, that she might fly into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from the face of the serpent. 

"And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood 
after the woman, that he might cause her to be carried away 
by the flood. " And the earth helped the woman ; and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth.

* And the heast which I saw was like to a leopard, and his 
feet as of a hear, and his month as the mouth of a lion ; and 
the dragon gave to him his power, and his throne, and great 
authority. 

' And I saw one of his heads as it were wounded unto death. 
And his deadly wound was healed ; and all_the world wondered 
after the beast. * And they worshiped the dragon, because he 
gave the authority to the beast ; and they worshiped thebesst, 
saying: Who is like to the beast, and who is able to make wu 
with him? 

* And there was given to him a mouth speaking great things 
and blasphemies ; and power was given him to work forty-two 
months. * And he opened his mouth in blasphemies against 
Gkxi, to Uaspheme his name, and his tabemade, those who 
tabemade in heaven. And it was given him to make war 
with the saints, and to overcome them ; and power was g^ven 
him over every tribe, and tongue, and nation. ^ And all who 
dwell upon the earth will worship him, whose names are not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb, which is slain from 
the foundation of the world. 

* If any one has an ear, let him hear. 

^^ If any one is for captivity, he goes into captivity ; if any 
to be killed with the sword, he must be killed with the swoid. 
Here is the patience and the fidth of the saints. 

^^ And I saw another beast coming up out of the earth ; and 
he had two horns like a lamb, and he ts^ke as a dragon. 
^' And he exercises all the authority of the first beast in his 
presence, and causes the earth and tiiose who dwell therein to 
worship the first beast, whose deadly wound was healed. "And 
he does great signs, so that also he causes fire to oome down 
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out of heaven on the earth, in the sight of men ; ^^ and ho leads 
astraj those who dwell on the earth, because of the signs which 
it was given him to do in the presence of the beast ; sajing to 
those who dwell on the earth, that the7 should make an image 
to the beast, which has the wound of the sword, and lived.

Y I Vr Ain> I saw, and behold, the Lamb stood on the 
•AJL Y . mount Zion, and with him a hundred and forty-four 
thousand, having his name, and the name of his Father written 
on their foreheads. 

* And I heard a voice out of heaven, as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of loud thunder ; the voice which I 
heard was as that of harpers, harping with their harps. ' And 
they sing as it were a new song before the throne, and before 
the four animals and the elders ; and no one was able to learn 
the song, except the hundred and forty-four thousand, who are 
redeemed from the earth. * These are they who were not de- 
filed with women ; for they are virgins. These are they who 
follow the Lamb, whithersoever he goes. These were re- 
deemed from men, a first-fruits to God and to the Lamb. 
' And in their mouth was found no falsehood ; for they are 
blameless. 

* And I saw another angel flying in mid-heaven, having the 
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Gverlasting gospel to preacli to those who dwell on the earth, 
and to every nation, and tribe, and tongne, and people ; ' say- 
ing with a loud «>ico: Fear God, and give glory to Mm, 
because the hour of his jndgment is come ; and worship him 
who made heaven and earth, and sea, and fonntains of water. 

B And another, a second angel followed, saying : Babylon the 
great is fGillen, is fallen, because she has made all the nations 
drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. 

* And another, a third angel followed them, saying with a 
loud voice : If any one worships the beast and his image, and 
receives a mark on his forehead, or on his hand, ^^he also 
shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which is poured 
out without mixture into the cup of his wrath, and shall be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone in the presence of holy angds, 
and in the presence of the Lamb. " And tho smoke of their 
torment goes up forever and ever ; and they have no rest day 
and night, who worship the beast and his image, and whoever 
receives the mark of his name.

14 And I saw, and behold a whito doud, and upon the doud 
one sitting like to the Son of man, having on his head a golden 
crown, and in his hand a sharp idckle. "And another angd 
came forth out of tho temple, crying with a loud voice to 
him who sat on the doud : Put forth thy sickle, and reap; 
because the time to reap is come ; because the harvest of the 
earth is ripe. ^* And he who sat on the doud thrust in his 
sickle upon the earth ; and the earth was reaped.

"And they sing the song of 
Moses the servant of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying : 
Great and marvelous are thy works, Lord God the Almighty ; 
just and true are thy ways, thou King of the nations. * Who 
shall not fear, Lord, and glorify thy name ? Because thou 
alone art holy ; because all the nations shall come and worship 
before thee ; because thy judgments are made manifest. 

* And after these things*! saw, and the teinplie of the taber- 
nacle of the testimony in heaven was opened ; • and there came 
forth the seven angels having the seven plagues, clothed in

^® And the fifth i>oured out his cup upon the throne of 
beast ; and his kingdom became darkened ; and they gna 
their tongues for pain, " and blasphemed the God of hea 
because of their pains and their sores, and repented no 
their works. 

IS And the sixth poured out his cup upon the great river, 
Euphrates ; and its water was dried up, that the way of 
kings, who are from the riamg of the sun, might be prepa 
1* And I saw come out of the mouth of the dragon, and 01 
the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the i 
prophet, three unclean spirits as frogs ; '^ for they are sp 
of demons, working signs, which go forth over the kings of 
whole habitable world, to gather them to the battle of 
great day of Giod the Almighty. 

^^ Behold, I come as a thief. Happy is he that watches, 
keeps his gannents, that he may not walk naked and the} 
h^ff shame. 
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"And they gathered them into the place called in the He- 
hiew tongue, Annageddon. 

1' And the seventh poured out his cup upon the air ; and 
there came forth a loud voice out of the temple of heaven, from 
the throne, eaying : It is done. ^ And there were lightnings, 
and voices, and thunders ; and there was a great earthquake, 
such as was not since there was a man upon the earth, so 
mighty an earthquake, so great. ''And the great city was 
divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell ; and 
Babylon the great was remembered before God, to give to her 
the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. '<^ And 
every island fled away, and mountains were not found. '* And 
great hail, as of a talent's weight, comes down out of heaven 
upon men ; and men blasphemed God on account of the plague 
of the hail ; because the plague thereof was exceeding great.

The seven heads are 
seven mountains, on which the woman sita '^ And thej are 
seven kings ; the five are fallen, and the one is ; the other is 
not yet come ; and when he comes, he must remain a little 
time. " And the beast that was, and is not, he also is an 
eighth, and is of the seven, and goes into perdition. 

^* And the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings, who 
received no kingdom as yet ; but receive authority as kings 
one hour, along with the beast. " These have one mind> and 
give their power and authority to the beast. ^^ These will 
make war with the Lamb, and the Lamb will overcome them ; 
because ho is Lord of lords, and King of kings; and they who 
are with him are called, and chosen, and faithful. 

** And he says to me : The waters which thou sawest, where 
the harlot sits, are peoples and multitudes, and nations and 
tongues. i^And the ten horns which thou sawest, and the

^ Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye saints, ye aposUes, 
and ye prophets ; because God judged your cause upon her. 

*i And a strong angel took up a stone like a great millstone, 
and cast it into the sea, saying : Thus with violence shall 
Babylon the great dty be cast down, and shall be found no 
more. ^ And the voice of harpers, and of musicians, and of 
pipers, and of trumpeters, shall be heard in thee no more ; and 
no ci^tsman, of whatever craft, shall be found any more in 
thee, and the sound of a millstone shall be heard in thee no 
more ; '^ and the light of a lamp shall shine in thee no more ;
